THE DISTRICT OF IDAHO 


The Missionary District of Idaho comprises that part of the 
state lying south of the Salmon River. Set aside as the Missionary 
District of Idaho in 1907. Prior to that date it was known as the 
District of Wyoming and Idaho, and embraced southwestern 
Idaho and western Wyoming, 112,000 square miles. In 1936, the 
portion north of the Salmon River, generally known as the Pan- 
handle, was detached and added to the Missionary District of 
Spokane. 

The present area of the District is 63,661 square miles, with 
a population of 446,413.

PROTESTANT EPISCOPAL CHURCH IN THE

The report on the Bishop’s Charge was presented by the Rev. 
James P. Trotter, as follows: 


REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON THE 
BISHOP’S CHARGE 


The Committee on the Bishop’s Charge recommends that the 
following points taken up by the Bishop be published in each 
parish or mission newsletter or bulletin. 


1. The Ministry of the Laity: The Committee recommends 
that it be the goal of each communicant of the District. to bring 
at least one person to Christ and into the life of His Church each 
year. 

2. The Need for Funds for Church Expansion: The Commit- 
tee urges that all Churchmen think in terms of the District rather 
than in parochial terms. Those who are able are urged to make 
substantial loans or gifts to the Bishop for the purpose of lending 
to congregations in need of new property and buildings. We 


remind all Churchmen that one should give serious consideration 
to gifts for the Church in the making of wills. 
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3. The Payment of Missionary Quotas: The Committee re- 
minds all that the first item on a congregation's budget should 
be its missionary giving. To place the full payment of the mis- 
sionary quota in other than first place is not Christian. 


4, Stewardship: The Committee sets the full Biblical tithe 
(one-tenth of one’s gross income) as the only truly Christian goal 
and standard of stewardship. 


5. An Appreciation of National Council Support: The Com- 
mittee recommends the membership of the District be mindful 
of the generous support received from the National Council in 
aiding the extension of God’s Kingdom in Idaho and asks this 
Convocation to extend its thanks to the National Council for this 
support. 


6. The Bishop’s House and Office Quarters: The Committee 
recommends the Bishop and Council be authorized to take im- 
mediate steps to acquire a suitable modern residence for the 
Bishop and his family and proper office facilities for the. Bishop 
and his staff. 


7. Research and Field Study: The Committee recommends 
that each parish mission in the District lend its wholehearted sup- 
port to the Unit of Research and Field Study in its study of the 
work in Idaho. 


_ 8. The Adventure for Christ: Finally the Committee strongly 
commends that the Churchmen of Idaho be reminded we are 
baptized as “Soldiers of Christ.” Aided by God’s grace we pledge 
ourselves never to let any obstacle balk or intimidate us in our 
warfare to win the world for our Saviour and our Lord. 


The Reverend Harold Myers made the motion that the report 
be mimeographed and copies sent to each parish and mission to 
be included in its bulletins. Motion seconded by the Rev. Mc- 
Reynolds and carried.

The motion for the adoption of the proposed budget in the 
amount of $46,352.50 for the year 1959 was made by the Very 
Rev. Marcus B. Hitchcock, seconded and carried. Dean Hitchcock 
moved that the Finance Committee be empowered to prepare 
the budget for 1960 limiting them to the same percentage basis 
used in figuring quotas and assessments from Item K (41%) as em- 
ployed in 1959. Motion seconded and carried. 


The report of the EXAMINING CHAPLAINS was presented 
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by the Rey. Morgan Sheldon. A motion was made for its accept- 
ance and carried. 


The morning session was adjourned after noonday prayers 
led by the Rev. Hugh G. Wintersteen. 


The afternoon session was reconvened at 2:15 p.m. by Dean 
Hitchcock. 


The report of the DEPARTMENT OF CHRISTIAN EDUCA- 
TION (Appendix III) was presented by the Rev. Morgan S. Shel- 
don. The motion for the acceptance of the report was made by 
Mr. Sheldon and seconded. The report was accepted. Miss 
Letitia Croom, District Director of Christian Education, was 
then introduced. She gave a report of her activities. A motion 
was made to include this report in the Journal and make it a 
part of the report of the Department. Seconded and carried. 


An announcement was made by the Rev. Kenneth Whitney of 
a Conference to be held the latter part of February for clergy 
lay leaders, and young people on Youth Work to be led by the 
Rey. Richard Harbour. 

The Bishop returned from méeting with the Women of the 
Episcopal Church in Idaho, and resumed the chair. 


The report of THE COUNCIL OF ADVICE (Appendix IV) 
was submitted by the Rev. Harold Myers. The motion to accept 
the report was made by Fr. Myers. Seconded and carried. 

The report on the TWIN FALLS DEANERY was presented 
by the Rev. Douglas Ellway. He moved Convocation accept the 
report. Seconded and passed. 

The report on the BOISE DEANERY (Appendix V) was pre- 
sented by the Rev. James H. Davis. He moved the acceptance 
of the report. Seconded and carried. 

The report on the POCATELLO DEANERY (Appendix VI) 
was presented by the Rev. Morgan Sheldon. He moved the 
acceptance of the report. Seconded and carried.

He moved that the report be 
accepted. Seconded and carried. 

The report of the DEPARTMENT OF COLLEGE WORK 
(Appendix X) was presented by Mr. Wesley Harris, chairman of 
the Department. He presented the report by title and moved its 
aeceptance. .Seconded and carried. 

_ The report of the DEPARTMENT OF MISSION (Appendix 
XI) was presented by the Bishop by title and recommended for 
acceptance. Seconded and carried. 

The report of the DEPARTMENT OF PROMOTION AND 
PUBLICITY (Appendix XII) was presented by the Rev. Norman 


E. Stockwell by title. Mr. Stockwell moved its acceptance. Sec- 
onded and carried. 


The Committee on CONVOCATION OFFERINGS moved 
that the offerings be given to the Bishop for his discretionary 
fund. Seconded and carried. 


The report of the ARCHDEACON (Appendix XIII) was pre- 
sented by: title by the Ven.

The Bishop moved that the various FINANCIAL REPORTS 
(Appendix XIV) be accepted. Seconded and carried. 


The Committee on RESOLUTIONS presented the following 
report: 
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BE IT RESOLVED: That this Convocation does approve 
the plan for expansion formulated by the Trustees of the Church 
Divinity School of the Pacific; 


That it endorses the Seminary’s efforts to increase the facili- 
ties for training men for the priesthood of Christ's Church; 


That it accepts as its share of the total cost, the sum of $59,029, 
and that it will pray faithfully and work energetically for the 
fulfillment of this endeavor. 


We urge the churchmen of the Missionary District of Idaho 
to give toward the advanced gifts campaign. Motion seconded 
and carried. 


The report of the COMMITTEE ON CONSTITUTION AND 
CANONS was presented by Dean Hitchcock. Questions were 
raised on the following portions of the proposed Constitution 
and Canons: Canon 26, 21, 9, Article 4, Section 2, Canon 8, Sec- 
tion 3.

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Appendix I 


To the Clergy and Laity of the Missionary District of Idaho: 
Brethren, 


I speak this year not only to the representatives of the congre- 
gations of our church in idaho but also through the layreaders of 
the District to each member present at the church services on 
Sunday, February lst. As we assemble here on that morning the 
faithful will be gathered in their home churches and in this way 
may we demonstrate our essential unity. First I would like to 
report on the state of the church:in Idaho, its changes, needs, 
problems and hopes for the future and then to speak more 
directly of the ways in which these things affect our individual 
lives. The Church is the body of which Christ is the head. It is 
a corporate living unity in which the members have different 
functions. The clergy are expected to exercise leadership and are 
empowered to administer the sacraments and preach the Gospel. 
The laity are also. mininsters of Christ and have their witness 
to bear at home, in work and recreation, as well as in church. All 
of us are called to be evangelists, teachers, stewards, and above 
all in our lives and words to be witnesses to the good news of 
redemption. 


An inventory of the changes since the last Convocation in 
September of 1957 will reveal something of our constituency and 
our stewardship. 


The Clergy 


In the Cae of the clergy the Rev. Andrew Asboe retired in 
January, 1958, but has since returned and is taking care of St. 
John’s Church in American Falls. The Rev. Jack A. Bates left 
in July of 1958 for work in the Diocese of Colorado; the Rey. 
David Blackaller resigned in January of 1958 to undertake train- 
ing in Boston, Massachusetts as a hospital chaplain; The Rev. 
Everett Ellis resigned as rector of St. Johns, Idaho Falls, for work 
in Western Michigan in January of 1958. 


Within the District a number of clergy have chosen to remain 
with us but have moved to different locations. The Rev. John 
Kimball left Mountain Home to undertake the work at Fort Hall; 
the Rev. Kenneth Whitney resigned as canon of St. Michael’s 
Cathedral to become Rector of St. David’s, Caldwell; the Rev. 
William C. Johnson resigned as Rector of All Saints, Boise, to 
become Archdeacon of the District. 


With one retirement and three removals from the District we 
have been able to add eight new clergy to the District Family. 
These include the Rev. Dr. Fred. Pickett who came in November, 
1957, to be rector of St. James, Payette; the Rev. Willis Lee Davis 
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was added in April, 1958, as rector of St. John’s, Idaho Falls; 
the Rev. James Trotter came in May, 1958, as rector of Trinity 
Church, Pocatello; and the Rev. James Donald Skinner, in Au- 
gust of 1958 as rector of All Saints Church, Boise. In June of 1958 
we added by ordination four clergy, the Rev. Hugh Wintersteen 
who is serving St. James, Burley; the Rev. David Holt, now at 
St. Paul’s Blackfoot, with oversight of our work in Arco and 
Mackay; the Rev. Jack Viggers, now serving Mountain Home, 
Bruneau and Glenns Ferry; and the Rey. James Grant, working 
in McCall and Cascade. 


Among our non-parochial clergy the Rev. William Buchanan 
is now working in the Diocese of Oregon and has been transferred 
to that jurisdiction. 


Mention must also be made of the fact that the Rev. Cecil 
McKay who has given twenty-two years of his ministry to the 
Missionary District of Idaho will retire the first of February. 
Father McKay has served the Church in what have always been 
struggling situations since his ordination in 1930. He served first 
as vicar of our Saviour Church in Langdon, North Dakota, then 
as Rector of All Saints Church, Minot, North Dakota, before 
coming to Idaho in 1936. From 1936 to 1949 he was vicar of 
Grace Church, Nampa, and of St. David’s, Caldwell. Under his 
leadership Grace Church became a parish and he was the first 
rector from 1949 to 1954 when he went to Rupert to take charge 
of our work in Rupert and Burley. I trust that the members of 
Convocation will make known to Fr. McKay their appreciation 
of his service to the District. 


It is with regret that I must also record the deaths of the Rev. 
Ernest Allman and the Rev. Canon Allison H. Bear. Both of these 
priests were in a sense retired, though they gave freely of them- 
selves in assisting the other clergy and supplying vacancies. We 
shall remember them in our prayers at the altar on Sunday morn- 
ing and give thanks to God for their lives and ministry. 


The Laity 


While the changes in the ranks of the clergy can be reported 
by name, the growth in the ranks of the laity is only possible of 
presentation in a statistical form. They are of great significance. 
Since the last Convocation the active number of communicants 
has increased from 4306 to approximately 4550—a gain of 244. 
Our baptized membership has added 300 persons to reach 8788. 
With the addition of new Church Schools at American Falls, 
Ketchum and Council, Church School enrollment has grown to 
over 2400. These are figures but as such they are symbols of 
living persons who are learning to work, pray, worship, study and 
give for the spread of Christ's Kingdom in this world. 
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Buildings 


The work of the Church is carried on through the leadership 
of the clergy and the participation of the laity in all of com- 
munity life, but it centers in the churches, parish halls and homes 
of our clergy and people. The Church is not a building but it 
needs and uses them. It is therefore significant that since the last 
Convocation new construction and major remodeling have added 
$345,000 to the capital assets of the church in Idaho. This has 
been accomplished for a total indebtedness of $149,250, the 
balance coming from the gifts and pledges of the members of 
the Church. We are also grateful for the grants that have been 
made by the National Council in the amount: of $42,500 to aid 
in these improvements. Among these ‘additions have been the 
construction of parish houses in Idaho Falls, Twin Falls, Emmett, 
Glenns Ferry and Jerome; the construction or purchase of rec- 
tories in McCall, Hailey, Mountain Home and at St. Andrew’s, 
‘Pocatello. Through the assistance of the United Thank Offering 
the rectory in Fort Hall is nearing completion and the mission 
building will be remodeled. The District has purchased. a resi- 
dence for the Archdeacon in Boise and St. Michael’s Cathedral 
has purchased a residence for Canon King next door to Grace 
Chapel. A major remodeling has greatly improved the usefulness 
of the parish hall in Rupert and numerous other smaller improve- 
ments have been made in the properties of the church throughout 
the District. At Paradise Point a bathhouse and one additional 
cabin were added last summer as well as electricity and refrigera- 
tion. 


‘In the immediate future with the aid of a $7,000 grant from 
the National Council we look forward to the construction of a 
multipurpose church and parish hall building in McCall and to 
-the construction of a new church with basement parish hall in 
Ketchum. 


The indebtedness of the District and of Parishes and Missions 
for these and other buildings built in the last five years now 
stands at approximately $275,000. Of this amount $33,500 bears 
no interest, some $40,000 draws 4% or less, and the balance 
averages 54%. All payments have been kept up and met regularly 
and with assets: of over $2,180,000 this is not too much indebted- 
ness for us to have at this time. However, it is worth noting that 
over $12,600 is required annually to meet interest charges. This 
sum alone would make it possible to operate two new mission 
fields. Nor is it entirely necessary that this situation exist. 
Through the clergy in recent months I have been encouraging 
loans from parishes or missions or individuals to the District. 
These are secured by the Bishop as corporation sole and reloaned 
to parishes and missions. We hope in this way to develop a 
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capital loan fund in which the interest is used to further the work 
of the church. In the last month $5000 has been obtained in this 
way. Some of it represents funds that a parish had in a savings 
account and the District now pays that parish the interest which 
is in turn put to work in the parish. When the money is reloaned 
to another parish or mission with a building project the user of 
the money not only has the advantage of a lower interest rate 
but also the knowledge that such interest as is paid goes back 
into the work of the church. I would urge this Convocation to 
encourage the development of this loan fund. There must be in 
the District a number of individuals who could loan the District 
money at interest rates equivalent to that received from savings 
funds or perhaps without interest. This they would do if they 
were satisfied that this was a sound businesslike enterprise and 
not a sly way of asking for a donation. Present loans are secured 
by a promissory note drawn by our chancellor and by the assets 
of the corporation and are payable on sixty days notification. 
Through this or through a capital funds drive or both we must 
find the ways to solve the large capital funds needs of the District 
and its congregations. 


In this connection also it is distressing to report that the 
records show no funds received by the District in the last 20 
years by bequest. A few of our parishes have had some gifts of 
this nature. Surely the clergy and laity need to hold before our 
members the responsibility that is theirs in this regard. Have we 
told the story of the needs and opportunities of the church in 
Idaho and the great benefits in self support and expansion that 
could be achieved by the development of adequate endowment 
funds: 


The District Office and the Bishop’s Residence 


For many years the District Office and the Bishop’s Residence 
have been in the same place. As you may know, about a year ago 
the District was given the use of the second floor of the Nurses 
Home at St. Luke’s Hospital as office space. In it are offices for 
the Bishop, Archdeacon, Director of Christian Education, the 
Bishop's Secretary, a work room, and a room for the use of the 
District Altar Guild. In the program of hospital expansion that is 
about to begin this building will be torn down and we shall have 
to seek other quarters. In addition, the Bishop’s residence which 
was built in 1902 will soon be in need of extensive maintainence. 
It is a gracious old residence which was built with the use of 
servants in mind. It is expensive to maintain and will remain so. 
1 am asking that this Convocation appuint a special committee or 
instruct the Bishop and Council to consider these two related 
problems. 
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The Work of the District and National Council 


In 1957 the support of the District and National Church Pro- 
gram in Idaho totaled $20,000, in 1958 $34,000 was received from 
parishes and missions and $43,000 was pledged for 1959. This is 
a fine record but it does not tell the whole story. In 1958 the 
amount which the missions of the District gave toward the 
support of their clergymen increased by $3500 and in addition 
over $7000 was pledged for 1959; this is an increase in self- 
support of $10,500 in two years. These increases have been neces- 
sary to meet the expanding program of the Church here in Idaho, 
and through the National Council, at home and overseas. With 
the policy of a 10% a year reduction we can choose only between 
closing present missions and increasing our own giving. I am 
indeed proud and grateful for the fine repsonse that has been 
made. It is, however, noticeable that the only places which-have 
experienced difficulty in meeting their missionary quota, have 
been those with new building campaigns and construction. This 
has by no means been true of all but it has of some. Several had 
begun new buildings before the quotas for missions began to 
increase and so were in a sense caught in an unfortunate situation, 
but others knew of those needs at the same time they were making 
their plans. When parishes cut their quotas for this reason they 
are in effect asking the rest of the District to help pay for their 
buildings. Pledges for 1959 are about $5000 less than the re- 
quested figures; and with a budget which provides for little more 
than meeting our obligations to the National Church, paying the 
salaries and travel of our missionary clergy, and maintaining a 
minimum departmental program, this failure may mean the neces - 
sity to borrow additional funds—the interest being an obligation 
on every parish and mission, not only on those whose failure to 
meet their pledge made the loan necessary. There are extenuat- 
ing circumstances and moments when the whole District should 
be able to recognize and respond to. the special needs or the spe- 
cial situation of any parish or mission. I do not say this in criti- 
cism, but that the facts may be known and their implications 
understood. 


Realizing that congregations can only support the work of the 
Church in their own community and outside the community, in 
proportion to the stewardship of their members, the District in 
the last year entered into a contract with Thomas White As- 
sociates to enable individual congregations to have professionally 
conducted canvasses for this purpose. Four such canvasses have 
been held in Burley, Pocatello, St. Michael’s, Boise, and Gooding 
with good results in’ each case. One is now in process in Idaho 
Falls. I would urge every place to consider seriously using this 
opportunity. os 
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Summer Camp 


In the reports to Convocation there is a full report on last 
summer at Paradise Point, but I would like here to note the 
growth in the use of these facilities. There was really only one 
week last summer when the camp was not in use by some organiz- 
ed group of the Church. A new cabin was built with money and 
labor donated by the laymen in Boise and Nampa in memory of 
Leo McFarland who gave so much of himself to Paradise Point. 
The bathhouse will be completed and ready for use this year and 
we hope to complete the wiring of all the buildings. We are 
still in need of a recreation building that can provide for class- 
rooms and chapel space in bad weather. 


A Study of the Work of the Church in Idaho 


The Unit of Research and Field Study of the National Council 
will conduct a thorough study of all our work in Idaho this year. 
The matter will be presented and discussed in the business session. 
The study will require the cooperation and hard work of a num- 
ber of laity, but it will be worth it, for it will give us the basis 
for planning in the years ahead and the chance to anticipate and 
meet with strength our real opportunities as they arise. 


There are many other details of what we might call the house- 
keeping of the Missionary District of Idaho that will come to the 
attention of Convocation for action in the business meeting but 
perhaps the above are the more important areas of our concern. 
In themselves they are figures, problems, opportunities, signs 
of growth as well as signs of need. I suspect that if we are honest 
with ourselves the policies of the Missionary District are second- 
ary to the lives of most of our people. Their effect on the per- 
sonal life of the average communicant is made apparent only 
gradually and occasionally. He is involved in the business of 
going to school, earning a living, getting married, bringing up 
children, paying his bills, being sick and getting well, taking a 
vacation, belonging to community groups, going to church on 
Sunday, facing the fact of death . . . The decisions and _ policies 
adopted here may seem rather irrelevant unless we hold in our 
minds the reality that they are decisions that affect the leader- 
ship, equipment and methods used in bringing the redeeming 
love of Christ to individuals. One of the tragedies of our day is 
its fragmentation, its separatness. We need to explore the ways 
of making the policies and business of the church become as 
relevant to people as they really are, and this can only be done as 
it is done locally in each congregation. The wholeness of life is to 
be found only in the understanding of the oneness of the Creator 
in unity with the Salvation of His Son, and the Inspiration of His 
Spirit; and the wholeness of any man’s life is to be found only as 
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he thinks, acts, and prays for the fulfillment of the purposes of the 
one God in every area of his own life: his family’s living, his 
work, play, love, sickness, health and worship. Surely this is a 
way that calls for stewardship, sacrfice, humility and love. This 
is the way of obedience and joy, and the greatest adventure there 
is for any person or group. Let us not be content as individuals, 
missions, parishes, district, or church to do just the little things 
that we can do without much pain, but to reach and stretch to 
do those things that we can only accomplish because we do not 
rely on ourselves to achieve them but rely instead upon the 
strength and the wisdom that God gives. Depression is contagious 
and defeating, and worse than that it is a denial of God’s love 
and power. May we express in our lives as a District and as 
individuals the response to the command, “Lift up your hearts,” 
and thus truly . ).. “give thanks unto the Lord.”

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Appendix I 
Report of the Department of Finance 
To the 50th Annual Convocation of the Missionary District of 


Idaho: 

Your Department has had four meetings this past year during 
which the financial picture of the Missionary District of Idaho 
was given close scrutiny. 

We are pleased to note the number of parishes and missions 
which have utilized the services of the Thomas White Associates 
in their fund-raising efforts and in the beginning of sound 
Stewardship practices in these parishes and missions. We would 
urge other parishes and missions as the occasion may present it- 
self to utilize these services. 

As instructed by the last Convocation, your Department has 
prepared a proposed Budget for the year 1959, which budget was 
sent out quite some time ago for perusal by the various Bishop’s 
Committees and Vestries. We recommended to the Bishop and 
Council the adoption of this budget as it stands, along with the 
schedule of assessments and quotas needed in order to realize 
and fulfill our budgeted expense. 

A number of parishes and missions have not yet submitted 
their acceptance of Assessments and Quotas, and others have 
indicated some cuts in their Quotas. We hope that in each of 
these instances, every effort will be made to pay their Assess- 
ments and Quotas in full before December 31, 1959. 

We further recommend that for the Budget of 1960, the per- 
centage basis used in figuring Quotas and Assessments from Item 
K be not increased over the percentage basis used in computing 
the 1959 budget. This recommendation too was approved by the 
Bishop and Council at its December meeting. 

We hope that consideration will be given a proposed supple- 
mentary schedule of Assessments or Quotas for Capital needs in 
the District. Were such an amount raised for the next several 
years this money could be used as a rotating loan fund to aid our 
own parishes and missions at a very low interest rate. A special 
schedule of these Assessments has been attached to the report 
which is in your hands. 

The Department of Finance at the Direction of the Bishop 
and Council has been authorized and empowered to draw up a 
proposed budget for the year 1960 which will be done in the 
Fall of 1959. 

Your Department members stand ready and willing to meet 
with vestries and bishop’s committees at their invitation or at the 
directive of the Bishop of Idaho.

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Appendix III 
District Department of Christian Education 


The District Christian Education Department consists of the 
following: Miss Letitia Croom, District Director of Christian Edu- 
cation; the Rev. Morgan S. Sheldon, Chairman; the Rev. Messrs. 
Kenneth W. Whitney, James Davis, Kale F. King, Mmes. Gerald 
Burwell, Dorothy Donnelley, J. F. Emery. For the first half. of 
the year, Dr. Frances Bailey was a member. 


The biggest help to the work of the Department this year has 
been the addition of Miss Letitia Croom, as District Director of 
Christian Education. From her work with the clergy in the 
various parishes and missions in the District, the Department is 
beginning to get\a picture of the needs of the District in which 
we can be of help. Her presence throughout the Camp and Con- 
‘ference season at Payette Lakes gave us the first comprehensive 
report we have ever had on the program there. This will be of 
immeasurable assistance in better relating the various camps in a 
well-rounded program. In her contacts in the field, Miss Croom 
has been able to compile a list of lay persons in parishes and 
missions who are active in the various areas of Christian Educa- 
tion. Through her office, we are also beginning to organize a use- 
ful library of books, study materials and audio-visual aids for the 
use of the District. 


Youth Division 


Under the guidance of the Youth Division of the Department 
the youth have been developing a more intensive District program 
this year. In order that the young people might be able to take 
part in the planning and execution of those plans for the District 
youth work several meetings of the District officers were held. 
In addition to the usual Junior and Senior High Summer Con- 
ferences, two successful conferences, under the direction of the 
executive board, were held: The Spring ‘Conference at St. 
Michael’s Cathedral, Boise; and the Fall Conference at St. John’s 
Church, Idaho Falls. They were attended by over 100 young 
people of junior and senior high school age. The Twin Falls 
Deanery held an afternoon conference which was attended by 
seventy young people, under the direction of the Deanery Ad- 
viser, the Rev. Norman E. Stockwell and the clergy of the deanery. 
Three. young people and a clergy adviser, the Rev. Kale F. King, 
attend the Provincial Synod at Prescott, Arizona, and two young 
people attended the Triennial } Meeting of the Episcopal Young 
Churchmen at Oberlin, Ohio.

The Christian Education Department of the Women of the 
Church has functioned principally through supplying program 
materials from the District library for guild meetings. There have 
been many requests for books and pamphlets and it is interesting 
to note that study on Christian vocation and Christian living have 
been requested most frequently. Devotional materials are always 
in demand. New books have been added to the library the past 
year in the areas of worship, personal religion, church heritage, 
and home and foreign missions. A number of playlets suitable 
for play reading have also been added. 


It is the hope of this Department that closer cooperation with 
Miss Croom may see more coordination in all areas of Christian 
Education. This cooperation could be reflected in ever widening 
Christian action on all age levels. 


Plans are being devised for a team to be available for con- 
sultation with program leaders and clergy in several areas of 
Christian education, providing first-hand acquaintance with re- 
source materials and discovering ways and means of best using 
these aids. You will hear more of this later for it is expected that 
the summer months will be utilized for these individual con- 


sultations.

Payette Lakes Conference Center 


A. Summer Program 


The work of the Camp Committee, under the chairmanship 
of the Rev. James Davis, was reflected in an expanded camp pro- 
gram. This found expression in a more unified approach and cur- 
riculum for each of the camps in coordination with pre-camp 
training sessions for staff, and meant the establishment of new 
programs such as the family camp. Approximately 400 persons 
attended the 10 camps and week-end conferences at Payette 
Lakes this past summer. Attendance represented nearly 100 per 
cent increase over the previous year. 


Three Summer Camp Conferences were held for the youth of 
the District. The Intermediate Camp for those who had finished 
the fifth and sixth grades was under the direction of the Rev. 
James Davis; the Junior High Camp for those who had finished 
the seventh and eighth grades was directed by the Rev. Harold 
Myers, and the Senior Camp for those who had finished the ninth 
through eleventh grades was directed by the Rev. Kenneth W. 
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Whitney. An entirely new format for the senior high summer 
conference proved popular with both the youth and their leaders. 
Our first attempt at a Family Camp was most successful; and the 
enthusiasm of those who attended should: serve to increase the 
attendance next year.

Note: With the exception of the plumbing all labor on wiring and the 
bathhouse was donated during the summer. In addition to the above, a new 
cabin was built in memory of Leo McFarland with the cost of materials and 
labor being donatéd largely by the Brotherhood of St. Andrew Chapter of 
St. Michael’s, Boise, and the laymen of Grace Church, Nampa.

Isolated Church People; Birthday Thank Offering 


Other work of the Department includes the Birthday Thank 
Offering, of which Mrs. A. C. Goldsmith of Idaho Falls is Secre- 
tary; and work with the isolated through a personal correspon- 
dence program conducted by Deaconess Laura M. Knepper of 
Twin Falls. Miss Croom and Archdeacon Johnson are trying to 
determine the needs in this last area, so that the Department and 
they, with the clergy nearest to isolated families, may help to 
strengthen their ties to the Church. 


General Work of the Department 


The Department during most of the year was still trying to 
determine just what its areas of operation should be, and how it 
could be of most use to the individual clergy and lay leaders. 
We were greatly helped in assessing and evaluating our program 
by a three-day conference in September with the Rev. Walton 
Davis, of the Leadership Training Division of the National Chris- 
tian Education Department. 


As a result of our conference with him, we came to the de- 
cision that one of the major responsibilities to the District is the 
training of leadership, both clergy and lay, on a deanery, or 
smaller, level, so that training in techniques and information 
about materials, can be readily disseminated. This is in line with 
the present policy of the National Department in sending out 
leaders only for the purpose of training leaders, who will then be 
expected to conduct their own training program locally. 


The Department feels that there is a distinct need to revive 
the use of Parish Life Conferences in the District. Several years 
ago they were conducted in several parishes, with some success, 
and we now have a number of the clergy who have taken part in 
the Laboratory program, and could become qualified conductors 
of these Conferences, so we would not be as dependent upon 
outside leadership as formerly. 


Because the area of Christian Education is so large, and over- 
lapping other areas, we are still in the formative stage in some 
fields where we might be of help. Although it is with church 
schools, vacation schools, and youth that the Department has 
functioned in the past, we should also be of help in adult educa- 
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tion, working with the men’s and women’s District organizations 
for better coordination of educational programs. The women 
have been represented on the Department through their Christian 
Education Chairman, and we hope that in the future, the men 
may also have a representative.

Christian Education 

Serving as Director of Christian Education, my work is of 
course closely related to the District's Department of Christian 
Education, and I serve as a member of that Department and on its 
committees. It is a part of my responsibility to assist in carrying 
out Departmental plans. And it is also my function to help in car- 
rying forward.Departmental policy, insofar as this depends upon 
the work of a staff person. You have before you the Department's 
report as well as my own. And so rather than repeat, I would like 
to comment upon some of the ways in which we work together. 


We-that is the Department of Christian Education of the 
District and myself—aim in diverse ways to be a resource to the 
parish in its educational obligation. This obligation is interpreted 
by us to be essentially evangelistic in nature: the “. . . confronting 
of a person with the Person of Jesus Christ . . . that his purity 
may rebuke men’s sinfulness, his power elicit their cry for help, 
his love draw out their full response in worship and service.”* 


To this end we sponsor District-wide conferences for clergy 
and lay leaders, such as the conference for clergy on church 
camping held this past year; and the conference for youth leaders 
and an equal number of senior young people which will be held 
‘here in Twin Falls next month under the leadership of the Rev. 
Richard Harbour who is the Executive Secretary of the National 
Division of Youth. 


Perhaps even more important, we offer our services and 
leadership for a variety of consultations in the parish for its own 
lay leaders. In this connection I. have conducted 28 teacher 
- training sessions in 14 parishes and missions this past year. 
Seven of these were two to four day sessions, in which group 
meetings were combined with individual consultation with church 
school teachers and administrators. We hope to continue this 
present program, with even more emphasis on the role of in- 
dividual consultation. There is a growing recognition throughout 
the Church reflected in the requests which we have received here 
in the District, that a regular program of individual consultation 


*From the report of Committee A on “Progress in the Anglican Communion,” Section 3. 
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with group leaders within a congregation is a necessary element 
in an effective program of leadership training. We feel that this 
program might well be widened to include more parish leaders 
in addition to those directly responsible for children’s groups. As 
a start in this direction plans are being devised for a team to be 
available for consultation with program leaders as well as 
teachers in several areas of Christian education, providing first- 
hand acquaintance with resource materials and discovering ways 
of best using them. Mrs. Dorothy Donnelley who as Chairman 
of Christian Education of the Women of the Episcopal Church 
is a member of the District Department, is working with me on 
the details which will be announced this spring. It is expected 
that the summer months will be utilized for these consultations, 
giving sufficient time for group leaders to lay their plans in ad- 
vance of the parish’s fall program. 


The purpose of all such meetings and consultations is to pro- 
mote ability in education for Christian living, and to make ma- 
terials available which we hope will help clergy and their people 
so to present Christ on the many occasions possible within the 
life of a congregation, where each person can be confronted with 
the meaning of the Gospel for himself and where he can be help- 
ed to respond in a Christian way. We hope to be a resource as 
you seek to provide varied learning activities in which the child 
or adult can participate in order to grow in his understanding 
of the nature and heritage of the Church, to help him do his 
share within the community of God’s people, and take his place 
in the mission of the Church to all mankind. 


We are concerned that the leaders of the educational enter- 
prise in the parish be cognizant of the fact that the faithful lay- 
men carries out his witness to Christ not only under the “roof 
of the parish house” and in explicit programs of Christian social 
action in the Community, but also within all the relationships of 
mundane daily life. A realistic educational program within a 
congregation will help people to be critically aware of the nature 
of the world in which the Church carries out its mission and will 
penetrate into the four areas of human relationships in which 
men live out their lives as the missionary Church—family, work, 
community, and leisure. A truly adequate educational program 
in the parish will set forth the relevance of the Gospel and the 
liturgy of the Church to this total human enterprise. 


We seek, in cooperation with the persons at work in the Dis- 
trict parishes and missions, to achieve and share with the District 
a philosophy of education increasingly more adequate for Chris- 
tian living, to become more clear and helpful about the predica- 
ment and needs of the learner as he takes his part in Christ’s 
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ministry in the world, to supply opportunities for the training of 
parish leaders in educational work, and to make materials avail- 
able for the educational enterprise. 


In this last connection, I would like to call your attention 
to the materials now available through the District office. At 
present these principally take the form of a Lending Library and 
an Audio-Visual Library. A representative selection from both 
libraries is, on display with the other Departmental exhibits in 
the Parish Hall. You will probably get a better idea of the scope 
of these materials from seeing them than from any amount of 
description now. A current development, too recent to appear in 
the written reports before Convocation, is the’ making available 
of materials for use with blind persons. Some of these are also 
exhibited. Since a few of them are on loan only, you may want 
to take this opportunity to see them here. As we become more 
familiar with -the specific interests and requests of the various 
congregations, we hope that both the library and audio-visual 
resource service, as well as our availablility for leadership train- 
ing, may be expanded; and that other coordinated services may be 
offered through the District office as the need arises. 


The scope of our work is addressed not only to the whole 
man but also to the whole of the Christian community, at present 
ranging from the youngest children through the adult constitu- 
ency. It should also include the most senior members of the 
parish. But our knowledge and understanding of the needs and 
interests of this senior portion of the Church’s membership is 
completely inadequate. It is for this reason that we have urged 
the use by study groups of the materials available on “aging and 
the aged” from the Department of Christian Social Relations. 


By all these nteans the Department of Christian Education 
and I seek to cooperate with the parishes and missions of the 
District as they carry out their educational responsibility to the 
men and women and children of Christ’s People.

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Appendix IV 
Council of Advice — 1958 Report 


To the 50th Convocation of the Missionary District of Idaho: 


Four meetings of your Council of Advice were held since last 
Convocation: 


A meeting was held immediately following adjournment of 
Convocation in Pocatello at which time the Council of Advice 
was organized with the election of the Very Rev. Marcus B. 
Hitchcock as President; and the Rev. Harold Myers as Secretary. 


On February 10th the Council met again, this time in the 
Bishop Tuttle House of St. Michael’s Cathedral, Boise at which 
time your Council adopted for its guidance certain rules for pro- 
cedure in giving its consent for loans to parishes and missions, 
as such rules had been adopted by the Bishop and Council. 


We gave consent to the placing of a mortgage on the new 
educational building at the Church of the Ascension, Twin Falls; 
to St. Mary's Church, Emmett for the placing of a mortgage on 
their property in order to erect a new parish house; and to the 
Bishop of Idaho, that he be authorized to negotiate a loan not 
to exceed $100,000.00. This loan to be used for improvements at 
Paradise Point, the purchasing of a residence for the Archdeacon 
(in Boise), and towards the purchase price of a rectory in Hailey, 
and the further consolidation of other outstanding mortgages and 
future loans—if such consolidation can prove to be financially 
beneficial to the District of Idaho. 


We agreed with the Bishop to change the dates of the 1958 
Convocation to be held the last week of January—place yet to 
be determined. 

The third meeting of the Council was held at the Bishop 
Tuttle House, Boise on June 16th at which time, applications 
were read from the following Candidates for Holy Orders to be 
admitted Deacons: Mr. Hugh Wintersteen; Mr. David Martin 
Holt; Mr. James C. Grant, Jr.; and Mr. Jack T. Viggers. The 
applications were approved by the Council and signed by its 
officers. 

A Committee from St. Michael's Chapter presented a request 
to place a loan of $10,000.00 on Cathedral property. Consent was 
granted for placing of such loan. 

The request for Mr. Charles R. Wilson, Postulant, to become 
a Candidate for Holy Orders was granted. 

The fourth meeting of your Council was held on December 
2nd in the Bishop Tuttle House of St. Michael’s Parish, Boise: 
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Applications were read from the following Deacons to be 
admitted as Priests: The Rey. Messers David. Martin Holt; Jack 
Trenchard Viggers; James Coleman Grant, Jr.; and Hugh George 
Wintersteen. The applications were approved by the Council and 
signed by its officers. 


The petition of Mr. Frederic John Cochrane to be admitted 
as Candidate for Holy Orders and that of Mr. M. Dale Vander- 
grift were read and approved and signed by the officers. 


Permission was granted to Bishop Foote to borrow money 
for a proposed Chapel at Hailey-Sun Valley. This money to be 
secured from the National Council at no interest for a period of 
eight years. 


We concurred with the Bishop in setting the place and date 
of the 50th Convocation to be held at the Church of the a 
sion, Twin Falls, January 30-February 1, 1959.

Appendix V

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Appendix VI 
Report of the Pocatello Deanery 


1958 has seen an almost complete turn-over in the clergy of 
the Pocatello Deanery. The Rev. A. E. Asboe retired early in 
the year as Rector of Trinity Church, Pocatello, and was replaced 
in July by the Rev. James P. Trotter, former Rector of St. Francis’ 
Church, Turlock, California. After an extended trip, Fr. and Mrs. 
Asboe returned in the fall to make their home in Pocatello. Fr. 
Asboe is continuing an active ministry as priest-in-charge of St. 
John’s, American Falls. 

The Rev. E. F. Ellis resigned from St. John’s, Idaho Falls, in 
January, to move to Grand Rapids, Michigan. He was replaced 
by the Rev. W. Lee Davis, formerly of the Missionary District 
of Nevada. 


The Rev. Jack A. Bates moved from Good Shepherd Mission, 
Fort Hall, to assume new duties in the Diocese of Colorado, and 
was replaced by the Rev. John Kimball, formerly Vicar of St. 
James, Mountain Home. 


The Rev. David M. Holt, a ane graduate of the Church Divi- 
nity School of the Pacific, became Vicar of St. Paul’s, Blackfoot, 
and is in charge of work at Arco and Mackay. 


Trinity Church, Pocatello, is greatly expanding its program, 
with the organization of a Church School and regular public 
services at St. Andrew’s Chapel, under the direction of the Rev. 
Benjamin T. Spinks. College work at St. Andrew’s continues to 
grow, with a regular program of student activities and classes for 
college credit, taught by Fr. Spinks and Fr. Trotter. Trinity is 
in the early stages of planning an extensive remodelling of the 
church and addition to parish hall facilities. 


A report of work at Fort Hall will be found elsewhere in the 
Journal. 

After several years of a part-time ministry, St. Paul’s, Black- 
foot, is enjoying a revival and strengthening of activities under 
the guidance of its new Vicar. Fr. Holt is also, with the help of 
the Archdeacon, surveying and establishing a fuller program in 
Arco and vicinity. 

This year has seen the completion of the beautiful new parish 
hall at Idaho Falls, and refurnishing and remodelling in the 
church and rectory. St. John’s is ministering to an increasing 
number of the new families moying to town in connection with 
the nearby A.E.C. facility. It is regrettable that a certain number 
of these families also move out each year, but they are proving 
a valuable addition to the congregation during the time they are 
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there. In October, St. John’s was host to a very successful Fall 
Conference of the District’s youth. 


Work continues to grow slowly, but steadily in the Salmon 
area, despite the loss of all but one of the active families in 
Cobalt, due to a cut-back in mining activities. Regular services 
are no longer being conducted there. Regular services and calling 
continue in Challis, and though one family moved out, two have 
been added to the congregation there. At the Church of the 
Redeemer in Salmon, an experiment was conducted the past 
year in combining the two late Sunday morning services into one 
Family Service at 10:00 a.m., with the children going to classes 
during the sermon. The result has been a larger attendance at 
the one consolidated service than the combined total attending 
the two previous, services. 


The Deanery meeting in Blackfoot in November was a success, 
with 65 adults and young people attending. . 


With a full complement of clergy in the Deanery for the first 
time in some years, growth and development in all the established 
parishes and missions is to be expected. With the assistance of 
the Archdeacon, it is hoped that new work may be started and 
aided by nearby clergy and lay readers, especially in the south- 
east part of the Deanery, where there are several good-sized 
communities not at present served by the Church. 


The isolation of the Dean, and the change of clergy has made 
it difficult to establish a regular clericus, but the clergy of the 
southern end: of the Deanery and their families have met to- 
gether several times informally, and it is hoped that closer rela- 
tions may be established among the clergy and congregations of 
that area.

Christian Social Relations Report 


What is Christian Social Relations? “Christianity is a social 
religion. It‘is not a faith for man living by himself, but for men 
living with their fellowmen; working, worshipping, enjoying life 
and serving God with those about them. The teachings of Christ 
and His Church set personal and corporate standards for social 
living. The effort to understand and act upon these standards 
constitutes Christian Social Relations. 


“The Church’s task is to bring to the world and to all men 
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the way of life exemplified by Christ. Part of the task is to help 
individual Christians to act in their everyday living in accordance 
with the faith they profess. Christian thought and action must 
permeate our whole society and be concerned with all the prob- 
lems of human relations. In the Holy Communion, Church men 
and women and young people, offer ‘ourselves, our souls and 
bodies to be a reasonable, holy and living sacrifice.’ They thus 
take upon themselves the obligation of making their whole lives 
as perfect an offering as possible.” 


Who is responsible for Christian Social Relations? 


In a Christian society each man is responsible as an individual 
for his personal activities. Each one also is responsible, as a 
member of the Church, for its corporate action as the Body of 
Christ upon earth. We pray for “ALL SORTS AND CONDI- 
TIONS OF MEN ... THOSE WHO ARE AFFLICTED, OR 
DISTRESSED, IN MIND, BODY, OR ESTATE,” and, “THAT 
WE MAY REVERENTLY USE OUR FREEDOM, HELP US 
TO EMPLOY IT IN THE MAINTENANCE OF JUSTICE 
AMONG MEN AND NATIONS.” Therefore, we must work for 
the afflicted, for all sorts and conditions of men, and for justice 
among men and nations. What we pray for, we must work for. 


The work we are meant to do is discovered within the normal, 
natural, human experience of life—as a mother, wife, cook, secre- 
tary, salesman, factory or farm worker, office or outside man. 
Christians do not generally have unique, unnatural, special 
“Christian” experiences. They have normal, human experiences, 
just like anyone else. But to these experiences they bring a dif- 
ferent spirit. In them they discern a deeper meaning, and through 
them they respond to the God who has led them there. What- 
ever the experience, the distinctive Christian element is found in 
the new dimension of relating the experience of God. 


But what too often obtains is this: “Perhaps your chairman of 
Christian Social Relations has obtained a speaker on Juvenile 
Problems, or maybe he has outlined new ideas concerning the 
neighborhood ministry of the downtown Church. You appreciate 
his trying. Being a Churchman you believe in what he has said, 
in a vague sort of way. Out of courtesy you give him a hand- 
shake, with a “Good program, Sir.” Then you steer toward 
luncheon, satisfied that Christian Social Relations has been “cover- 
ed as we say, and that means, “closed for another year.” But 
where is our awareness and compassion? The principles behind 
all the speaker has said are the mind of Christ spoken through 
His body, the Church. If we are sensitized to His presence and 
purpose, we know His desire is planted like yeast in the loaf of 
the Parish. It keeps working like leaven with quiet power and 
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success. These are Christian Social Relations. Our Lord wants 


us working at them all the time.”*

Appendix VIII 
Laymen’s Work 


During the past year the laymen of Idaho have managed to 
have eleven meetings. They were as follows: Two executive 
committee meetings, three lay conference meetings on a deanery 
basis, three lay conference training meetings (keymen) on a dean- 
ery basis, one lay meeting on a District-wide basis, one laymen’s 
week-end at McCall, Idaho, and one laymen’s retreat at Paradise 
Point, McCall, Idaho. 


The one District-wide lay meeting was held in Twin Falls, 
Idaho, on Saturday, October 25th, with the convener being Dr. 
Fred Schilling, St. Jude’s Church, Burbank, California. The at- 
tendance was about fifteen men. 


The three lay conference meetings were held during the 
month of February 1958 in each of the three deaneries. New 
keymen were selected for 1958-59, with the clergy in attendance, 
the theological scholarship fund was fully organized and reported, 
and full reports from the Missionary Conference at the Seabury 
House in November 57 was given at the same meeting to laymen. 
The average attendance at these conferences was from 20 to 25 
men at each conference. 


The three lay training conferences for keymen were held in 
October 1958 on a deanery basis. The average attendance at each 
conference was from 15 to 20. The conference was led by Mr. 
Alex Findlay of Boise and Dr. David Hill of Pocatello. They were 
assisted by Mr. Rollie Toevs and Dr. Joseph W. Marshall. 


Washington’s Birthday Corporate Communion and Advent 
Corporate Communion were promoted during the year. A special 
questionnaire was sent to all of the clergymen concerning the 
Advent Corporate Communion in November, and it revealed that 
about 600 men and boys attended this Communion. 
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The Theological Educational Scholarship Fund -was promoted 
and an amount in excess of $1,700.00 was raised throughout the 
year. It is anticipated that this amount will be substantially in- 
creased during the coming year. Financially speaking, the lay- 
men’s work ended the year with a balance of about $125.00 in 
our general fund. : 


A major change was made in the organizational structure of the 
laymen’s work in Idaho during 1958. The Laymen’s Executive 
Committeé with the advice of Bishop and Council, and their full 
approval, became a department in the Church under Bishop and 
Council. This follows in line with the new reorganization of the 
Jaymen’s department in the National Council in being a depart- 
ment rather than a committee. 


The Executive Committee of the Laymen’s Work met and 
formulated the following major plans and changes for 1959: 


(1) A District-wide meeting of the Laymen’s Executive, Com- 
mittee and Clergy: to be held in April 1959, with Dr. Howard 
Harper of New York City as Convener. The purpose of this meet- 
ing is to promote a better understanding and improved relation- 
ships between the ministry of the laity and the clergy. 


(2) The annual district-wide Lay Conference was scheduled 
for Twin Falls in October 1959 with Dr. John Coburn as the 
Convener. 

(3) It is planned to substitute a trained team round table con- 
ference contact with the individual clergyman, with his own 
keymen in attendance, sometime during the year following the 
Provincial Conference, in place of the usual deanery keyman 
training conferences. This has been done with the view to 
strengthening the ministry of the laity on a parish and mission 
level. A district-wide conference, with Idaho delegates from the 
-annual Provincial Conference, will be held with the entire clergy 
for their approval and acceptance of the program before the team 
visits the individual “Church-Clergy-Keymen” group. 


At this time we should like to acknowledge the time, effort 
and faithfulness of some of the outstanding laymen in the Mis- 
sionary District of Idaho who made this year’s effort so worth- 
while. They are Mr. Rolland Toevs of Aberdeen, Idaho, Mr. Fritz 
Cochrane and Mr. Alex Findlay of Boise, Idaho, Mr. Joe Hackney 
of Twin Falls, Idaho, Dr. David Hill of Pocatello, Idaho, and Mr. 
John Smith of Idaho Falls, Idaho. The Missionary District of 
Idaho is deeply grateful for all that these men have accomplished 
this past year. ~*

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Appendix IX 
Report of St. Luke’s Hospital and School of Nursing 


To the Rt. Rey. Norman L. Foote 
Bishop of Idaho 
Member of the Missionary District and Friends: 

It is always a pleasure to submit to you the annual report of 
activities at St. Luke’s Hospital in Boise. 

Each year the Hospital shows a slow but steady growth. 

There are plans on the drawing boards for a new wing in 
which expanding activities of Radiology and Pathology will be 
located. The foundation of this wing will be built to carry 6 addi- 
tional floors for future expansion. Relocation of these facilities 
in a new wing will free space to accommodate 16 more beds on 
the medical floor. This state of the building program will cost 
approximately $600,000. 

Since St. Luke’s Hospital is the only general hospital in Boise 
with a Children’s Department, this has been a very busy depart- 
ment during the past year. 

An extensive renovation program with new vinyl tile floors, 
redecorating and sound proofing treatment was completed in the 
patient areas and corridors within the past year. 

The Women’s Auxiliary has given many hundreds of hours of 
volunteer services with the -Junior Auxiliary also contributing al- 
most as many hundreds of hours. In October a Coffee Bar was 
opened by the Auxiliary which is one of the busiest places in the 
Hospital during the day. 

Without these many hundreds of hours. of volunteer services 
given so faithfully by so many people, we would find it difficult 
to “carry on.” 

A class of 16 Practical Nurses was graduated in September. 
We continue to operate a one year training program for the 
Practical Nurse as well as maintain the clinical facilities for the 
Boise Junior College Professional Nurse program. 

In spite of every effort at economy, hospital costs continue 
to rise not only at St. Luke’s but on a national level. This is due 
in part to the steadily increasing demands for salary increases 
and the demands of the public, or people who are using hospital 
facilities for the application of advances in medical sciences. 

St. Luke’s Hospital needs your continued understanding and 
support. For this in the past we are humbly grateful and pray 
that you will continue to understand and appreciate what St. 
Luke's Hospital stands for in the Community and as a medical 
center on a State wide basis.

COLLEGE OF IDAHO 

There are thirty one students registered as Episcopalians for 
the Fall Semester at the College of Idaho. Many of these students 
commute from their homes in neighboring towns, so that the 
active members of the Canterbury Association number about one- 
third of thé total Episcopal Church registration. 

The Canterbury Association meets every other week at the 
home of its lay adviser, Mrs. Dan Garvey. The Sunday evening 
meetings begin with a light supper. After supper the Chaplain 
leads a discussion on the faith of the Church and the evening is 
closed with a simple prayer service. 

The active members of the association at the C. of I. have 
been very faithful in their worship. The Holy Communion is 
celebrated at St. David’s Church every Wednesday morning at 
6:30. It is followed by a light breakfast in the parish hall. This 
enables the students to attend their early classes. 

Both the students and the members of the parish have made 
it possible for the 

This year with the new facilities at St. David's the students 
have had the opportunity to become a part of the parish life. 
Thus they have a parish family away from home which is es- 
sential in maintaining their relationship to the Church.

IDAHO STATE COLLEGE 

St. Andrew’s Chapel and Canterbury House at Idaho State 
College being supported by both the District of Idaho, and the 
Parish Church in- Pocatello, has a double responsibility. This 
report is meant to be report to the District of its funds there 
expended. 


Use of Canterbury House and Chapel Basement 


The House is open at all times, and is used constantly by in- 
formal groups of students (not by any means all Episcopalian) who 
come there to study, talk among themselves, to consult the vicar. 
Besides this, there are or ganized groups using the facilities. The 
Protestant Collegiate Fellowship meets once a week in Canterbury 
House fora box lunch and Bible Discussion. Your Episcopal 
Chaplain has not forced himself on this group, but during the 
past*year he has been drawn several times into their discussions, 
and has made the Canterbury Library available to them. The 
Lutheran Student Association meets once a week in the Chapel 
Basement for Lunch and Program. These non-Episcopal groups 
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have not been charged for the use of the facilities, but have been 
asked to make a contribution of some kind during the school year 
from a special Parish Collection. 


Our own Episcopal group has a special dinner meeting once 
a month, drawing students, faculty and townspeople; and for 
part of the past year, has met once a week for discussion groups 
planned by the students but monitored by the Chaplain. We have 
not had great success in attracting non-Pocatello Episcopal stu- 
dents to the life and work of the Church here.

Sunday School 


This fall we began a Sunday School at St. Andrew’s, which 
is not to be considered as principally or only a Parish function, 
since we have many married students with families, and un- 
churched faculty and students with children. We have two chil- 
dren from the latter category, and hope this is a beginning. Four 
of the eight Sunday School teachers are students, two of them un- 
married. 


Services 


We have daily services of Holy Communion and Evensong 
at the Chapel; and here we cannot claim to be reaching the many. 
Still, a great deal of the work of the Church on the College Cam- 
pus is exactly in this sort of abiding witness. 


As your Chaplain on this campus, I wish to record my personal 
appreciation to Father Trotter and Trinity Parish Church for 
their generous support of the chaplaincy here, not only financial. 
If the Chaplain and College Chapel are not really an integral 
part of the parish Church, then the Chaplain has no Church 
Horhe to draw interested people into. This has been the very 
real and necessary contribution of the parish here. Also to the 
priests of the District for their support and understanding of the 
college work here. It is a joy to serve the Church in this par- 
ticular ministry with the knowledge of the Bishop and fellow- 
clergy supporting me.

Report of the Department of Missions 


Your Department of Missions has held four meetings during 
the year and discussed the situation in each of the missions as 
well as general policy regarding work in the field. The results 
of the consideration and work of the Department are covered in 
the Bishop’s Charge, the Archdeacon’s Report, Report of the 
Department of Finance, and in that of the Rural Deans. Detailed 
material here would only be repetition. 


Major decisions included the employment of an Archdeacon, 
the Rev. William C. Johnson, Jr., the division of the Burley- 
Rupert field and the employment of a full time priest in the Mc- 
Call-Cascade field. 


The Denetenent adopted a salary schedule as follows: 


Missionary priest, unmarried, $3300 a year—plus house, utili- 
ties, and $100 a year for each year of experience. 


Missionary priests, married, $3600 a year—plus house, utilities, 
and $100 a year for each dependent child and an additional $100 
for each year of experience. 


The present maximum salary is set at $4200. 


Mileage is allowed each clergyman at the rate of 10c a mile 
for the first 6000 miles traveled a year, and 5c for travel from 
6000 to 18,000 miles. No allowance is given after 18,000 miles.

Report of the Department of Promotion 


Members who have served in this department during the past 
year are: The Rt. Rev. Norman L. Foote, exofficio; the Rev. Nor- 
man E. Stockwell, chairman; Mr. C. G. d’Easum, editor of “The 
Messenger’; and Mrs. Jerome Burton, representative of the 
Episcopal Church Women of the Missionary District of Idaho. 


During the course of the past year the Department has had 
four major meetings and has made reports to the Bishop and 
Council. The results of these meetings are as follows: 


1. A questionnaire was sent to all the clergy of the District in 
order to obtain information pertaining to the number of 
Episcopal Church signs used in each community, as well as 
to evaluate the needs for such signs where there are none 
presently located.

The publication in April of the camp brochure for the con- 
ferences and meetings to be held at the Episcopal Conference 
Center at McCall, during the summer months. We are in- 
debted to Mr. Carl Orrin, parish artist at the Church of the 
Ascension, for drawing the cover of this brochure. 


3. A schedule for the publication of “The Messenger” was set up 
with suggested emphasis for each issue: 
October 1, Fall program 
December 1, Christmas and Convocation 
February 1, Lent 
March 15, Easter 
May 1, General issue 
July 15, Summer program 


This schedule was adhered to somewhat, but not exactly. 


4. At the April meeting of the Department of Promotion recom- 
mended to the Bishop and Council that the Thomas White 
Associates be hired by the District at a retaining fee of $1,500 
for the purpose of raising the level of giving among the 
parishes and missions of the District. Churches which have 
used this service to date are: St. James’, Burley; Trinity, Poca- 
tello; St. John’s, Idaho Falls; St. Michael’s Cathedral, Boise; 
Trinity Church, Gooding; Christ Church, Shoshone. 


5. The chairman of the department met with the National De- 
partment of Promotion in San Francisco on May 13, at which 
time he was presented with the materials and program for the 
Every Member Canvasses to be conducted in the fall. These 
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materials and program were then presented to the clergy of 
the District at a conference held in shoe: at the Conference 
Center in McCall. 


One of the major contributions of the department was the 
publication and disttibution for use among the tourist trade 
during the summer, of a special map of Idaho, listing all the 
churches, times of services and clergy within the District. 
This was well received, and it is hoped that the project can 
be renewed and improved this next summer. 


Pertaining to the promotion of the Church within the District, 
major events were the dedication of the new plant facilities 
at All Saints’, Boise; Grace Church, Glenns Ferry; and the 
Church of the Ascension, Twin Falls. 


There are many places within the District which are using the 
National Departments materials for promotion via radio and 
television. Especially in use are the films called “Mission in 
Mid-Century” and the one-minute devotional talks for radio. 


The Department of Promotion recommends to the District 
that: 


a. A contribution of $1.00 be requested from the members 
on the mailing list of the Idaho Messenger. This will 
help defray the tremendous cost of the publication of 
the six issues which we all receive and enjoy each year. 


b. That the summer map published in 1958 be enlarged, 
improved and published earlier, ready for the 1959 
season. 


c. That some special pamphlets and articles be written for 
distribution throughout the state, pertaining to such 
matters as an explanation of the Episcopal Church in 
Idaho, the place of the Sacraments in the religious life, 
the relationship of. the Episcopal Church and Morman- 
ism, etc. 


d. That a real program be outlined to present to the peo- 
ple of the Church the opportunities offered to make 
bequests, and special gifts to the Church, legally and 
district-wise through their wills and special legacies. 
The department will work hard to make this a liviny, 
realistic presentation for 1959.

The Archdeacon’s Report 


The Archdeacon’s work began June Ist of 1958, when I left 
All Saints’ Church, Boise, to take over my new duties. Much of the 
summer months was spent attending various camps at Payette 
Lakes: laymen’s camp, senior camp, family camp, college camp, 
etc., and vacation. 


In the late summer, I began traveling around the District 
acquiring information on the needs and opportunities facing the 
Church and her people in the small town and country areas. In 
some places, I visited all the Church families whose names are 
on the District file. In some cases, conversations with these fam- 
ilies has resulted in regularly scheduled services in homes or rent- 
ed space. Services in Arco and Mackay have been and are now 
being conducted by the Rev. David Holt, vicar of St. Paul’s, 
Blackfoot. He is also training a layreader in Arco. When he 
receives his license, the Church in Arco will have services every 
week with Mr. Holt overseeing the work and celebrating Holy 
Communion each month. He also celebrates Holy Communion in 
Mackay once a month. There is hope that a layreader may be 
trained for work in Atomic City also. Canon King had Idaho Falls 
services till scheduled ones began. 


House calls were made in Montpelier, Soda Springs and Lava 
Hot Springs. Further exploration of what we can and ought to 
be doing in these communities will be made with Father Trotter, 
rector of Trinity Church, Pocatello. 


I celebrated Holy Communion once a month for the four 
deacons in charge of the following Mission fields: the Mountain 
Home, Mountain Home Air Force Base, Glenns Ferry, and Bru- 
neau field; Burley; the Blackfoot, Atomic City, Arco, Mackay 
field; and the McCall, Donnelly, Cascade, New Meadows field. 
Services were conducted once a month in Idaho City also. 
Scheduled services each month are now being conducted in Buhl, 
St. Anthony, and Idaho City. Meridian will have house Com- 
munion services until more is known of opportunities for a 
broader ministry there. 


Part of my time spent in Boise is in the office on corres- 
pondence with clergy and isolated families and individuals. Calls 
are made on out-of-town and out-of-state patients in St. Luke’s, 
St. Alphonsus, and the Veterans’ Hospital. The clergy are to be 
commended on their faithfulness in writing and sometimes phon- 
ing long-distance when they know one of their churchmen is 
entering a Boise hospital or institution. When I am in Blackfoot, 
I visit State Hospital South to call on those whose names have 
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been given me. In St. Anthony I visit —S the mee and girls 
schools. 


My job‘is as new to me as it is to you. As further opportuni- 
ties arise for relating the Church to institutions, social service 
agencies and government agencies, I shall tell you of them and 
ask your support and cooperation in helping the Church serve 
“all sorts and conditions of men. 


Perhaps something ought to be said about the job of an arch- 
deacon as I am experiencing it now. It may be entirely different 
next year due to changing needs and opportunities. 


Provision for Church services and Sacraments in places with- 
out the services of a neighboring or resident priest is of first 
importance. From these services there comes knowledge of the 
needs and opportunities facing the Church in her ministry to the 
whole of her people's lives. In every group of people, in every 
congregation be it small or large, there are individual and family 
problems, individual and family joys, individual and family con- 
tributions to be offered to Christ for His kindly judgment, to re- 
ceive His strength and encouragement, guidance and love. Arch- 
bishop William Temple put it in this way: “I am disposed to begin 
by making what many will feel to be a quite outrageous state- 
ment. The world can be saved from political chaos and collapse 
by one thing only, and that is worship. For to worship is to 
quicken the conscience by the holiness of God, to feed the mind 
with the truth of God, to purge the imagination by the beauty 
of God, to open up the heart to the love of God, to devote the 
will to the purpose of God.” 


As chairman of the Department of Christian Social Relations, 
I am a member of community and state organizations which are 
serving God’s purpose in the fields of health and welfare and 
minority groups. Memberships on the Advisory Board of the Ada 
County Mental Health Clinic, Ada County Mental Health As- 
sociation, Visiting Nurse Association, Southern Idaho Migrant 
Ministry, etc., association with the A.A. and the Mayor’s Com- 
mittee for Hiring the Handicapped—all these for one reason—in 
order that the Department and the Archdeacon’s office might 
better equip itself more and more to serve the District, its clergy 
and its people in areas of life where they need help now. 


The relationship between worship and concern for the social, 
political, recreational, mental aspects of our being, is sharply 
commented by the Most Rev. Joost de Blank, Anglican Arch- 
bishop of Capetown * * “One thing which surprises me is the 
vociferous minority who believe that concern for humanity and 
social justice is politics and not Christianity. Something must be 
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seriously wrong in the teaching of the Church schools and the 
communication of faith in homes and church sermons if the peo- 
ple can grow to maturity and still hold such gravely heretical 
views. Anyone who has such a temporal and irreligious view of 
the Church’s function and responsibility has not begun to under- 
stand the element of eternity in our most holy faith and sails un- 
comfortably close to blasphemy.” 


Hence the relationship between my job as an archdeacon and 
chairman of Christian Social Relations Department—one comple- 
ments the other. 


But none of the work I am privileged to do would be pos- 
sible without the active assistance and cooperation of the clergy 
and the people of our congregations. This report closes on this 
note of thanksgiving to all the clergy and churchmen whose 
hospitality, and many kindnesses have made my job one of real 
joy and satisfaction. And a note of appreciation to Bishop Foote 
who never looks over my shoulder to see what I am doing; but 
who is always ready, willing and most able to guide and help as 
he has done on so many occasions throughout the year.

It might seem unusual that a single congregation report to 
Convocation. There are two main reasons for this: Good Shepherd 
Mission on the Fort Hall Reservation is listed in our Convo- 
cation Journal as an institution of the District, and as such 
it would be proper to report to the Convocation. The second 
reason is to make District of Idaho aware of the work our Church 
is doing amongst the Shoshone-Bannock people. 


For many years there had been a desire for a Vicarage at 
Good Shepherd Mission and that hope is now being realized by 
means of a $15,000.00 grant from the United Thank Offering. 
We hope to have occupancy of the new Vicarage in February. 


Because the Mission House has also been used as a dwelling 
for the Vicar, the new Vicarage will release all the area in the 
Mission House for the use of the congregation and community. 
We are planning now for specific use of that building. 


Good Shepherd Mission is involved in the usual type of parish 
organization and work with Church School, choir and Women’s 
organizations. Besides this, we make new and used clothing avail- 
able to the Indian people through the Supply Work of the 
Women of the Episcopal Church. Your generous Christmas pres- 
ents make it possible for us to have a Christmas party for the 
children that is of huge proportions and great impact on the com- 
munity.

Supplementary Report of the Department of Finance of the 
Missionary District of Idaho 


At a recent meeting of the Bishop and Council, Bishop Foote 
asked “for the consideration of the adoption by the Bishop and 
Council and the eventual approval of Convocation of a Capital 
Funds Assessment to be in addition to Assessment and Quota and 
paid on a yearly basis by every parish and mission. This Fund 
would need to be not less than $15,000.00 in 1959. Its use would 
be under the control of Bishop and Council. and would largely 
be used as a revolving loan fund, first to meet current obligations 
mentioned, second grants to approved National Council and Pro- 
vincial requests, and third for Advance Work. 

To meet this request with assessments based on the Average 
Item “K” there would be an increased assessment of 11.34743% 
as follows:

1959 Report 


The major activity of the W.T.C.C.I. is the student training 
program for men from our various seminaries and women from St. 
Margaret’s and Windham House. This provides an opportunity 
for an actual “taste” of the ministry in a reasonably realistic 
setting. The Student Training program differs from “just letting 
a man or woman work’ in three basic ways. 


First, students participate in a ten-day Orientation session. 
This serves as an orientation to the west and our ways. (The 
majority of our students still come from the East). Provides 
some simple working tools which the students will need during 
the summer, and spells out in detail what is expected during the 
summer. The second distinctive part of the S.T.P. is the fact 
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that all students work under a clergyman who has received train- 
ing in the art of supervision. 


It comes as a surprise to most of us and yet is nontheless true 
“we rarely learn by experience.” Only as we are able to interpret 
what happens and understand why do we begin to stop making 
the same old mistakes over and over again. The third difference 
comes from getting together at the end to compare notes on 
various parts of the West, on what the ministry is like, where 
they succeeded (or where they failed). This helps to sharpen 
what they have learned and to deepen their insights. 


The difference that the Student Training program makes is 
that the summer is seen as a training or learning period for the 
student. Actually the local congregations receive more benefit 
than when the.students were seen as a cheap source of labor. 


In 1957, 18 Seminarians, four women students and eight wives 
were enrolled. This past year we had 14 Seminarians, four women 
students and eight wives. 


St. Luke’s, Weiser, has benefitted from the stimulus of the 
students and the challenge of feeding and housing 40 people for 
10 days. 


In 1957, three students did their field work in Idaho and in 
1958 we had four students. Seven of our Idaho clergy have been 
trained as supervisors. Four of our clergy have worked on the 
staff of the Preliminary Session, plus Tish Croom, this past sum- 
mer. 


The total Student Training program, which includes five other 
centers, received specific recognition and praise from the program 
and budget committee of general convention last fall. This is no 
small achievement when we consider the tremendous scope and 
diversity of activity encompassed by our whole church. Thus 
Idaho stands in the forefront of the church in making an out- 
standing contribution to the total well-being of the church 
through the Western Town and Country Church Institute.

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Minutes of the Fiftieth Annual Meeting 


Women of the Episcopal Church 
MISSIONARY DISTRICT OF IDAHO 


Church of the Ascension, Twin Falls, Idaho, January 31, 1959 


The fiftieth annual meeting of the Women of the Episcopal 
Church, Missionary District of Idaho, was held in Church of 
the Ascension Kindergarten Room at 10:30 A.M. on Saturday, 
January 31. 


Mrs. George Carlstrom, President, opened with prayer and 
welcomed the delegates. She then read her President’s Message 
which summed up the work of the year and voiced her hopes and 
plans for the coming year. 


It was moved by Mrs. Trotter that the reading of the minutes 
of the Forty-ninth Annual Meeting be dispensed with since they 
appear in the printed report of that Convocation. The motion was 
seconded and carried. 


Mrs. Carlstrom introduced the clergymen’s wives who were 
present—Mrs. Foote, wife of our Bishop; Mrs. Stockwell, Mrs. 
Trotter, Mrs. Ellway, Mrs. Pickett, Mrs. Asboe, and Mrs. Sim- 
mons. 


The resolutions committee was appointed by the President— 
Mrs. Jerome Burton, Boise; Mrs. Mervin Lunstrum, Twin Falls; 
Mrs. Dewey Bowman, Emmett. 


Roll was called with 46 delegates from 15 towns present. Ten 
officers were present. 


The treasurer, Mrs. Lunstrum, gave her report and a discus- 
sion of the budget followed. It was moved by Mrs. Lunstrum 
that the budget be accepted. The motion was seconded and car- 
ried. 


Printed reports from the officers were passed out to be read 
by the delegates at their leisure. The officers who were present 
added some comments to their reports and answered questions 
from the floor. It was moved by Mrs. Trotter that the printed re- 
ports be accepted. The motion was seconded and carried. The 
delegates were instructed to take the reports home and read 
them to their Guilds. 


The President announced Synod dates—May 12-14. A charter- 
ed bus will leave Boise Monday morning, May 11th, and return 
to Boise on the 14th. The cost of the trip and hotel room will be 
approximately $30.00. 


Delegates nominated to go to Synod are Mrs. Isabelle Miller, 
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Mrs. Dorothy Campbell, Mrs. R. F. Goranson, Mrs. J. A. Scoville, 
and our President, Mrs. George Carlstrom. Alternates chosen are 
Mrs. Dorothy Donnelley, Mrs. Joseph Johnson, and Mrs. W. Doug- 
las Ellway. It was moved by Mrs. Burton that these delegates and 
alternates to Synod be accepted. The motion was seconded and 
carried. 

Miss Letitia Croom, Director of Christian Education in the 
Missionary District of Idaho, was introduced. 


Mrs. Carlstrom said that Bishop Foote had asked for a recom- 
mendation from the women as to an acceptable meeting time for 
Convocation and a discussion followed. It was moved by Mrs. 
Perry that we recommend the second weekend in February or 
the weekend prior to Ash Wednesday. Permission was given by 
Mrs. Perry and the seconder that the above recommendation be 
added to the one made earlier by the Board, which was that we 
accept the time set as felt to be best by Convocation proper but 
that we really prefer a fall meeting or, if a spring meeting, in the 
middle of February. The motion was seconded and carried. 


Changes in the By-laws to our Constitution were read by Mrs.

The Rev. Norman Stockwell read noon-day prayers.

DISTRICT PRESIDENT 


In every period of advancement, there comes a time when one 
must stop for a survey of what has been accomplished, what to 
do next, and where to start. Literally, to gird up our strength 
for a new attack. The W.E.C. reached this point last year. 


During our period of survey, we had the pleasure of seeing 
our departments of Christian Education, Christian Social Rela- 
tions, Missions and Promotion, become unified to the District 
program. Although our chairmen in these departments will con- 
tinue to be a part of the W.E.C. Board, their action will be taken 
through the joint department, and their reports will be the joint 
district reports. This will mean that in each Parish and Mission 
the work of these departments will be unified instead of the 
Clergy, youth, men and women all working in opposite directions. 


The setting up of the new departments caused us, too, to 
reconsider the “hand book” of information which we have been 
striving to complete for the use of the W.E.C. Guilds. Until the 
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departments have had enough time to work as units and establish 
a definite program of procedure, we feel it is best to withhold 
publication of this book. When the hand book is completed it 
will contain an up to date explanation of the workings of each 
department and suggestions to assist you in your local work. It 
will also contain a complete explanation of the General Division 
of Women’s Work, Trienniel, General Convention, The Provincial 
set-up and Synod, District departments and work, ete., which we 
hope will give you a better understanding of the Women’s work 
of the Church. 


After considerable thought and discussion by the Board and 
the Bishop and Council, the old Deanery set-up used by the 
W.E.C. for many years, was discontinued. We hope to replace it 
by dividing the District into smaller areas, and having a W.E.C. 
representative in each section to work with the guilds and clergy. 
The organization of this has not been completed, partly because 
of lack of available funds for travel within the sections, and our 
feeling that the selection of officers by “financial segregation” is 
not good. We hope to come to some decision on this at our spring 
board meeting. 


Elimination of deaneries discontinued our nominating com- 
mittee. The election of a nominating committee at Convocation 
is part of the revision of the constitution being presented to you 
today. This year, at Bishop Foote’s request, your President ap- 
pointed a nominating committee to serve for the one meeting. 


We are in the process of setting up a new presentation of 
National and District work—somewhat similar to the old “Road 
Show.” This will be available by March Ist, and although still 
presented by a group of officers, they will not necessarily present 
their own departments. Again after discussion with our Bishop, 
it became obvious to us that for many reasons the W.E.C. District 
officers should be fully aware of the work of all departments and 
they will soon (and this is news to them) be asked to attend a 
leadership training class and be prepared to present information 
on all departments at any time. 


Change caught up with our budget too. In order to have our 
District officers service and our fiscal year conform to the April 
election as voted at our 1957 Convocation, the revised constitu- 
tion calls for the District year to be from April to April. Our 
present budget is based on a September to September period, and 
somewhere along the line an adjustment will have to be made. 
Your President would like. to make the following recommenda- 
tion, that we continue our present assessment to September, then 
beginning in September of 1959, pay on a one-half year basis, 
September and March. There would not be a duplication of costs 
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or a loss of revenue for the District and in many instances it 
might be easier to meet. 

May I emphasize again the importance of giving a clear pic- 
ture of the duties to incoming officers, particularly Guild presi- 
dents. Her responsibility to attend area and district meetings, 
and the need to be aware of National and District Church prob- 
lems: the importance of including in your budget sufficient funds 
to send your leaders to these meetings, thereby avoiding financial 
segregation in your selection of officers. 


Many questions have been asked about the change of name 
and status of the women’s work which took place at Trienniel. 
Perhaps a brief explanation will help. In the past, the Women’s 
Auxiliary acted as a separate division with, in many instances, 
duplicate departments to the National Council. Our representa- 
tives were called the Executive Board of the Women’s Auxiliary 
to National Council. Under the present set-up we are a division 
of National Council, as are the men. Our departments are com- 
bined, except for those specific to women’s work. Our representa- 
_ tives are the General Division of. Women’s Work. The word 
auxiliary was requested to be dropped nationally. We were ahead 
of this, as we dropped this from our name three years ago, when 
we became the Women of the Episcopal Church. 


Our thanks to Dorothy Johnson for her many years of devoted 
service as recording secretary. Our minutes are accurate and up- 
to-date, which speaks for itself. 


My own grateful thanks to Bishop Foote for his consultation 
and guidance, and to my officers whose backing has given me 
strength and courage. Bless them all! 


I am sincerely proud of the work done by our guilds and of- 
ficers in the Missionary District of Idaho. Having discussed 
“Auxiliary” problems with national officers and representatives 
from many states and nations, I can truly say “Thanks to you for a 
job well done.”

It is not possible to estimate exactly the number of magazines 
forwarded regularly to missionaries and clergy by the women of 
the District, since some guilds have not yet sent in their reports, 
but the number of both weekly and monthly publications has in- 
creased slightly over last year. 


The response to my appeal for donations to the National Books 
Fund has not been too successful, however, many guilds have 
promised to give the matter consideration in the near future. 
There are very few areas that have not been represented by gifts 
from the Church Periodical Club—your donations to the National 
Books Fund go to help colleges, hospitals and seminaries in 
every section of the world where our Church is located. Would 
you not like to share in some of these interesting projects, and 
help in filling the request of some overseas mission? 


Some guilds have decided to concentrate their Church 
Periodical Club work on a diocesan level, and are sending books 
to the Indian Mission at Fort Hall, the T. B. Hospital in Gooding, 
and other institutions within the District. Other material which 
would be appyeciated are prayer books and hymnals, sheet music, 
games, puzzles, Christmas and greeting cards (new), and light 
weight scrap books. 


_The demand for used Christmas cards is not great; I do have 
the names of 3 clergy to whom they can be sent, all in the foreign 
mission field and all wanting pictures of religious subjects only. 


Many thanks to all who have helped advance Church Periodi- 
cal work in Idaho. 
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Report of Personnel and St. Margaret's House 
Mrs. Robert Nicholas 


Exciting things are happening in the field of Personnel. There 
are programs for both men and women from high school age up. 
One of the programs being given a great deal of emphasis this 
year is the summer training and work program for high school 
and college. Students are being sought to work in many of the 
missionary districts and in some large city missions. Further 
information with a list of opportunities available can be secured 
from your Rector. 


A fairly new program is the Parish Assistants Program. Many 
full-time educational workers in our churches have received no 
training, but have just been recruited to work in their local church 
because of the great need. The Parish Assistants Program is a 
6-week course for just such people. 


The Apprenticeship Program, although not quite so new, is 
still not too well known. College graduates who would like to 
test their vocation in church work are given the opportunity of 
- a short training course and a year’s work in the church under a 
competent supervisor. After this period as an apprentice, a girl 
eee go on with further training or turn to a field more suited 
to her. 


Lastly, there are the seminaries for men and the training 
schools for women. St. Margaret's House in Berkeley, California, 
accepts women college graduates in their regular graduate pro- 
gram and older women who have had 2 years of College in still 
another program. Upon graduation, all manner of positions are 
available. This last summer in the Boise deanery and at the sum- 
mer camp, two women from St. Margaret’s House did summer 


field work. 


Program material can be secured from Mrs. Robert Nicholas 
in Weiser, and Miss Tish Croom in Boise. 


Report of United Thank Offering 


Mrs. John Vesser 


I would like to thank every church woman for making it pos- 
sible for me to attend the 29th Triennial Meeting of the Women 
of the Episcopal Church and the General Convention in Miami. 


The Missionary District of Idaho was represented by five 
women delegates. 

Friday, October 10, 1958, at 8:00 a.m.—United Thank Offering 
Corporate Communion—Miami Beach Exhibition Hall. This great 
hall was transferred into a temple of holiness, beauty, and quiet 
reverence as some 5,000 men, women and children participated. 
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The altar candles and candlesticks were at least five feet tall. 
Yellow and white orchids banked together were magnificent. 


A stately procession of 29 Bishops, all but three from over- 
seas, and domestic Missionary districts moved toward the great 
altar. This I am sure was the hour marking a peak of the whole 
general convention. 


Women delegates, representing every diocese, and Missionary 
district,.stood before the Communion rail to place on the golden 
alms basin the certificates of three years ingathering from the 
thousands of women “back home.” 


Symbolic of the Church’s on-going life was the seemingly end- 
less lines of young girls in their white dresses and light blue veils, 
receiving the offerings of the congregation. 

Celebrant\at this climactic service was the Rt. Rev. Henry 
Knox Sherrill, presiding Bishop of the Episcopal Church. 


The sum of the 29th Triennial United Thank Offering of the 
Women of the Church was revealed at the end of a Missionary 
Mass Meeting sponsored by the Overseas Department; total $3,- 
869,985.38. How is this great offering to be used during the next 
triennium? The United Thank Offering Committee revealed they 
had requests for several million dollars over and above our fine 
offering. The Committee of United Thank Offering presented 
the budget to the Triennial Meeting and they voted to adopt this 
budget. Idaho requested and was granted $15,000 for Rectory 
-at Fort Hall. 

The purpose of the United Thank Offering given in thankful- 
ness for the everyday blessings of life—used to provide these 
blessings for others in the near and far corners of the world, the 
greatest blessing of all—their Church and their Lord. 


The United Thank Offering Chairman for Massachusetts is 
Mrs. Augustus Soule, daughter-in-law of the founder of the United 
Thank Offering, Mrs. Richard H: Soule. She received notice of 
the birth of a grandson during Triennial, so we hope the name 
Soule continues to carry on in this fine work . 


The Missionary District of Idaho: certificate was $6,318.51. 
This was our largest United Thank Offering. Let us work toward 
1961 as our finest, 

The books for the past triennium have ben audited, the new 
work started with All Saints Day, November 1. 


~ I visited my-son, who is stationed at Fort Hood, Texas, on my 
way home from Triennial, so returned on November 2; too late 
to answer some letters requesting supplies. The new supplies 
have been received. I would appreciate early requests for Blue 
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Boxes, envelopes, and new materials from United Thank Offering 
chairmen. The need is so great and our blessings so many. Let 
us share our Blue Boxes with all women of the Church. Please 
help your United Thank Offering treasurer to give Blue Boxes to 
all women everywhere. 


Report of Supply 
Mrs. John Allen Scoville 


This past year, the Women of the Episcopal Church in Idaho 
sent 148 articles of new clothing, plus two complete layettes, to 
the Bishop Bentley Chapel at Chalkyitsik, Alaska. Many boxes 
of good, used, warm clothing were also sent to help the Priest 
in charge care for the needs of his Eskimo people. The total 
value of new and used clothing was over $400, and was greatly 
appreciated, 

This fall, the Supply Secretary sent $25 to Father Given of the 
Good Shepherd Mission, Fort Defiance, Arizona. This money 
will be used for first-aid supplies. Later we will send clothing 
for the school-age children of the Mission. 


Report of Christian Education 
Mrs. Dorothy Donnelley 


The past year has seen continued use of books and pamphlets 
from the District library. This would indicate that the women of 
the Church are increasingly cognizant of the need for some study 
if they are to meet today’s challenges in daily living as Christians. 


There have been many requests for books which deal with 
the meaning of church symbolism and for study of the prayer 
Book. Information on organization of the Episcopal Church and 
on its work in America has been supplied. Several guilds have 
used books on personal religion and also Bible study helps. The 
responsibility of devotions chairmen is taken seriously, and new 
books of prayers and meditations have been added to the library. 


Several books dealing with the present political situation in 
the Middle East, as well as the background of the religious dif- 
ferences which form the backbone of the impasse there, were 
purchased with the thought that we should be informed about 
that part of the world. However, there has been no use made of 
any of these books. Each of us is the loser if we fail to deepen 
our understanding of the situation in the Middle East, for we 
are affected in our personal lives by what transpires there. 


A number of one-act playlets have been obtained, and should 
“perk-up” some programs, either through dramatization or by play-

reading. The latter idea can develop into a regular activity if a 
group wishes. 

Miss “Tish” Croom and the chairman of this department are 
planning a means of bringing program material, audio-visual aids 
and some ideas and ways of developing and coordinating pro- 
grams of various sorts to program leaders of various parish groups. 
These consultations will be more or less on an individual basis, 
and will be arranged at the request of program and guild chair- 
men -through their clergy. You will hear more of this later, for it 
is expected these meetings will take place principally during the 
summer months. 

If you have any exceptionally interesting. programs, will you 
share them with other guilds by letting the chairman know of 
them? Pass along ideas and sources of materials and someone else 
may be helped with a program. In time, we might even develop 
a reciprocity bureau. 


Report of District Altar Directoress

The District Altar Guild experienced having a dréam come 
true when Bishop Foote assigned them a room at 125 East Jeffer- 
son Street, Boise. The Eberle family donated a long table, a 
requisite for sewing; and Mr. C. J. Hershey put shelves in a 
storage closet gratis. Gifts of chairs, lamps, and ironing board 
and irons added to the necessary equipment until at year’s end 

when they could afford redecoration, they felt really at home. 


Other activities were many and varied. Mrs. Henry Berns- 
meier, Nampa, accepted the chairmanship of the linen committee, 
and has already done commendable service. The linens for Para- 
disé Point received substantial repairs and additions, while those 
at St. Luke’s Hospital Chapel had some, too. Other members 
made a set of linens for Mr. Johnson to use when he travels 
about the District. Special thanks go to Miss Letitia Croom, who 
supervised the care of the linens for the various summer camps 
at Paradise Point. 

The members of the silk committee met regularly once a week 
during the winter months, and beautiful hangings now in use in 
some missions speak for their fine work. Mrs. d’Easum is anxious 
to teach other women to do this beautiful sewing and give them 
an opportunity to do the Lord’s work in the District.

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Constitution and By-Laws 
of the 
WOMEN OF THE EPISCOPAL CHURCH 


Missionary District of Idaho 


ARTICLE I 
Name 


This organization shall be called the Women of the Episcopal Church 
in the Missionary District of Idaho. 


ARTICLE II 
Object 
The purpose of this organization shall be to advance the devotional life 
of the women of the Church, and to support the work of the National Council 
in all departments through prayer, study, work and gifts. 


ARTICLE III 
Membership 

Section 1— The membership of this organization shall be composed of 
all confirmed women of the Church and women who agree to share in its 
program of worship, study and service and fellowship. 

Section 2 — New Parish and Mission branches may be formed, with the 
approval of the Rector, by electing a president, secretary and treasurer and 
-notifying the Missionary District president of their intention to work in 
unison with the Women of the Episcopal Church in the Missionary District 


of Idaho. 


ARTICLE IV 
Officers 

Section 1— The District officers shall be president, vice-president, re- 
cording secretary and treasurer, elected at a regular meeting of the District, 
as described in the By-Laws. These shall be confirmed members. There 
shall be, in addition, a Custodian of the United Thank Offering, Secretary 
of the Supply Department, Christian Education and Devotional Secretary, 
and Chairman of the Nominating Committee, to be elected. 

Section 2— There shall be a Chairman of the Church Periodical Club 
(CPC), Altar Guild Directress, College Work Chairman, Chairman of 
Christian Social Relations, St. Margaret's House and Personnel Chairman, 
and Secretary to the President, to be appointed by the President. 

Section 3 — All elective and appointive officers shall be approved by the 
Bishop of the Missionary District a Idaho. 


ARTICLE V 
Missionary District Board 

Section 1— The Executive Committee of the District Board shall con- 
sist of the president, vice-president at large, the recording secretary and 
treasurer. 

Section 2— The District Board shall consist of the executive committee, 
regional representative and the chairman of all departments and all elected 
secretaries of departments. 

Section 8— Any member of the National Council and National Execu- 
tive Board and any provincial officer of the Eighth Province, residing in 
the Missionary District shall be a member of the District Board. 

Section 4— The outgoing president shall remain on the Board in an 
advisory capacity for one year after the completion of her term of office. 
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BY-LAWS 


ARTICLE I 
Meetings 


Section 1 — There shall be an annual businéss meeting, held at the time 
of the District Convocation, at which time the reports shall be presented, 
the District officers elected, and such other business transacted as may be 
necessary. 

Section 2— The District Board shall meet the Sunday prior to the 
Bishop and Council meeting, at a time and place designated by the Bishop 
of Idaho. * : 

Section 3—Other district meetings may be held at the call of the presi- 
dent with the approval of the Bishop. ° 


ARTICLE II 
Duties of Officers 


Section 1— The duties of the president shall be to preside at the 
meetings of the District Women, and have general charge of the work under 
the direction of the Bishop. She shall assist in the organization’ of new 
branches, and appoint additional. committees as may be necessary. The 
vice-president at large shall act for the president, in her absence, and assist 
her in her work. In event of the loss of the president, she shall automatically 
become president and serve for the balance of the unexpired term. 


Section 2— The duties of the regional representatives shall be to meet 
with the presidents of all Guilds in their area once a month in order to give 
assistance and to act as liaison between the District Board and the Guild 
groups. 

Section 3— The duty of the recording secretary shall be to give notice 
of meetings, to keep a record of such meetings, and to prepare an abstract 
of the minutes of the annual meeting. 

Section 4— The duties of the treasurer shall be to keep an account of 
‘all money received and expended and to make a report at the annual 
meeting. 

Section 5—The custodian of the United Thank Offering shall receive 
all tontributions to this fund and shall endeavor to arouse interest in the 
same in Parish and Mission organizations by correspondence, visits and by 
distribution of literature and Blue Boxes. Funds shall be collected twice 
a year and shall be promptly forwarded to the National Treasurer to deposit 
at interest to the credit of each District. 

Section 6— The duties of the other officers shall be to cooperate with 
the National and District officers in planning for District work and to 
strive in every way possible to interest each Parish’and Mission organization 
in a wider knowledge of the program of the Church. 

Section 7 — Officers elected at Convocation will take office at April 
Board meeting to serve a three year term. 


ARTICLE III 
Election of Officers 


Section. 1 — Officers shall be elected for a term of three years as fol- 
lows: The president and treasurer at the annual meeting preceding Trien- 
nial; the recording secretary and secretary of Christian Education and Wor- 
ship at the annual meeting following Triennial; and the vice-president, 
supply chairman and custodian of the United Thank Offering at the District 
meeting held the year preceding Triennial. Said officers may not hold the 
same office for more than two consecutive terms. 
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Section 2— The regional representative will be appointed by the presi- 
dent for the same term as the president. 

Section 3— The nominating committee shall consist of not only three 
elected members, but the president of the WEC and the Bishop of Idaho, 
each elected member shall serve a term of three years, one to be elected each 
year and the senior member to act as chairman. 


Section 4 — Delegates to the Triennial meeting shall consist of the Dis- 
trict president, four delegates and five alternates elected at the annual 
meeting preceding Triennial. Any vacancy occurring among the delegates to 
Triennial shall be filled by the executive committee. Delegates to Synod 
shall consist of the president and four other District officers or alternates, to 
be selected by the Executive Board. 

Section 5— The chairmen of Christian Social Relations, C.P.C., Secre- 
tary; Altar ~ Guild Directress, College Work Chairman, Chairman of St. 
Margaret’s House and Personnel, and each other chairman as may be neces- 
sary for the transaction of the work of the District, shall be appointed by 
the president and approved by the Executive Board, their term to expire at 
the time of the president by whom they were appointed. 

Section 6 — Representatives from one-third of the branches of the Dis- 
trict shall constitute a quorum. 

Section 7 — Each Mission or Parish is entitled to five (5) delegates to 
the annual meeting of the Convocation of Idaho. 


Section 8 — These five (5) delegates are entitled to one caucus vote. 


ARTICLE IV 
Nominations 

Section 1— The nominating committee shall prepare a list of candidates 
for office and delegates to Triennial to be presented to the Board at the 
regular meeting preceding the annual meeting. They shall present only the 
names of candidates approved by the Bishop and whose consent to serve 
has been obtained and approved by the Bishop. Ballots shall be prepared 
by the nominating committee. 

Section 2— All nominations made from the floor for candidates must 
have the approval of the Bishop and have the consent of such person to 
serve, and be approved by the Bishop, before their name shall be ac- 
ceptable. 


ARTICLE V 
Finance 

Section 1— The accounts of the treasurer and the United Thank Offering 
custodian shall be audited and certified in the annual report of the Women 
of the Episcopal Church in the Missionary District of Idaho. 

Section 2—TIt shall be the duty of the executive committee to prepare 
the annual budget and present same for approval to the regular meeting of 
the District Women for adoption. 

Section 3—A detailed budget of anticipated income and expenditures 
shall be sent to all Parishes and Missions at least 30 days before the annual 
meeting. 

Section 4— An equitable sum shall be set aside for expense of the 
District president and travel expense for the members of the District Board 
to attend the annual meeting and the regular District Board meetings. 


Section 5—A “eth sum shall be set aside each year for expense of 
the president of the Women of the Episcopal Church to the Triennial 
convention and to provincial Synod. 

Section 6—The support of the budget by the Women of the Church 
shall be based on a maximum of 3 per cent of ‘K’. Assessment based on an 
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average of the preceding three years expenses as filed in the office of the 
Bishop. aay: 


ARTICLE VI 
: Vacancies ; 
Section 1—.The president with the approval of the Bishop and the 
District Board, shall fill vagancies in office until the next annual meeting. 
Section 2— Any officer missing two consecutive Board meetings may be 
dropped from office at the discretion of the Board. 


ARTICLE VII 
Amendment to By-Laws 


These By-Laws may be amended by a two-thirds vote of those present 
and voting at any annual meeting, provided that 30 days’ notice and a copy 
of the proposed amendment has-been sent each Parish and Mission branch. 


ARTICLE VIII 
Parliamentary Authority 


Roberts Rules of Order, revised, shall be the parliamentary authority. 


; STANDING RULES x 
Section 1— Credentials committee, appointed by the District president, 
shall have charge of the registration of the annual meeting and shall keep 
record of delegates and alternates from each Parish and Mission. 


Section 2— No person shall serve at one time as a chairman of more 
than one standing committee.

Appendix I 


" The Bishop’s Charge 


To the Clergy and Laity of the Missionary District of Idaho, 
Brethren: 


Again this year the Bishop’s Charge will be given in each 
parish and mission as the sermon on Sunday. Essentially it is a 
review of the past year in the Missionary District of Idaho and a 
presentation of needs, hopes and plans for the future. This year, 
as always, there are a good many figures and statistics. In them- 
selves they are just figures but in reality they represent the lives 
of people who are baptized, confirmed, married, who work hard 
for their living, who find strength in worship with other Christians, 
and who, in a variety of ways, bear witness to their Lord. If we 
can keep this in mind, that we are talking about the children of 
God, their lives and the stewardship they have exercised in the 
past year, and the lives of those who need to find their Redeemer 
and for whom we are the Lord’s witnesses in the future; if we can 
hold this thought in mind, then the figures will have more mean- 
ing and a great urgency and importance to us all. 
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The Laity 


Incomplete annual reports indicate that the District has main- 
tained the steady growth in numbers of past years. During the 
year 360 persons were baptized and 370 confirmed with an in- 
crease in our communicant membership from 4574 to 4742 and 
our baptized membership is now just about 9000 persons. Church 
lists now contain more than 1200 persons who are listed as con- 
firmed but not as communicants—meaning, of couse, that they are 
inactive. The reasons for inactivity are probably many and varied, 
ranging from the competition of some other interest to an irrita- 
tion of some kind in the past. I suppose there is nothing abnormal 
about this, but it is a very sad thing for individuals, after confirma- 
tion classes of some length, to have become members of the 
church with high hopes, only to drift away. We may say that 
this was due to inadequate training, or to their own failure to 
understand the true nature of the church, and this is true, but it 
does not in anyway absolve us from the obligation to restore these 
persons to their place in the church. Our Lord wants them here 
and we need them, and they in turn need His Church. This is a 
matter of concern on the part of our laity as well as clergy. 


The Clergy 


Several changes have taken place in the past year in our Dis- 
trict staff. The Rev. Benjamin T. Spinks resigned his work at St. 
Andrew’s Chapel in Pocatello in April, and was replaced in De- 
cember by the Rev. G. Edward Howlett, who, with his family, 
came to us from Nevada. The Rev. Kale F. King resigned as 
canon of St. Michael’s Cathedral in June to become the vicar of 
Trinity Memorial Church in Rupert. The Rev. Samuel R. Glasgow 
came in August to replace Canon King at the Cathedral. The Rev. 
John Fowlow Tulk came on July Ist to be the first resident vicar 
of Christ Church, Shoshone, in many years. He also has charge 
of our work at Jerome. This brings the number of clergy in the 
District to twenty-five, the largest it has been in years. In addition, 
Mr. John L. Selch was added to the staff at Fort Hall as Recreation 
Director. 


Church Property 


Added to the property of the District in 1959 were the follow- 
ing: A new church, adaptable to parish hall use, in McCall; a 
vicarage at Burley; a new residence for the Bishop in Boise; a 
residence converted into office space for the District in Boise; 
and the partial construction of a church at Ketchum. Jt is hoped 
that additional donations will make possible the completion of this 
building in 1960. The vicarage in Rupert was completely re- 
modelled, and with the help of the United Thank Offering, the 
mission house at Fort Hall was remodelled. In addition, the 
vicarage at St. Andrew's, Pocatello, was remodelled to permit its 
use by a married priest. At Paradise Point the bathhouse was com- 
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pleted at last, the log cabins wired for electricity, and dishwashing 
equipment installed. The total cost of these improvements came 
to $144,000: The National Church gave $32,250 for these various 
projects, and loaned without interest an additional $17,000. Mort- 
gages from. local banks accounted for $41,500 and the balance of 
$54,000 was raised from local sources. In addition to the above, 
there were a large number of small improvements in the property 
of parishes and missions during the year. 


At St. Luke’s Hospital in Boise, new facilities for. pathology 
and radiology are being constructed at a cost in excess of $700,- 
000.00. When completed, our hospital will be the best equipped 
in this area in the state, and of more importance we shall be able 
to do an even better job of diagnosis and therapy for the sick . - 


Capital Needs 


The need of the District for capital funds has been presented 
and discussed to some extent from time to time. At this Convoca- 
tion, the possibility of raising such a fund will form a major part 
of our deliberations. This will be presented by a special commit- 
tee of laymen and I do not want to anticipate their report except 
to outline the situation for the benefit of those who are not present 
at this Convocation but are hearing the Bishop’s Charge read this 
Sunday morning in their own churches. 


A year ago, this Convocation, meeting in Twin Falls, voted to 
participate in the capital funds drive of the Church Divinity 
School of the Pacific. This Seminary is well-known to all of us, 
and if it is to serve the Province of the Pacific and produce the 
number of clergy necessary to meet the needs of a growing 
Church, it must have adequate buildings and equipment. The 
total cost of these is $4,000,000 and our share is approximately 
$59,000.00. This -is to be raised by a capital funds drive spread 
over three years. Since the campaign was begun, a majority of 
the Dioceses and Districts of the Eighth Province have decided to 
raise their share of the fund in connection with Capital Fund 
drives for local needs, hence the campaign in other areas has been 
delayed. Let us not make any mistake about it, we are going to 
have a capital funds drive in any case. We have agreed to it at 
our Convocation in 1959 and we must honor our committment. 
This means that we shall have to undertake all the organization 
and effort involved in such a campaign—with regional and parish 
meetings, canvass organizations, etc. It also means that and Dis- 
trict capital needs cannot be considered for three years until this 
drive is completed. It therefore seemed wise to me to ask the 
Bishop and Council to consider.combining such District capital 
needs as are obvious now with the Church Divinity School needs 
and to present the total picture to you in Convocation. The Bishop 
and Council have considered the matter and asked the appoint- 
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ment of a special committee to present the situation here at Con- 
vocation. 


As only those at Convocation will hear this report, I would 
mention briefly the major objects of such a capital fund: 


First, it would remove several present obligations of the Dis- 
trict. These are loans made to accomplish the more pressing build- 
ing need over the past three years and amount to about $25,- 
000.00. 


Second, it would permit us to complete the improvements at 
the District Conference Center at Paradise Point. We would be 
able to bring the buildings and equipment there to the standard 
required by the Department of Health, and to add a recreation 
building for purposes of instruction, conference, and for use as a 
chapel in bad weather. 


Third, it would provide a Revolving Loan fund to help meet 
the advance needs of the District. Indications are that the sur- 
vey will recommend several locations for new work and these will 
have to be started with the purchase of land, the construction of 
buildings and the finding of personnel. The longer we wait, the 
more expensive the land and building become, and a revolving 
loan fund can do a great deal to spark the developing of these 
projects. The small revolving fund set up in 1957 of $5,000 has 
already built some $30,000 worth of church and parish hall con- 
struction. Such a fund would be a permanent asset of the District 
and available under the direction of the trustees to parishes and 
missions alike for major construction needs. If a low interest rate 
were charged, the interest would go back into the fund to develop 
the work of the church. At least $100,000 would be needed for 
this purpose. Such a fund would also form the nucleus of a 
permanent endowment fund for the District, anticipating the time 
when we might become a self-supporting Diocese. 

This would bring a total of minimum needs of approximately 
$200,000 to be considered by this Convocation. Some will object 
that this is not the right time for such a campaign. and I can only 
reply that it never is the right time. Our decision is really 
whether we will do this now, or wait three years and hope to find 
some other way of meeting these needs in the meantime. The 
opportunities for the church are here and the need is not one 
that can be easily put aside. I know you will consider this matter 
with care and concern. 


The Present Operating Budget of the District 
As previously noted, we have increased the District staff of 
clergy over the past three years, and, of couse, the expenses of 
operation for salary, travel, housing, etc. Much of this increase 
has been met by the missions themselves with regular increases 
in self-support. In 1958 and 1959 this totalled $10,120.00 in increas- 
ed self-support, plus the cost of utilities on residences of the clergy, 
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pension premiums, and increased Assessments and Quotas. In ad- 
dition, in this period practically all of the missions have assumed 
the full payment of adequate insurance coverage on church prop- 
erty. For 1960 they have again responded with self- -support in- 
creases for salaries of an pddigoeas $2,,700.00.. 


The District and the National Council 


During 1959 the National Council—through the Department of 
Missions, the United Thank Offering, and other agencies—sent 
us $101,598.00 for our work in Idaho. Of this amount,. $32,250 
were grants to help in building construction, $17,000 was a non- 
interest bearing loan for the same purpose, and the balance of 
$52,348 was applied to the operating budget of the District. The 
parishes and missions of the District, in Assessments and Quotas, 
gave $39,128 toward the District Budget as against $32,600 in 
1958. This is a substantial improvement and with continued effort 
we can move closer to self- support. Let us keep in mind that the 
point of increasing our own giving is not only that we may become 
self-supporting—but that more money may be available, through 
our National Church, for the spread of the mission of the church 
in other places; for the funds we use, someone else cannot use, 
and the demands, needs and opportunities of the church far ex- 
ceed the funds available at any time. 


Assessments and Quotas 


Something needs to be said about this matter of Assessments 
and Quotas. First of all, the response of the District has been 
excellent. Some places have not done what was asked of them 
and I will say more about that in a minute. But the overall record 
—and I may add, the spirit of concern for others that goes with 
it—has been fine. The total giving to these purposes has gone from 
$20,000 in 1957, to a pledge of $44,000 in 1960. This has meant 
effort and sacrifice. It is noticeable that those places which have 
responded in full have not suffered as a result. In almost all cases, 
the work of the local church has gone on and increased. Income 
of our parishes and missions for local parish. support in the same 
period of time has increased by more than $80,000. Some places 
have had difficulty in meeting their share of these requests. How- 
ever, I think there are two main reasons for this situation. First, 
Assessments and Quotas are mathematical and therefor cannot 
take into account all the circumstances. In particular, the parish 
with about 150 communicant members finds the situation difficult. 
Not all have failed here either, but the marginal financial situa- 
tion in which these places live is one which should be taken into 
account in some way in our approach to these matters. Places 
that are doing their best certainly should be either penalized or 
scolded. On the other hand, some places have had difficulty in 
this area because they have felt other things were more important. 
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I feel it is my duty to speak out plainly in this area. In many 
respects the leadership of the District is in the hands of the vestries 
of parishes and the Bishop’s Committees in missions. In the hands 
of these men and women most of the decisions of the church are 
made. Vestries and Bishop’s Committees ought to be the source of 
much of the inspiration of the church as well. They should know 
the problems and needs of the church, not just locally, but in the 
District and in the World. They should be concerned that this 
information is known throughout the parish. They do not exist as 
the first line of defense between the parish and the demands of 
the District, but rather as a means of communication hetween the 
mission of the church outside the parish and the individual mem- 
bers. This can be done by individual witness, by parish bulletins, 
by letters to the membership, so that every member of the parish 
knows what the needs of the church are and how his church stands 
in meeting its share of those needs. 


The mission of the church ought to be supported out of the 
glad generosity of the people of the church. We are all stewards 
of God’s creative goodness, we have all heard something of the 
glory of Jesus Christ. We ought to have no need for mathematical 
formulas in figuring responses to these truths. In the exercise of 
stewardship, a parish is no different than an individual. Each man 
is a steward and we all agree he should honor the Lord with his 
substance by giving a significant proportion of his income to the 
Church. This, we say, comes first. This is the first obligation of 
every Christian and comes before anything else. To do it you may 
not purchase the new car quite so soon or buy a second television 
set just yet. To do it may mean sacrifice. This is also true of 
parishes and congregations in their corporate stewardship. The 
mission of the church comes first—even before we build new build- 
ings, and certainly ahead of carpets and furniture. I think it goes 
without much further elaboration that the whole District is also 
like an individual and must be concerned about the work of the 
Church outside Idaho and do its share to help in the mission of 
the Church both by reducing the aid it receives, and by giving 
more to the work of the Church elsewere. 


Paradise Point 


A full report of the camp activities and financing is reported 
elsewere, but it is good to report that the property was used by 
organized groups throughout the summer. Better than 40 persons 
gave of their time to serve on the staff of different camps and 
conferences, attended by about 400 persons. A new cabin was 
built at the work camp in July, under the direction of Mr. George 
Short, and the bathhouse was completed. The appreciation of all 
of us is due to the many persons who gave of their time to be on 
the staff, or to serve in manual labor to improve the property for 
the use of others. 
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The Survey 


A great deal of the work of the survey has been done and many 
persons have completed their share of this work well and on time. 
However, a number of places have not as yet completed their 
work, and the material has not been received to forward to the 
laboratory in Evanston. Our time schedule called for a closing 
date at the end of November, so we are far behind. This means 
that the date when the results of the study can be made known 
and put to work in our planning has had to be also postponed. 
I urge, therefore, all who have not furnished their share in this 
effort to do so at once. 


Stewardship 


In all of this material, a good deal has been said about steward- 
ship in relation to the needs of the Church. More important, how- 
ever, is the exercise of stewardship in relationship to individuals. 
In simplest terms, stewardship is the recognition of the Christian 
that he does not own anything, but that all his possessions, and 
more vitally—his life itself, are the gifts of God. Our time, ability 
and possessions belong to our Lord and are meant to be used to 
fulfill his purposes. When they are used for other purposes than 
His, the individual loses the real joy and freedom of life and the 
whole of society suffers. In the larger scale, the lack of steward- 
ship can mean the end of international peace; and on the indi- 
vidual level, it brings tensions and worry and unhappiness. 


Without faith in God, man is lost. He is afraid of death and 
so he seeks ‘to make life as comfortable as possible. He occupies 
himself in tearing down old barns and building bigger and more 
elaborate ones. He avoids caring for anything very much because 
in this way he avoids the pain of separation. This kind of living 
is comfortable and has about the stamina of chocolate pudding. 
There is no real love, no sacrifice, no courage, and really—no 
peace, to be found here. ° 


Stewardship comes with our faith. We believe that God is 
good, creative, the source of all life. He is incarnate in Jesus 
Christ. He is felt in the fellowship of Christians, in the person of 
the Holy Spirit. There is no limit to His love and concern. There 
is purpose and. meaning eternally for his children. Death has lost 
its sting and the grave its victory. This is something of the faith of 
Avene and we are the stewards and the witnesses of these 
trut S

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Appendix II 
Report of the Department of Finance 


To the 51st Annual Convocation of the Missionaey District of 
Idaho: 


It has given us great concern to note that as of November 30, 
1959, four parishes and two missions failed to accept their full 
Quota: and that an even larger number were failing to pay their 
Assessments and Quotas on a monthly (in advance) basis as was 
adopted as.a District policy three years ago. 


Yow Department recommended to the Bishop and Council 
the fcllowing Resolution which was unanimously adopted by 
them: 


“That any parish or mission that contemplates not accept- 
ing its full Quota and Assessment be required to meet with 
the Bishop or a member of the Finance Department before 
such a-decision is made.” 


Your Department recommended also to the Bishop and gan. 
cil the consideration of a joint fund campaign in order to meet 
our pledge to the Church Divinity School of the Pacific (in the 
amount of $57,000.00 which pledge was acted upon favorably by 
the last Convocation) and a Capital Funds Campaign for the 
needs of the Missionary District of Idaho. Through this Capital 
Funds Account, parishes and missions would be enabled to bor- 
row funds from the District at a low rate of interest, thus effecting 
a considerable savings to them; such fund would also guarantee 
payment of obligations of a Capital Nature already made by the 
District. 


A’ a result of requests made by the Chairman of the Various 
Departments of the Bishop and Council, A proposed budget for 
the year 1960 is submitted herewith in the amount of $105,375.00. 
Of this amount a request: from the National Council, from the 
Women of the Episcopal Church .in Idaho, and from Trinity 
Parish, Pocatello amounts to $54,556.50. This leaves the sum of 
$50,818.50 to be raised through our Assessments and Quotas from 

Parishes and Missions in Idaho. This is to be raised through an 
application of a percentage figure, the same as used last year, 
against Item “K” of our parochial report blanks. This schedule is 
attached to and becomes a part of this report. 


Your Department recommends adoption by this Convocation 
of the following resolution: 


“Resolved that this 51st Convocation of the Missionary Dis- 
trict authorize the Department of Finance and the Bishop 
and Council to draw up a proposed budget for the year 
1961 and based on said proposed budget to set proposed 
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Assessments and Quotas which shall be sent to all Parishes 
and Missions early in October of 1960.” 

We would urge upon all our people their adoption of a pro- 
gram of proportionate giving. This is the Biblical Method and by 
resolution was urged upon our people by the last General Con- 
vention. Should this method be practiced by all our Churchmen, 
there would be NO QUESTION OF “Extras” coming before us 
periodically in the future as they have in the past, and will con- 
tinue to come before us unless some method of proportionate 
giving is adopted. 

Again let us state that your Department of Finance stands 
ready and willing to meet with vestries and Bishop’s Committees 
at their invitation or at the directive of the Bishop of Idaho.

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Appendix V 
Report of the Department of Missions 


Meetings of the Department have taken place before each 
meeting of the Bishop and Council this year. Department mem- 
bers are the Bishop, the Archdeacon, the Rev. Douglas Ellway, 
Mr. Phillip Dufford, Mr. Paul Baughman, Mr. Dwane Welch, Dr. 
Jerome Burton, and Mrs. Florence Mullins. 


At the present time, all of the Missions of the Church are 
under the care of a vicar. Changes during the year included: The 
Rey. John Fowlow Tulk was appointed Vicar of Christ Church, 
Shoshone, and in charge of Calvary Church, Jerome, in July. The 
Rev. Kale F. King was appointed Vicar of Trinity Memorial 
Church in Rupert in July. The Archdeacon has continued to care 
for the churches in Wendell and Buhl as well as Idaho City, 
Placerville and St. Anthony. Plans call for the placement of a 
resident vicar in Jerome this coming summer. 


During the year improvements to Mission property included: 
The construction of the church-parish hall building in McCall, 
the beginning of construction of the new church in Ketchum, the 
remodelling of the Mission house at. Fort Hall and the improve- 
ment of the water system there, the purchase of a vicarage in 
Burley and the remodelling of the vicarage in Rupert, a new fur- 
nace was placed in the vicarage in Blackfoot, and a large number 
of small improvements made to Mission property throughout the 
District. 


The salary scale of the Mission clergy was changed during the 
year to conform with the standard of the National Department of 
Domestic Missions, and now provides a sliding scale based on 
experience and number of dependents with minimum for single 
clergy of $3600, house, utilities, and travel expense; and for mar- 
ried clergy—$4000, house, utilities, and travel expense. The method 
of payment of clergy travel was changed during the year upon 
recommendation of the Department and resolution of the Bishop 
and Council. Clergy in 1960 will receive 10c a mile for the first 
600 miles of travel each month, and 5c a mile for travel beyond 
that amount. This system is intended to aid the clergyman who 
must have a car to do his work, whose travel is not great in miles 
and yet who has the same basic costs of depreciation, insurance, 
etc., of other clergy. The system we were using provided 10c a 
mile for the first 6000 miles a year and 5c thereafter, and meant 
rather startling changes in income for some of the clergy during 
the last six months of the year. This system will spread the travel 
allowance more evenly over the whole year. 


The Department also wishes to encourage visits of clergy and 
laity to the Missions of the District, and hopes that various

groups from the parishes, in particular, will be able, in the coming 
year, to see at first hand the life and work of the Mission congre- 
gations.

We are grateful to God, the Holy Spirit, for the inspired leader- 
ship of our Father in God. We. acknowledge our responsibility as 
those who bear the Holy Name of Christ to do all that. we can 
to build His Kingdom in our local parishes and missions, in this 
missionary District and throughout the world. We believe that 
one of the ways this may be done is through answering our 
Bishop's Call to larger self support in order that we may be less 
of a burden onthe missionary effort of the Church at large. 


We commend our Bishop for his concept of the stewardship of 
parishes and missions toward the work of the Church beyond their 
own boundaries. As each of us learns, that he cannot live alone, 
so parishes and missions cannot live and grow without a concern 
for the Church beyond their borders. 


To implement this concern we commend to this convocation 
our Bishop’s request for a capital Funds drive to raise approxi- 
mately $200,000 for advance work here in our District and through- 
out the Province. We believe that the fine increase in self sup- 
port of our missions as well as the generally fine response of our 
Parishes to their District obligations is evidence that we are ready 
for such advance. 


We note with deep concern that one confirmed person out of 
every seven is reported as lost to the Church. We believe that 
.some study should be given to this matter and that a greater 
ae might be felt by clergy and laymen for their return to the 
old.

Report of the Committee on Capital Needs 
of the Missionary District of Idaho 


TO: The Rt. Rev. Norman L. Foote, Bishop, 
and to the Delegates of the 1960 Convocation 
of the Missionary District of Idaho. 


I 
Mission of the Church 


So that we may better understand the importance of planning 
for and working toward a long range program of the Missionary 
District, your committee deems it advisable to first redefine and 
emphasize the mission of the Church. 


In simplest terms, the purpose of the Church in the world is 
to preach the Gospel to all men and nations, to baptize and to 
teach. The primary concern of each member, local congregation, 
parish, mission, Diocese or National Church is the fulfillment of 
that purpose. When a man experiences an awareness of his per- 
sonal concern in that purpose, of the meaning of his baptism, his 
church fellowship and training, and of the Gospel, these become 
crystalized into a strong faith and religious attitude whereby his 
- own love is enhanced and his own life becomes more meaningful. 
By his witness and his gifts that others may witness where he 
cannot go himself, he becomes a more joyful servant of his Master. 


The Church and the Gospel then are by their nature living, 
growing entities which may either grow or stand still. They grow 
or stand still in direct proportion to the nourishment furnished 
in terms of leadership, equipment and facilities. This means that 
the chief concern of individual church members and church 
organizations will only be fulfilled by providing for the capital 
needs of seminaries, properly equipped to train the clergy; for 
churches and parish houses with adequate facilities for existing, 
as well as new, congregations, and for other physical and material 
needs, so that together the clergy and the laity may worship, 
study, preach, baptize and teach.

St. Luke’s Hospital and School of Nursing 


To The Rt. Rev. Norman L. Foote, Bishop, and 
Members of ‘Convocation of Missionary District of Idaho: 


It is always a privilege to report to the Annual Convocation, 
the activities and services St. Luke’s Hospital has furnished during 
the year to the people of Idaho. 


The hospital has shown a slow steady growth in all depart- 
ments, which has made it necessary to add additional key per- 
sonnel. 


There now are two full time juethesioenae Dr. Frank 
Mather is associated with Dr. Robert Jenkins in this department. 
Dr. Lois Carter, Pathologist, is associated with Dr. John McCarter 
in the pathology department. There have been thirteen new ap- 
pointments to the-medical staff this past year making a total of 
112 physicians on the staff, with all the specialties “being rep- 
resented. 


Mr. Elbert Gilbertson joined the hospital family in June as 
Assistant Administrator. 


In June the Board of Directors signed the contract for con- 
struction of a wing to house a new Pathology and Radiology de- 
partments. This wing to be ready to open June, 1960. The cost 
of building and equipping this area will be approximately $660,- 
000.00. Federal and Hill-Burton Funds will cover approximately 
50% of this cost. This is a progressive step. Present facilities have 
been very inadequate for these departments because they have 
been so crowded there has been little opportunity for develop- 
ment ‘of additional services. In the new X-Ray Department we 
will have the very latest in a Cobalt Therapy unit. The only one 
between Portland and Denver. The Pathology Department will 
have several new pieces of highly technical equipment to per- 
form additional tests and examinations which have had to be 
done in Salt Lake City or San Francisco heretofore. With this 
fine up-to-date equipment, the personnel to staff the departments, 
and the specialists in the medical profession to treat the patients, 
St. Luke’s will be able to offer care equal to any offered in any 
’ of the metropolitan areas. 


Several of the personnel have been sent to institutes, work 
shops, and seminars in an effort to develop and strengthen them 
and improve services to the patients. 


The Bishop’s former residence was purchased by the hospital 
and is now being used for Auxiliary meetings, group conferences 
and sewing activities, etc. 


The volunteer workers of the senior and junior auxiliaries have 
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given well over 4,000 hours of service in the past year in the 
Coffee Shop, as admission aides, on the gift and flower carts, in 
reading to the children and mending gloves. Their time and 
services are of inestimable value. This is one of the best public 
relations media we have. 


Hospital costs are always of interest to the public. Last year 
it cost an average of $34.23 per day for every patient in St. Luke’s 
Hospital. The previous year the cost was $30.81. As labor costs 
continue to rise, as the public demands and deserves medical 
care of the highest quality, we can expect continuing increases in 
cost of hospitalization. The national average increase in cost of 
hospitalization has been 5% per year for the. past several years. 


Contributions to the Memorial Fund are always most welcome. 
This fund is used to such good advantage for deserving children. 
I regret to report to you that in the past year the donations to 
this fund have diminished alarmingly. 


You may be interested to know the next stage in planning for 
expansion of facilities, is converting the present x-ray and labora- 
tory facilities into an administrative area with all offices located 
there. When the offices are moved from their present location 
this will then be converted to beds for care of medical patients. 
This will give an additional 17 medical beds which are badly 
needed. Financing this next step in progress is of deep concern 
to the Board of Directors who have this ‘responsibility. 


With your interest and support, St. Luke’s Hospital will con- 
tinue to develop and expand and be an outstanding institution of 
service to the people of Idaho.

Appendix IX 
Report of the District Youth Division 


The Youth Division of the Department of Christian Education 
of the Missionary District of Idaho has made important strides 
during the past year, which should be cf concern to the delegates 
to Convocation. The director is deeply grateful to all who have 
helped make this a significant year in the development of the 
District Youth Program. 

In 1959 the work of the division has been greatly aided in the 


establishment of a Youth Division made up of clergymen. The 
Rey. W. Lee Davis has undertaken the work of advising the 
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Senior High program, while the Rev. Kale F. King has accepted 
the appointment as Junior High Advisor. Their help has made it 
possible for the director to act as a coordinator of the District 
Youth activities, as the advisors have supplied the study programs 
for our conferences. Others who serve on. the Youth Division 
are: The Rev. Messrs. James Grant, Boise Deanery Advisor; 
Lauren McReynolds, Twin Falls Deanery Advisor; Jack Viggers, 
John Tulk and James Davis, who serves in his capacity as director 
of the Camp Committee. 


As. the result of several meetings of the Youth Division a new 
program is developing for the Episcopal Young Churchmen. 
Through the process of sharing concerns and ideas the Youth 
Division has redefined the meaning of the conference program, 
and is now prepared to give greater aid to thé local parishes and 
missions. The primary aim of the conference program will be to 
train local leadership. To this end the entire conference schedule 
has been revamped. Following Easter there will be a conference 
for clergy, lay advisors, and young people at which help will be 
given in planning the next year’s parish programs. This conference 
will be limited to a strict ratio of adults and young people who 
will represent their local churches. Our annual Fall Conference 
will be held for all the Junior and Senior High School youth. 
This conference will be similar to previous Fall Conferences, but 
will give us an opportunity to publicize program materials and 
the National Youth Program. The Fall Conference has become 
so large that it will be necessary to hold the Junior and Senior 
High Conferences in different communities. During Christmas- 
tide there will be one day deanery conferences at which we will 
evaluate the effectiveness of the program. In addition to the 
general Youth Conferences we see a need for a special program 
for High School Seniors. In May there will be a conference for 
all High School Seniors. Our aim is to gide them in understanding 
the year ahead, and to give them a feeling of belonging within 
the district youth program. Many of this same group will be 
attending the College Camp just before the beginning of the Fall 
Semester. 


The problem of leadership in local youth programs is a tre- 
mendous one. The need of consecrated adult leadership can be 
only partially met through the Division training program. Yet the 
training program should make it possible for lay men and women 
to give confident leadership, if they will offer themselves for the 
work of nurturing the “Church of the future.” Our young people 
are our most precious Christian resource, and it is the desire of 
the members of the Youth Division and those who work with 
young people in our local churches to equip them for their future 
roles as leaders of Christ’s Holy Church.

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Appendix X 
Report of the Church Family Letter 


The Church Family Letter is an effort to maintain a close 
relationship with families belonging to the Church who live too 
far from a Church to attend services. The work is done in co- 
operation with the Archdeacon, the Director of Religious Educa- 
tion, and the clergy; and the families in need of these services are 
found mainly by the travels of the Archdeacon, but also through 
the Idaho Messenger and in other ways. The plan is to send a 
copy of “Home Prayers” to each family or individual weekly, 
and, in the case of families with children, to send additional ma- 
terials suitable for use by the parents in home teaching. 


In the past year we have dealt with 21 families including 55 
children, and 13 adults, among them 5 shut-ins. Two of these 
families with three children have moved from the District. One 
family of a mother and three children moved to town and _ be- 
came members of the Church there. Among other :idults there 
was one death, and one removal, and two new names have been 


added. 


_ Beginning with the first of January, “Home Prayers” is being 
mailed from the nearest Church to 15 families with children and 
to 5 adults, all these persons being taken over by the nearest 
clergyman for pastoral care. ‘But teaching materials are still 
being sent by the Family Letter to 18 families, including 48 chil- 
dren, and “Home Prayers” to three families and to eight adults 
including 4 shut-ins. 


For families with children, the materials chosen by the Di- 
rector of Religious Education have been of great variety. Seven 
pre-schoolers have received cards in series, one for each Sun- 
day. A booklet entitled “Christmas Begins with Christ” gave 
plans for observing Advent and Christmas in the home. For 
Christmas, flannel boards were sent with figures to make pic- 
tures of Christmas and Epiphany stories. Seven “Pictorial Bible 
Dictionaries” were sent upon the request of parents. Other leaf- 
lets, pictures, and projects were sent, with helps for parents in 
telling stories and making pravers, together with suggestions and 
forms for Family Prayer. To each child on his birthday goes a 
birthday card and a letter about the Birthday Offering. And to 
each family at the beginning of the year, a copy of the Ashby 
calendar with the Bishop’s picture. 

There have been many appreciative thank-you notes, especial- 
ly at Christmas time. One mother said: “Quite the most effective 
pre-school material I’ve ever seen.” 


The work of the Family Letter is accomplished if families and 
individuals, while isolated from the services and fellowship of 
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the Church, are encouraged and strengthened in their faith, and 
it is most successful as the list of names changes or dwindles, as 
families are reached by the clergy and become enrolled in mis- 
sions and parishes.

EDUCATION 


The present membership of the Department includes: The 
Rev. Morgan Sheldon, Chairman; the Rev. Messrs. James Davis, 
Kale King, and Kenneth Whitney; Mrs. J. F. Emery, Mrs. Dorothy 
Donnelley, Mr. John Smith, and Miss ile Croom, District 
Director of Christian Education. 


The past year, the work of the Department began to fall into 
place, and we all feel that this has been one of our best years. 
In order to do a more effective job, details have been delegated 
more and more to the several divisions, whose reports follow this 
one. As a result, much has been accomplished outside of the 
regular quarterly meetings, and we hope this system will con- 
tinue to be improved upon. 


We have discovered how far beyond Sunday Schools and 
youth work the interests and efforts of a Christian Education 
Department can extend, and we are gradually reaching out to 
new concerns, even though in a few areas, especially work with 
adults, we could be doing more. 


It has béen of immeasureable help to the Department to have 
Miss Croom making regular contact with the individual parishes 
and missions and clergy, through visits for guidance, counselling, 
teacher and leadership training, etc. As a result, for the first time, 
we have, from her observations, a picture of the work of Christian 
' Education, and its needs, in the District. She has brought back 
many good ideas which she and the department have developed 
and passed on to others. Also, the District Department, and we 
hope, eventually, the National Department of Christian Educa- 
tion, will be able to provide the kind of guidance and leadership 
training which will be most helpful to all concerned. 


I do not want to go into the details of the work of the various 
divisions, but do wish to comment on their progress. The Youth 
Division, one of our major areas of concern, is functioning broadly, 
with the assistance of several of the District clergy. During the 
fall, most of the responsibility for the Camp program has been 
turned over to the Camp Committee, and their work will be re- 
flected in next year’s camp reports. 

The former Church-School-by-Mail program has been revived 
in a new format, through-the efforts of Miss Croom and Deaconess 
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Knepper, and is extending the Church’s ministry to our isolated 
families. Displays at Convocation each year help to tell more 
of what the Department can do, and what materials are available. 


Several years ago, we set for ourselves some long-range goals. 
One by one these are being met, and along the way there have been 
some changes and adaptations, as we have been shown new goals. 
Though we are not doing all we know we can and should be 
doing, considerable progress has been made, and we know we 
have come a long way. I wish to express my personal apprecia- 
tion to each member of the Department, and especially to “Tish,” 
for their hard work and help. Without them, the Department 
could have accomplished little or nothing.

Report of the Birthday Thank Offering 


The duties of the District Secretary of the Birthday Thank 
Offering for the Missionary District of Idaho consist mainly of

The Department met four times this past year. It conducted 
one seminar under the able leadership of the Rev. Kenneth Nelson 
of our National Council’s Dep't. of Christian Social Relations. 
This meeting was attended by clergy and laymen active in or 
concerned with the fields of Health and Welfare, Christian 
Citizenship and the Armed Forces.

Each Division draws upon local, regional and national per- 
sonnel and other resources for the furtherance of its aims and 
purpose. The Health and Welfare Division worked with the 
Rev. Samuel Glasgow of St. Michael’s Cathedral and his Minis- 
terial Association committee and St. Luke’s Hospital, Boise, in 
working out hospital visiting procedures for both clergy and lay- 
men. The “hospital calling” procedures now being instituted at 
St. Luke’s, Boise, are available to the clergy in the District. We 
would hope that they might serve as a guide for other ministerial 
associations and hospitals. 


Two Health and Welfare Division members are members of 
the Visiting Nurse Association, Ada County Mental Health Assoc., 
Marriage Counseling Service, Mayor’s Committee for Hiring The 
Handicapped. 
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This Division has made a preliminary study of the need for 
more adequate legislation and administration regarding foster 
homes and foster home care. It is suggestive of some courses of 
action for those seriously interested in foster homes and the 
urgent need for many more than are now available. 


The three divisions of the Department are just beginning to 
function as separate units due to the fact that the department 
organized itself into the three main areas of concern three months 
ago. The Christian Citizenship Division will in future publicize 
through The Messenger etc. the Church’s concern with and 
judgment of national and world political and social action, ice. 
Refugee Resettlement, the apartheit policy, economic-religious- 
social-racial segregation and prejudice, nuclear weapons testing 
etc. 

The Armed Forces Division promotes the presentation of the 
Armed Forces packet at a Church service on Sundays. These are 
presented to those entering the Armed Forces (any branch) in- 
cluding The National Guard, The Air National Guard, The WAC 
or WAVE etc. The Division encourages parishes and missions to 
keep in regular touch with its members in the Armed Forces— 
writing letters, sending Church bulletins, Home Prayers ete. 

In 1959, a major portion of the Department’s hudget was 
used to support the ministry to migrant labor. Our support en- 
abled a Spanish speaking social worker to remain in the work 
camps four weeks longer than. would otherwise have been pos- 
sible. Other moneys were spent for tracts, pamphlets and ma- 
terials to be sent to individuals, parishes and missions requesting 
information or program material on social problems, family life, 
health, intergroup relations, problems of the, aged and aging, 
youth problems etc. 

Your Christian Social Relations Department is a source of 
information and program material and speakers in the general 
fields of Health and Welfare, Christian Citizenship and The 
Armed Forces. If you will write the Department at 107 E. Fort 
Street, Boise, we will either send you the material you need or 
tell you where to get it or arrange for a speaker if requested— 
if given one month’s notice or more if possible. 


We hope you will talk with members of the department during 
this Convocation and throughout the year, telling them how you 
think the department can be of use to you. Tell us what you think 
we can or ought to be doing for your parish or mission. Or write 
us at any time, telling us how we can be of help to your church. 
At the next department meeting, your ideas and suggestions will 
be the basis of our discussion on how the Christian Social Rela- 
tions Department can better serve the Church and her people.

During 1959, activities in the Boise Deanery consisted pri- 
marily in the monthly meeting of the clergy of the deanery, at 
which time items of deanery and District concern were con- 
sidered. 


All Saints’ parish of Boise was host to the Fall Youth Con- 
ference in October, at which more than 140 delegates throughout 
the District attended. 


St. Mary’s parish of Emmett was host to the Fall supervisors’ 
Conference of the Western Town and Country Church Institute 
the first week of November. 


Representatives of the Unit of Field Research met with the 
parish leaders of each parish and mission in the deanery in 
October and November, discussing with these leaders the use- 
fulness of the Survey in providing an over-all picture of the work 
of the Episcopal Church in Idaho.

Our thanks 
are again extended to the Deanery lay readers whose services 
are an invaluable contribution to regular maintenance of worship. 


Women’s Auxiliaries and Altar Guilds are active in each place.

This is no reflection on anyone in the Deanery, as it 
was understood that in the future such matters were to be ar- 
ranged from District headquarters. 


Young people’s groups are in existence in Twin Falls, Shoshone, 
and Jerome. 


All buildings are in reasonably good state of repair. Much 
needed improvement has been made io the Rupert vicarage. The 
only new building program is that of the new St. Thomas’ Church, 
Ketchum-Sun Valley, now well on the way to completion.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF THE GOOD 
SHEPHERD MISSION 


It is easiest first to report the improvements that have been 
‘made at Good Shepherd Mission. In 1959 the new vicarage was 
occupied by the Rev. John Kimball and his family. This home 
was made possible by a gift of the United Thank Offering. 


The Mission House, once thé residence of the Vicar, was re- 
modeled at a cost of $8,500 with a grant from the National Coun- 
cil. Almost unchanged in appearance, it boasts completely new 
wiring, heating, and a community shower and laundry facility. 
This building was the center in the summer, being the dormitory 
and dining. hall, for a work camp of 20 high school students spon- 
sored by the American Friends Committee and the Fort Hall 
Tribal Council. 

At the latter part of August, Mr. John Selch, a layman of 
Buffalo, New York; joined the staff of Good Shepherd as the 
Recreation Director. Under his leadership a Y.M.C.A. for boys 
and a kindergarten have been commenced. 
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Due somewhat to two vacation Bible Schools, weekly Church 
School has increased greatly and the school is now staffed with 
three teachers and almost sixty pupils. 

In this report some effort must be made to show our gratitude 
to all the people of Idaho for their generous gifts of Christmas 
presents and cash to the children here. 


It is hoped that in reports of years to come that some indica- 
tions can be given of the results that will come from all these 
things with which we have been so blessed. At the present we 
still look for greater devotion, love and response to the Gospel 
of Jesus Christ from our people, and to this end we beg your 
prayers and good will.

Appendix XXII 
THE ARCHDEACON’S REPORT TO CONVOCATION, 1960 


In the year past, services were held in Placerville. In summer 
months they were conducted in the Church; in cooler weather, 
services are held in homes. On his annual visitation, Bishop Foote 
‘celebrated Holy Communion in Mrs. Carpenter’s home. 


In Idaho City, services are conducted in the homes of mem- 
bers and friends of the Church every third Sunday of the month. 
Here the Bishop’s annual visitation service was conducted in the 
Masonic hall because we have no Church building in Idaho City. 


Holy Communion services are held in St. Barnabas’ Church, 
Wendell, on the fourth Sunday of each month. Churchmen from 
Hagerman and from farms and ranches near Hagerman and Wen- 
dell are very faithful in attendance. Karen Sagehorn, 12 years of 
age, is the Church organist—under the able tutelage of Mrs. Elver 
Thompson of Hagerman whose sons serve as acolytes. 


For a few months, I celebrated Holy Communion at St. 
Andrew’s, Pocatello, during the vacancy in the cure there. 


Holy Communion was celebrated regularly in Mrs. Hum- 
mell’s home in St. Anthony. Mrs. Hummell was a shut-in whose 
influence for the Church in the community is still evident. Her 
death in July was keenly felt by the community at large and 
particularly by the four Episcopal families in St. Anthony. 


In Trinity Church, Buhl, Mr. Ken Simpkins, layreader of the 
Church of The Ascension, Twin Falls, conducts services two 
Sundays a month. On the fourth Sunday, the Rev. Norman E. 
Stockwell, rector of The Ascension, Twin Falls, celebrates Holy 
Communion. I celebrate Holy Communion there the second Sun- 
day of each month and attend the meetings of the Women’s Guild 
the second Tuesday of every month. 
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In recent years, the Church in Buhl has taken on new life 
through the work of the Rev. Mr. Stockwell who took a real 
interest in providing services and leadership and pastoral care 
for our Church people in Buhl. The Women’s Guild is an active 
group which, as in some other missions, is responsible for the 
maintenance of the Church building, the upkeep of the property 
and for financial support. With all their concern and their work 
necessary for the support of Trinity Church, their Guild meetings 
are largely given over to the study of the Bible—which is the first 
order of business at their monthly meetings—followed by a busi- 
ness meeting. 


Pastoral calls are made in homes in these aah other towns and 
outlying areas. In Boise, hospital patients from out of town are 
also my responsibility. And it ought to be noted here that many 
Episcopal patients from outside Boise have expressed their ap- 
preciation to their own clergy, for the visits from the clergy of the 
Boise Churches), And be it noted also that almost without fail this 
past year that the clergy have telephoned or written the District 
office when they have known of parishioners entering Boise 
hospitals. | 


Visits are made each week to the Penitentiary. The .Church 
is working and witnessing there 7 days a week through a prisoner 
who is in charge of the hospital. Some of the men, patients and 
cthers, bring some of their deepest concerns to him. We talk 
these over within a very general frame of reference in order that 
confidences will not be violated. This man then relays what we 
have discussed to men who are asking the same questions men 
are always asking, such as, “Why did this happen to me?” “What 
is the meaning of illness or suffering?”; “If there is a God, why did 
He let this happen?” ete etc: 


At present, this prison sharer of the Gospel has been asked 
for copies of daily Bible Readings and other literature. As he 
-told me two weeks ago, “Some of the men seem to want what- 
ever I have which will be of the same help to them as it has been 
to me. Some of them are praying now, and they are beginning 
to see the light.” It goes without saving that these prison visits 
are a most rewarding part of my work and that I have learned a 
good deal more from my associations there than I have imparted. 


Just like any other pastor, I am associated with various Church, 
community and State agencies which impinge upon the lives of 
those in my charge: The Visiting Nurse Association, Ada County 
Mental. Health Association, Governor's Commission on Aging, 
Governor’s Committee on Children and Youth, Southern Idaho 
Council of Churches, Marriage Counseling Service, Ada County 
Mental Health Clinic, Ministerial Association ete. 


I have enjoyed invitations from churches in the District for 
services or for talks to groups or to conduct Layreaders Examina- 
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tions. These examinations serve to highlight one of the many 
interesting developments in the Church in Idaho. Layreaders’ 
training courses are being conducted in more parishes and mis- 
sions each year. The examinations at the conclusion of the courses 
prove their worth. Several churches have had 14 week training 
courses. They have graduated men who are contributing a great 
deal to the life of the Church through their confident leadership 
of services and classes based upon adequate classroom instruction 
in the faith and practice of the Church. The Diocese of Michi- 
gan’s Layreaders’ Course has been used with good results, as have 
several other courses. 


And we find that our trained lay-readers want to serve and 
can serve in many capacities. As more trained men are available, 
they can be employed with increasing frequency to bring the 
Church to the isolated, the sick, the shut-in, hospitals and the 
town-country mission stations and churches. 


The ministry-by-mail brings the Episcopal Church every week 
into the homes of isolated families. More and more clergy are 
ministering to their sick and shut-in and isolated by sending 
them Home Prayers, the weekly home service and short sermon 
published for each week of the year by the Rev. Allen Clark of 
Sanbornville, New Hampshire. The Family Letter (see current 
issue of the Messenger) brings the Episcopal Church into the 
homes of those whose children must attend Sunday Schools of 
other churches because they live too far from the nearest Episco- 
pal Church to attend with any degree of regularity. These Family 
Letters, going into the homes of isolated Churchmen, helps these 
families to maintain a tie with the Church they love. And it helps 
them to teach their children week after week, something about 
the Church’s heritage, its practices and its faith. 


Personal evangelism is on the increase throughout the Church 
in Idaho. There are many outward and visible signs of it. 


Requests for Family Life Conferences in parishes and mis- 
sions are a sure sign of a resurgence of spiritual life through these 
conferences which are led by trained laymen of the District. The 
demand for Family Life Conferences is coming mostly from men 
a women who have talked with others who have attended 
them. 


There are more prayer groups meeting in homes. In one 
parish, a group of 12 to 16 people meet every other week in homes 
for prayer and meditation. What has happened and is happening 
in the lives of these people and to the life of their parish would 
take more space than this report permits. Suffice it to say, that 
the changes wrought in the lives of some of the members of this 
prayer group brought an invitation from another church to help 
them form a group of their own. Now, when a church noted for 
its pietism asks for the help of an Episcopal group to teach them 
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how to form a prayer group that works, the millenium has almost 
arrived!

As I travel around the District to parishes and missions, I see 
evidences of the old “each one-bring-one” method of evangelism. 
More churchmen are inviting their friends and neighbors to go 
to Church with them. 


Winning men and women for Christ is as natural and easy as 
inviting your friends to join your favorite club or to come and see 
you. The difficulty is all in the mental attitude. which we have 
become accustomed to hold towards this kind of “religious” ef- 
fort. We have been too prone to keep our religion to ourselves— 
on the theory that any other course would seem like meddling in 
other people’s business. We forget that we would do even that if 
we discovered that our friend or neighbor was in danger of 
his life or property. Why do we discriminate against the soul by 
our silence? 


The doing of this kind of religious work is all a question of 
making a right use of opportunity and relationship. One does not 
have to go out of his way to make opportunity. So many come to 
us in a day’s experience that we can't take advantage of them all. 
Our Lord did it quite naturally. 


When Jesus was asked by John Baptist’s two disciples, “Master, 
where dwellest thou?” He didn’t give them just the street and 
number of His house, as cold information. He did the warmer, 
more friendly thing by saying to them, “Come and see.” They 
responded in the natural way; and so we read that “They came, 
and saw, and: abode with Him.” 


Here was no use of exciting methods, no artificial stimulation 
of the emotions. Just naturalness, human interest and genuine- 
ness. - 


When Nathaniel answered Philip with a skeptical question, 
Philip replied, “Come and see” for yourself. What could be more 
natural? Here is no undue pressure; no effort at the thing called 
tact. Here was simply human interest and concern. 


None of this is more difficult than it would be for you to say 
to a friend whom you wished to secure as a member of your 
club, “Come with me to the club (or program or meeting).” Tt is 
all a question of personal interest in two things, namely, the club 
you want to boost and the friend you wish to benefit. And a 
similar interest in your Church, and in your friends, will make 
this kind of personal evangelism a great joy to you both. 

It is this kind of sharing of the Gospel which is on the rise in 


the Church in Idaho. You Soe hear much about it because it is 
being done without benefit of “Public Relations” hoopla, “big 
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deal” promotional techniques; without “programs” or blare of 
trumpets. 

And last, but certainly not least, more congregations are re- 
membering in prayer in their services the other parishes and 
missions in the District by name. The whole Church is immea- 
surably strengthened as it acts upon St. Paul’s injunction, “Breth- 
ren, pray for one another.”

Appendix XXIII 


ANNUAL REPORT, DIRECTOR OF CHRISTIAN 
EDUCATION 


The primary duty of a Director of Christian Education is to 
provide a focus on teaching as one facet of the ministry which 
has been committed by our Lord to His Church; and to be of 
service in furthering this teaching ministry in the District, and, 
under the guidance of their clergy, in its parishes and missions. 

By working together the congregations of the District have 
provided themselves with a variety of leadership training pos- 
sibilities. As a district staff member much of my: work is naturally 
in these district programs. I have served as a staff member in 
eleven of these district-wide conferences and camps during 1959. 
In addition I worked in the national training program of the 
Western Town Country Church Institute. 

Another responsibility is to be available within parishes and 
missions for leadership training. During the past year I have 
conducted twenty-seven training sessions, principally for teachers, 
and participated in twenty other local meetings and conferences 
in eleven of the churches of the District. In addition to informal 
contacts for which there is no record, appointments were made in 
eight congregations for individual consultation with teachers. 
Twenty-two of these were home calls, sixteen were conducted 
in the parish houses, and fifteen were at the District office. 


I traveled 5,667 miles in connection with leadership training. 


Because of the physical limitation of time and distance it is 
difficult for the clergy and congregations of the District to fulfill 
by themselves their obligation to some of our more isolated peo- 
ple. I have been given the responsibility of developing a program 
which will assist them in reaching these families. We have been 
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fortunate to’ have Deaconess Knepper to carry on the corres- 
pondence portion of this work. In helping to locate the twenty- 
one families now served in the program, and in calling on twelve 
of them, I have traveled 1,159 miles. 

Office work is another obligation. Though reporting, corres- 
ponding, and handling materials and equipment for the various 
training meetings and programs is hardly vital in itself, I trust 
that it may serve the more important personal work which char- 
acterizes the Christian teaching ministry. 

I have been grateful during the past year to come to know 
even better a good many of the officers and members of. the 
Women of the Episcopal Church, especially in their District work. 
I look forward to working even more closely with the women of 
the Church as we share our common concerns-as women not only 
for the nurture of the younger members of the Church family, but 
also for the extending of that family of God, as we work and 
pray and give for the spread of His Kingdom. 

With your help I believe the work of a Director of Christian 
Education can become more effective. This can come about 
through the clergy and lay leaders of our congregation making 
known to the District office the particular ways in which we 
can serve them, and it can be furthered through the continued 
guidance of the policy developed through your Department of 
Christian Education.

THE WESTERN TOWN-COUNTRY CHURCH INSTITUTE 


To the Members of the Fifty-first Convocation of the Missionary 
District of Idaho: 


The Western Town-Country Church Institute carries on a 
twelve week summer training program for men and women who 
are preparing themselves for the ministry or as women workers 
within the Church. The program is practical in nature. The 
students spend two months in a parish situation working under 
and conferring with a mature priest who has received special 
training in the art of being able to look at his achievements and 
failures through the eyes of an understanding friend (supervisor). 


The W.T.C.C.I. is one of seven such centers working through 
the National Division of Town and Country. The program as a 
whole has been in operation some fifteen years now and our own 
Bishop served as Director of the National Town-Country Church 
Institute before coming to Idaho. 


Idaho has been well represented on the staff of the Preliminary 
and Final Training Sessions. The Rev. Messers. James H. Davis, 
W. Douglas Ellway, G. Edward Howlett, Miss Letitia Croom and 
Mrs. Dorothy Donnelley worked on the staff last summer. 


Last summer saw one man and four women students working 
here in Idaho. Between them they spent time in the communities 
of Bruneau, Emmett, Fort Hall, Homedale, Ketchum, McCall, 
Weiser and our Conference Center at Payette Lakes. Many of 
you met one or more of these students personally and rejoiced 


at their high caliber. 


Look also at the two alumni of the W.T.C.C.I. now serving in 
Idaho. They are the Rev. James C. Grant and the Rev. John F. 
Tulk. 


Finally, the congregation of St. Luke’s, Weiser, has shared in 
this program by providing housing, meals for some forty people 
for the ten-day Orientation Session at the beginning of the sum- 
mer. Please pause for a moment to absorb the magnitude of such 
a project for one of our smaller congregations. 


The Missionary District of Idaho can be proud as we enter 
the seventh year of serving the whole church through helping to 
provide practical training for the ministry.

MISSIONARY DISTRICT OF IDAHO 


The fifty-first annual meeting of the Women of the Episcopal 
Church, Missionary District of Idaho was held in the Student 
Union Building of the College of Idaho, Caldwell, beginning, at 
ten o'clock on Saturday, February 6, 1960. 


The President, Mrs. Ariel Carlstrom, called upon Dorothy 
Donnelley; Chairman of Devotions, to open the meeting with 
prayer. Mrs. Coleman Ensign welcomed the group in behalf of 
the Women of St. David's. Mrs. Rudolph Goranson, Vice Presi- 
dent, responded for the district. Mrs. Carlstrom presented the 
wives of the clergy who were present, Mrs. Trotter, Mrs. Ellway, 
and Mrs. Pickett. Mrs. Hitchcock, acting as page between Con- 
vocation and the meeting of the women, was not in the room at 
the time of the presentation. Mrs. Eberle, a past President of 
the district, was presented. 


The resolutions committee was appointed by the President as 
follows: 


Mrs. Johnson, Pocatello, Chairman, Mrs. Bacon, Jerome and 
Mrs. Larson of Twin Falls. 


It was moved by Mrs. Trotter that the reading of the minutes 
of the previous annual meeting be dispensed with since they 
appear in the printed report of Convocation. Motion seconded and 
carried. 


Forty-six. delegates from thirteen churches responded to roll 
call. The registration committee reported 87 persons registered 
for the WEC. meeting. 


Nancy Baldwin and Robin White representing the GEE: of 
All Saint’s Church, Boise, were visitors and Nancy gave a nice 
greeting. 

Mrs. Carlstrom Sled upon the Vice-President to preside 
during the reading of the President’s message. She summed up 
the work of the past year and called upon all of the women of 
the District to give of their time and talents to the work of our 
Lord. She expressed pleasure that the dinner of the night before 
held for Presidents of the Guilds within the District had been so 
well attended. Printed reports of the Chairmen of departments 
were passed out to all delegates. Each officer presented her re- 
port with brief explanations. 

Mrs. Lunstrum, Treasurer, thanked the guilds for their co- 
operation. ; 

Mrs. Vesser, Chairman of U.T.O., thanked all of the chairmen 
of Guild U.T.O’s for taking care of the ingathering and getting 
the offering to her promptly. She stated slides were available 
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for U.T.O. programs, and asked that consideration be given tu 
the appointment of U.T.O. chairmen for the same term of service 
as that of the District U.T.O. Chairman. 


Mrs. Ellway, Church Periodical Chairman, urged more con- 
cern and contributions in her department, and asked that checks 
be sent to her rather than forwarding magazines, as the cost of 
mailing proves more expensive than mailing periodicals direct. 


Mrs. Scoville, Chairman of Supply, was unable to be present, 
but the President spoke briefly on her report and again expressed 
appreciation for the devotion and capable service given to the 
Church and District by Mrs. Scoville. 


Mrs. Miller, College Commission, urged us to be alert to col- 
lege needs. Mrs. Mullins, Missions, reported that she would be 
writing to guild presidents with regard to the gift items shown 
from Fort Hall and to keep these in 1 mind for bazaars and prizes. 


Mrs. Burton, Publicity, brought to our attention the maps 
which will be distributed to hotels and motels showing the loca- 
tion of Episcopal Churches throughout the state, this being a 
new field for the WEC. 


Miss Letitia Croom, DRE for the District, reported on sum- 
mer camp and their need for helpers and adult counselors for 
camp. She also suggested that guilds offer scholarships if pos- 
sible to make camp available for more young people. 


Mrs. Goranson moved the acceptance of the reports as pre- 
sented, motion seconded and carried. 


Discussion was held regarding the meeting of the presidents 
of guilds. It was decided that one meeting in the spring at which 
presidents and incoming officers should attend, the purpose of the 
meeting to be to increase the communication and knowledge of 
the guilds. Mrs. Trotter moved we have such a meeting in the 
spring at a central point for a district wide meeting of the WEC. 
Motion seconded and carried. 


Father Howlett, Chaplain of St. Andrews, I.S.C., was intro- 
duced and told us of the sweeping changes in college life and the 
resulting challenge to the chaplain on the campus. He mentioned 
that any chaplain would appreciate a note regarding young peo- 
ple who may be in need of counseling, whether they were Episco- 
pals or not. 


Father Kimball of Fort Hall told us of some of the progress 
at Fort Hall. He explained the purpose of the Supply Department 
was two-fold; one to furnish much needed clothing and the other 
to learn of the needs of all missions supplied by our Church. This 
is the reason we send to missions all over rather than to con- 
tinually supply the needs of the mission closest to us. With regards 
to Fort Hall, he told us the church has a semi-official capacity on 
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the reservation in that 160 acres were granted to our Church from 
the Tribe and the Mission was established in 1890. 


Mrs. Goranson reported for the Committee on Constitution 
and by-laws and moved the proposed — be accepted. Mo- 
tion seconded and carried. 


Mrs. Perry of Nampa, Chairman of the nominating commit- 
tee, made the following’ report: Mrs. Goranson, Vice-President; 
Mrs. Vesser, U.T.O. Chairman; Mrs. Leo. Ballenger, Chairman 
of Supply. For the Nominating committee, as follows; 1 year, Mrs. 
Burpee, Chairman, Boise; two year, Mrs. Tom Barron, Buhl; three 
year, Mrs. Geo. Anthony, Pocatello. These offices will eventually 
all be three year terms, purpose of electing in this manner being 
to stagger terms of office. The president made three calls for 
nominations and none being presented, nominations were con- 
sidered final and candidates elected. 


The Reverend Mr. Whitney gave the noon day prayers and 
the meeting was recessed for lunch. 


The afternoon session started with a meditation by Bishop 
Foote, who stressed giving our thoughts to God more during all 
of our duties. He told us the story of Mary and Martha had 
long been misinterpreted, that the real lesson was in not letting 
the meals be of greater importance than the purpose’ of inspira- 
tional meetings. The need for real purpose was stressed and the 
value of knowing the presence of the Guest in our homes at all 
times. Bishop Foote told us that part of the real meaning of life 
is to share, and the three attitudes; one, giving because one has 
to; two, giving because it is a duty; and three, the real and best, to 
give because we wish to thank God for our many blessings. 


Following the Bishop’s talk, David Doane and Bert Larson 
presented the report of their committee on the need for a Dis- 
_ trict Capital Funds drive, to include our pledge to CDSP, which 
had just been accepted, by Convocation. A lively discussion 
followed. 


A panel discussion by: the Rt. Rev. James W. F. Carman, 
Bishop of Oregon, Miss Katherine Grammer, Dean of St. Mar- 
geret’s House, "and Mrs. Don Denning, President of the WEC 
of the 8th Province, followed. Miss Grammer told of the two 
programs for women workers available at St. Margarets, one for 
college graduates and one for mature women who are dedicated 
to the Church and wish to work full time in this capacity. Mrs. 
Denning spoke of the roll of the women in the ministry of the 
laity, and the importance of working with the clergy in the com- 
bining of ideas. Bishop Carman stressed that worship does not 
begin and end at the Altar, but is continuous. The purpose of the 
Guild is to be an arm of the Church. We must be honest with 
ourselves and with our clergy. There can be no honesty without 
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trust, and no trust without love. In this regard, Mrs. Denning re- 
marked that perhaps our gravest error was in not extending the 
fellowship and love which we exercise in our homes, into the 
Church as well. She stressed that when dissention and lack of 
understanding enter into family life the family gets to work and 
as a whole solve the trouble whereas there is too much temptation 
to discuss the problems of the Church in small groups and not 
take them directly to the clergy and make an effort in love and 
understanding to correct them. In this way only can we work as 
the whole body of Christ in our Church. 

The panel discussion was taped and we hope each Guild 
president will use it in her area. 

Mrs. Johnson reported for the Resolutions Committee as 
follows: 

1. Be it resolved that we express our deepest affection and 
appreciation to the Rt. Rev. Norman L. Foote for the work he is 
doing in the Missionary District of Idaho and for his spiritual 
inspiration. 

2. Be it resolved that we convey to the Rev. Kenneth W. 
Whitney and the members of St. David’s Church our gratitude 
for their gracious hospitality. 

3. Be it resolved that we extend our sincere thanks and grati- 
tude to the Rt. Rev. James W. F. Carman, Miss Katherine Gram- 
mer, and Mrs. Don Denning for their inspiring contribution to our 
meeting. 

4. Be it resolved that our appreciation also be extended to the 
First Methodist Church, the choirs and acolytes of St. David’s and 
Grace Churches for the beautiful service on Friday evening; and 
to the College of Idaho for their delicious meals and the use of 
their facilities. 

5. Be it resolved that we extend our sincere gratitude to our 
President, Mrs. George Carlstrom, and other District Officers who 
have so generously given of their time and guidance to the Women 
of the Episcopal Church.

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President’s Report 
To the WEC District of Idaho 


Suppose as we gather here at our annual meeting we were 
to receive a decree from our government. preventing our con- 
tinuing in session and closing the doors of all Churches. What 
would be our reaction? Stunned silence, undoubtedly, at first— 
but what then? We hope we would organize and fight back. But 
would we have the training and be ready to work as a unit to 
fight for what we believe to be right. 


This- seems so remote—so. impossible, that we pass it off as a 
pessimistic viewpoint and go on thinking and working in small 
circles of parochialism, usually unwilling to face the fact that the 
very possibility of such an act is one of the reasons for backing 
our Church and giving of our time and efforts to keep the faith 
that is the background of our heritage in the face of ever grow- 
ing communistic strengths. 


Our first obligation is. to love God and to do so we must be 
concerned about everything which concerns Him. This is a sub- 
ject for a sermon, not a president’s report, but it does lead to the 
point I wish to bri ing to you at this meeting, i.e. the need for con- 
cerned people, willing to give of their time and talents to take 
over the responsibilities of Parish, District and Provincial offices. 
The need to realize the importance of attending convocations, 
synods, general conventions, etc., so that you may be fully in- 
formed of the work of the Church and the problems confronting 
it. The need for Clergy to see that their people do get away from 
_the confines of their own area—at the risk of hearing a better 
sermon than they may have at home—and become aware of their 
responsibilities. 


''T speak in this instance particularly of the district work. Most 
of the current officers are nearing the end of their terms—having 
served faithfully with me for the past five years, and now going 
into the home stretch year. True, it takes time, effort—facing un- 
comfortable situations, very often humility and sometimes lone- 
liness to do district work. Sometimes it means going away from 
home when it would be more comfortable to stay, giving up 
concerts, bridge clubs and many social pleasantries because they 
invariably fall at the same time you have a district commitment. 
But I can assure you, it has its rewards as well—in the knowledge 
you will gain, the friendships you will make, and the peace of 
mind that comes from doing your best where work is needed most. 


-Your district work represents one of the strong points along 
the line in the organization of the Church at large, and it must 
be maintained and strengthened if the Church is to grow and 
face its responsibilities. We have tried to establish representation 
on the District Board according to the number of communicants 
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within an area. On this basis, for instance, St. Michael’s and All 
Saints together should be responsible for having in training, 
enough women to take over approximately one third of the dis- 
trict offices; about 2/3 of the balance would be from the Poca- 
tello Deanery, and the rest from the remaining part of our dis- 
trict. I give you this information in hope that you will realize 
your responsibility and urge your officers to attend these meet- 
ings, and accept the offices they are requested to fill. 


We are grateful to the women of the district for their financial 
support of the district program. I know this silent backing of 
their work has been a boost to the morale of all of your officers. 


Our Altar Guild continues to grow and this year held its first 
annual work shop. Many beautiful hangings and linens have been 
made and placed throughout the district. May I urge every 
woman to learn more about this special privilege of the Women 
of the Church—to serve in the care of the Altar. 


Our departments of Missions, Christian Social Relations, Chris- 
tian Education, College Work and Publicity are now cooperative 
district departments, and the reports you receive are the same as 
those presented to Convocation. In these instances the WEC 
budgeted funds are usually used by the department as a whole. 


We continue to work for a more unified program within the 
district. In line with this, our next camp conference will be for 
the Laity (which includes men and women) tentatively planned 
for early fall, after school has started. 


Our first attempt to bring the presidents of the guilds more 
closely to district work will take place this year with the dinner 
on Friday evening. We plan at this meeting to set up a permanent 
structure, to be tentatively known as the council of advice to the 
President of the WEC. Here we hope to find a common ground 
for a better avenue of communication and for leadership training. 


In our continued efforts towards complete unified action with- 
in the Church, your president requested the District Committee 
on Canons to consider the clarification of the wording of Canon 
IX covering Vestry’s, to permit the election of women thereto. 
Although there is no wording within the Canon to actually state 
a woman may not be elected, the present intrepretation of the 
word “Vestryman” has been a “man,” although Webster states 
a vestryman as a “member of a vestry’ without designation of sex. 
Woman are elected to/and are seated in Convocation; sit as mem- 
bers of Bishop's Committees and Departments. It would seem 
that before a full unified program could be established within the 
district, this action would be essential. I hope our WEC delegates 
will discuss this with their parish or mission delegates to Con- 
vocation and urge them to consider the reason and need for this 
change. 
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We are deeply grateful to Mrs. Josephine Scoville for her many 
years of service as Chairman of Supply, having served the maxi- 
mum length of time permitted, she retires from the Board this 
year. My own special word of thanks to Jo for a job wel! done— 
and to all of the board members for always being ready and will- 
ing to try something new, or bear along with the old. 


My personal appreciation to Bishop Foote for his counseling, 
kindness and understanding through the years.

Changes in the By-Laws 
Article I, Section 2 
Change to read: 
“The District Board shall meet at least three times a year at 
a time and place designated by the President.” 


Article III, Section 1 


Insert “vice president” after “the president” in line 2, and 
delete “vice president” from lines 5 and 6.

Report of Christian Education 
Mrs. Dorothy Donnelley 


The Department of Christian Education of the Women of the 
Episcopal Church has been active in several areas during the past 
year. Programming, expanding the library resources, leadership 
training and integrating the women’s department of Christian 
Education with the district department have been major concerns. 


1. Program planning has followed the traditional pattern of 
mailing books and pamphlets to guilds upon request. Informal 
discussions were held with individuals on several occasions and 
one all-day session was held with Miss Croom as co-consultant. 
Exhibits of resources from the library were displayed at the 1959 
Convocation at Twin Falls and during the Women’s camp ses- 
sion at McCall in July. 

2. Leadership training is a vital concern in every area of dis- 
trict planning. The chairman of this department, with Mrs. 
Marion Emery and the Rev. Kenneth Whitney, attended a four- 
day conference in February 1959, in San Francisco. The con- 
ference dealt with Christian Education on every age level and in 
each department of the parish church. The opportunity for those 
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attending to learn from the leaders-of this work at National Coun- 
cil means a more personal understanding of the work of the 
Church at large. It is hoped that real benefit will-accrue to each 
parish and mission as more lay people attend such meetings. 


3. Each year a sampling of the suggested program study 
books are purchased. These are chosen from the list supplied by 
the National Council, and published in Churchways. 


4, The women’s department of Christian Education is being 
strengthened by the representation of the chairman in the district 
department. Women’s work is thus considered by lay people, 
clergy and professional workers, and many viewpoints are brought 
to bear on the educational problems in the various churches and 
missions. 


Our grateful thanks go out to those people all over the district 
who have helped forward the work of this department. With 
such cooperation we shall advance in the coming year. 


Report of United Thank Offering

This past year the United Thank Offering started using A 
Special Litany for Ingatherings, on All Saints Day and Ascension 
Day. This was compiled for United Thank Offering by Mrs. 
Frank Rowley, Bluefield, West Virginia. 


_ I wrote each Rector in the District about using this Litany. 

Each U.T.O, Chairman in the District was contacted and urged 
to use this. After the Board approved the printing of these, 

packed and mailed twenty-two packets with supplies, blue boxes, 

blue envelopes, and a supply of Litanies. Each U.T.O. Chairman 
was asked to distribute Litanies at our special service, and collect 
same afterwards. This year practically all my budget was used 
in printing of A Special Litany. We purchased fifty slides; Here 
is Haiti, these have been used in about twelve parishes and are 
available for United Thank Offering programs. Please let me 
know dates when program material is to be used and I will do 
my utmost to send it to you on time. Needless to say my largest 
item in my budget is postage, so I will bring supplies to Convoca- 
tion. 


This past Triennial Meeting, $15,000 was approved from the 
United Thank Offering for a new Rectory at Fort Hall. Father 
John Kimball gave a fine report on this at a W.E.C. meeting at 
Pocatello. They moved in this fall and did most of the interior 
work themselves.’ Miss Letitia’ Croom was appointed by the 
National Council as Religious Educator for the Missionary District 
of Idaho, this is made possible by United Thank Offering.

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Report of Supply

Supply work is a channel through which every woman of the 
Church is- able to use her time, talents and money to strengthen 
the work of the missionary priests both at home and overseas. 
The purpose of the national Supply work is to provide the mission 
field, in the most economical and efficient way, with adequate 
supplies of goods which must be frequently replaced: clothing, 
first-aid -supplies, bedding and towels. ; 


The Women of the Episcopal Church of Idaho have done 
their full share to fulfill this purpose this year, as always. We 
sent $25 in cash to St. Michael’s Home for Boys in Ponce, Puerto 
Rico, to help buy shoes so that the bays could go to school. New 
clothing, valued at $456.70 was sent to the Good Shepherd Mis- 
sion, Fort Defiance, Arizona, to help Father Given in his work 
with the Indian children.. Large amounts of good used clothing 
were also sent for pre-school children and. babies. 


This year several more guilds have contributed to the work 
of Church World Service, as well as to our own Supply Work. We 
are urged by our Presiding Bishop to do this, and it is my hope 
that this year every guild in the District will take this means of 
helping to alleviate the enormous and desperate needs through- 
out the world. 


Before I retire as Supply Secretary of the District this spring, 
I wish to once more thank all the guilds for their always prompt 
“and generous response to the quotas that are sent to them each 
year. It has been a heart-warming experience to work with you 
all, and to serve on the District Board. I only wish I could share 
with you the rewards I have received, especially the many appre- 
ciative letters from the priests of the missions to which our con- 
tributions have been sent. I am sure that Supply work will always 
continue to be one of your deep concerns. 


Report of Church Periodical Club 
Constance M. Ellway 


The Church Periodical Club has not been too active in the 
Missionary District during the past year; but $20, which was 
donated to the National Books Fund, has been used to buy theo- 
logical books for a missionary in Alaska and a student at C.D.S.P. 
Also, one guild in the Twin Falls Deanery has given a subscrip- 
tion to “The Living Church” to Mr. Dale Vandergrift. 


Several guilds have concentrated their C.P.C. work on a re- 
gional level by collecting good used books for distribution in local 
hospitals and Indian missions and by collecting Christmas cards 
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to make scrap-books for the children of migrant workers attending 
summer Vacation Bible Schools. 

I hope that in 1960 more guilds within the Missionary District 
will respond to my appeal for donations to the National Books 
Fund—it is through this fund that missionaries in isolated areas 
are provided with recreational reading and theological students 
with needed textbooks. Requests this past year have not only 
been more numerous, but larger; however, one still cannot over- 
look the fact that the fund is not able to supply more than token 
service to many whose needs are extremely basic. 


With present day high postal raies, most individuals and 
guilds find it more convenient to give a donation to the C.P.C. 
for a magazine subscription for a needy missionary or rector, 
rather than remail used magazines. Perhaps guilds which have 
not given to the National Books Fund could give consideration 
to this project in the near future. 


I should like to thank all who have helped to advance Church 
Periodical work in Idaho in 1959. 


Report of the District Altar Guild

The members of the District Altar Guild appreciate a gift of 
laces, for use on altar linens, from Mrs. Marian Frahm; and they 
feel especially honored to be entrusted with the care of stoles 
and a tippet of the late Rev. Ernest Allman. These were given by 
his family to the Chapel of the Holy Spirit, Paradise Point, to be 
used by the priests serving there. 


During the year linens for the Chapel of the Holy Spirit re- 
ceived their attention, and some new pieces were added to those 
at St. Luke’s Hospital Chapel. Beautiful new cruets, used for the 
first time on Christmas Day, were purchased by the District Altar 
Guild for the hospital chapel. A new sign of welcome to the 
chapel has been painted and is being framed. Members of this 
guild have prepared for all services there, including a Communion 
and a meditation service each week. 


Several missions in the district have received direct help from 
the sewing committees in the form of finished pieces of silk and 
linens; while others, missions and parishes, have received advice 
and instruction. Many of the various kinds of manuals kept on 
hand were sold throughout the district, and patterns and materials 
were resold to some groups. The equipment in the room at the 
District House has been improved somewhat, but many improve- 
ments there are still needed. 


On November 14 an all-day meeting for women interested in 
altar work was held. People came and left all day, forty-two 
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being present at one time. An early business meeting at the Dis- 
trict House was followed by Holy Communion at St. Luke’s 
Chapel. From there they went to the Bishop Rhea House at All 
Saints’ Church for lunch as guests of the women of All Saints’ 
Altar Guild. Altar linens, silks, robes, manuals, and other helpful 
articles were displayed. Demonstrations, instructional talks, and 
lively discussions in the afternoon rounded out a profitable day.

TO THE CLERGY AND LAITY OF THE 
MISSIONARY DISTRICT OF IDAHO, 
BRETHREN: 


The ‘Bishop" s Annual Charge to Convocation is meant .to-accon- 
plish two purposes. First, to present in summary formthestate, 
of the Church in Idaho as reflected in changes in the, past, year; 
second, to suggest the emphasis which our lives together. she 
take in the future. 


With the facts and statistics concerning the Church in ‘Idaho 
iu shall be brief as the completed study of all our work done. by 
the Unit of Research and Field Study is available to all Our : 
parishes and missions and contains a great amount of material 
in this area. The completion of the Study is itself an : 
achievement of the part year involving as it did the efforts. of 
a large number of our laity. This study which includes not on- 
ly, the District needs and opportunities, but materials and sug- 
gestions. for each parish and mission - is one we must use. I 
urge each congregation to become aware of the findings and be- 
gin to implement them in all ways. possible. The study not on-: 
ly shows our opportunities and needs for new churches, addé- 
tional equipment and the development of additional financial 
resources, but it also indicates our weaknesses particularly in 
the areas of evangelism, Christian Education, Christian Social:. 
Relations. and Stewardship. These last must be firest and fore- 
most in our minds if the buildings, and organizations are to 
have any real vitality and vakereaeh 


The Episcopal Church in Idaho in 1960 


While the statistics for 1960 are still incomplete, they :in- 
dicate that our rate of growth continues and -that we now number 
about 9200 baptized persons and close to 5000, communicants. 
During the last year, some 400 persons were ‘baptized and almost 
350 confirmed. On the District staff, four clergy accepted po- 
sitions in other areas: The Very Rev. Marcus B. Hitchcock left 
to become the rector of All Saints', Richland, Washington; Can- 
on Samuel A. Glasgow. became vicar of St. James' Church, 

Pullman, Washington; . the Rev... J. Robert Nicholas went to St... 
Timothy's, Henderson, Nevada;, and the Rev. David M Holt became 
an assistant at. St. Luke' s on the Mountain, La Crescenta, Cali- 
fornia.. We wish these cle ergy. God- -speed in theix,new work. . Ad- 
ded to the staff were: The Rev. M. Dale Vandegrift, returning 
after seminary training to Jerome and Wendell; the Rev.,,Charles 
R. Wilson, who completed his work at seminary and now. cares for 
Blackfoot, Arco and Mackay; the Very: Rev..Willian B. Spofford, 
Jr., now Dean .at St. Michael¥s in Boise; and Miss. Amory Mer- 
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ritt, a graduate of St. Margaret's House, now serving in: ‘the 
Mountain Home field. Fk SE 

In the improvement of our physical property, several impor- 
tant additions were made. The new St. Thomas’ Church in-Ketchum 
is practically completed, and will be dedicated in February. 
This has been made. possible by a grant from the National=Council 
of $10,000 in addition to. the non-interest.bearing loan of 
$17,000 originally made. Completed, the building represents an 
investment of over $50,000 for which we have a church and parish 
hall of beauty and usefulness - not only to ourselves but to 
many thousands who visit ‘in this area. In Ada. County, ‘we have 
added ‘to District property by the purchase of two and one-half 
acres of land as a site for anew church. .This was made- possi 
ble by a grant from the National Church of $12,000 and is a be- 
ginning of our efforts to take advantage of the opportunities 
presented by the survey that'was mentioned earlier. Presently, — 
we are looking for at least one more site in the -greate¥ Boise 
area,..and one in,Pocatello. Our small congregation in Cascade 
now have.a home of their own enteirly through their own efforts. 
This fall. they purchased a house on the main street of Cascade 
and have remodelled it into an attractive’ chapel. This ‘congre- 
gation of only ten families is. surely to be commended for this 
work. . Numerous improvements in. church property have. taken place 
throughout the District this past year, perhaps the most notable 
. being the new narthex and balcony at the Cathedral in prépara- . 
tion for the installation of the mew organ this year.

In 1960, there | was a “het! i atierkon ns ihe indeptedndde of. 
parishes and missions and District . obligations of appréximately 
$35,000; while at..the same time, over $14,000 was paid-out in 
interest. With the obvigus needs .:.for capital funds arising 
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from the survey findings, the necessity for revolving loan funds 
of our own is doubly apparent. Last year at Convocation, you 
voted unanimously to undertake a Captial Funds Campaign in the 
District, including this need as a part of the permanent endow- 
ment funds of the District. Thiscampaign is beginning just 
now, and [I am sure that together as a family we can bring this 
effort to a successful conclusion. There will be hard work and 
sacrafice required of us all but surely the fact that we are 
going to do a significant job together in the fellowship of the 
Church for the development of the mission of the Church in this 
area, and in the training of clergy at the Church Divinity 
School of the Pacific is of great importance and will bear 
fruits of value in the unity and stewardship of the Church in 
Idaho.

We need our buildings, our own well trained leadership in 
order to express our mission in a humble and intelligent manner. 
The mission of the Church is as poorly presented by the enthusi- 
astically uninforned. as it is warped by those who believe that 
their Church contains all’ of God's truth. .In the order and ~ 
beauty of our worship, in the, expressed rhythna of the Book of 
Common Prayet, we are meant to come and know the deep reality of 
God's presence everywhere, in every place and circumstance.

There are some specific ways we 
might use in this respect and I would like to present them ~ 
briefly under the headings of "Christian Unity’ and 
"Stewardship and Mission of the Church.” 


Christian Unity 


Recent proposals concerning Christian unity have stimulated 
‘discussion and some concern in many areas. The proposals have 
served also to reveal the great amount. of ignorance there is: . 
among our own people as to the essentials of our belief and the 
misinformation there is about the. beliefs of other Christian 
groups. The proposals that have been suggested come actually 
from the union that was achieved in South India in 1947 between. 
Anglican, Methodist, Presbyterian and Congregationalist churches 
and from the plans now being completed for a similar union in 
Celon, North India and Pakistan between churches of Anglican, 
Baptist, Mcthodist, Disciples, Congregational and Presbyterian: 
origin. The development of these plans in India began in 1919): 
and they are not new but they are, undoubtedly, the most signi-- 
fieant that have bcen -developed-and should be studied by all of. 
us. As yet, no sprien pak era have been made to any church — 
in our country in this area. Further, it necds to be said that 
we do not have any spokesman for our Church on Christian unity. 
Any proposals must come before General Convention which has al- 
ways sought the advice of all the provinical churches of the 
Anglican Communion on these matters. Having. said this, we must — 
also hold in mind that the unity of the Church is the will of 
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God, the divided state of the Body of Christ is a sin and no 
thoughful Christian can do anything clse exccpt work for the 
reunion of the Body of Christ on earth. The manner of Church 
reunion is of the utmost importance as well if such a reunited 
church may be whole and complete. In the face of the needs of 
our society for Christian witness there is no more paper Ean 
task before us on the world or local, level... For this work). 
prayer, hard oe and statesman] ike action is required of ev- 
ry one of us. : 


Pierc ore two main areas in the approach to Christian unity. 
One is the arca of cooperation between churches to accomplish 
_certain objectives that:cannot be done will scparatecly;. and the 
other is. the area that looks forward, particularly to: the day 
When.we.become. one Church. Inthe first area are all: the-as+' 
sociation with which we arc familiar: ministerial associa- 
tions, local. and. state councils of churches, the United Church 
Women, and. the. larger: associations in the National Council of 
Churches of Christ in America, and the World Council of Church- 
es. Geography has. so influenced ecclesiastical structures: in. 
Idaho that:there are hardly any groups whose synodical or'.con~ 
ference territory is synonymous with the State of Idaho. .Some 
include parts of Oregon, others - parts of Washington, Montana, 
Wyoming, and Utah, and others do not:include the panhandle of 
Idaho. But-there is a need for..churches to work together in Ida- 
ho, particularly in relationship. to regional problems such as 
the migrant ‘ministry, and comity arrangements in our smaller. 
communities.*>:;n cxpression.of opinion. from this.Convocation as 
to the.desirability of this ge of Seyetgpaens would be-of 
yeiue- 

On:the local -level, we often seem a bit stand-offish as if we 
expected the faith to be contaminated by contact with other 
Christian. groups. There are great difficultics in finding:-ce- 
operation of a kind that avoids expressing itself only-in terms 
of a negative: morality.or in terms of the least common denomina- 
tor .of' protestantism. But there is also the necessity for lead- 
ership ito be given by clergy and laity alike that we may make 
the contribution to Christian association we have to offer in 
the communities in which we live. 


Again most of the progress made toward organic union between 
Churches is made on the national and international levels. V ry 
little is: done on the local level where the actual experience of 
informal groups of laity might be brought together in our local 
communities .to..explore this whole areca. First, perhaps we could 
have small groups made up of men and women of our own household 
who gather to study the essentials of our own beliefs and the 
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materials relevant to Christian unity that is available. From 
this beginning small group meetings with members of other: church 
groups might be arranged. With.such an informal approach, -with 
prayer and humility, significant progress might be made looking 
toward the eventual reunion of the church. 


The Mission and Stewardship of the Parish 


If one outreach of the local parish and mission is in the 
direction of other churches in the communities, the other out- 
reach is surely directed to those who have not yet found the 
healing, strengthening love of God in Christ. We are called in 
Christ as individuals and parishes to the work of rédemption not 
only of the lonely, sick, or confused individual, but of-com+ 
munities and society as well. Each person and cach congregation 
exists to serve this mission of the Church in their own communi- 
ty and in every part of the’world. Where we cannot go, we must 
see that others are sent. This requires stewardship of -our re- 
sources of ahigh. order. . Perhaps at times it means asking em- 
barrassing. questions. Can we really always afford all ‘the new 
carpets and other claborate furnishings when other Christians’ 
have no place to gather at all1?\ The argument.is made that these 
things are often the gift of individuals-who would not give for 
anything else, anyway. This may well be true and it must also 
be said that God is a God of beauty and there is a value in ex- 
. pressing our belief by using all the best of the arts to wroship 
him in beauty. But when we have said this, we still must be a-- 
ware of the failure in Christian teaching - and indeed, in 
Christian conversion - that produces members who:.will give . 
generously only to these things. There really is no such thing. 
as home missions and forcign missions, for God is not - and can- 
not. be - localized. There is nothing foreign to his creative 
power and so we cannot make this. kind of distinction.: Our goal 
in cach parish should be the giving of. at least half of our-in-. 
come to the: work of the Church in other places. When we under- 
take new building fund campaigns, could we not tithe them and © 
send a part to our brethren in overseas areas who cannot begin | 
to meet their own needs. We have established this principle, to 
some extent, in our own Capital Funds campaign by allocating a’ : 


significant portion of it to the Church Divinity School of the 
Paciiie: 


No longer do we approach individual members with a request to 
help support a certain share of the local budget, but we. have © 
come to speak as we should - of each person's need to respond to- 
the generosity of his Lord, his need to give proportionately of 
his income; and we are not afraid to hold up the standard of the 
tithe or more than a tithe. This is not a gimmick to raise 
money, but the sound application of Christian teaching to 
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individual lives. But when we leave the individual and speak of 
this same relationship between the parish and the District, or 
the District and the National Church, we proceed to draw up bud- 
gets and allocate shares by mathematical formula. In Idaho we 
average the amount that each place spends for certain current 
needs over a three-year period and take a percentage of this a- 
mount as the share or quota of cach place to meet the District 
budget. Each year we have raised this percentage to meet our 
increased needs, and cach year people and parishes have respond- 
ed generously. But no mathematical system can be equitable in 
all cases. Moreover, in the past.four years only three times 
has anyone given more than his mathematical share to the mission 
ofthe ‘Church: No one overpays his taxes. Sometimes , without 
intent..to do-so, there has-been’a sense of disgrace for’ the © 
place which has bees unable to meet the full amount of its quota 
because of acuté local problems. Can we not .free our giving to 
the mission. of-the-Church from the constraint” of mathematics and 
rely on the response of our parishes and missions in Christian 
stewardship. Surely in such a case, no one will do less. than he 
is doing now and others may find the incentive to do more. TI, 
therefore, would propose to this Convocation the following 
recommendations: 


First, that you consider instructing the. Department of Pie 
nancé and your Committee on Canons to work together to change 
the present system of Assessments, replacing them with a method 
that emphasizes the need of every parish and mission to support 
the mission of the Ghurch;-and-that they report thcir findings 
with the necessary canonical- changes to the Convocation of 1962. 


Second, that you cncourage the Department of Promotion re its 
plans for a Division of Christian Stewardship, and that you urge 
each parish and mission to develop its own local committee of; ,..; 
Christian per chip) ts 


Third, that you ask your Departments of Missions paul CHEEsee 
ian Education, as well as Promotion, to consider and use all. 
means at their disposal to tell the story of the mission of.the 
Church, its needs, its failures andsuccesses, its-great oppor- 
tunities, and the absolute necessity for the spread of the 
Gospel in the world today. 


May we all undertake, with a renewed dedication, the mission 
of the Church during the coming year. In the Epistle for this 
Sunday a great missionary wrote to the people of Rome of the 
nature of their life as individuals and as a Church. His words 
are true of our work and life also. "...be not conformed to 
this world: but be ye transformed by the renewing of your mind, 
that ye may prove what is that good, and acceptable, and perfect 
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will of God. For I say, through the grace given unto me, to | 
every man that is among you, not to think of himself more. highly 
than he ought to thin; but. to think soberly according as God 
hath dealt to every man the measure of faith. For as we have 
many members in one body, and all members. have not the same 
office: so, we, being peed? are one nite in Christ, and every 
one members one of another.

MISS IONS AND CHURCH EXTENSION 


Meetings of the Department were held prior to the Bishop and _ 
Council meetings in April, September, and December. The Depart- 
ment was under the chairmanship of Dean Hitchcock in April, and 
the Rev. W. Douglas Ellway in September. A joint meeting with 
the Department of Finance was held in December. 


The Department would report that at the present time all the 
missions in Idaho are under the care of a vicar with the excep- 
tion of St. Luke's Weiser, which has been vacant since last Ju- 
ly.. It is hoped that this vacancy can be filled in June. Mean- 
while, Archdeacon Johnson has cared for the work in Weiser, with 
the assistance of lay readers. In addition, the Archdeacon con- 
tinues to care for the work at Placerville and Idaho City.

Continued progress toward self-support has been achieved in 
the past year in most missions.

During 1960 the Department of Christian Education met at. the 
same time as the Bishop and Council met, with additional meet- 
ings devoted firstly to the clarifying of its purpose and 
secondly to the work of its divisions. The divisions in the De- 
partment are: 1-Camps and Conferences, 2-Youth, 3-Children of, 
Church School age, this includes work with the isolated, and 
4-The Laity, coposed of laison with D,strict men's and women's 
groups. 


The Camps and Conferences division planned the camp program 
for the summer, procuring directors and staff for the various 
camps. The Bishop's office took charge of the finances and-the 
food for the summer camp. 


The Youth Division planned and executed the youth conferences 
for the District, with a long range program designed to give 
continuity to these significant activities for the young people. 


The Children's Division carried on work to the isolated and 
also planned and carried out a Small Church School Teacher' 
Conference in the Fall of 1960. This type of conference for | 
teachers is available for any area in the District, which pro-_ 
vides good helps for the parish teaching program. — 


The Dcpartment of Christian Education would like to be a re- 
source for any parish, mission, or group within the District. 
Its function largely depends upon requests made upon it by 
others, and it more than willingly lends a hand to any progran, 
person, or group within the Missionary District of Idaho.

The major portion of my work in Christian Education is to 
serve the program of the Department. This would include partic-

ularly my part in the various D strict Bet are: ae conferences , 
_as.well as the..two months-spent: at Camp, all of which called for 
5,972 miles travel in my own car in addition to that traveled 
with others. There is no point in reiterating this. in a separ- 
ate report. Rather, I should like to comment on two less well 
known parts of this work. 


More and more use is being made of the résources of the Dis- 
trict Christian. Education Office. This has included not only 
use. of the materials in. the audio-visual, book, and pamphlet 1li- 
brary, but also a good bit of individual consultation. - Those 
persons availing themselves of these services, either in “person 
or by mail, have been almost without exception from those -con- 
gregations where there has been an opportunity for me to méet 
individually with teachers and other leaders, whether or not 
scheduled group meetings were possible.’ The fruits of these © 
initial individual visits with leaders in the various congrega- 
tions far outweigh the results of the first contacts, and I am 
grateful that the CRROF Buty see individual contact increases 


ath he Pecan is the mail portion of thie mipieeem to 
isolated families and individuals. These persons include small 
groups of families in town with declinging populations ,indivi- 
dual families such as those on ranches, and shut-ins. In gach 
instance the. primary: responsibility rests with the néarest. con- 
gregations.:: But where a weekly personal contact cannot be main- 
tained, itis: supplemented by a mail program known as "The 
Church Family Letter.’ I visit these families at least one a 
year for the purpose of checking on what type of materials 
should be orddred, and then see to selecting them. Deaconess 
Knepper handles the weekly correspondence involved. In this way 
39 families, inéluding about 81 children, are currently served. 
But statistics do not tell the whole story. There is need now 
for immediate expansion. In fact; there is already a waiting — 
list which does not include the backlog of prospects to be 
called on.. Thésé isolated families cannot be. served until per- 
sons are located to assist with the: Weekly. mailings.

FINANCE 


‘The Department of Finance met in Apirl, Sept, and Dec., 1960. 
It was learned at™ “the April: ‘meeting of the Bishop and Cousot? 
that the expenditures of the District were exceeding the income 
at the rate of approximately’ $600.00 per month. The Department 
of Finance proposed, and the Bishop and Council approved, the 

writing of a letter to the vestries and wardens of each of the 
“missions and parishes within the Missionary District of Idaho 
pointing out this problem and requesting that they undertake do- 
ing something about it. This appeal met with limited success. 
The Bishop resolved the financial crisis by obtaining gifts from 
eueence the District. 


In Beptenbar ‘the Department of Finance proposed, and the Bis- 
“hop and Council eovtes, a budget for the Missionary District of 
‘Idaho for 1961. ° The meeting was further devoted to the éstab- 
“lishment of an apportionment - of the budget between the various 
parishes and missions in the State of Idaho. Both the budget 
and the apportionment were approved by the Bishop and council. 
Attached hereto is a copy of the recommended Missionary District 
of Idaho Budget for 1961.(accepted budget on page 34). 
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Between the September meeting and the December meeting all of 
‘ithe parishes and missions within the Missionary District of Ida- 
ho were notified of their proportionate share of the budget. 
All parishes and missions accepted their share of the budtet ex- 
cept. three parishes and five missions which were unable to meet 
their proportionate share. Hearings were had before the Depart- 
ment in accordance with Canon XII of the Canons ‘of the. Mission- 
ary District of Idaho, and equitable adjustments were made. At- 
tached hereto is a schedule of the assessment or apportionment 
of the budget between the various parishes and missions and the 
amount pledged by each (page 33). (Report con't on next page.)

St. Luke's IE 

St. Luke's Hospital kas just completed several major addi-: 
tions to its facilities that have involved considerable expendi- 


tures. A new.wing was added to the east end of the 1952, or 
Jefferson Street, wing. This area contains greatly expanded - 
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laboratory and x-ray facilities. These departments have some of 
the latest and most up to date x-ray and laboratory equipment 
found anywhere in the Northwest. The laboratory is now equipped 
to do practically any type of examination being done in the 
larger cities and medical centers throughout the country. The 
x-ray department now contains a Cobalt Therapy unit for treat- 
ment of cancer, the only one between Portland and Denver. 


Several pieces of new equipment have been added to surgeries 
such as new lights, new anesthesia equipment. The addition of 
another Isolette or incubator for nursery to care EOF Ne as 
mature infant, which is another life saving device and very 
necessary. Air conditioning of the emergency rooms and- ‘Laundry 
eee considerable financial outlay. 


The new facilities, plus new equipment purchased, represent 
an -éxpenditure | of approximately $680.00. Half of the new wing 
and its equipment was paid for with Hill-Burton or federal grant 
’ in aid funds. The other half was financed through Ford Founda- 

tion Funds and plant fund reserves. _ 


Several key personnel have been sent. to institutes and work 
shops to better develop them for their responsibilities. During 
-the year the Board of Directors approved the establishment of a 
retirement plan and a life insurance program for employees. 


. All of these things go into making St. Luke*s Hospital one of 
the finest institutions in the West. The continued understand- 
ing, support and prayers of all are needed to help us carry on 
- our great responsibilities to those who come for treatment.

_the recent past: remodeling of the Mission House has meant that 
more than 100 people each month use the showers and laundry fa- 
. cilities. It is hoped that these facilities can be improved 
_soon with a coin operated dryer and painting. The new irriga- 
tion well, pump and sprinkiing system made the Mission grounds 
the most’ attractive in Fort Hall, and the most attractive they 
-have ever been. 


Mr.:Paul Tracy of the District and the Church Divinity 
School of the Pacific was a tremendous help this past summer in 
many ways, chiefly in his help leading three separate Daily Va- 
cation Church Schools. Mr. John Selch, who had been recreation 
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director left.Good Shepherd Mission in June of this, year, The. 
problem of replacing him with another staff member. is complica- 
ted by a lack of resources and qualified, snerdttetng candi gaees 
for work in an Indian Reservation. 


People still aak me, “How do you like it at Fort Hall?" . This 
is a rather hard question to answer, because a missionary does 
not ask himself that question, but rather looks for signs of 
spiritual growth, friendliness or other intangibles. The intan- 
gibles, however, can be felt in some way. They might be seen in 
increased leadership by our lay people, or a gift of venison: 
while calling, or a Christmas card from a Church School pupil en: 
They. might. be seen in the response to ;the- Church School con- 
ducted in a cabin in the Gibson area of the Reservation. This 
has been a most rewarding development this past year. 


The generosity of many people is also an, intangible that pro- 
duces tangible response. : The:.gifts of, Church School pupils from 
throughout the District ‘of Idaho for Christmas presents and.cash 
are deeply appreciated and needed. The generosity of :the Women 
of the Episcopal Church from throughout the country in supplying 
new. and used clothing is tremendous. -In 1960 this’ amounted to 
more than $2048. 76 in new clothing alone. The Business Council 
of the Shoshone-Bannock Tribes made a. gift of a new washing ma- 
chine to the mission, and contribut4d to the cost of maintain- 
ing the Mission prac

The fifty-second annual meeting of the Women of the Episcopal

MemeeaA tL REPORT OF THE DISTRICT BOARD 
WOMEN OF THE EPISCOPAL CHURCH Las Pe 
PRES IDENT 


Where to begin - what to say ~- that can extend to you my ap- 
preciation for the honor you gave to me nearly seven years ago 
at the convocation held at Twin Falls in September of 1954. 
Many. of you may remember that meeting - Convocation, consisting 
primarily of the women of the church, met in themorning and 
after lunch almost the same group met as the Women's Auxiliary 
to hold its annual meeting. One of our previous board members 
confided to me later tht she always thought the afternoon ses- 
sion was just a board meeting to run convocation. At that time 
convocation was held on Monday and it was almost impossible for 
laymen to attend. At the next meeting of the Bishop and Coun- 
cil, several.of our clergy objected to the time at which convo- 
cation was being held, and your president joined with them. To- 
gether we persuaded Bishop Rhea to try holding it on a week end, 
with the meeting of the Women's Auxiliary to be held concurrent 
with convocation, and thereby requiring delegates to both ses-. 
sions. This proved successful with a fairly good attendance at 
the 1955 meeting held at Salmon. Our people have become more 
and more aware of their part in directing district work, and our 
joint sessions now show good attendance from all areas of the 
state. My 


Reorganization of all district work under the able guidance 
of. Bishop Foote has put us far ahead in. departmental work. Our 
departments of Christian Social Relations, Christian Education, 
Missions, College Work and Promotion consist,of representatives 
of the women, Jaymen's work and clergy. We pool our interests; 
abilities and funds to work on a unified program, 


Considerable reorganization took place within the W.E.C,. it- 
self. At-our 1955 meeting we followed the trend of trienniel | 
which had just adjourned in Honolulu and instead. of the Women's 
Auxiliary, became the Women of the Episcopal Church - a part of 
the: Church, not something attached to it. At this same meeting 
we based our budget on the fair share plan and pooled our ef- 
forts in.all fields. I would like to,speak briefly about this 
for the benefit of those who may not. understand. For a large 
group such as St. Michael's, All Saints, Pocatello, etc., it is 
fairly easy to work your budget to send a certain amount to each 
college for thier work - to St. Margaret's House for their work, 
and so on. But many of our small unorganized missions want to 
feel they are helping in each of these areas too. But finan- 
cially it would be impossible for them to send perhaps more than 
fifty cents or a dollar to cover each item, in fact many times 
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less than this if they are to participate in each field. -Ac+ 
tually, the twenty-five or fifty cents is as much, figuring the 
number of persons involved in their work, as twenty-five or fif- 
ty dollars could be to another guild. But they are not going 

to. send this small amount. However, by working as a unified 
group, each guild is participating in every branch of the work, 
if only to the extent of twenty-five to,fifty cents, and the 
money is sent on as a unit from the district office. -Women are 
selected from all areas of the state to participate in- district 
work and in order to have the best possible background are sent 
to training sessions and synod whenever possible. Again, we try 
to avoid segregation in our church work by making funds avail- 
able insofar as possible, to-assist them with travel and lodging 
expenses while attending the necessary meetings. I sincerely 
hope that all our guilds realize the importance of having a tra- 
vel fund in their budget to assist their officers and delegates 
to attend the necessary meetings they must attend to do their 
work well. In 1954 we had 39 active guilds, our 1961 list con- 
tains 62. We welcome new groups this year from American Falls, 
Meridian, Cascade, Bruneau, King Hill, All Saint's and Mountain 
Home. 


Board meetings have been held twice each year - in April, at 
which time the new officers take over, where we review our work 
for the past few months; and again in October to discuss what is 
going on in each department and to get the work going for the 
winter. This year at our October meeting something new was ad- 
ded. “Your president and the head of laymen's work for the dis- 
trict are co-chairmen for the Department of Laity for the. Dis- 
trict of Idaho. At the departmental mute held the evening 
before Bishop and Council, there isn't time for the representa- 
tives of the two groups to meet as a Department. of Laity.. It. 
was, therefore, decidec by a unanimous vote from the board of 
the W.E.C, to invite the head of laymen's work and his represen- 
tatives to the joint departments to meet with us at our regular. 
spring and fall board meetings, to further unify and push the. 
work ‘of the Episcopal Church in Idaho. This motion was pre-- , 
sented to the head of the laymen's work, Mr. John Smith of Idaho 
Falls, and accepted. We hope to have a brief meeting at this 
convocation, to become acquainted, and our first full session 
will be at the April meeting. We have also offered to assist 
the men of the district in sending out necessary mailings and 
letters, bu having the work done through our department of pro- 
motion, and absorbing the costs as they do not have a budget or 
- way to finance their development in the state. A strong lay- 
men's department is one of the most important parts of our 
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Church's work, and we felt as your representatives, you would 
wish us to do whatever we could to foster its growth. 


I am deeply grateful to you for the opportunity. of..repre-. .- 
senting Idaho at two triennials - for the inspiration and infor- 
mation obtained; for the training sessions to which Bishop Foote 
has sent me as your representative. [t was a privilege to re- 
present you on the natinnal level as chairman of rules of order 
at Miami and to serve during the past three years as a member of 
the program committee for the 8th province in the capacity of 
‘vice-president. May I urge each of you to consider prayerfully 
-your oblication to serve your church as a leader.when the re- 
quest is made. It is not something you:can. turn down lightly, 
but an obligation of your baptism and: confirmation - to help in 
the extension of God's Kingdom.

This is a very brief review of seven years work, none of 
which could have been accomplished without the capable and de-.. 
sMated.work of the officers who have served with me. All of. the. 
appointive officers complete thier tour of duty with the ending 
of the president's term in April. Many have served faithfully 
through the full seven year period. ‘To. all of them my deepest. 
‘appreciation. The Board of the W.E,C. is one of the happiest. -: 
most congenialgroups Te have ever: had the privilege of. knowing. 
Your ‘staunch backing of every new program that has been brought 
before you ready to pane a try, willing to make adjustments When 
the first attempt wasn't right, has made it a challenge and just 
jown right fun to serve as your President. We today are working 
on the same basis as our diocesan groups within the nation = not 
quite financially capable of doing some of the things they can 
do, but ahead of many of them in our departmental structure and 
by the backing we receive ‘from our district as a- whole. We find 
ourselves being used as a model in many of our surrounding mis- 
sionary districts. This is:‘not something. done by your presi- 
dent, or by your board, it -is the direct result of your coopera- 
tion and interest. I know that your incoming president will 
find, as LI have the finest group to work with she has ever known. 


- To the clergy - your backing of the work of the W.E.C. in 
Idaho has been the backbone of our growth and strength.-- My 
deepest appreciation and love to the two Bishops under whose 
guidance I have served.

FIFTY-THIRD ANNUAL CONVOCATION 


The Fifty-third annual Convocation of. the Missionary District 
of Idaho began with Evening Prayer at 8:00 p.m., Friday, Febru- 
ary 9, 1962, at the Church of the Ascension, Twin Falls, Idaho, 
The service was conducted by the Ven. William C. Johnson; the 
lessons were read by Mr. Bert Larson. The Rt. Rev. Norman L, 
Foote, Bishop of Idaho, delivered his Charge to Convocation.

At 7:30 a.m., Saturday, February 10, 1962, there was a celeb- 
ration of Holy Communion at the Church of the Ascension, with 
the Bishop as Celebrant, assisted by the Rev. Messrs. David W, 
Blackaller, Paul Tracy. and David Stone, 


Opening prayers for the’ business session were led by the 
Bishop. Convocation was called to order by the Bishop at 
9:0 a.m. The Secretary called the roll of the clergy canon- 
ically connected with the District.

Report of the Chaplain at Idaho State College ( p.52) present- 
ed by Rev. Edward Howlett, by title, Motion for its acceptance 
seconded and carried. : : 


The Report of St. Luke's Hospital was read by Mr. E. E. Gil- 
bertson, Administrator (p.55). Motion for its acceptance second- 
ed and carried. Tne Rev. Ww. D. Ellway moved a vote of appreci- 
ation by the Convocation to Mr. Gilbertson and the staff of - 
St.Luke's Hospital, both paid and volunteer, for their excellent 
work and consideration for patients. Seconded and carried. 


A recess wis called by the Bishop at 10:5 a.m., and the 
session resumed at 11:05 a.m. 


The Report of the Committee on Constitution and Canons (p.39) 
was presented by the Rev. Donald Skinner. He first moved the 
recommended amendment to Article IX, Section 1, of the Constit- 
ution of the Missionary District of Idaho. It was seconded and 
carried by the necessary 2/3 majority. As amended it now reads 
as follows ( changes underlined): 


Article IX: -General Convention Delegates 

Section 1, " At the annual Convocation held in the year pre- 
ceeding the regular meeting of General Convention, clerical 
and lay deputies representing the Missionary District of ida- 
ho at such General Convention ‘shall be elécted in accordance 
with provisions of the General Canons of the Church," 


_ The Rev. Mr. Skinner then moved the recommended amendment of 
Canon 21, Section 1, and the motion was seconded. After brief 
discussion, a substitute amendment drawn up by the Bishop's 
Committee of St. James', Mountain Home was presented by the Rev, 
Jack Viggers, Mimeographed copies of the substitute were dis- 
tributed to the delegates, It wag identical to the amendment 
proposed by the Department, except that the following was: sub- 
stituted for the underlined portion: " This commitment shall be 
based on a voluntary acceptance of a definite percentage of 
their anticipated receipts from pledges for such year." The 
substitute being moved and seconded, discussion was opened ‘to 
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it. The Rev. James Davis moved that the word "Calendar" be in- 
serted before the third reference to the year, Seconded and. 
carried. . After further discussion on the advisability of making 
‘recommendations of a definite percentage, Mr. Tom Robertson 
moved that the sentence beginning, " This commitment shall be 

= based on a voluntary acceptance ...." be stricken from the sub-= 
stitute. Seconded and carried. After further discussion, mo- 
-tion to table the substitute died for lack of a second and a 
vote on the substitute amendment was called for. Motion car- 
ried. Canon 21, Sec. 1, now reads as follows: 


y ‘Canon XXI: .issessments & 

_ Section 1. "The income of the Missionary District of Idaho 

' for each calendar.year shall be raised on the basis of 
'Christian Stewardship.' Prior to December lst of each 
year, the Vestry or Bishop's Committee of each Parish and 
Mission shall submit to the Department of Finance, in writ- 
ing, its financial commitment to the Missionary District of 
Idaho for the following calendar year. This commitment. - 
shall be paid to the Missionary District of Idaho in 12 equal 
payments, and shall be deemed to be their annual 'assessment'! 
as referred to in other provisions of these Const tue 
and Canons of the Missionary District of Idaho." 


Noonday prayers were read by the Rev. Kale F, King. 


The Rev. Mr. Skinner read and moved the recommended amendment 
of Canon 21, Section 3. There was no motion for its adoption, 
The Rev. Jack Viggers then moved the adoption of a new Sec-= 
‘tion 3/to Canon 21 which he read. Motion was seconded. The 
Rev. John Tulk moved the following amendment, to be inserted 
preceding the last phrase of Section 3: "The Department shall 
encourage congregations of the District to strive increasingly 
toward the attainment of''a 50% goal, as suggested by General 
Convention." Seconded. Mr. Hogg moved the following substitute 
amendment, to be added to the end of the Section: "... and after 
review and opportunity for hearing may, with the approval of the 
Bishop and Council, establish an appropriate assessment for said 
mission or parish." The Bishop ruled that lir. Hogg's was a se- 
parate amendment rather than a substitute. Fr. Tulk's amendment 
was voted on and carried, Mr. Hogg's amendment was seconded, 
and after sone discussion question was called for, vote was 
taken and the amendment was defeated, Vot was then taken on 
the original motion to amend Canon 21; Section 3, as presented 
by the Rev. Mr. Viggers.and the amendment carried. Canon 21, 
Section 3, now reads as follows: © ; 
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Canon XXI: Assessments (con't) 

Section 3. " The Department of Finance shall be given appor- 
tunities to present the principle of 'Christian Stewardship, ! 
whereby a definite percentage of pledges. to. the local con- 
gregation should be used for the. missionary work of the 
Church outside the local Parish or Mission, to the Vestry or 
Bishop's Committee of each Parish or Missions; the Department 
shall encourage congregations of the District to strive in- 
creasingly toward the attainment of a 50% goal, as suggested 
by General Convention, and, the Department of Finance shall 
have the right to require from each Parish and Mission de- 
tailed information used in determining the assessment of 
said Parish or Mission." 


The session adjourned for lunch; reconvened at 1:5 p.m., 
Archdeacon Johnson presiding in the absence of the Bishop, who 
was addressing the meeting of the District Episcopal Churchwomen 


.Mr..Tom Hoffman presented a report of the Brotherhood of St. 
Andrew and showed a filmstrip about its work, 


The Rev. James Davis presented the report of the Committee on 
the Bishop's Charge, with the following resolutions read and. acm 
tion taken as indicated: 


Deanery Structure ( Fr. Davis) 
MWhereas each of our congregations tends to be selfcentered, 
and whereas we need to share our experiences and Christian 
concern for-one another, and whereas the present Deanery 
structure needs strengthening, 


"Be it resolved that this Convocation take cognizance of 
this need by empowering the Department of Missions and the 
Bishop and Council to make a thorough study of the present 
Deanery structure,°-and present-.its actions to the next 
Convocation," Adoption moved, seconded, and carried. 


Paradise Point ( Fr. Davis) 
Mhereas Paradise Point is an invaluable facility for the 
aoe of our District fellowship, and 
“Thereas, money, equipment and labor are needed to finish 

its newly constructed multi-purpose building, the finishing 
of which will. lengthen the time of our total camp program, 
_ "Be it resolved that each congregation be informed of. the 
camp's immediate needs through the Department of Promotion,and 

"Be it further resolved that a standing committee be ap- 
pointed for camp maintenance, building, and further develop- 
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ment, and placed under a proper department by the Bishop and 
_ Council." . Adoption moved, seconded and carried, © 


University of Idaho Chaplaincy ( Stanton Park) 
"Whereas the Bishop's Charge has expressed concern for a need 
outside the physical boundaries of the Missionary District of 
Idaho in the matter of a full-time chaplaincy at the Univer- 
sity, of Idaho, and : 
"Whereas, it is recognized by the Committee on the 
Bishop's Charge that a ministry to the University, as out- 
lined, is of vital importance to the District, 
"Be it hereby resolved that: (1) The Department of Finance 
include funds for such ministry in the 1963 budget. 

(2) This Convocation authorizes the expenditure of the amount 
requested for 1962, i.e., $60.00, and 
"Be it further resolved that such funds be paid’ from any 
budgeting surplus in the.1962 budget, together with a direct 
appeal to the Missionary District as a whole and/or families 
of students attending the University of Idaho, alumni of the 
University and parents of future students," Motion for adop- 

tion seconded and carricd, 


_ Anglican Congress,1963 (Fr. Davis; amendment underlined) 
"Whereas, the 1963 Anglican Congress presents an opportunity 
for the District of Idaho to have a fuller life in the Angli- 
can communion: , 

"Be it resolved that the 1963 budget of the District ine 
clude funds not to exceed $1500 to cover the expenses of the 
Bishop, one clergyman, and one layman as delegates. 

"Be it. further resolved that the parishes and missions of 
the District be urged to use the Anglican Congress study ma- 
terial.during the year 1963 in its Lenten study program, or 
at some other time, as the clergy see fit." 


Promotion Department asked to get delegates to speak 


Adoption of the resolution was moved and seconded. Discussion 
ensued as to the amount needed to send a delegation and the 
sun of $1500 was suggested. There was further discussion pro 
and con.as tothe value of having a representation at the Con= 
ess. Rudolph Goranson, who.had attended the last Anglican 
ngress spoke briefly about it. It was pointed out by sever» 
al delegates that information brought back from such meetings 
is seldom disseminated to the parish level, and the Department 
of Promotion was charged with the responsibility of making op- 
portunities for the delegates to speak throughout the District 
It was also pointed out that the District would receive bene-= 
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fit from being represented at the Anglican Congress, but that we 
also, more significantly, have something to contribute to the 
entire Anglican Communion through our representation. The Rev. 
Donald Skinner moved an amendment to the resolution that the 
funds budgeted for the delegates be " not to exceed "$1500." Mo- 
tion seconded and carried. After some more discussion, question 
was called for, The motion as amended was read again and 
carried, 


Youth and Christian Vocation ( Fr. Tulk) 
Mhereas the youth of .our Church are confronted with a world 
of conflicting idealogies and, 

"Whereas the society of our nation is becoming increasingly 
pagan, and 

"yhereas the Church is failing to inspire young men to 
give their lives to the ordained ministry of the Church, 

"Be it resolved that this Convocation go on record as order- 
ing our clergy and congregations to teach and encourage the 
youth of our congregations to devote their lives to all areas 
of Cristian vocation and especially to the Sacred ministry, 
and 

"Be it further resolved that the Youth Division of the De- 
partment of Christian Education plan and promote Deanery and 
District-wide conferences on Christian vocation, and 

"Be it further resolved that the Commission on College Work 
plan and promote the same in our college communities." 
Adoption moved, sec nded and carried. 


‘The Christian Vocation. of the Laity ( Fr. Howlett) 
Myhereas all Baptized people are commissioned to the ministry 
of self-giving service, and recalling the prophetic declar- 
ation that God's wrath may fall upon His own people as well as 
upon the world, particularly when His Churcn lives only for 
itself in building its own image of prestige, and 
"Whereas the values of our present culture with demonic 
compulsion seek to systematically dehumanize man's essential 
dignity as a child of God, but 
“Whereas God is already at work in this world as the Lord 
of all of life, and that we must be concerned, not only about 
what God has done, but what He is doing now in our present 
situation, 
~ "Be it resolved that this Convocation pray fervently for 
God's Holy Ghost to raise up small groups of concerned people 
in each congregation to meet with their clergy and evaluate 
their primarily activist life together, in terms of regular 
retreats, prayer groups, quiet days and circles for medita- 
tive Bible study, which are basic tools for discerning His 
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will for us in our whole ministries of selfgiving service,and 
"Be it further resolved that those who have begun already 
‘this ministry of listening and self-giving service be commen- 
ded to continue their expression of Christian concern by 
visiting with the sick, the aged and the many who are crushed 
by the anxious loneliness of our times." Adoption moved, — 
seconded and carried. te 


Mr. William Kallenberger read a letter addressed to the Convo- 
cation by Bruce Roberts, District President ofthe Episcopal 
Young Churchmen. The letter was referred to the Chairman of the 
Youth Division, who distributed the report of that Division and 
pointed out that it expressed the same concern on the part of 
clergy and adult youth advisors about the present state of the 
District youth program that Mr. Roberts had shown in his letter. 
Dean Spofford moved that Convocation instruct the Secretary to 
“reply to Bruce Roberts, thanking’ him for his letter and enclos- — 
ing a copy of the Youth Division report, expressing the concern 
of Convocation and our appreciation for his concern and that of — 
the leaders of the District youth. Seconded and carried Motion 
that the report of the Youth Division be Seas ere seconded and 
Carricd. 


Nominations for elective offices and delegates were re-opened 
by the Chairman, There being no further nominations for clergy 
member of Bishop and Council, those nominations were closed, 
Mr. Gerald Vorhces was nominated as lay member of Bishop and 
Council. There were no further nominations for clerical dele- 
gate to Synod; Messrs. Tom Hoffman,:L.1.Passmore and Mervin 
Lunstrum were nominated for lay delegates. There were no fur- 
ther nominations for clerical delegate to the Anglican Congress; 
Mrs. Elwood Werry was nominated for lay delegate. There were 
no further nominations for Trustee of the Endowment Fund. There 
being no further nominations, ballots were distributed and vot- 
ing took place. Tellers appointed by the rap were ae 
Fairchild, Stuart, Vorhees and Weaver.

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TO THE CLERGY AND LAITY OF THE 
MISSIONARY DISTRICT OF IDAHO | 
BRETHREN: A Succi tes tae ae 


It has been aiid that an unexamined life ts not worth living 
and as this is true of our own individual needs to stop and 
look at ourselves regularly, ‘so one of the functions of the 
Bishop's annual address is to look at the state of the Church 
in the District of Idaho, to recount the events and changes 
that have taken place in the past year, and to make suggestions 
for future planning and policy, 


Since our last Convocation the Rev. James C. Grant, Jr..has 
left McCall to become Chaplain at the Cate School in Califor- 
nia; the Rev. Dale Vandegrift moved from Jerome to become Rector 
in Caldwell; the Rev. Lauren McReynolds left Gooding to go to 
Kellogg, Idaho; the Rev. John Kimball moved from Fort Hall. to 
Cuba, New York; and the Rev. Norman Stockwell has moved recent- ~ 
ly from Twin Falls to Longview, Washington. Additions to our 
staff in the District in the past year include the Rev. David 
Stone to St. Luke's, Weiser; the Rev. David Blackaller returned 
to Idaho to become Canon of St. Michael's Cathedral, and Chap- 
lain of St. Luke's Hospital; the Rev. Paul Tracy came to Good 
Shepherd, Fort Hall; Mr. Wendell Peabody came as an associate in 
Christian Education to St. Michael's Cathedral. A young man has 
been secured to fill the vacancy in Gooding in July. We hope 
that the other vacancies in the District can be filled in the 
near ee 


Probably the most notable achievement of the past year was the 
successful completion of the District Development Program, Over 
a thousand individuals and families made pledges to this three- 
year program for capital funds, totalling $251,000. Already 
this fund has proved its usefulness by the construction of the 
recreation hall at-Paradise Point, the reduction of District in- 
debtedness, and in loans to make possible the new parish hall 
_ addition in Mountain Home and multi-purpose building in Arco, 

In addition to this, $15,000 has been sent to the Church Divine 
ity School of the Pacific on our pledge to them of $60,000. I 
know you rejoice with me in these accomplishments and in the 
many others that will come in the future through the use of the 
Revolving Loan Fund, It is a real relief to me to see the in- 
debtedness of the District begin to decrease. In this past year 
parishes and missions and the District have retired some $90,000 
of indebtedness. In this connection, through the gift of one 
individual we were able to pay off the indebtedness on St. Thom- 
as' Church, Ketchum and to consecrate the building. 
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Other additions to the physical equipment of the Church in 
Idaho include an addition to the Chaplain's residence in Poca- 
tello; a four-room addition to the parish hall at Trinity, Poca- 
tello; and the installation of a new organ at St. Ifichael's 
Cathedral, Boise. With the aid of grants from the National 
Council, lots have been purchased for new churches in two loca- 
tions in Boise and one in the Pocatello area. We also have been 
able to purchase a residence adjacent to the lots on Cole Road 
in Boise and hope to start construction of the. first phase of 
the building in that area. The net value of these properties 
is $55,000 toward woich grants from the National. Council totaled 
32, 200. While we have dane a great deal to improve the physi-: 
cal fabric of the Church in Idaho, much still remains to be 
done. Plans for 1962 include the construction of small multi- 
purpose parish halls in American Falls and Buhl, the construct- 
ion of a new parish hall in Nampa, and the first unit of a chur- 
ch and parish hall in Boise. 


However, it is easy to equate the success of the work of the 
Church with the appearance of new buildings and-equipment when 
we need to keep in mind that these things are only some of. the 
necessary tools in the growth and mission of the Church. May we 
look for a few moments at some of the other aspects of our life. 
The first of these is the fellowship of Episcopalians in the ... 
Missionary District of, Idaho which is expressed in part by gath- 
erings. such as Convocation, and in part by other meetings and . 
programs. One aspect of this is our work in Christian Educat- 
ion at Paradise Point. There has been a tremenduous growth in 
the last few years in the number of persons using the camp, and 
I think, a corresponding increase in the value of the conferen- 
ces held there. In physical facilities, our biggest immediate 
task is the completion of the recreation hall. and indoor chapel 
building,. Most of this will need to be done by donated labor. 
We hope some funds can be raised from individuals and groups 
throughout: the District to purchase the nedessary materials. 
Though the building is usable now, the outside siding, the tile 
floor and lighting inside, and furnishings and equipment. are 
yet to be, obtained, The list of these items and their prospect- 
ive costs is available. With the completion of this building, 
it will be possible for us to extend our conference season from 
a date early in June to weekend conferences as late as October. 


Among other things, camp does provide one of the few. opport- 
unities for voung people and adults from parishes and missions 
of the District to meet together to discuss the common needs 
and.problems of the Church in Idaho, Other areas for this kind 
of communication are fairly rate. The Women of the Church 
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have a good effective District-wide program but in the work of 
laymen and young people we still seem to be considerably con= 
fused. Out of this confusion it is my hope that some creative 
programs that are wanted and needed can be developed. Partly 
because of the difficulty of our distances and the expense in - 
volved, I am suggesting that we reevaluate the deanery system 
to see if it cannot begin to serve a more effective purpose. 
Questions that might be considered are these: What ought to be 
the function of a deanery in our present situation? What . 
should be the function of the Rural Dean, his term of office, 
and in what manner should he be chosen? Should there be a 
deanery council composed of laymen, laywomen, and clergy? What 
kind of educational and fellowship programs are needed dnd. how 
can these be developed?. In other parts of the country the 
rural deanery seems sometimes to function well and sometimes 
poorly, In general, the more useful deaneries seem to be those 
of relatively small geographical size where five or six church- 
es work together through a deanery organization to meet the 
needs of the Church in their own area, I ask this Convocation 
to consider this matter and to make some recommendation that 
will assist in the exploration and development of deanery life 
and work, 


Two aspects of .our work as it relates to work outside of the ~ 
-Missionary District of Idaho: The first concerns the need for 
a fulltime chaplaincy at the University of Idaho in Moscow. I 
have been in correspondence with Bishop Hubbard, and also in ~ 
conversation withthe Division of College Work of the National. 
Council. As-some.of.you know, there are over 300 Episcopal 
students at the University. A great majority of these come 
fron southern Idaho, In this correspondence, a budget of 
$6,350 has been. worked out for’a dhaplaincy to bégin in Sept- 
ember of 1962. This includes salary, housing, pension, and tr- 
avel. ‘There seems to be 'a good chance that the Division of 
College Work will. support this project with $2,500 beginning in 
September, The balance could be split between the Districts 
of Spokane and.Idaho, Our share would be $1,925 a year. It is 
-too-late to include this in our budget for 1962, but I am ask- 
ing that you consider - if you do not wish your Finance Depart- 
ment to include this in our asking budget of 1963 = and we. may 
hope, if the. need is known, sufficient funds might be given to 
raise the $60. that would be needed in 1962, 
“The Bene matter .is of .a different character, that is the . 
meeting of the Anglican Congress in Toronto in August of 1963. 
To ‘this Congress we are expected to send one clergyman, one 
layman, and the Bishop. The name s of the clergyman and layman 
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who are to go should be decided now probably, by election of 
this Convocation, as they are expected to prepare themselves 
by a good deal of study and reading in the next year. Before 
such persons can be selected, however, this Convocation needs © 
to consider the necessity of raising money for their. expenses, 
You may wish to recommend that some amount for this purpose be 
included in the asking budget for 1963. This Congress, which 
brings together bishops, clergy and laymen from all over the 
world, is becoming increasingly important in the life of the 
Anglican Communion and is one in which we ought to share if 

we can. The Editorial Committee of the Anglican Congress has 
prepared for parish use a new series of study designed to be- 
gin in September of this year. One of these is a series on 
the different churches of the Anglican Communion, and the 
other is a series on the problems of the Church in the next 
ten years. I hope that all of our churches can find use for 
this material in study groups, adult classes, and among indiv- 
iduals,. 


You will recall that at the last Convocation, the Department 
of Finance, working through the Committee on Constitutions and 
Canons, was asked to present to this: Convocation the Canonical 
ways in-which the District Quota could become the free gift of 
each parish and mission to the mission of the Church, Person- 
ally, I feel this is a tremendously important thing to do, The 
exact manner of doing it I leave to your judgnent. There have 
been a few who have felt that if we abandon the system of ass- 
essments, the parishes and missions would reduce their giving 
to missions, This I do:not believe for a: moment. It, as-.a 
matter of fact, the onlv reason they give now is to pay their 
taxes, perhaps they should reduce to the amount that they want 
to give. Even as we treat every individual Christian as res- 
ponsible to make this own decisions as to what he will give, in 
relation to what the Lord has given him, so we ought to expect 
each congregation to act .in a similar matyre Christian manner. 


So far we have concerned ourselves largely with the exter- 
nal, visible structure of the Church and it is always diffi- 
cult to analyze the interior life of our parishes and missions, 
or to measure the degree of commitment of our people. However, 
as I do travel about the District and visit each place, there 
are some matters which have come to my attention in this area, 
One is the fact that we seem to be again without any young 
men from Idaho in seminary, This is to same extent a sign 
of the spiritual vitality of our churches for there is no lack 
of capable young men or young women in our congregations. Per- 
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haps we should be more widely concerned to present the need 
for Christian vocation to all our young people as it may be 
expressed in a great variety of ways of earning one's living 
so that we might find ourselves with an increasing number of» 
individuals who find a vocation as Christian nurses, teachers, 
housewives, doctors, lawyers, farmers, as well as clergy. - 


In a somewhat different- sense, we all need to be thinking 
in our Church life of the meaning and vocation that is invol- 
ved in the Priesthood of the Laity. I would be the last one 
to disparage the fine and valuable work done by those who ex- 
press part of their Christian committment in teaching Church. 
schools, serving in the Altar Guild, acting as layreaders, 
and in other ways carrying on the work of the institutional: 
Church, But, I do feel we do not take seriously enough the 
call of our Lord to serve Him in the service of our neighbors, 
If there is a Priesthood of the Laity, then it seems to me 
logical that as in the Ordained Ministry one is. a deacon be= 
fore he becomes a’priest and carries on functions of the Diac- — 
onate through his ministry, so there is a Diaconate of i 
Laitye 


Traditionally in the Church the deacon is intrusted with 
the expression of the Church's concern to those in need, part- 
icularly in physical need. In our society it is increasingly. 
evident that as welfare services to the aged, the’ poor, the 
unemployed, necessary as they may be, are often impersonal and 
do not do more than meet the mere physical needs of people. 
Surely, simply because no one else is really doing it, .the 
Church and Church people generally need to reach out in con- 
cern to those in nursing homes and hospitals, to those who . 
have retired at an early age and feel unimportant and unwanted, 
the lonely and the fearful. We should learn to express.our 
concern for these people''regardless of the nature of their 
church affiliation, or of the possibility that they may or may. 
not be Episcopalians. For these, too, are people in whom our... 
Lord dwells. I am not speaking necessarily of some dramatic, 
highly organized program for the aged or other groups in our’ 
society. But, it is surely time we cease to be a Church in 
which no one ever goes to see anyone else except by sending 
the clergyman as our representative, and the Every Member Can= 
vasser. I am quite convinced that there are hundreds, if 
not thousands, of adult Episcopalians in Idaho who have never 
once, in the whole exercise of the ministry of Christ has oe 
them, visited another human penne in- need’ tenes aa out: OF 
Christian conce tis ; i 
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If we need to exercise our ministry as ens cote in. hid 
world, we also need to take time to look at ourselves and to 
Tearh to Listen: “It is for this réason that I am suggesting — 
to you that we find ways and means to develop, perhaps on the 
deanery level, retreat conferences and quiet days for laymen 
~and- Laywomen, Living aswe ali~do ih “the middie of a‘ compet- — 
itive and activist society, it has become increasingly import- 
ant for the Church to provide these opportunities of quiet:..and) 
-rest where we “may learn again how to listen to God and so be 
“better able to listen to the needs of our neighbors in our 
society. 


While it is oa always true in our parish and mission life, . 
still frequently in Bishop's committee meetings, vestry meet= 
ings, and in the organized life of the: Church there do not 
seem to be too many people who act as if they were happy 
about being Christians. I.an sure that the failure of all our 
‘people ;to practice ‘Christian stewardship: places the burden on 
these organizations’ of maintaining the Christian institution 
with inadequate resources. But, I also wonder if we were 
practicing our Christian ooatien in relation to other people 
in some of the ways suggested previously, and if we were 
bringing. our lives into the presence of God-more frequently in 
worchip,— “in adoration, and in quiet, if we” ‘night not réstore 
a sense of ecestacy and joy that the news of what God has done 
in, Christ for us and for all mankind is meant to bring into 
our p lives.

I also appreciated the opportunities given me to. celebrate 
Holy Communion in Boise at All Saints', Grace Chapel, St Mich- 
ael's Cathedral and St. Luke's Hospital Chapel, Services were 
also conducted in Idaho City, Pa Beer ASS Montpe lash and St. 
Anthony. 


Changes have been made this past year which make for better 
all-around stewardship as well as making for a more reasonable 
and adequate ministry to several of our "farthest from Boise" 
mission stations, Members and friends of the Episcopal 
Church in St. Anthony are now the responsibility of and being 
ministered to very effectively by the regularly scheduled 
visits of the Rev. Lee Davis of St. John's, Idaho Falls, In 
the southeastern end of the District, the needs and opportun- 
ities of our Church people in the Montpelier area have been 
made the responsibility of the Rev. Paul Tracy who is resident 
priest of our Fort Hall Indian Mission, 


Regular visits are made to the Veterans! Administration 
Hospital, Idaho State Prison, Booth Memorial’ Hospital and 
other Boise hospitals and institutions, Visits were also made 
during the year to. The Industrial School in St. Anthony, State 
Hospital South and Nampa State School.

Meetings of the Department of Missions were held prior to the 
Bishop and Council meetings in April, September. and December, 
The Department would report that all missions are in care of a 
vicar except Trinity, Gooding, and St. Andrew's McCall / St.Mar- 
k's Cascade. In these two vacant jurisdictions, supply is pro- 
vided by neighboring clergy, Archdeacon Johnson and lay-readers,. 


This has been a year of continued out-reach and growth. Signs 
of it are the work on a new parish hall in Mt. Home; the start 
of a parish hall structure in Arcos; the consecration of the 
church in Ketchum; the painting of the church in Mackay; and the 
addition of property in-three diverse areas of Boise (including 
a vicarage in the Cole Road area ) for ftiture missions. The 
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Boise Episcopal Planning Council meets regularly in order to 
carry On a survey in the Cole Road area and start the first of 
the new Ada County missions proposed by the recent district sur- 
veye 


During the year, also, attempts have been made to bring the 
wider mission of the Church to the attention of Idaho members, 
Visits have been made ( or are in prospect) by two Phillipine 
priests ( Pocatello); Dean Paul Roberts ( Boise) the dean of the 
seminary in Mexico, Melchior Saucedo 9 district-wide);. and 
Others, A regular column on missions, domestic and foreign, was 
started in the Idaho messenger.

CHRISTIAN EDUCATION 


During the year, the Department, of Christian Education planned 
and implemented the 1961 conference schedule, has set dates and - 
procured directors for the 1962 summer conference schedule, The 
Youth Division held the usual fall and spring conferences, and 
the other divisions of the department continued to maintain 
their advisory function to the Missionary District of Idaho, 


Primarily the department. seeks to provide something of value 
and meaning to the Church in Idaho, Its function is advisory 
and consultative, largely dépendent upon requests from the mis- 
sions and parishes within the District. Particularly, during 
1962 the department hopes to revitalize our youth program -- 
and rather than emphasizing the spring and fall conference, the 
Youth Division hopes to develop programs with parish and mission 
clergy, advisors and young people.

Heretofore, the Youth Division attempted to conduct a program 
on a District level which even though rewarding for those 
attending such conferences it sponsored, did not reach the ma-= | 
jority of the young people in the Missionary District of Idaho. 
Thus the Youth Division is going to shift into the same posi- 
tion as the other divisions of the department, its function 
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primarily to provide leadership for parish and deanery pro-

ing the correspondence. 2. Conducting Teacher Training Ses- 
sions in five congregations, 3. Participating in the program 
and administration of the Sumer Conferences at Paradise Point, 
including approximately two months in residence, in addition to 
advance planning, -publicity, and registration, . Arranging 
for the Training Sessions in Group Bible Study conducted by 
Mille. Suzanne de Dietrich. 5. Attending and participating in 
various District meetings and Conferences, such as those of 
the Department, the W.E.C. Board, and so on. i 


During the vacancy in Trinity Church, Buhl, this fall I have 
taught the Pro-Confirmation Class each week and supervised the 
Tuesday. afternoon portion of the Church School, 


Beginning this summer I have been on call to assist with the 
educational program of St. Paul's Church, Blackfoot. This has 
grown during the fall into a regular bi-weekly visit which has 
included at various times. consultation with leaders and teach= 
ers, teacher's meetings, altar guild instruction, writing of 
teaching materials for use with junior altar guilds, and help- 
ing in the Tuesday afternoon Church School program, I look for- 
ward to the still growing number of opportunities for individual 
consultation as well as meetings with leaders and church school 
'nteachers in the central portion of the District that this reg-

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ularly scheduled commitment in the eastern part makes possible. 


The above work throughout the District has taken me 10,196 
miles in my own car, in addition to travel with others. .On 
the home front, use of the resources in the District Christian 
Education Office continues to increase. As before, this in- 
cludes not only the audio-visual,’ book, and pamphlet library, 
but also individual consultation, There was, of course, the 
usual amount of correspondence ( enjoyable), and pile of office 
work ( not quite so enjovable) connected with any job. 


Outside of the District, I attended Synod, was a staff mem- 
ber at both the preliminary and final sessions of the Parish 
Training Program for seminary students, and served on the Na- 
tional Advisory Committee on the production of materials for 
Small Church Schools. My membership on this committec has: re- 
sulted in the printing order for the first Teacher's Manual 
being let here in Idaho, with the supervision of all layout and 
artwork under the direction of our own artists.

The Youth Division of the Department of Christian Education is 
in the midst of taking a new look at itself and the kinds of 
things it might be able to do to further youth activity in the 
District. Until now, the major, if not the total, emphasis of 
the Youth Division has been on a program of two district wide 
conferences each year. The young people of the District have 
found these conferences to be "fun" and in varying’ degrees help- 
ful,but, those of us who have been most intimately involved with 
conferences have begun to question their Thats ney as a primary 
emphasis of the Youth Division. 


Every Departinent and Division in the District organization 
should exist primarily as a resource, information, and coordi- 
nating agency. It should be a liaison between Parishes and Mis- 
sions in the District, and between them and the Provincial :and 
National Departments and Divisions, The Youth Division has not 
performed this prime function in this District. 
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It was decided at the last meeting of the Department of (Chris- 
tian Education that the Youth Division should come to a complete 
stop and make a new beginning. For this reason, there will be no 
Spring Conference this year. Instead, we would like to holda | 
series of workshop meetings, at least one in each Deanery, These 
meetings will be designed for clergy and adult leaders of young, 
people. In them we will be re-thinking our goals in Youth Pro-' 
gram, both local and District, and we will explore same of the ~ 
ways in which our work canbe more effective. The Youth Divi- 
sion feels that whatever it does as a division must be done in ~ 
support of the things you are doing locally. No District prog-- 
ram ean be a substitute for the growth and development of the 
spiritual lives of our young people which must take place in ' 
their own congregations. Our job is to help you do your job _ 
more effectively, and these workshops could be a be ginning of 
she tyes significant. 


As a resource, information, and coordinating agency we need to 
establish lines of, comiunication. Therefore, we are attempting © 
to ostablish a mailing list of adults who are presently involved 
in youth program. We need the names of E.Y.C. Advisors, persons 
working with choirs, acolytes, or any of the many activities 
which involve young people of Junior and Senior High age. We 
would also like to have the names of persons who would be inter- 
ested_in working in youth program, even though they may not be 
pre sently involved, 


We have assigned ourselves a big job to do, but -there is no- 
more important job than the development of our resource of you- 
ng Churchmen, ite need your help to do it. We want to help you 
as you help them. find ways in which they can effectively serve 
the Lord,

CHRISTIAN: SOCLAL RELATIONS 


. The Department held two meetings during the year. Mrs. Doro= 
thy Campbell, Mrs, Wm. Johnson, Rev. Kale F. King attended, 


Some of the work of the department is carried on also through 
personal contacts and through correspondence with Guild program 
chairmen, clergy and others who write in for information or 
program resource material, 


We attended the. White House Conference on Aging in January : 
1961, as a member of the Governor's Commission.On Aging. We are 
a member of the Ada County Mental Health Advisory Board, Idaho 
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Youth Legislature ( YMCA) Committee, Ada County Mental Health 
Association, and the Idaho Children's Commission. We also have 
representation in the Migrant Ministry Committee of the South-= 
western Idaho’ Council of Churches, the Christian Life and Work 
Committee of the same organization, and are represented in the 
Idaho-Retarded Children's Association, 


‘The department lent active and vigourous support to the Civil 
Rights legislation enacted at the last session of Legislature. 
We also were most active in promoting the bill presented by the 
Idaho Conference of Social Welfare which eventuated in the 
formation of The Idaho Children's Commission. This bill charges 
the Commission with responsibility to return to the next Legis- 
lature suggested changes in Idaho's laws designed to more ade- 
quately meet the needs of children, These needs are defined in 
three broad areas: Protective Services, Adoption and Foster 
“Home Care, and Special Education. The department chairman is 
-a member of this eleven member Children's Commission. The 
Episcopal Church is well represented on this Commission: Miss 
Jeanne Jewett, the Executive Director, Mr. William Eberle, the 
Chairman and Mr. Bill Roden are.all Church members, 


The Commission has held hearings throughout the State with 
attendance by the Probate Judges, State Departments of Health, 
Education and Welfare, County Commissioners, Children's Homes, 
Mental Health Centers, Youth Rehabilitation workers, Social 
workers, nurses, Doctors, Migrant Ministry, retarded children's 
groups, etc.. Through these meetings, a well rounded picture 
~of our children's needs and how adequately. or inadequately 
Idaho is meeting them is emerging. The department recommends 
‘your consideration of bills designed to more effectively meet 
long-felt needs of our troubled and troubling youngsters, If 
Idaho is to get off the bottom of the pile in fulfilling its 
responsibility to its children, vour legislators will need 
your active support and knowledge of up-coming legislation.

The Department of Finance met in April, September and Decem- 
ber of 1961. 


Following the April meeting three members of the Department, 
with Bishop Foote, visited St. James at Mountain Home and in- 
spécted the various properties and buildings and reviewed plans 
for remodeling and expanding the existing parish house. Due to 
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the rapid growth in the Mountain Home area it was deemed neces= 
sary that the construction be done soon,.although the parish 
wouid need to finance about $10, 000 of the cost. Repayment of 

a $10,000 loan could not start for about 3 years or until the 
pledges to the District Development Fund were completed. It was 
suggested that the parish obtain the loan from commercial agen- 
cies and ask the Revolving Loan Fund Trustees for a loan suffi- 
cient to meet the commercial loan payments for the first three 

- years, The amount required from the Revolving Loan Fund for the 
threesyear obligation to the commercial agency would then be 
repaid. Subsequently, this arrangement was adopted and APPT OMe 
Oy the prea hs and the work has been completed. 


In September the Department of Finance proposed, and the Bish- 
op and Council approved, a preliminary budget for the Mission- 
ary District of Idaho for 1962. The preliminary budget was app- 
ortioned to the parishes and missions in the District in accord- 
ance with Canon XXI, Section l, ; Ga) 


Between the September and December mecting the parishes and 
missions were notified of their proportionate share of the bud- 
get of the Missionary District of Idaho, Where necessary the 
calculated assessment was adjusted in accordance with Section 3 
of Canon XXI, 


‘In the December meeting the preliminary budget for the Missi- 
onary District of Idaho, approved in September, was adjusted to 
match the total assessments accepted and approved by the parish- 
es and’'missions and was adopted by the Council. Attached hereto 
is the final budget recommended for approval by the Convocation, 
Also attached is a schedule of the assessments accepted by the 
various. parishes and missions, 


A form has been prepared by the Department of Finance for use 
in connection with an application for a loan from the Revolving 
Loan Fund, The form will provide the Trustees with information 
- essential to reaching a decision as to the best use of the 
limited resources in the Fund at the present time. 


The 52nd Annual Convocation of the Missionary District of - 
Idaho, meeting in Idaho Falls, adopted qa resolution directing 
the "Department of Finance and the Committee on Canons to work 
together to change the present system of assessments and give 
us a new basis for financial support:.of the Church as a whole 
and to make their work available for action at the next Convo- 
cation of 1962.". The present Canons provide a.mathematical for- 
mula for-apportioning the annual District budget. A change from 
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the formula will imply that all the communicants in the Mission- 
ary District of Idaho are ready to accept their respective ind- 
ividual responsibility of being good stewards of God's gifts, 


The Department of Finance has information from two dioceses 
that have had a happy experience in departing from the formula 
method and depending on the stewardship .of the parishes, mis- 
sions and their respective communicants, This success, of cour- 
se, is the result of general acceptance of the Christian stew- 
ardship philosophy. To obtain this acceptance: has required the 
constant educational efforts of the communicants by the rector 
and a few laymen in cach parish or mission, 


We in Idano can have the same rewarding experience if each of 
,us, as individuals, accept the responsibility to practice stew- 
ardship ourselves and to educate our fellow oie in the 
proper Christian stewardship. 


The Department of Finance has submitted to the Committee on 
-Canons the changes in the Canons necessary to put our financing 
‘on a stewardship basis. These changes will be submitted to you 
by the Committee on Canons for vour actions, ke ois 


We urge your prayerful consideration of this change in the 
Canons, having in mind your own personal stewardship and obli- 
gation to urge other comuunicants to practice stewardship.

. @ign, as Lord of life, as Ruler of all and that w are to share 
with Him opr time, our treasure and our talent, since all that 
we are and all that we have are gifts fran God. We hold these 
gifts for the short time of eternity that we live on earth in 
our present being. 
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It is hoped that this convocation agrees that a Christian 

. Stewardship division is worth while and will do a great deal to 
-spread the gospel throughout the Missionary District of Idaho, 
The committee has not yet been fully formed and is in the pro- 
cess of enlargement to include several Sree and laymen 
throughout the DisiBLeh, 


One area of stewardship has been explored. This has to do with 
- the pledge, commitment, or gift cach of us make of our treasure 
to the whole Church, There have been in the past devised as

than in the spirit of tossing a pittance in the begger's pot, 


It is hoped that the report to the convocation of 1963 will 
reveal more in the way of accomplishment than in organization;

No District-wide laymen's meetings were held in 1961, as 
response in the previous year had been relatively poor.

Your chairman met with the W.E.C. at Twin Falls in April and 
learned that the women are a very enthusiastic and prota 
groupe 


The practice of sending an occasional newsletter to the act= 
ive laymen of the District was continued, With the concurrance 
of the Bishop, the title of "Keyman" was abandoned, 
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The clergy of the District were solicited. for the names. of 
their most active laymen and a revised mailing list was compil- 
ed, totaling 125 men, ‘The publication, "Churchways", now revis- 
ed and expanded, is being sent to this list of men, 


Several clergy and laymen met with Bishop Foote in September 
at the chairman's home in Idaho Falls, seeking to implement the 
laymen's progran in the District, One of the products of this. 
meeting was the direction to the chairman to develop a survey 
and conduct same among the clergy and selected laymen, The sur- 
vey was aimed at finding an approach to layman's work in Idaho 
which would have more universal acceptance by the laymen and 
clergy alike, The results are not nearly complete, but it is 
believed they will be quite revealing when analyzed, ; 


For a number of years the laymen have sponsored the The olog- 
ical Education Scholarship Fund held by the Bishop to assist men 
in seminary. The income for this fund in the future will come 
from the interest earned by the Revolving Loan Fund of the Dist~ 
rict Development Program, At the’ cnd of 1961 the balance in 
the fund was $775.83. 


A few successful chapters of the Brotherhood of St. Andrew 
indicate this to be one of the most effective areas of laymen's 
activity, however, the Brotherhood has not | " taken" in all loce 
ations where . it has been tried, 


A laymen's retreat was held again in september at Paradiso 
Point, being led by the Rev. Kale F, King. It was reported very 
worthwhile, although attended only by Boise and Caldwell men, 


A laymen's retreat was attempted in October at the YMCA Camp 
near Palisades Dam, Last minute cancellation was found neces 
sary because of the unseasonably cold weather and the lack of 
facilities, An attempt will be made to conduct such a retreat 
in Eastern idaho in 1962, 


I would like to repeat the closing statement of the late

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COLLEGE COMMISSION 
Idaho State College, St. Andrew's Chapel 


Our growing missionary outreach to the Idaho State College 
Campus, made possible by Trinity Parish, the Nissivnary Dist- 
rict and the National Division of College Work, can superfici- 
ally be seén in the 50% increase in the total chapel : attendance 
over the past four years: 
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During the Fall Semester, the chaplain received 87 student 
Episcopal preference cards; 8% of these-students were from out 
of state, 59% of them came from 23 cities from within the Diste 
rict, and 33% were from Pocatello, As the College prepares _ 
for University status, there is every indication of continued 
growth, and primarily fr.m parishes within the District rather 
than young people..from Pocatcllo,;, For this reason, we hope all 
“of ‘you ‘throughout the District will continue and deepen your "| 
interest in our work, support it, and make-it-known to others, 
Episcopal enrollment at 1.5.C. is only 3% of the student body, 
far below our national average of 10%, and yet the opportuni- 
ties for young churchmen are rich and varied compared ‘a many 
other institutions of higher education, : 


Here is one of the few colleges where students can take as 
many as 8 credit hours in Religious Education toward their de- 
greee. AS a Professional Affiliate of the 1.S.C. faculty, the 
chaplain offers four lecture hours a week in Old Testament, New 
Testament, andtwo sections of Church History. Several have 
taken advantage of the 12 weck confirmation classes held each 
semester as a review of their previous belicfs which had not 
yet been tested by the doubts of agnostic friends and faculty | 
members, Although daily Evening Prayer is seldom attended by. Ho 
more than one or two, the "witness of the bell" reminds many 
that the Chaplain is close at hand for personal problems, coun- 
scling or just plain "bull sessions", Others find their places 
as acolytes, student altar guild members, church school teach= 
ers, or regulars at the Sunday night Canterbury meetings. 


Sensing the growing need for a bettcr understanding of the 
Giapel's mission, the chaplain has spoken this year on College 
Work at Rupert, Idaho Falls, Arco, Twin Falls, and Boise, and 
further invitations are. always welcome as permitted by his cal- 
endar. We are most grateful to those missions and parishes wo 
have so regularly contributed to the Canterbury Lot Fund, and 
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we hope you all will be pleased to know that in two more years 
our ample grounds in the middle of the campus will be _paid.for, 


One important aspect of our work which we are trying to pre- 
serve is the congregational balance of about 1/3 faculty,:.1/3 


___ townspeople, and 1/3 students. For éxaiiple, 7 of the 12 pre- 


sented for Confirmation this year were students who will soon 
be graduates and settling in your parishes. We hope, by this 
balance, that. they will not have the artificial view that the 
Episcopal Church is composed of young, esoteric, semi-scholars! 


Building and ground improvements this year have included the 
staining of thé chapel exterior, the widening and repaving of 
South Ninth..Avenue fronting our three lots, and a much needed 
sidewalk conne¢tting the Chapel and Canterbury House. Best news 
of the year was made possible when Bishop Foote and the Rev. 
David W. Gordon, Provincial Secretary of College Work, secured 
a $5,000 gift from the 1960 Lenten Mite Box Offering. This 
permitted the addition of a bath, a utility room, and two 
attractive bedrooms for the chaplain's growing family. 


Our major hope for 1962 is that those of you who have not 
yet visited the’ College Chapel will do so in order that all in 
the District may become aware of one of your most adventurous 
missionary projécts!

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DISTRICT INSTITUTIONS 
St. Luke's Hospital 


Once again it is a pleasure and privilege to provide the. annu- 
al convocation with a report on the services rendered by St. Lu- 
ke's Hospital to the citizens of the state of Idaho. -- 


The past year has been an extremely busy and productive year 
at St. Luke's in all respects, 


During the fiscal year ending September 30, 1961, the volume 
of services rendered to our patients had increased in almost 
every area Over that provided in the previous year. A few of 
the more pertinent statistics are indicated below: 


- 6,816 Admissions excluding newborn. 

- 36,022 Adult patient days of Service. | 

- 1,030 Births. 

- 3,770 Newborn patient days of service, 

- 3,802 Operations’ 

- 73,02) Clinical laboratory asantnaions% 
- 11,958 Diagnostic x-ray films processed. 

- 3,872 K-ray therapy treatments given. . 
- 3,806 Patients seen in emergency room, . 
- 158,229 Meals served, 


The above figures relating to the laboratory and x-ray depart- 
ments are particularly significant as they reflect the tremend- 
ously increased use that has been made of these two areas since 
the opening of the new diagnostic and treatment center in the 
fall of 1960. For example, there was an 8% increase in the num- 
ber of clinical labora‘ory examinations and a 5% in the number 
of x-ray therapy treatments over the previous year, 


The second phase of the expansion program at St. Luke's was 
formally approved by the Board of Directors in April and the 
contract wasaarded to the Babbitt Construction Company of Boise 
in’June with actual construction starting shortly thereafter, 
This phase involves both new construction and extensive remodel-~ 
ing, and among other things, will provide the following: 


_-- Eighteen new medical beds. 
- Five new obstetric beds. 
= Five new pediatric beds. 
- Airconditioning and an ‘improved heaving system for all. 
patient floors on the wing along First Street. 
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- A new chapel. 

- A new pharmacy and central sterile supply. | . 

- A new main entrance off Bannock Street, 

- A centralized admission area, 

- A new and greatly enlarged coffee and sift shop. 

. 12 Visitors! lounges on first, second ‘and third floors, 
_ - Remodeled physical. therapy, maintenance and adm ini stra- 

tive areas. 


Total cost of the project is estimated at $861,836.00, includ- 
ing the equipment and fees. The construction has naturally been 
somewhat disrupting to personnel and patients alike; however, 
both groups have tolerated the situation extremely well and we 
have not, experienced as much of a drop in patient revenue as we 
originally anticipated. The project is being financed by a loan 
of $750,000.00 which will be repaid over the next fifteen years; 


Mrs. Emma Bowen, R.N., former executive secretary, Idaho State - 
Board of Nurse Registration and Nurse Education, joined our: 
staff in August. as director of nursing. She is a gracious, com- 
petent, and poised individual who has done a oa larpeiees job in 
the short time she has been woh US* : 


Mr. Laurence EV Johnson was employed as assistant administra- 
tor in November. Mr. Johnson has a masters degree in hospital 
administration from the University of Minnesota and was formally - 
on the administrative staff of the George Washington University 
Hospital in Washington, D.C. 


The Rev. David Blackaller, Canon of St. Michael's cathe ae 
“has also. been serving as our hospital chaplain. His presence + 
has..been very. helpful. and patients, visitors, and relatives-as. 
well..as our own hospital. personnel have availed themselves of” 
his services. Recently, he commenced a series of seminars on’ 
hospital pastoral care for a small group of ministers from the’) 
community. He has solicited and obtained the cooperation of tHe 
medical staff in lecturing at these seminars which’ he hopes will 
improve the pastoral care provided by ministers as well as’ im=" 
prove relationships between the - clergy and the-medical profes-~ 
sion., He is also holding. three services each week in hee new of 
hospital, chapel. | which was. dedicated last fall. f | . 


In 1961 we also added several phipreahetaed to our medical staff. 
We currently have approximately’115 médical staff members repre- 
senting all major specialities. Dr. 0, F.’ Swindell will serve 
as president of the staff during the coming year and Dr. Harold 
Dedman is the president-elect, A Joint Conference Conan tee has 
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recently been established which is ¢cmposed of several members 
of the Board of Directors and*several staff physicians, The 
members of this committee will discuss mutual problems and make 
recommendations for action to their respective groups. 


The senior ‘and junior auxiliary continued to demonstrate their 
importance throughout the year by rendering a total of 6,557 
hours of ‘volunteer service. The senior auxiliary has also given 
the hospital several sizeable cash donations from the operation 
of the coffee shop and the cart and both groups donated COOAP RS. 
ment in the form of record players, strollers, etc, 


A number of key personnel attended workshops and institutes 
during the year and all employees benefited from increased sal- 
aries and’ fringe benefits, 


The average cost per patient day continues to rise significan- 
tly in all hospitals; however, it must be remembered that there 
is a direct correlation between the increase in hospital costs 
and the quality of patient care that is rendered, In addition, 
the average length of patient stay decreases as hospital costs 
rise which medns the total cost of hospitalization does not vary 
too significantly from year to year, For the 1961 fiscal year, 
the cost per patient day for St. Luke's Hospital was $41.71; 
however, the average length of patient stay was 5.2 Gays, nearly 
two full days under the national average for similar type hosp- 
itals. 


In summary,- we feel that 1961 was a year of increased services 
and a broadening scope of activities and that significant stri- 
des were made in improving relationships with our medical staff 
and_employées. Nevertheless, your” ‘eoritinued © firnderstanding, sup~ 
port, and éncouragement’ are needed in the coming year,

The report on Good Shepherd Indian Mission, Ft. Hall (p 62), 
was presented by title by the Superintendent, Rev. Paul Tracy, 
who also invited delegates to stop and visit the mission on 
their way home from Convocation. Motion for acceptance of the 
report seconded and carried. 


’ The Bishop returned ,to the Chair. 


The report on St. Luke's Hospital, Boise ( p 60), was 
presented by title by the administrator, Mr. E, E. Gilbertson, 
who commented on the recent addition to its buildings. Motion 
for its acceptance seconded and carried. 


The reports of the Rural Deans (pp 6-66), were presented by 
titles. Pocatello Deanery, by Rev. Charles Wilson; Boise Deanery 
by Rev. James Davis; Twin Falls Deanery, by Rev. Kale F. King; 
Western Deanery, by Rev. M. Dale Vandegrift. Motions for 
acceptance of each seconded and carried. 


‘The report of the Trustees of the Endowment and .Development 
Funds (pp 55-57), was given by Mr. David Doane. Mr. Doane 
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clarified some confusion about the Development Program and the 
Revolving Loan Fund; although the Revolving Fund will continue 
indefinitely in existance, the Development Program which 
established it will conclude in 196, with the final payments 
of present pledges to the Fund, Motion to accept the report 
seconded and carried, The Bishop commented further on the 
DDP, noting that the "shrinkage", or. unpaid pledges, was 
smaller than is usual for such campaigns. However, there are 
ninety-five pledges on which no payment has been made as yet, 
and he asked the cooperation of the clergy-and local treasurers 
in determining whether further attempts should be made at coll- 
ection, or the pledges cancelled,

The Comittee on the Bishop's Charge, Rev. Jack Viggers, 
Chairman, reported in the form of several resolutions presented 
for the consideration and action of Convocation, Not in the 
form of a resolution was the suzgestion that Bishop and Council 
consider the possibility of two full days for Convocation, or 
else the meeting in advance of some committees, so that more 
time could be given to the study and discussion of significant 
business, The Bishop said he would take it under advisement 
with Bishop and Council, 


Resolutions presented by the Committee on the Bishop's Charge; 


1, Theological Education Scholarship Aid: (Viggers) 


“Whereas there is a continuing and growing need to supply

"Be It Resolved that the Department of Promotion of ie 
Bishop and Council be directed to prepare and distribute 

_materials advising parishes and missions of the District

2. District Development Fund: ( Davis) 
"Whereas the District Development Fund's collection 
period ends in the year 196), and 
"Whereas the Fund's benefit to the growth of the Church 
in Idaho has been very significant, 

"Be It Resolved that the Bishop and Council study the 

Fund's continued expansion, and present to the 196) 
Convocation its recommendations." 


David Doane, Trustee of the Fund, commented on the resolution, 
expanding his earlier remarks stressing the distinction between 
the Fund and the Program, the latter being the campaign to 
establish the Fund, Since the original pledges were for a 
specific amount and period, any drive for additional funds 
should be presented as a new and separate program, and not a 
continuation of the old one. There being no further discussion, 
motion for adoption seconded and carried, 


3. Elder Citizens: ( King) 
"Whereas it is a growing concern of the Church that 
adequate care be given our elder citizens, and,

"Whereas there have developed in recent years various 
means for providing this care; 

"Be It Resolved, that this Convocation request the 
Bishop with the aid of the Department of Christian 
Social Relations, to appoint a committee to, (a) invest- 
igate the needs among the older members of the Church 
in Idaho, (bd) to investigate. current programs for the 
care of the elder citizens in this nation and, if any, 
known programs abroad, using the offices of the nation- 
al Church's Department of Christian Social Relations 
and those of the governmental Department of Health, Edu- 
cation and Welfare, and (c) to report to the 196), 
Convocation their findings and recommendations . for the 
Qiuurch in Idaho," 


In the discussion which followed, the Bishop emphasized that 
our concern is not merely for elderly Episcopalians, but any 
persons whom the Church might be in a position to assist.in one 
way or another, from calling on shut-ins to providing low-cost 
housing, ' 


A motion for amendment to delete the references to government 
agencies and programs in foreign lands, on the grainds that this 
was a blurring of the separation of Church and State, was 
defeated, and a motion for the adoption of the resolution in its 
original form was seconded and carried, 


li. Cuban Refugees: (King) 
‘Whereas many citizens and fellow Episcopal Churchrien 
have been forced for various political and personal 
reasons to seek asylum in the United States and, 
"Whereas these persons must necessarily leave their 
resources and possessions in their homeland and, 
“Whereas the Episcopal Church, through its Miami, Florida 
center, operated by the Rev. Max Salvador, a Cuban priest 
and through interchurch agencies, has undertaken to 
assist materially and to relocate Cuban families until 
such time as they may return to their homeland; 

"Be It Resolved by this Convocation that the Bishop be 
commended for designating this Convocation's offerings 
for the Presiding Bishop! s Fund for World Relief to 
assist the refugees. 

"Be It further resolved that through the District 
Department of. Christian Social Relations, that each Idaho 
congregation be urged to participate in this program of 
financial assistance and, — 
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"Be it further resolved that the Department of 
Christian Social Relations inform each congregation how 
individuals, single congregations, or a group of congre- 
gations may assist in the resettlement of Cuban refugee 
families."' Motion for adoption seconded and carried. 


5. Deaneries and Laymen: ( Koehne) 

"Whereas the Missionary District of Idaho is exceedingly 
dispersed, with problems of communication and travel 
being great, and 
“Whereas the large rural potential of Idaho is not now 
being served by our parishes and missions, and 
"Whereas our clergy are now greatly over-extended to care 
for those needs, and 

‘Whereas there is an increasing need for the District to 

\-assume a larger share of its own support; 

"Be It resolved that the Deanery Councils be more fully 
developed and encouraged in a continuing program of 
education and extension, of Christ's work by: 

(1) Coordination of the extension of the Church's work 
in areas now underdeveloped and neglected, 

(2) Training of qualified laymen to assist the ordained 
in such areas as visitation of aged and shut-ins, 
contacting and instructing the: unchurched, lay-reading, 
conducting Confirmation classes, church school, youth 

,. work, acolytes, and clerical work, etc., thus releasing 
o's the clergy's time and talents to be more effectively 
a 


used in the areas for which he was ordained. 
(3) Use of qualified laymen in promoting the need for 
the proper use of ones talents of time and money for the 
fas advancement of God's work in missions, parishes, the 
District and the universal church. 
"Be it further resolved that the District Departments 
(2 Christian Education and Missions be encouraged to 
provide the Deaneries with sufficient tools and stimu- 
lation to accomplish this." Motion for adoption seconded 
and carried. 


6. Institutional Chaplain: (Smith) 
Mhereas this Convocation recognizes the need for a full- 
time hospital and institutional chaplain for the Boise 
area, 
"Re “it Resolved that the Bishop: and: “Gouncil be: -authori- 
zed ‘to employ a.full-time chaplain for Boise area hospi- 
tals and institutions." 


f 
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Discussion brought out the fact that such a chaplain would 
perform a valuable and necessary ministry to Churchmen fram more 
distant parishes and missions, whose own clergy are not able to 
see them, whereas the clergy in the Boise area are more able to 
minister to their parishioners in the various institutions. As 
a result, a motion to amend the originally presented resolution, 
deleting a paragraph which recommended that parishes and 
missions in the. Boise area be assessed an equitable portion of 
the chaplain's salary and allowances for his services to their 
members, was seconded and carried. The concensus of convocation 
was that the chaplain's services would be of greatest benefit to 
parishes and missions outside the Boise area, and therefore his 
salary was legitimately a District responsibility, Canon Black- 
aller spoke briefly regarding the various types of services 
performed by an institutional chaplain, and stressed that such 
services are not limited to Episcopalians, but are available to 
all patients and inmates as need is found, The resolution as’ 
amended was adopted.

/ 1. Long Range Strategy: ( Rhoads) 


"Whereas the Bishop has. stated the need for a careful 
study of the needs of growing areas of the District in 
terms of expanded facilities and personnel, 
“ "Be it resolved that this Convocation recommends that 
such a study be initiated by the Department of Missions, 
with the hope that some continuing conmittee, made up of 
deanery representatives together with persons with 
' District responsibilities, be established for the purpose 
“of assisting-in the selection of sites, plans for 
buildings, and long-range strategy." 


Dean Spofford pointed out that the resolution was actually 


"only a restatement of present responsibilities of the Department 


of Missions, and offered an amendment that the suggested 
committee be included in the Department of Missions and Church 
Extension, rather than a separate canmittee. Further discussion 
brought out that the resolution as presented could be so inter- 
preted, but the Amendment having been moved and seconded, it was 
carried, and the resolution adopted as amended. 


In addition to the Resolutions presented by the Committee on 
the Bishop's Charge, the following were presented as the next 
order of business: 


Support of Church Davie School by Budget Item: . | 
"Whereas the Thirty-third Synod of the Province of the 


Pacific has recommended to the: several jurisdictions of the 
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Province that they, through their Conventions, urge each 
parish and mission to supplement its Theological Education 
Sunday offering by a budget item sufficient to achieve a 
goal of not less than 1.00 per communicant per year. 

"And Whereas,. the multiplying of appeals generally has the 
effect of reducing total participation and creates a bad 
feeling among those who have made a total committment pledge 
to the work of the Church; 

"Be it resolved this Convocation, through the Finance 
Committee of the Bishop and Council, urge every parish and 
mission in the Missionary District of Idaho to include in 
their budget an item for the support of Theological 
Education. The goal of not less than $1.00 per communicant 
per year, recommended by the Thirty-third Synod of the 
Province of the Pacific, is suggested for their guidance in 
determiming the amount of this budget item, 

"And be it further resolved that this Convocation 
recommends to the Church Divinity School of the Pacific that 
it prepare and distribute materials for educational purposes 
that will increase our knowledge of the part the seminaries 
play in the life of the Church, and materials to aid us in 
the active recruitment of candidates for the sacred ministry. 
Said materials to be concerned for the spiritual and 

. intellectual life of the seminary community rather than its 
financial needs," . 


Discussion. was concerned with whether or not such a method 
would be more, or less, consistent with the spirit of Christian 
stewardship, and disagreement with a paragraph in the original 
resolution which would have called for the elimination of the 
direct appeal of Theological’ Education Sunday if the budget item 
were adopted. After further discussion, an amendment to delete 
the reference to the mandatory elimination of Theological 
Education Sunday was passed, and the resolution adopted as 
amended, 


Increase in Maximum Stipends for Mission Clergy: 


“Whereas the present maximum stipends which may be paid to 
mission clergy make support of a growing family difficult 
and has forced many dedicated priests in charge of missions 
to seek larger paying responsibilities, 
"And whereas, the movement of clergy has caused not only an 
increase in moving expenses for the District, but has caused 
smaller cures to suffer through short tenures and frequent 
changes in the Missionary-in-charge, 

"Be it Resolved that the Finance Committee of Bishop and 
Council be directed to recommend to the full Bishop and 
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Council a new schedule of stipends for mission clergy. 

"Be it further resolved that this Convocation recommends 
that the schedule of stipends for a single priest be: $3600 
minimum per year, plus $100 per year for each year of satis- 
factory service in the.Missionary District of Idaho until 
a maximum of $500 per year is reached. 

"And that this Convocation recommends that the schedule 
for a married priest be: $000 per year minimum, plus $100 
per year for each dependent child, plus 100 per year ‘of 
satisfactory service in the Missionary District of Idaho . 
until a maximum of $4800 per year is reached, 

"And that this Convocation recommends that the Bishop, at 
his discretion, may raise this maximum for any Missionary- 
in-charge up to a maximum of {6000 per year for Saisie pie 
service or for exceptional need," 


A motion for amendment removing the 46000 per year maximum was 
defeated. The resolution as. presented was adopted. 


A resolution was presented by the Vestry of All Sainte! Boise, 
asking that Convocation memorialize General Convention express- 
‘ ing our concern over some of the prenouncements of the National 
Council of Churches. During the course of discussion, the 
resolutions on the same question adopted by General Convention 
in 1961 were presented in mimeograph form for the consideration 
of Convocation. Since this action of General Convention appear- 
ed to answer the resolution, the Rev. J. Donald Skinner, Rector 
of All Saints', withdrew his resolution, and offered the ‘follow- 
ing substitute:

the clergy for worthy personal requirements. Seconded and 
carried, 


Mr. Bert Larson moved that Bishop and Council be authorized to 
designate the object of Convocation offerings. The motion was 
out of order, the identical motion having been passed by Convoc- 
ation in 1961, and being still in effect. 


Prof. Wesley Harris extended an invitation to the members of 
Convocation to attend an Open House at St. Andrew's and 
Canterbury House between this session and the Banquet this 
evening,

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TO THE DELEGATES TO THE FIFTY-FOURTH ANNUAL - CONVOCATION. OF THE 
MISSIONARY DISTRICT OF IDAHO AND TO THE MEMBERS OF THE EPISCOPAL 
CHURCH IN IDAHO. 


I suppose the reason why the Bishop's annual address on the 
state of the Church in Idaho is called a "Charge" is the thought. 
that through this presentation there may be some sense. of -the- 
challenge of the. (ristian faith and a stirring of the wills of 
the people to perform greater effort for the Kingdom, rane woe Be 
there are times when I suspect a better word might be 
"Discharge" for this address really may serve only the purpose 
of relieving the Bishop of all. the pent-up frustrations that. 
have built up over the past year;. Let us see with what success 
we can. avoid at least the latter connotation. 


First a brief review of the more obvious events in the Episco- 
pal Church. in Idaho in 1260: 


. Two dléreymen chose to tee us during the..year,. the Raves Fred 
L. Pickett resigning from St. James', Payette to become rector | 
of the church at Sturgis, South Dakota: and hhe Rev. W. Lee 
Davis resigned from St, John's, Idaho Falls.and. now is. See 
as Chaplain. tothe University in Moscow. Four. clergy came to- 
join us, the tev. Stanton D. Tate in the McCall-Cascade fields. 
the Rev. Palmer Wylde to be rector of St. James',Payette; the: 
Rev.:Warren Li: Howell to, be rector,of the Church of the. oe 
Ascension, Twin Falls; and the Rev. Hollinshead. T. Kni ght to 
care for Gooding, Wendell and Glenns Ferry. Within the District 
a number of other changes took place. The Rev, Jack T. Viggers 
left Mountain Home to accept a call as rector of St. John's, 
Idaho Falls; the Rev, Hugh G, Wintersteen moved from Burley to 
Mountain Home and the Rev, James H. Davis resigned as rector of 
St. Mary's,Emmett to vécome the first vicar of St. Stephen's, 
Boise. This is.a somewhat larger number of changes than in 
previous years, As the bills for the transfer of furniture from 
one place to another arrived - for which we have never had the 
luxury of a budget ttem - this could only) be described asa 
moving experience for the Bishop. 


Considerable improvements took place in the buildings in which 
our Church life together takes place; new parish halls were 
built in-Neanpa, Buhl and American Falls, the multi-purpose 
parish hall in Arco was. completed and dedicated, as was the new 
multi-purpose building for St. Stephen's, Boise. A new rectory. 
is under construction in Blackfoot, and considerable progress 
was made in the past year toward the completion of the 
recreation fall at Paradise Point, These improvements were 
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financed by $9,500 in grants from the National Council, $30,000 
in ten-year non interest bearing loans from the National 
Council's loan funds, $29,000 in commercial loans, $h,750 in 
loans from our own District Development Revolving Loan Fund, and 
$33,750 in cash from the various congregations involved, The 
value of our Revolving Loan Fund can be seen in that $1,750 in 
loans from this fund has made possible some $18,000 in new 
buildings. Collections on pledges to the Development Fund con-= 
tinue to be better than the experience of most areas and our 
pledge total still stands higher than our goal of $25,000. This 
is due in a large measure to the faithfulness of our people and 
the loyalty of the local Fund treasurers, As we enter the more 
difficult last year and a half of this program it is my hope 
that you will continue to keep up the payments so that we abs 
meet some of the many needs that lie ahead of us, 


When the Development Fund was established, you will recall 
that interest on loans from the Revolving Fund was to be set 
aside as scholarships for our students in Seminary. Interest is 
presently being received which will bring in about $750 a year 
for this purpose. But, in addition, gifts received at the time 
of the tragic death of Dr. Wayne Sower at St. David's, Caldwell, 
amounting to almost $700 have been set aside in the structure of 
this Scholarship Fund as a memorial to him, Additional memorial 
gifts to this Fund will always be welcome and useful. I antici- 
pate that we will have three students in Seminary in the fall of 
1963, all of whom,will need substantial scholarship help and so 
I hope that there. may be individuals who would like to give 
additional aid to this cause. . 

In connection with the District Development Fund, it would 
seem wise for this Convocation to request the Bishop and Council 
to consider the Fund's future development after the end of the 
campaign in May of 196) and to bring to our Convocation in 196), 
any suggestions they may have for its continued use and growth, 


The year 1963 is the first year that the District will operate 
on a budget determined by pledges made entirely on a voluntary 
basis from the various parishes and missions. These pledges 
reflect the stewardship of the local congregations and in this 
respect it is encouraging to note that in 1962, $59,000 was 
pledged under the old quota system; for 1963, $61,8h2 has been 
pledged, or an increase of #2,500. This is not all we hoped for 
nor all that we really need. Nevertheless, it is encouraging to 
know that the faith of this Convocation that the free giving of 
our people would not be found wanting was justified. In © 
addition-to this gain, the increases in giving of the various 
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missions in their shares of the salaries of their vicars came to 
an additional $1,6)0; to which can te added the $2,500 increase 
we expect to receive from the Home Department of the National 
Council. This should mean a total in new money available. for 
District work of 6,000. However, on the other side of the 
picture, our expenses have increased. In the 1962 Convocation, 
you voted to place in the budget $1,500 for the expenses of 
delegates to the Anglican Congress, and $1,920 as our share of 
the cost of a full time chaplain at the riveree of Idaho, In 
addition, the National Council has asked us to increase our 
pledge to them from “15,150 in 1962 to $17,632 in 1963. The 
result of all these expenses means that there is only approxi- 
mately $1,000 available in new money if all pledges are pels in 
full in 1963. 


Looking at our situation from another direction, it can be 
seen that in the past five years the number of communicants in 
Idaho has increased from ],300 to 5,000 persons and their giving 
for all church purposes at the same time has increased from 
approximately $300,000 a year to almost $50,000 in 1962. This 
means that the mystical Mr. Average Communicant is giving $90 
a year now against $70 a year five years ago, Or, if we put it 
in another way, he has increased his weekly pledge to the Church 
from $1.35 to $1.73. These are encouraging figures because: they 
do show substantial growth in stewardship. Also, because they 
certainly snow us that there is plenty of room for more concern 
to be expressed. May I urge again that every parish and 


mission establish.a stewardship committee. This committee to 


plan to carry out the annual Every Member Canvass. This com- 
mittee should. keep before the members of the congregation by 
every means possible, particularly by personal contact, our 
Church's teaching that God wants them, their "souls aul bodies, 
for a reasonable, holy, and living sacrifice", God needs and 
can use all their abilities and all their resources at all times 
and in all places, 


Stewardship, however, works in many other ways. It is. 
involved in the way each parish and mission, the District and 
the National Church use their resources. I think it also means 
that we make the needs of the Gnurch known to people as well as 
their need to give to their Lord. Take for example, the needs 
of the Church in Idaho. I would mention what I consider the 
most critical needs. We have at the moment four mission fields 
which I consider are sufficient.in size either in number of . 
blaces served .by one vicar, or in. other terms which make it 
difficult for the vicar to do more. than maintain the work at 
approximately its present level, ‘Yet, in most of these 
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situations, the division of the field is difficult. It would 
seem only to work to create a separation of the weaker places 
from the stronger ones, and result in new mission fields in 
which as much as 90% of the cost must be borne by the District 
for a good many years. In each of these instances it is my hope 
that through study we may begin to think in somewhat different 
patterns for their future development, In none of the mission 
fields can we really say an additional clergyman is needed 
because of the overwhelming burden of priestly functions, The 
clergyman is not overburdened to accomplish what he was ordained 
to do, namely, to administer the Sacraments and preach the 
Gospel. Rather it is all the other duties that come his way 
that are difficult to perform in three places at once. These 
include office work, the keeping of records, the direction of 
the training of Church school teachers for Church school classes 
he can never find time to attend, the problems of attempting to 
relate to three different communities, the multiplicity of 
meetings, etc. Part of the solution, I am sure, lies in a wiser 
use of our laity and in the training of laymen and women to 
assume larger responsibilities, Part of the solution, too, may 
come from the study of each situation tose what is the real 
need for additional personnel. Is it another clergyman? Does 

a part time secretary make more sense? Perhaps a full time 
person with some special training and skills in such areas as 
Christian Education, youth work and church music, would be the 
answer. This problem, I am sure, we need to face more 
realistically and with more imagination than we have in the past. 


In the Boise area, we have all felt the need for a full time 
chaplain for the various institutions, in that area. Some 
progress has been made in the last few years through Canon 
Blackaller of the Cathedral staff who has served as a part time 
chaplain at St. Luke's and at the Veterans Hospital. But, it is 
increasingly apparent that this is a full time job. With three 
hospitals, the state penitentiary, a large number of. nursing 
homes in. the area, a full time chaplain would be extremely use- 
ful. Some of the institutions involved are presently helping 
with the chaplain's salary and expenses and additional help 
could be expected. But, even so, it would still need support 
from the District for as much as $3,000 a year for several years 
before we could hope that such a position would.so prove its 
usefulness in Christian concern and witness as to encourage the 
institutions themselves to support it more adequately. 


We should plan now to start new missions on land we have 
already in Boise and Pocatello in the next few years. We have 
begun a study of the church situation in Idaho Falls to attempt 
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to answer the questions not only of the building needs of 

St. John's but the future desirability of starting a new church 
in this community. If this is to be done, it's location should 
be determined and land purchased. For to wait to decide until 
the need is overwhelming is poor stewardship. We certainly have 
learned that land in suburban areas tends to increase in value 
rapidly as they are developed for residential purposes; and 
sites which might be purchased now cost four or five times as 
much in five years time. Among other pressing needs, 1 would 
include that of St. Michael's Cathedral to find the. resources to 
provide that congregation with a more adequate parish hall and 
Christian education facilities, There is a similar need:on a 
smaller scale at Shoshone and St. Stephen's in Boise has grown 
so rapidly since its organization that it seems inevitable that 
we will have to do more building there much sooner than we had 
anticipated, 


But if these are some of the needs of Idaho, what of the work 
of the Church in other parts of the world? Even as the average 
Communicant is asked to face the question of his need for a new 
television set perhaps in relation to the Church's need for a 
new roof, and the local oongregation is asked to weigh in. 
stewardship the matter of their need for new carpets or larger 
organs in relation to the need of the people in Idaho for new 
churches and additional clergy, so w, as the District family, 
cannot escape our responsibilities to the whole Church. When.I 
hear from my brother Bishops of the needs of our larger urban 
centers in this country; when I hear of the fantastic opportuni- 

.ties for the Church in Latin and South American countries and 
when I am faced with the knowledge of the pitiful resources some 
of the younger churches in the Anglican communion, particularly 
in Africa and India, have with which to deal with overwhelming 
needs, I do not see how we can continue forever asking for a. 
larger share of the mission funds of the whole Chur ch for, the. 
work. of the Church in Idaho. We must face the fact honestly. 
that in the next year or so there must be significant reduction 
of our askings from others, | 


Nor can we any longer continue to pretend that our responsi- 
bilities to this world as Christian citizens are not what they 
really are. We do not like to think of the fact, but itisa 
fact, that there are more poor, hungry, and illiterate people on 
this planet today than there were ten years ago and that this 
trend seems bound to continuc. We so often are defeated from 
taking any specific action by the overwhelming magnitude and 
complexities of the problems of world peace, the population 
6 nll Se the struggle for independence of new MEL all of 
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these defeat us from doing what we can do. We must work for 
Church unity from the local to the international level. We must 
be more acutely aware of the fact that the Church is still the 
only free international organization that has the potential 
really to influence the course of men's history for peace and 
justice. But if the Church is for us just a place to put 
memorial windows with pictures of saints who look unhappy about 
the whole business of being Christians, then God undoubtedly 
will forge a new instrument to carry out his purposes. May I 
make to each of you some specific suggestions as to some of the 
things we can do? First, we can help our people to learn about 
the Church and her mission. Every parish bulletin can carry 
some information about the work in the Church in Idaho and 
throughout the world, as well as just the local events. And 
every parish and mission can find it in their resources to put 
THE EPISCOPALIAN magazine in every home in this District through 
the parish every member family plan, 


You will recall that this Convocation last year requested the 
Department of Missions and the Bishop and Council to develop a 
plan for reorganizing our deanery work in Idaho. This nas been 
done by the addition of a fourth deanery and the recommendation 
for deanery councils. Plans have been made for training 
programs on the deanery level for young people, adults, lay- 
readers, vestrymen, Bishop's committee members, women's groups. 
We have made some progress but it has been spotty and much 
remains to be done, I believe we are on a sound basis in using 
the deaneries as functional units. We hope that where there is 
a need for fellowship or education or training that the deanery 
can plan to meet this need, that there will be no meetings for 
_the sake of meetings. And so I urge your support in these 
programs, it is difficult, as you know, for us in Idaho - 
because of our geography - to gather together as a District 
family for conferences and fellowship on a District level, When 
we attempt to do this, it is usually expensive and many people 
spend as much time coming and going as they do attending the 
meetings. On a deanery level we can accomplish more than we 
ever can on the District level, 


Some years ago our National Church established a system 
whereby a diocese could enter into what was called a companion- 
ship relationship with a missionary district. Until just 
recently these relationships have been established between a 
number of dioceses and our overseas missionary districts. But, 

I believe,we are the first domestic district to enter into such 
a relationship. This has been brought about largely by conver- 
sations between myself and the Bishop of Albany. This relation- 
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ship means in the main that we shall attempt a more personal — 
fellowship with fellow members of the Church in another part of 
the country. Some of their clergy, and I hope some of their 
laity, will visit us. Some of you, I hope, will be able to 
visit them. We shall enter into this relationship quite inform- 
ally and hope that it will.grow in time-in order to broaden the 
understanding of the work of the Church as it goes on ina | 
western ne ear area; and for us, as it goes on in an eastern 
diocese. 


But we cannot rest here. As we reach out from family to 
parish, to deanery, to district, to relationships with another 
area of our Church nationally, we have vet further 60, ZO mnenlith 
unusual opportunity at present is the Anglican Congress which’ 
your delegates will attend this summer. Two study courses that 
already have been prepared, I hope will be used by local study - 
groups and that some method will be worked out also for the 
delegates to the Congress to bring back to our parishes and | 
missions» some thing of what they have experienced, In addition — 
a large number of bishops and clergy from all over the world ° 
will be passing through the United States on their way to ~ 
Toronto and we hope some of them will be able to visit in Adaho 
-and tell us something of their lives and works 


Beyond the life and work of our own communion are the basic 
needs of people. These are present in local opportunities ahd 
‘in wider areas.. For example, you will recall that last year we 
gave scholarships to twenty children from the Nampa State School 
to attend camp sessions with our own young people. The scholar- 
ships came largely from the generosity of various women's groups 
in the Church and from some individuals, The camp committee 
felt that the effort was quite successful and valuable and plans 
to repeat this in 1963., It is our hope that the groups who — 
supported the effort last year will help us again. es 


In another area, we have all felt the need of some kind of 
Church related institution in Idaho to help meet the needs of 
some of our elderly citizens. I would suggest that this Convo- 
~ cation might want to appoint a committee to’ study the feasi- 

bility of such an effort on our Pate and ‘to make such plang as 
seem ert . 


Pos all know, I am sure, ‘of the flood of Cuban refugees into 
“Florida and you know something of the needs of these people. 
Your Church already has done a great deal but is being called 
upon to do much more. Recently the National Council has asked 
members of the Church to provide through the Presiding Bishop's 
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Fund for world relief a sum of $450, 000 for emergency use among 
the refugees. To this end, I have taken the liberty already of 
designating all the offerings of this Convocation for that 
purpose and each of our parishes and missions will be asked to 
make some response to this need, also. And more than this, 
there is a possibility that some of our parishes, or several 
missions working together may want to go further and actually 
sponsor the resettlement of a family of Cuban refugees in their 
community . 


All of these things and many, many more should be matters of 
our Christian concern, and underlying all this is our basic 
understanding of the Church itself. Just so long as many of our 
people continue to look upon their local congregation as a group 
of people to be ministered to by a clergyman, so long will we 
fail. Cannot we see that the local congregation, be it two or 
three, or a thousand, is the local branch of the Universal Body 
of Christ called in fellowship to minister to the community in 
which it is located and in whatever way possible to minister to 
the whole world? Do we really believe, my friends, that this 
collection of ten or a hundred weak, sinful human beings who are 
not really worthy to lift up their eyes in God's presence, are 
at the same time the representatives of Christ in this world, 
the means of salvation, and the hope of glory? Sometimes one 
wonders if our communities would not be better off if the space 
we occupy with the buildings we struggle to tuild were used by 
some decent industry that at least would return to the community 
if only in terms of taxes, some measure of wealth, 


May we arise from our languid self-indulgence and undisciplin- 
ed ways and with renewed effort take up the work of God, the 
work of worship and prayer, the work of love and concern, the 
work of compassion and healing; for in so doing, the spirit of 
God will strengthen us to be and to do in greater measure than 
we dream possible that which is His will in this world, and 
through His Church the world may be transformed even as it 
already has been redeemed,

As minister-in-charge of Cascade and McCall, Gooding and 
Wendell, Idaho Falls and Mountain Home and Idaho City and 
Emmett for periods ranging from a few months to many months, my 
work in some of these churches reflected that of other parish 
pastors; teachers training, Guild programming and meetings, 
Vestry and Bishop's Committee meetings,.Layreaders' training 
sessions, inquirer's classes and Confirmation classes, Baptism 
instruction, "Bibles, bulletins and budgets," 
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I was a member of Advisory Board - YMCA Youth and Government 
Commission, Idaho Health Association, Idaho Children's Commis- 
Sion, the District Christian Social Relations Department, 
President of the Idaho Conference of Social Welfare, President 
of Ada County Mental Health Center, Boise Marriage Counseling 
Service, Attendance at the Northwest Prison Chaplains Confer- 
ence lent more meaning to my visits to the County Jail and Idaho 
State Prison, Participation in Deanery Layreaders Training 
sessions provided a welcome opportunity to get better acquainted 
with the men whose service to the Church means so much to all of 
use My visits to the Industrial School in St. Anthony indicated 
a need for visits by trained men to our Episcopal boys and girls 
there. These are being planned by the Rev. Jack Viggers and

MISSIONS AND CHURCH EXTENSION 


Meetings of the Department were held prior to all Bishop and 
Council Meetings. Following the motion of the last Convocation, 
there was a re-distribution of the deanery structure, making 
four units rather than three. As far as we can report, at this 
time, there has been no significant change in deanery activity 
as a result, The vitality of the deaneries, for the most part 
seems to be related to the interest and imagination of the 
particular Kural Deans, and the willingness of the various 
departments of the District to use the deaneries for their 
training and educational programs, 


Some time was spent on defining function with a need seen for 
eliminating a purely financial distinction between a mission and 
a parish, and a missionary district and a diocese. We commend 
for the study of the district, and its groups, Bishop Foote's 
article in the August, 1962, issue of the Episcopalian, 


During the year, many new buildings were built and land 
purchased for further development, We particularly make note of 
the developing new church in Arco; the much-needed vicarage in 
B lackfoot; the parish-hall in Buhl ; the parish hall-cum-church 
at St. Stephen's Mission, Boise; etc. The department would 
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commend to the District a continual re-reading of the District 
survey, done in 1959, since it did set guide-lines for develop- 
ment of which we should be aware, 


During the year, the Department stimulated Lay=Reader's 
Institutes in each deanery which were found to be helpful and 
which, in’ some deaneries, have been continued. Also, during the 
year, we had guest visitors from Mexico and Southern Rhodesia 
who brought a wider vision of the Church's mission to all parts 
of the acs a 


In the year ahead, the Department hopes to wrestle more with 
defining its unique function and to continue. to serve as-a 
stimulator of new evangelistic and missionary education projects 
as well as to relate to the training and educational programs cng 
the other departments of the District,

It is 
expensive in money and it is expensive in the demands placed on 
those who undertake the training, For this reason it is an 
educational endeavor that is not practical for a congregate to

maine to it that a growing number of leaders within the 
District undertake such extensive. training in additional skills 
so that they can be available to. local congregations:for job 
training is-the major focus of this Department at the present 
time, To date seven people forming two teams of trainers have 
been fielded and are available to congregations through their 
deaneries; one team is prepared to offer training opportunities 
for vestries and bishop's committees; the other, for church 
school teachers and staff, In addition, five other laymen’ and 
clergy have either be guns) pr have been eehaduled to he eae 
‘training. 
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Gildren's Division: Obtaining better job training for church 
school teachers has been the major emphasis of this division; to 
this end the chairman has been sent to the Leadership Skills 
Institutes, This division continues its responsibility for the 
mailing program to isolated families, 


Youth Division: Growing out of the recommendation of this 
division's 1962 report, together with that of the Department of 
Missions on deanery structure, the primary responsibility for 
youth work-in the District now rests with the Rural Deans. In 
order that the Educati-n Department might retain a coordinating, 
advisory, and policy-making function a member of the department 
was appointed liaison between the Department and the four Deans, 
This liaison person was designated chairman of the youth 
division, The only report received so far of significant change 
in youth activities is from the Central Deanery which has under- 
taken a series of Sunday afternoon senior high youth conferences. 


Camp Division: This past year 1] persons attended one or more . 
of the twelve camp sessions as either campers ( 290 children and 
youth; 57 adults) or staff ( 6) adults). Camp provides a unique 
medium for Christian education in the district in that the more 
extensive program of worship, study, play and work possible on a 
campsite takes place on a day by day basis. Roughly speaking, 
youngsters attending camp spend more than 80 waking hours in. 
close association with their church. This compares quite favor- 
ably with the little more than )O that the average child spends ~ 
at church during the year.

‘The principal program of the Department of Finance in 1962 was 
to assist in the successful transition from the old "assessment 
and quota "means of financing the District's operations to the 
"Christian Stewardship" principle adopted by the 1962 Convoca- — 
tion. Each parish and mission received information on the funds 

needed for. the District programs, including the additional 
expenditures authorized by the last convocation, and the 
Department was represented at a few vestry meetings to outline 
the District's finances, Unfortunately the Department was not 
represented at a few meetings that had requested our attendance 
due to unforseen circumstances, 


The committments by parishes. and missions for 1963 payments to 
the District now total $62,007.80. This is an increase over 
$59, 39h which was the quota for 1962, although not enough to pay 
approximately $5,000 of additional expenditures approved by the 
53rd Annual Convocation. 


The 1963 budget for the Missionary District of Idaho has been 
prepared to match the committments of the parishes and missions. 
The budget also includes the District's portion of expenses for 
a chaplaincy at the University of Idaho and 1,500 for delegates 
expenses to the 1963 Anglican Congress authorized by you last 
year. The budget recommended for approval by this Convocation 
is submitted herewith. Also subnitted is a schedule of the 
committments made by the RAGLSDRE and missions for 1963. 


The Department of Finance proposes a ren to provide a College 
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Scholarship Fund for the children of the clergy in the Mission- 
are District of Idaho, for your consideration, 


It is expected that this plan should minimize the clergy turn 
Over in the District. While the present schedule of clergy 
salaries,in Idaho compare favorable with salary minimums in 
other areas Idaho does not have the opportunity for clergymen to 
move to larger parishes that can pay above the minimum scale, 
consequently, a clergyman with children to educate may find it 
necessary to move out of the District as the children approach 
college age unless some additional money is made available to 
him, 


The Scholarship Fund plan anticipates that money would be 
deposited in a trust fund established by the District and when a 
child goes to college, payments from the fund wonld be made 
directly to the child, .Assuming deposits to such a fund of 150 
a.year began when a child was born, by the time the child — 
attained college age the fund should make a college education 
pessible for the child. Presently, the twenty clergy in Idaho 
have fifty-four children, therefore, one plan would require all 
parishes ae missions to increase their committment to the 
District 124 percent, Other plans-.could be developed to fit the 
desires of the parishes and missions,

Typical of the 10% increase each year in enrollment at Idaho 
State College is the increase of Episcopal-affiliated students 
in 1961 from 87 to 102 in 1962. Of these 2/3rds arrive on 
campus from 25 cities in the Missionary District of Idaho and 
from 5 states outside of Idaho. Each year students from 
Pocatello have their ratio decreased, and only 1/3rd of the 
students made up the total this year, reflecting the rising 
standards of 1 S C and its ability in attracting students from 
throughout the state, The other new trend is that almost 1/lth 
of these students are married. 


Our students this past year have been active in many facets of 
the Chapel-campus life, some teaching church school, serving on 
the Altar Guild, others representing the Episcopal Church on 
campus through the I S C Religious Council and the Protestant 
Collegiate Fellowship. Regular Sunday evening programs at the 
Chapel have followed the National College Division suggestions 
and are no longer a cliquish "Canterbury Club"., but more open 
to all students where various faculty members lead discussion- 
lectures on their specialized fields in relationship to Christ- 
ianity. A six-week's Layman's Institute led by the Chaplain 
developed a strong core of some 15 students and faculty to 
assist the Chaplain in serving at the Altar, 


Canterbury Guild, with an average of some 12 faculty and local 
towns women, aided the chaplain greatly in the’ Church's outreach 
to the Campus, with a variety of activities, Other activities 
included special receptions for. Dean Saucedo of Mexico, Father 
Luke of the Church of South India, and Father Green from Africa, 
enlarging many viewpoints of the mission of the Church in the 
world, 


The Chaplain continued serving as a Professional Affiliate on 
the Idaho State College Faculty, offering lectures on Old 
Testament, New Testament and Survey of Church History, for which 
students may earn credit towards graduation through the Depart- 
ment of Religious Education. He was honored in being selected 
to lead the VIIIth Provincial College Conferences in Menucha, 
Oregon, for over 100 students fran the Western states in April, 
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as well as our own District College-week-end at Paradise Point 
in August. He has continued to encourage interdenominational - 
use of St. Andrew's facilities. 


Boise Junior College 


There are 72 Episcopalians registered at the Boise Junior 
College this year. These students participate in the life of 
the three churches in Boise and meet one Sunday evening each 
month for Buffet Suppers and directed discussion sessions, An 
attempt is being made to establish weekly Sunday morning 
discussion periods at St. Michael's Cathedral. The faculty is:

- Missionary District of Idaho - - Sl ~ 
University of Idaho 


Prior to the beginning of the current academic year, the 
chaplaincy here at the University of Idaho was part of a double- 
duty program of the local parish of St. Mark, with the financial 
assistance of the bishop of the Missionary District of Spokane. 
It became evident to the local rector and the college commission 
of the district that the ministry on this campus was suffering 
as a result of this double burden, and for the first time, 
beginning August 1, 1962, the Episcopal Institute here on campus 
obtained its first full time chaplain. The Missionary District 
of Idaho was asked to participate in the support of this 
ministry since many of the students on the campus came from the 
southern part of the State. 


We are indeed fortunate in having ideal facilities. fhe 
chaplain has his home immediately next door to Canterbury House, 
and the location is quite strategically advantageous in that we 
are right on the campus itself. Canterbury House has three 
floors; the basement serves as a living room, with library, 
fireplace, convertible chapel for midweek services, and class- 
room. Above this floor is a small apartment, currently rented 
to Mrs. Imogen Walcott, who serves in many capacities, too many 
to enumerate. Needless to say, her presence is a vital addition 
to the life-blood here at Canterbury. In addition to the 
physical facilities on the campus, the parish church is located 
less than a mile from the campus, and students attend services 
there on Sunday. No Sunday services are held on canpus. St. 

Mark's Parish church has its own full time rector, the Rev. 
Harold D, Fleharty, who has resided in Moscow for the past five 
years. 


Since this is the first year for a full time chaplaincy we 
have no figures with which to make comparisons. The statistics 
in the past have been incorporated into those of the local 
parish; so we are beginning a new set of books strictly relevant 
to the campus ministry, and it will be some time before we can 
make any significant evaluation by way of figures, Some 
statistics might be of interest, however: 


281 persons registered as Episcopalian in September, . 
91 of these from District of Spokane 
126 of these from District of Idaho 
6 of these from outside both districts. 


4,500 students on campus - 7.7% are Episcopalians, 
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Weekly Schedule at Canterbury Center, with pertinent reports: 


Due to provisions in Idaho Law, our institute can offer 
courses of instruction in Religious Education for Un ee 
credit. This year we are offering: 


2-hrs., survey of New Testament Writings. 
2 hrs., survey of Old Testament Writings. 
Nine (9) students enrolled for the first semester. 


Study : 


Inquirer's Classes meet once a week. 
Sunday Evenings, dinner and study program. 


Social: 


Open House at-Chaplain's home every Friday night. 
_ Canterbury House open daily for recreation and/or study. 


The traditions are many and strong, and it is truly a joy to 
be a part of the life here at. the University. Originally I 
approached this new ministry with much fear and trembling, and 
still do to some degree. But the joys of this ministry have far 
overshadowed any fears I might still have. I find a real :demand 
for pastoral work on the campus, Contrary to much opinion, 
agnosticism is not a norm, but rather, an exception to the rule. 
Students on this campus are searching, whether they, go to church 
or not, and they are willing and even desirous of talking about 
religion. As one might think there would be a conflict between 
science and religion, I find the opposite in the contacts I have 
made. My feeling is, the student is tired of talking: about-a 
"trumped=up" conflict, ''and would much rather get down. to 
business of what. the Christian Faith really is. ;

The major context of my job is the District's Christian Educa- 
tion Department. The Department is responsible for determining 
policy; it then delegates administrative work to the education 
associate, During the past year this delegated work was in ~ 
connection with the Department's adult emphasis on building a 
corps of trainers, the Camp Division's Summer Conference program 
at McCall, and the Children's Division's isolated program.

CONSTITUTION AND CANONS 
Canon 25, Section 5 (new section): The committee recommends 


the adoption of this proposal made by the delegates of Emmanuel 
Church, Hailey, as follows: 
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Priests appointed by the Bishop at each Convocation to act 
as Rural Deans of the stated: Deaneries of the Missionary 
District of Idaho, shall, if not already serving as an 
elective or appointive member of the Bishop and Council of 
the District, be appointed ex-officio members of said Bishop 
and Council.. 


Canon 28: The committee does not recommend the alteration 
proposed by the delegates of Emmanuel Church, Hailey, on the 
ground that a two-thirds majority vote is not required to make 
additions and alterations of existing canons, and that if that 
many in attendance at convocation cannot ascertain the 
significance and effect. of such proposed changes, they already 
have the right to table any proposal until the next convocation; 
and if the proposed alteration or amendment is one that has 
merit and obviously does not require prolonged study, there is 
no reason to postpone the enactment of a meritorious proposal, 
The -proposed revisions are as follows: 


Delete the final portion of section 3, beginning with the 
words "for enactment," substituting.for them "at which such 
proposed changes shall be considered"; and substituting a new 
section 5 for the last sentence,"A two-thirds majority vote 
by ballot of the delegates present at Convocation shall be 
required for the enactment of any alteration or ‘addition to: 
the Canons."' Add a new section : "No new Canon shall be 
enacted, or existing Canon be amended or repealed, either in 
part or in full, until the aforesaid enactment, amendment or 
repeal be regularly moved and seconded: at Convocation, and, 
after such discussion on the matters involved as the Bishop in 
Convocation may allow, be tabled until the Convocation next 
following when the motion shall be balloted upon; that cleri- 
cal and lay delegates may have ample time to consider, with 
the congregations comprising the Ghurch.in.the Missionary - 
District in Idaho, the implications of the proposed enactment, 
amendment or repeal. ' Section 6 to be the present section .

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ST LUKE'S HOSPITAL 


Despite the fact that we were engaged in a construction 
project throughout the year and, as a result, had a number of 
patient beds that were unavailable for use, 1962 was the busiest 
year in St. Luke's history, Almost every area and department 
provided a significantly increased volume of services. over the 
previous year, Some of the more pertinent statistics are as 
follows:

Total exepnses for the 1962 fiscal year were in excess of 
al,700,000 of which more than 960,000 or approximately 56% went 
for salaries. . The cost per patient day. has continued ‘to rise 
in all hospitals and at St. Luke's in 1962 was 33.35. However, 
the average length of stay dropped from 5.2 days in 1961 to - 
5.0 days during the last year. 


,¢ ithe additions and al te rations to the hospital were formally 
dedicated on September 30, -.This particular project completed 
~ the second phase of. a None range expansion program for St.Luke's 
that is planned through 1975 and involved both new construction 
and an extensive amount of remodeling. Among the things provi- 
ded were 18 new medical beds, 5 new obstetric beds, and 3 new 
pediatric beds which replaced the beds which were located in a 
non-fireproof building that was demolished; air-conditioning and 
_gn improved heating system for all patient floors in the wing 
along First Street as well as air-conditioning in all newly 
' constructed areas; a new post operative recovery room; a new 
pharmacy and central-sterile: supply; a new main entrance off 
Bannock Street; a centralized admission area; a new and greatly 
enlarged coffee and gift shop; new visitors lounges on first, 
second and third floors of the First Street wing; and remodeled 
physical therapy, maintenance and administration areas, 


Approximately (3900,000 was spent on the project which was 
largely financed by a long-term loan that will be repaid in the 


- Missionary District of Idaho - is RO 
coming years out of operating income, 


Memorials and contributions for the building project were 
received from Dr. and Mrs. John C. McCarter in memory of their 
daughter Priscilla; the Margaret Cobb Ailshie Trust, Incorpo- 
rated; the C, C, and Henrietta Anderson Foundation, Incorporated; 
Mrs. Laura Moore Cunningham; the St. Luke's Hospital Women's 
Auxiliary. The landscaping at the new main entrance was donated 
by the Davidson family in memory of Mr. and Mrs. R. M. Davidson, 


We feel these additions and alterations represent a sipgnifi- 
cant contribution to the medical facilities in the area and that 
they. will enable us to better accommodate the anticipated 
population growth of Boise and environs. As a result of the 
project, St. Luke's now has a capacity of 157 beds and 25 
bassinets and offers to the community and to the state of Idaho 
an extremely well equipped and staffed center for hospital care, 


The number of physicians on the medical staff continued to - 
grow in 1962 and we expect at least four more physicians will be 
added to our staff roster within the next few months, During 
1962, Dr. 0. F. Swindell served as president of the medical 
staff. Inthe coming year, Dr. Harold E, Dedman will assume 
that responsibility. 


The senior and junior auxiliaries again demonstrated how vital 
their services are in the successful functioning of St. Luke's 
Hospital. Members of these two groups rendered many thousands 
of hours of volunteer service during the year and contributed 
much to the prestige and reputation of the hospital. The 
construction and equipping of the new coffee shop was partly 
financed by donations received from the senior auxiliary which 
continued to assume full responsibility for its’ operation, 


During the vear, the board of directors formally agreed to 
participate in a progran called "Principles of Establishing 
Hospital Charges" which is sponsored by the Idaho Hospital 
Association. The purpose of this program is to get all parti- 
cipating hospitals to gradually develop a uniform method of 
establishing charges which will reflect the true cost of 
operation in the various hospital departments. This program 
does not mean that the charges will be the same in every 
participating hospital, because costs differ from one 
institution to another, but it does mean that the hospitals 
in the program will all use a uniform method of computing their 
charges, Participation in this program will put us in a much 
better position in dealing with health insurance companies and 
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other third party agencies as well as enabling us to better 
explain hospital costs to patients and the. general public, 
Another extremely significant development of the past year has 
‘been the organizing, of the Regional Hospital .Planning Council of 
Southwestern Idaho and Eastern Oregon, This organization, when 
incorporated and in op eration, will make. definitive. studies of 
population trends and the future need for hospitat services and 
facilities throughout the area. The council will be anvaevisory 
body only but, with a board of directcrs composed cf some of the 
leading citizens in the area, it. is hoped it will eventua 


develop enough prestige co that the gcoverning boards (cf existing 
hospitals as well as groups.of citizens imverecced in jthe 
development of new institutions will come to it for advicerand 
counsel so that the growth Rerse eee im the erea in the 
future may proceed in an orderly manner, evoiding the ienssin sion 
and consequently expensive, duplication of Yacilities and 
services.

much a part of the community, even for non-members that its 
primary religious role is often overlooked. Like the Salvation 
‘Army -- or even the post..office -- the Ghurch is treated as a 
“secular institution of the community... 


This brings us to the second unique aspect of the Church: at 


Fort Hall - the involvement in soeial service. The Church 


maintains an on-going program of ministering to the’ ‘physi¢al” 
needs of the people .of the community, by the distribution of new 
clothing, and the sale, for a nominal charge, of used clothing. 

At Thanksgiving and: Christmas especially, we distribute parcels 
of food, provided by the generocity of individuals and parishes, 
‘The public laundry and showers in the Mission House, though 
temporarily closed because of faulty plumbing, has been constan- 
“tly. and heavily uséd,.-.The repair of our sewer is one of our 
pipe’ dreams, - The Kindergarten is not operating this year, 
because the public school has taken up this service, and the 
full-scale recreation program which was formerly conducted by 
the Church is to some extent now being maintained by the Tribe, 
which seems to be a more suitable arrangement, 


The transition from one culture to another is a slow and pain- 
ful process, and cannot be forced. But our. Lord recognizes no 
barrier of race, language or culture, and His Church must not, 
either, The only real answer to the widespread Beer he oes 
and despair of our people at Fort Hall is Jesus Christ, who is 
the Way, the Truth and the Life, When the spiritual needs are 
_ fulfilled -- when hope and purpose are found -- the physical and 
- social problems will be found susceptible of solution, There is 
an almost unlimited potential for the Church on the Fort Hall 
Reservation, The growth rate is substantially higher thar that 
of the general population, and the physical and spiritual needs 
are greater now than ever before. But there is a vast reservoir 
of good will toward the Church. If we act positively, we will 
find the community backing us up. What .is needed, as every- 
where in the Church, is greatly increased lay-leadcrship. 
Perhaps two dozen people-are concerned to support and advance 
the Church's program, but the outlook is: often discouraging to 
this handful of dedicated souls, and overwhelming needs cause 
one to wonder where to begin. There is no call for pessimisn, 
however, Our Lord has promised us,"My grace is sufficient for 
thee", and again 'my strength is made perfect in weakness,"

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When we are willing to follow His leadership without hesitation, 
God can certainly raise up His power and fulfill His will.

DEANERIES: 
Pocatello Deanery 


New highways in Eastern Idaho have been of some help in 
combating the serious problem of distance in the deanery, but 
the problem ‘still exists and greatly hampers our efforts to get 
together from time to time. It is, for instance 325 miles from 
Montpelier in the southeast to Salmon in the northwest, 


Four unorganized misSions in the area have been ministered to 
by local clergy; Challis out of Salmon, Mackay out of Blackfoot, 
St. Anthony out of Idaho Falls, and Montpelier out of Fort Hall. 


During the year, there have been deanery meetings of some kind 
almost every month. Sometimes there have been meetings of | 
clergy and wives only, sametimes they have included a group of 
key representative lay-personnel who, together with the clergy, 
have made up what we are beginning to call "The Deanery Council". 
The council aims to provide some on-going kind of deanery 
planning that will include programs ofs tudy, worship and 
fellowship in those areas of the church life that can best be 
tackled in a larger than parochial. setting but which, because of 
distance, etc., cannot adequately be nae at the District 
level. 
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One such training program carried out last year was a workshop 
for stewardship chairmen and canvassers. One such worship 
experience was a mite box ingathering, At the time of this 
writing, plans have been paid for a study session for all dele- 
gates to Convocation for the purpose of advance study of propo- 
sed or expected issues; in February, for a training institute 
for vestrymen; in March, for a layreader's institute and a week 
long Lenten preaching mission in Pocatello; and in April, for a 
Senior High Youth Conference, 


A deanery treasury was opened during the year with the offer-~ 
ing received at a deanery service in Arco, The treasury pro- 
vides us with the means of meeting deanery program expenses 
without the confusion of trying to proportion expenses among 
churches:

Western Deanery 


Pursuant to the request to reevaluate the deanery system 
within the District made by our Bishop to the 53rd Annual 
Convocation it was found advisable to regroup the parishes more 
geographically in order to facilitate communication and oper- 
ation, This new grouping crested what. is now known as the 
“Western Deanery. The Western Deanery embodies Nampa, Caldwell, 
Payette, Weiser’ and Emmett. These parishes were formally 
included in the Boise Deanery. 


A luncheon meeting of the priests of the Deanery was held in 
Payette in November at which mutual opportunities and’ concerns 
were discussed. It was apparent that within the new deanery 
area it would be practical and advantageous to establish a 
closer inter-parish relationship to share cach others experi- 
ences and mutual opportunities, The proposed Deanery program 
looks forward to establishing inter-parish programs in many 
areas of church activities. A pulpit exbhange program has been 
instituted and a tentative schedule established; the first of 
the exchanges was between Payette and Caldwell.

Boise Deanery 


The 1962 Convocati n directed the Department of Missions to 
reevaluate the deanery structure, which it did at its spring 
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meeting, recommending to. Bishop and Council that the Missionary 
~ District of Idaho be divided into four deaneries rather than 
three, Thus the Boise Deanery now only includes Boise, McCall 
and Mountain Home, 


On September. 28, 1962 the deans of the four deaneries met with 
the Bishop to ccetaneliae areas within which various programs could 
be implemented. Following this, on October 15th, the clergy 
and the District Associate of Christian Education gathered to 
explore the possibilities of a planning council for the Boise 
Deanery. Although such a council was not established at this 
time, it was generally agreed that the operating procedure for 
the Boise Deanery would be simply to make available certain 
conferences and programs on an invitational basis to all congre- 
gations within the deanery without the coercive machi of a 
planning council. 


Between November 11th and 18th such a program was provided for 
the deanery by St. Michael's Cathedral who sponsored the Mission 
to Boise in the Rev. John Ryan, OH C. During this week a quiet 
day for the clergy was held by the Cathedral, and a Mission to 
Young People was held at All Saints', Fr..Ryan also held 
portions of his Mission at each of the churches in Boise. The 
Cathedral has also invited participation in its Christian Educ- 
ation training programs throughout the deanery. ;

In his annual address to the Episcopal Churchwomen the 
Rt. Rev. Norman L. Foote, Bishop of Idaho, stressed the fact 
that "The purpose of the E CW and the purpose and aim of the 
church are the same - to fulfill the purpose of the church,’ 
wherever we may be." To this end women's groups can provide: 


1 - Additional forms of worship through quiet days, 
retreats, corporate communions, etc, 

2 - To know of their Christian Faith through study groups, 
lectures, panel discussions and showing their interest 
in the church throughout the world by Mission study, 

3- In the area of Christian Service, where group work is 

more effective than individual effort. Women should 
stop making financial aid to churches - should reach 
out to needs of the church in community and world.(in 
this area Bishop Foote suggested scholarships to again 
make possible the Camp schedule for the handicapped 
children fran the Nampa State School.) 


Bishop Foote emphasized that church groups should never ask 
for donations from local merchants, 


Father King conducted the installation of the newly elected 
officers of the Idaho Episcopal Churchwomen,. 


Father King spoke briefly of his admiration and love for the 
people of Cuba stemming from his years of service in Cuba. and 
suggested the E C W allocate the offering at the Spring Confer- 
ence for Cuban-relief,

After the ingathoring, the parish treasurer immediately sends 
the money to the district chairman and it is recorded and sent 
directly to Mr. Franklin for investment. The General Division 
meets three times a year to study and make their decisions on 
requests for grants. There are many more requests than there is 
money available and several must be refused. 


The money from our little Blue Boxes goes out all over the 
world to build our Churches, keep them in repair, provide women 
workers to assist the clergy - and sometimes take over the 
duties where no clergyman is available. It buys cars, air- 
planes, sewing machines, typewriters and many more necessary 
items too numerous to mention in. this report. 


This is a very important work of’ the Episcopal Churchwomen 
with no hardship or effort on anyone, Without this money our 
‘Missions would suffer greatly.

Again, the Episcopal Church Women of Idaho have shown concern 
for others less ee ee than they, and have given generously. 
to the Supply program of the Church, Our efforts this year 
(1961-1962) have been directed to helping Sister Joan Margaret 
of St. Vincent's School for Handicapped Children in Port-au- 
Prince, Haiti; and Susan roped, R.N.e, Of Good Shepherd Chapel, 
Venetic, Alaska. 


We sent Sister Joan Margaret (50.00 to be used for buying 
material to be made into dresses by the girls in her school for 
themselves and other needy members of their community. This 
giving of money saves substantial amounts in postage and affords © 
work for the girls and an added pride in théir accomplishments 
as scamstresses. 10.00 in cash was sent to Nurse Carter, which 
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she used to buy first aid supplies fran sources closer to her 
work in northern Alaska. The women in Guilds and other Church 
groups supplied warm clothing to the Chapel in Venetie, Alaska, 
in the form of flannel pajamas, sweaters, knitted caps, mittens,. 
and sox for the sixty or more children in the Mission, 


29 assignments were sent out to Church Guilds. 28 of these 
were filled. (Church women spent “386.27 for clothing and 328,50 
for postage ( some Guilds did not report postage, so the actual 
amount spent is larger.) From the Budget we spent $88.2 for 
clothing and 412.76 for postage and supplies. The cash total, 
including the checks for 50,00 and {10.00, is (575.95. We are 
grateful for this generous support.

The District Board of the Episcopal Church Women have included 
in their Budget, funds for College Work programs at four Idaho 
campuses. $75.00 was sent to Idaho State College, Pocatello; 
$50.00 to the University of Idaho, Moscow; {50.00 to the Boise 
Junior College, and this year the College of Idaho, Caldwell, 
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received 75.00. 


In March 1962, letters were sent to all Presidents of guilds 
or the local Chairmen of Gollege Works, suggesting that some 
church program be held before the end of the spring term 
honoxing the graduating Seniors from their Parishes, — 


In aaeenber another letter was sent ae included information 
sheets to be filled out for each Episcopal youth attending 
college. Replics were received from 12 of the 27 Parishes. The 
District Chairman received information on 61 students and 
forwarded them to 28 Chaplains throughout the United States and 
one to Canada. Approximately 5% of these students are 
enrolled in Idaho Schools, with 18 at the University .of Idaho.

Following breakfast, the business session resumed at 9:35 am, 
in the church, with opening prayer by the Bishop. 


The report of the Secretary of Bishop and Council was pres-= 
ented by title by the Rev. Stanton Tates (p 8). ‘Motion to 
accept seconded and carried. 


The report of the Department of Finance was presented by Mr. 
Robert Hogg by title ‘p-51). Motion for its acceptance 
seconded and carried. After acceptance of the report as such, 
Mr, Hogg proceeded.to present and explain individual recom= 
mendations upon which a vote of Convocation was necessarye 
The first recommendation was that there be an annual appeal for 
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Contributions to the Revolving Loan Fund of the District. Motion 
to that effect made and seconded, Discussion brought out 
further explanation of the Revolving Fund, which was established 
as a result of the District Development Program, which concludes 
this year. Mr. Doane, chairman of the D. D. P., explained that 
the capital improvements and contribution to the Church Divinity 
School envisioned by the Development Program had been paid for, 
and that the remainder now constituted the Revolving Fund, The 
principal of that fund is for low-interest loans to parishes and 
missions for assistance in capital improvements, and the inter-= 
est is available for grants and loans to seminarians. The 
question was called and the motion carried, 


Mr. Hogg then presented the 196i budget for approval. (p 55) 
The motion for its acceptance was seconded, During discussion, 
part of the delegation from the Church of the Ascension, Twin 
Falls, questioned the advisability of a deficit budget, as 
presented. After further discussion, the question was called 
for and the budget accepted, 


Mr. Hogg then offered the following resolution.

There being no further nominations, the Bishop declared them 
_ closed. and ballots were distributed, Tellers appointed were: 
Messrs. Campbell, Short, Passmore, Williams and Stevlingson, 


It was moved, seconded and carried that voting be by prefer- 
ential ballot, to avoid the necessity for runoff; thus, in the 
case of deliepates, the one receiving the most votds would be the 
delegate, and the alternates thosé receiving the next highest 
number, in order. 


Dean Spofford then reported for the Special Committee on the 
Aging, He explained something of the nature of the committee, 
that of necessity,.it was confined largely to Ada County, but 
that the rest of the District was kept informed by regular 
reports. (p 63). The major accomplishment of the Committee has 
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been the opening of the old Bishop's residence as a center for 
the elderly. The Committee considers this a worthwhile effort 
for the Church to widertake, as they have found that often the 
needs for companionship and activity were more important than 
medical and financial fieeds with the elderly. He requested the 
continuation of the committee for another year. It was moved, 
seconded and carried that his report be accepted and that the 
committee be continued for another year. 


The report of the Trustees of the Endowment Fund and the 
Revolving Loan Fund was presented by title. Its acceptance was 
moved, seconded and carried. (p 61) 


The final report of the St. Ancrew's Lot Fund was presented by 
title by the Bishop. The debt has been paid off, even though a 
few pledges remain eee Ths delegation from Twin Falls 
reported that their pledge had been paid, although the report 
showed it still due. Motion to accept the report seconded and 
carried. (p 67) 


The Bishop called for reports of the Deaneries. Réports of 
the Pocatello, Boise and Wester: Dseneries were pz esented by 
title by the respective Deans, and motions for their seceptance 
seconded ard carried.

At 11:00 am, the Bishop adjourned the session for coffee, 
Called to order again at 11335 am. 


The Bishop asked Dean Spofford to introduce to Convocation 
the two Seminarian Interns from the Cathedral who were present, 
They are Jeffrey Cave from General Theological Seninary in 
New York, and Mr. Wharton Sinkler from the Church Divinity 
School of the Pacific. It was moved, seconded and carried that 
they, and also the Rev. Lee Davis, student chaplain at the 
University of Idaho, be given seat and voice in Convocation, 


The report of the Committee on the Bishop's Charge was called 
for. The Bishop pointed out that the Committee had been asked

(excuse the expression) financial needs of his clergy, and 


Whereas we dread the possibility that our Bishop might be 
attracted to a wider field of service, and 


Whereas it is not within our canonical authority to raise 
his salary, it being determined by the National Council, and 


‘Whereas in his creative leadership and continued efforts 
to awaken the Church in Idaho to a greater witness, he is 
committed to many conferences and numerous consultations 
involving many miles of travel, and-expense far exceeding 
his present travel allowances 


“Be it resolved that this Convocation grant an increase of 
fifteen hundred dollars ($1500.00) to the Bishop's annual 
travel allowance, retroactive as of January first, 196). 


Considerable discussion ensued. Agreement was general shat we 
would like to supplement our wat salary, whether by travel 
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allowance, “hospitality fund" or some other means. The question 
never actually resolved, as to how this additional amount would 
be raised, The chairman of the Finance Department, Mr. Hogg 
pointed out that we had already adopted a deficit budget, and 
that if this amount were added to the regular Budget, it would 
only increase the deficit more. No decision being arrived at, 
other than that it was the desire of Convocation to comply with 
this resolution, the means of doing so was left to the Depart- 
ment of Finance and Missions. Motion to accept the resolution 
was seconded and carried. 


7. Idaho Council of Churches 
Whereas this Convocation has, in past years, urged its 
members to sériously consider their responsibility concern- 
ing ecumenical relations with other branches of Christ's 
Holy Church, and has especially urged its Bishop to enter 
into discussion with the members of these other bodies, and 


"Whereas this be an excellent, if not the only real, oppor- 
tunity to make a true and visabie witness; as well as the 
opportunity to present our views to the people of this 
state, and an effective means of cooperation on the Dist-e 
rict level amongst the severgl bodies of Christians, and 


“Whereas our members do feel sufficiently secure in their 
own faith so that they, with charity and understanding can, 
we hope, listen and talk with members of other Christian 
bodies, and 


"Whereas our people do know more surely the real nature 
of the Church; 


"Be it resolved that we, the fifty-fifth annual Convocation 
of the Missionary District of Idaho, do urge our Bishop to 
enter immediately upon a positive course of action which 
will lead to the inclusion of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church of the Missionary District of Idaho in the proposed 
organization of the Idaho Council of Churches; with this 
one provisions 


"That, in connection with Article VII, Sec. 2 of the pro- 
posed Constitution of the Idaho Council of Churches, it be 
firmly stated and added that, 


"Those member cnurches disagreeing with any resolution or 
statement of the Idaho Council of Churches, and who abstain 
from voting in any matter whatsoever, be so named in 
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connection with any publication of said resolution or 
‘statement, if so desired." 


Motion to receive the resolution seconded, Reference was made 
to the proposed Constitution, which was in the hands of most 
delegates, and to the particular articie mentioned in the resol= 
ution. The fear was expressed by some that the concluding para= 
graph, with its provision, might hinder our entrance into the 
State Council, and an amendment was mowed and seconded that the 
entire paragraph be stricken from the resolution. In discussion 
of the amendment Mr. Douglas Kramer a member of the committee 
which drafted the resolution, auplained that they felt that this 
was a necessarv safeguard for any of the menber churches. 

Bishop Foote pointed out that in the National Council of 
Mata oe and similar organizations, the Episcopal Church, and 

st other member churehes, make it clear that pronouncements of 
ie Council are not binding upon member churches unless accepted 
by them through their cwn governing bodies, The question was 
called for on the amendment and i* wes defeated.

Further discussion still raised a genuine coneern that the 
final provision of the resolution might handicap our entrance 
into the: Council, It was pointed ows that the sonstitution 
under discussion was only a "proposed" one, and that other 
bodies entering the council would urdoubtedly have questions and 
reservations about portions of it as well. An opinion was asked 
Of the Chancellor, and his opinior was that, as worded, this was 

a proviso to our approval of the fina: Constitution, As g 
ceuetane an amendment was moved and seconded that the word 
“provision” be replaced Waitin the word "suggestion", thus convey= 
.ing the feeling of our Convocation, without pessibly tying the 
hands. of. ower representatives, Without further discussion, the 
amendment was voted upon and passed, and the resolution9 as 
amended was voted upon and passede 

The Rev. Warren Howell proposed a resolution that Convocation 
ask the clergy to call to the attention of their congregations 
the recent report of our own National Council Committee on 
Ecumenical Relations about the National Council of Churches. It 
was pointed out that discussion and. action of a similar nature 
had taken place at last year's Convocation, and that further 
action was therefore ‘not necessary. Motion to table the resol- 
ution seconded and passed.

Noonday Prayers were led by the Rev. Kale King, following 
which the session was adjourned for Lunch.

of the Laity and Clergy, led by Mrs, Robert Rodenmayer and the 
Rev. Jack Viggers; (5) Christian Education, led by Mrs. Marian 
Emery and the Rev. James H. Davis. 


The annual ‘Convocation Banquet was held Saturday evening, Feb. 
8, at Grace Church Parish Hall. Mr» Re Baker Young was Master 
of Ceremonies, and’the speaker of the avening was the Rt. Rev. 
Allen W. Brown, Bishop of Albany. 


Holy Communion was celebrated Sunday morning, Feb. 9, at 8.am, 
in Grace Church Parish Hall. The Bishop was the Celebrant and 
Preacher. He was assisted by the Rev. Messrs. Johnson, Myers 
and Cochrane. 


Following breakfast, the business session was resumed at 10:00 
aM es in the Parish Hall. 


The Bishop read a letter of fraternal greetings from the Idaho 
District of the Lutheran Church in America to our Convocation, 
It was moved, seconded and carried that the Secretary reply, 
expressing our appreciation for these greetings.

The report of the College Commission was submitted by the Rev. 
M. Dale Vandegrift by title, and motion for its acceptance 
seconded and carried. Each of the College Chaplains submitted 
his report by title, with brief comments, including the Rev. 
Messrs. Smolen (Boise Junior Colless), Vandegrift (College of 
Idaho), Howlett (Idaho State University), and Davis (University 
of Idaho). Fr. Davis reported in more detail on the College 
Conference Tour conducted last summer by himself and Chaplain 
Dean: Holt of Washington State University, covering the Districts 
of Spokane and Idaho. It was moved,..seconded and carried that 
the four chaplains’ reports be accepted. (p 56) 


In ‘the absence of the Christian Education Associate, Miss 
Letitia Croan, the Bishop submitted hez report by title. Its 
acceptance was) moved, seconded and carried. (p 61) 


The Bishop announced the schedule of the visit of the Rt. Rev. 
Angus Dun, Bishop of Washington, D.C., retired. -Bishop Dun 
will be in the District throughout Lent, and will be speaking 
to clergy and laity at various places in the District. 


Mr. Philip Tate spoke briedly on the work of the Brotherhood 
of St. Andrew, and called attention to their exhibit at Convo=- 
cation. He also announced the Laymen's retreat at Paradise — 
Point, Sept. il-13, with Fr. Trotter as leader.

by widows of clergy resident in Idaho, as some are known to be 
quite small, and to report to the next Convocation for considere 
ation and appropriate action. He read a memorial fran the 
Diocese of San Joaquin to General Convention, requesting consid-= 
eration of the matter of lowering the permissive age for clergy 
retirement at full benefits from sixty-eight to sixty-five.

The Reve Je Donald Skinner announced that the Committee on 
Constitution and Canons had nothing to report. 


Dr. Don Obee reported for the Committee on the Time and Place 
of the next Convocation, An invitation was received from 
St. John's, Idaho Falis. There being a remote possibility that 
if the building program soon to be undertaken by that parish 
were delayed, it might make it difficult for them to entertain 
Convocation, the Church of the Ascension agreed to be available 
as an alternate choice, The motion to accept the report of the 
Committee, with this understanding, was seconded and carried. 


The Secretary was asked to give a report on the findings of 
Saturday's discussion groups, as compiled at the reporting 
session of the group leaders Saturday night. 


Report of Group Discussion, First Hour 

"The first hour's discussion showed a surprising similarity 
of response from all groups, although the discussion of each was 
influenced to some extent by the special area of discussion 
assigned for the second hour. 
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"All of the groups gave serious consideration to Mutual Res= 
ponsibility and Interdependence in the Body of Christ". 
Various points in it were discussed by all. groups, particularly 
in relation to their chosen subject, One leader felt that a 
resolution regarding the Document should be brought before Con= 
vocation, to jndicate our response to it, but the concensus of 
the other leaders was that this was hardly necessary, as there 
was no question in the mind of any but what it, along with the 
Bishop's Charge, had deeply influenced ail of our Somes 


"Discussion of essential and secondary needs was vee and 
not too specific. In general, we were aware that, here in Idaho 
at) least, most congregations had adequate resources of physical 
properties, talented laity, welitrained clergy, and "plenty of 
empty pews". The essential needs are to establish some new 
priorities, not only in spending our financial resources, but 
in the use of the time and energies and talents of both laity - 
and clergy. What are the clergy doing that laymen could be 
doing as well or better? And, what is even more important, are 
there ways in which the laity could better be using their time 
and talents for the mission of the Church, in the light of 

"MRI®? We have already begun thi nking along these Lines ata 
District level, and some instance av the Deanery and local 
levei. We need, therefore, to strengthen and intensify these 
effcrts already be gune 


"As to the priorities of activities, the groups did not limit 
themselves to four, nor was thers any particular order of 
importance. These could be summarized ase 

i, Communication: at, and between, ail levels of the Church, 

2. Education: -as necessarily related to the above, to know 

better what the needs are, and strategy to meet them. 

3. Missionary outreach: again, at all Loveoee not just 

_ "foreign" missions. 
lh. Pastoral concern: for each other, and for others in the 
- community and outside =-- both clergy and laity. 
5. Ecumenical relationships: again at all levels, for better 
understanding of foblows phate oem. and a more united 
effort with them, ; : 


Other comments regarding priorities included emphasis on the 
necessity for a thorough study at ali levels of the Church, to 
determine real needs and priorities; also, the succinct remark 
in one group that pfiorities meant "determining which is most 
"to the glory of God", mission or monument." 
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"Not all the groups had time to get to the second question of 
the first hour, regarding the function of a Bishop, but some of 
the thoughts expressed are as follows: 


1. That the Bishop should be freed from some cof his present 
administrative and pnousekeepi ng! responsibilities, so that 
he could be more of a pastor and father-in-God to clergy 
and laity alike. 


2. That, if given mere opportunity to be with local congre- 
eations, his presence there should be as our Bishop, 
teacher and leader, not just as an "added attraction": even 
though his presence might serve to attract some to the 
Church, that should not be the primary reason for his pres-= 
ence. 


3. That opportunity should be mads for his official visits to 
be more "in depth"; to meet with Confirmands beforehand, to 
come to know more ciosely parigh officers, and the clergy 
family. Midweek, rather than always Sunday, visitations. 
would aid in this, as well as give the Bishop an occasional 
weekend with his fanily. 


he If we believe in the polity of the Anglican Communion, then 
the Bishop should, in a very reali sense, personify the 
larger Church to the local congregation, and it is in this 
sense that we would like all te know him better.

Group The Structure and Organization of the Church: There 
to do away with some of the present qieGineti ous in 
terminology == ¢.g., district -- diocese, mission <= parish, 
vicar <- rector, etc., and rethink the meaning behind them in 
terms of the Bishop's Charge, in order that the Bishop might 
have more flexibility in the placing of clergy.

wishes THE BISHOP'S CHARGE 


TO THE DELEGATES TO THE FIFTY-FIFTH ANNUAL CONVOCATION OF THE - 
MISSIONARY DISTRICT OF IDAHO AND TO THE MEMBERS OF THE EPISCOPAL 
CHURCH IN IDAHO. 


"Brethren, my prayer for the Missionary District of Idaho is 
that we become more missionary in deed as well as in name." 
These are not my words but are part of the address which Bishop 
Rhea gave to Convocation on the eve of his retirement in 1956. 
As you know, Bishop Rhea never realiy retired but entered into 
a ministry of assistance to the Bishop of Olympia and as chapla- 
in to three hospitals in Seattle, fully as demanding as his — 
‘former work as Bishop of Idaho, In his whole ministry of deep 
concern for all kinds of people, he was himself truly a mission= 
ary. We have established a memorial’ fund.in the District for a 
permanent memorial to him, but no,finer memorial could be given 
than for the Episcopal Church in idahe to fuifill his wish and, 
in doing.so, find more certainly our real purpose in the mission 
of the church to ail men. : 


I will return to the missionary theme of this address shortly 
but first it is required of your Bishop that he give you same 
summary of the State of the Church in Idaho and review the 
events of the past year. ] 

For the first year since I have been here I can report that 
none of the clergy felt the cail to wider service and all who 
were here last. year are still in Idahc. In addition, the Rev, 
George H. Quarterman, Jr. has joined our staff, serving as vicar 
in Rupert and Burley, and the Fev. Daniel S. Smolen has come to 
be the junior canon at St. Michael's Cathedral, We also rejoice 
in the arrival of Capt. Ciyde Estss at the mission of the Good 
Shepherd in Fort Hall to serve with the Rev. Paul J. Tracy in 
that areas. Fr. Tracy has moved to American Falls and will serve 
_the church there as well as continuing to work at Fort Hall. 

The Rev. Kale King moved from_the Rupert-Burley Field to become 
Rector of St. Mary's Parish in Emmett. The Rev. Andrew E, 

fsboe retired in 1958 but graciously continued to hold regular 
services and to do pastoral work in American Falls, as he and I 
agreed, temporarily. This temporary duty has continued for six 
years until it ee possible to make our present arrangement for 
American Falls, I know that you all join with me in appreci- 
ation for his attemes loyalty and devotion in this way and I 
suspect that Fr. Asboe knows that we will continue to find 
various kinds of temporary duty for him in the years ahead. Also 
in June of this year it was possible for us to appoint the Rev. 
David W. Blackaller as our first full time chaplain in the Boise 
area. We trust that his work with patients and staff at 
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Sts Luke's Hospital, the Veterans Hospital and other instituti- 
Ofis will te increasingly valued and demonstrate in a concrete 
way the church's concern for the needs of people in this area. 


During the past year the following improvements were made in 
Church property; new residences for the clergy were built in 
Idaho Falls and Blackfoot. Substantial improvements were made 
in both the church and Tuttle House at St. Michael's Cathedral. 
As a result of a fire caused by lightning Christ Church in 
Shoshone was substantially rebuilt and in the process various 
improvements were added. Five acres of land wére purchased for 
the site of a second church in Idaho Falls. For these improve- 
ments $11,500 was given by the National Council for the land 
purchased. ih Idaho Falls and $6,000 toward the vicarage in), 
Blackfoot. In 196), St. John's, Idaho Falls is planning the 
construction of a new church, and Trinity Memorial Church in 
Rupert plans to build a vicarage to replace the one destroyed 
by fire several years ago, Ali Saints’, Boise also is develope 
ing plans for a new church at some future date. 


The District Development Fund continues its good record of 
collection, though the third year of the campaign is showing 
some decline. Of the $238,000 in total pledges, at this time 
almost ,$180,;000 has been received. by the end of 1963. All the 


amount of our pledge of $60,000 to the Church Divinity School of 
the Pacific. ALI income now being received becomes a part of 
the permanent endowment. fund of the District through the 
Revolving Loan Find. Interest and gifts to the scholarship 

fund made possible grants to pur seminarians of $1,750 this 
past year. The Department of Finance is bringing to your 
attention a resolution asking continuance of the Revolving 

Loan Fand through an annual appeal to all our people. 


For the second year we are living on a stewardship pledging 
basis from each parish and mission, Pledges have increased 
from $59,000 in 1962 to $66,000 in 196) and the record of 
actual payment of pledges is improved as well, I would point 
out to you that the budget presented for 196) shows a deficit 
of some $)},000 which will need to be met by an extra effort on 
the part of individuals or congregations. The only other 
solution would be to reduce our staff or borrow funds from the 
bank to meet the need. I hope we do not have to resort to this 
sélution, The situation is brought about chiefly because we 
shave no vacancies at the present time, yet ina sense this is 
an erroneous statement, for we do have needs for additional 
clergy and work for them to do but we do not have the resources 
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available to undertake any of these, opportunities at this time. 
It has been necessary for me to suggest already to our one 
student who graduates from seminary this year that he begin to 
look elsewhere than Idaho for ack h this. June. 


As most of you know, this Copmeneition is being asked to 
consider joining the Idaho State Council of Churches which 
presently is being organized, 1 believe Idaho is about the 
last of the 50 states to organize such a Council. In 1961, 
as you will recall, Convocation passedtwo resolutions -on this 
subject. One encouraged the Bishop to work to develop inter- 

. church cooperation on the state level, and the other sought 

to strengthen all efforts we might make toward Christian unity, 
With this suprort we have continusd to work on a variety of 
levels toward understanding among the churches in Idaho. One 
result has been the proposal that istefore you here. It is 
one small step among many that must. be made to provide a place 
where the various churches in Idaho may communicate with each 
other and may develop those kinds of action which canke more 
effectively done together than they now are being done 
separately. There are, of course, some risks involved that 
such a State Council of Churches may from time to time make 
statements with which we may not agrse, though the Constitution 
and by-laws amply protect each church's autonomy and right to 
absent itself from decisions 1% can ues accept. I would venture 
to say, however, that we Episcopalians do not always agree with 
everything this Convocation may say om do, or that our National 
Council or General Convention may adopt, but we remain members 
of the family and areable to disagree and still maintain our 
essential unity. I am asking, therefore, the Committee on the 
Bishop's Charge nae aoa uS an appropriate resolution for the 
consideration of this Convocation. 


In previous sddrenace I have commended to you the parish 
family plan of the "Episcopalian" as a means of getting a very 
good church magazine in every home. In the past year, 225 
subscriptions have bsen added in this way. Parish family plans 
now Operate, in 7 missions and 2 parishes. Of the total of 56 
subscriptions in Idaho at present 511 of them are’ in these — 
‘9. places, leaving only 35 subscriptions in all of the rest of 
the District. The cost of $2,00 a family is not beyond the 
reach of any of our churches. In this connection, your Bishop 
and Council hesitate to publish as many issues of the "Idaho 
Messenger" as we have in the past and plan in 196) to have not 
more than four issues unless popular demand and the necessary 
additional funds are made available. 
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I would also remind the delegates that the last Convocation 
passed a resolution urging all congregations in Idaho to place 
_in their budgets a sum equal to $1,00 a communicant for 
theological education and to devote the Sunday set aside for an 
offering for this purpose to education about the ministry. A 
few have been able to do this but most still are relying on the 
offering, Iwould urge that all places undertake this more 
reasonable approach to our responsibility to the seminaries of 
the church, 


In Toronto last Avgust representatives of all the Dioceses of 
the Anglican Communion met to discuss the life and work of our 
communion in the world today, Presented to this Congress was a 
document written by the Primates of the 18 self governing 
churches that made up our communion, This document has now 
been communicated to all the member churches and has been 
suggested as required reeding for every delegate to Convocation 
and ought to be read and studied by every member of the church 
in each congregation. Its title is as ponderous ag you might 
expect for the Anglican cumunion, "Muiual Responsibility and 
Interdependence in the Body of Girish.” Be that as it may, it 
is a document of tremendous importance to all of us and, if 
taken seriously, can mean new life ard vitality for each diocese 
and each local congregation, We will be dealing, I am sure, 
with its implications for several years to come. It reminds us 
of our primary missionary purpose as a church and calls for a 
reevaluation of our life and structure that we may become a 
more effective instrument to fulfill this purpose. The dis- 
cussion groups will be dealing with this material this afternoon 
as it applies to various parts of ow common life as Christians, 
I, therefore, would make here only a few ooservyations of areas 
we ought to study. 


The document includes the following statements: 


"That each church begin at once a radical study of its own 
obedience to Mission, Included in this should be a study of its 
structures, of its Theology of Mission and its priorities in 
decision, We need to ask whether our structures are appropri- 
ate to our world and Church as it is, and, if not, how they 
should be changed. 


"We need to examine rigorously the senses in which we use the 
word ‘mission’ as describing something we do for somebody else. 
We need to examine our priorities, asking whether in face we 
are not putting secondary needs of our own ahead of essential 
needs of our brothers." 
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‘We are aware that such a program as we propose, if it is seen 
in its true size and accepted, will mean the death of much that 
is faniliar in our crurches now. 1% will mean radical changes 
in our priorities - even leading us to share with others at 
least as much as we spend upon ourseives." 


"In substarice what we are really asking is the rebirth of 
the Anglican Communion, which means the death of many old things, 
but - infinitely more = the birth of entirely new relationships. 
We regard this as the essential task before the churchés of the 
Anglican Communion now." 


In the light of the praens ite, i would indulge ina little 
self examination of the Episcopal Chuech in Idaho. I have known 
it intimately only for the last seven years. In that time 
certainly changes have taken place which can be documented. 

Our membership has increased by 15% and there are now almost 
1000 more Episcopalians in Idane, Our staff of full time clergy 
and lay workers has increased from 16 to 30. Our income from 
our members has increased for all perposes about 80% or almost 
$200,000 annually. Of that amount che various congregations 
have increased their giving to btedl sslonaxy work of the church 
in the District from $20,000 in 1955 to $66,000 in 196k, or 
better than 30%. Our giving +o the Nea tional Church for the 
mission of the church in other places has increased from $7,500 
to almost $18,000 in 1963. In ° wis yame time we have built 

6 parish halls, built or purchased 1% revtories and vicarages, 
2 new churches, 2 combination churen and parish hall buildings, 
made 5 major addit ions to existing parish halls and acquired 
15 acres of land in 3 locations for rew work, acquired a- 
District office building, a residence for the Bishop, built two 
buildings andtwo cabins at our conference center, all fora 
total cost in excess of $865,000, In this same period we have 
_received from the Home Department of the National Council 
$339,000 for operating expenses and $99,000 in grants for 
capital funds. The giving of the Home Department has risen 
from an annual amount of $3,000 to almost $60,000 a year. 


These are facts and figures which indicate some things about 
us. Obviously the stewardship of individual members is at a 
letter level and we have more staff and better equipment for 
them to use. In total dollars we are a non self supporting 
area dependent upon the National Church for our continuing 
growth, Few if any of our additions to property can be 
described as luxurious or unnecessary. On the other hand, 
our giving to the mission of the church outside our own 
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boundaries does not begin to approach anything like the money 
we spend upon ourselves. 


But there are other questions we should ask that do not find 
such easy or statistical replies, Is the organization and 
structure of the Episcopal Church in Idaho more or less relevant 
to the world we live in today? Do our people know more surely 
thereal nature of the church and the meanings, joys and 
responsibilities this brings to their lives? Do we have more 
or less parochialism and other forms of group exclusiveness 
and selfishness? Do our members feel sufficiently secure in 
their own faith that they, with charity and understanding, can 
listen and talk with members of other Christian bodies? 


When an individual is confirmed in St. Jude’s Church in the 
Valley dees he think he has joinea the local congregation, or a 
branch of the Catholic Church of God which, while it is called 
the Angelican Communion today, has more enters in it that are 
neither white nor English speaking than those who are? Does he 
know that thousands of his fellow churchmen are poor and often 
hungry, without adequate medical care, worshipping in church 
buildings that can be washed away in a heavy rain, served by 
anywhere from one third to one tenth of the leadership he has in 
the United States? Does he know that it takes 10,000 Episcopal- 
ians to support out of their generosity one overseas missionary? 
Does te pray for his fellow Christians, or, indeed, has he been 
taught to pray at all? Will he continue to learn and study the 
faith, be regular in worship, frequent in self offering in the 
Euchrist, a steward of his time, talents and treasure, frequent 
in acts of compassion and growing in the joy and strength of 
his Lord? 


These questions we cannot answer or answer only in part but 
these questions we must ask. For example, is our Diocesan 
Organization and structure an effective or ineffective instru- 
ment of God's purpose and how it might be improved. Many of 
us have felt that the present organization of missionary dist- 
ricts in the U.S.A. is an anachronism and that all should be 
Diocese regardless of their ability to support themselves 
financially; but, do we dare apply this to the difference 
between organized missions and parishes in a Diocese. We have 
parishes and missions, rectors and vicars, vestries and Bishop's 
committees, but what is the essential meaning of the difference? 
The Bishop has authority in the missions, if he wants to use it, 
but in the parishes he is present largely only on invitation. 
Does not in point of fact the whole system provide opportunities 
for parochialism and congregationalism which may not always hold 
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the interest of the whole church in mind? Look for a moment at 
this process: . 


Ste Melodious' of the West Bench kas been a mission for ten 
years, It was started through a grant of money from the 
Diocese for its land and through Diocesan loans, commercial 
loans, building funds compaigns,. It now has a fine church, 
parish hall, and vicarage.. Gradually it has increased its 
giving until. now it is self supporting. It petitions the 
Convention to become a parish. It wanted to become self 
supporting partly to relieve the Diocese for new work in other 
. places and partly to achieve the measure of independence that 
goes with being a parish. There is more prestige in being a 
rector than a vicar and, also for’ some, the delightful prospect 
of less interference from Diocesan authorities. Now what 
happens? The Convention rejoices ard passes the necessary 
resolutions complete with the singing of the Doxology. The 
parish proceeds to become a separate corporation at some 
expense and -to acquire the deeds to the property, which in part 
at least represents some investment of the larger church, and — 
then to rent a safe deposit box in which to put this conerete 
evidence of their maturity. The vi is called a rector and 
finds himself in ene of the strongest legal positions for the 
preservation of incompetence that may has ever devised. Not 
that he necessarily is incompetent, but he could be or his 
successor might be. if he stays moral as far ag the congre= 
gation knows, calls on the sick, and preaches acceptable if not 
exciting sermons he has life tenure and nobody can move hime 
Worse than this, if he has exceptional gifts which could be 
better used in less mature places toere is no provision for 
strategic use of these abilities. Fron here on, the cooperation 
and understanding of the members of the congregation on the life 
and work of the church in the Diocese, Nation and World depend 
upon the rector and the vestry. The parish can become a little 
island concerned cheifly with its own growth, frightened by the 
establishment of any new work near its borders, using its surp- 
lus funds, its memorial gifts in various forms of unnecessary 
self decoration, I have overdrawn the picture but it has 
happened and it does happen in some measure all the time, 


What, after all, is the essential unit of life in the 
Episcopal Church? Certainly, it carmot be the local parish or 
mission if it be Episcopal at all. It is from the office of 
a Bishop that the laity become adult, responsible members in 
confirmation and from the Bishop that the clergy derive their 
ministry in ordination. Centered in the office of the Bishop 
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In the structure of the Diocese we have the smaliest conceivable 
unit of an Episconal. Church. I do not say this to exalt Bishops, 
for as individuals we are all weak, sinful men, But the office 
of the Bishop is another matter and under proper constitutional 
safeguards with ample opportunities for the expression of the 
mind of clergy and laity it is of central necessity in our 
church. It therefore seems right to suggest that in his office 
the Bishop should have greater opportunities to assist and 
influence decisions in the placement of clergy, in the develop- 
ment of interdependence between the various congregations of the 
Diocese in such a way that the resources of money and leadership 
can be mutually shared and strategically used. 


If we as members one of another, do not the priorities of the 
whole body have to come before the good but often unnecessary 
luxuries of some part of the bedy? In recent years we have 
deplored the elaborate displays of flowers at funerals, for 
example, and have persuaded people te give the equivalent in 
memorials to local memorial funds, Every church has one of 
these but the use to which they are put often seems no more 
vital than the former practice. There seems to come a time 
when all you can do is replace used fonts with new ones and used 
altars with new ones until one aimos* wonders if the wording on 
memorial plaques should not be reversed so that the last Phrase 
is (in loving memory of God," 


In another, though related area, what should we be doing in 
the education of our members in the mission of the church? One 
of the most significant educational opportunities of the church 
comes-a@t the time of confirmation, For some time in advance, 
adults in one group and adolescents in another are prepared for 
this event. This preparation is different for each group be- 
cause of their age and interests and is probably more meaningful 
for the adult than anyone else. I do not want to do away with 
confirmation of our youth for I think it has a very meaningful 
place in their lives, but I would suggest that we increase the 
opportunity for these who are confirmed as children to receive 
the same kind of instruction and help that adults receive before 
they are confirmed, 


In the last year we have started in the District several 
schoo]s of theology for the laity. They are not yet crowded in 
attendance but they are a beginning and they should be continued 
and helped to grow. 


In these few suggestions relative to the new task of the 
Anglican Communion as it applies to our life and fellowship in 
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Idaho I have just barely begun the process of examination and 
exploration that needs to go on if we would make our church 
life, its traditions and institutions, effective instruments 
of our Lord. You will continue this exploration in the 
discussion groups tomorrow and I trust in groups in each 
parish and mission throughout the District in the future. 


These examinations and explorations may be sometimes painful 
to us but we should not avoid them for that reason. Their 
purpose is not to indulge in seas of self criticism but to see 
more clearly the ways in which we can serve our Lord and his 
. Church in these critical.days. In the end it will be the same 
Gospel that we witness to in words and lives = only the witness 
may be more clearly presented, mcs deeply lived, more easily — 
understood, The joy and adventure of the Christian mission 
will be ours that Christ may be Lord of all, May our prayers 
be as was Bishop Rhea’s, that we begome more missionary in 
deed as well as in name.

It was decided 
to continue the District Development Fund on a voluntary basis 
in the future. Mr. Hogg reported that our 196) expenditures 
will not-be wiet by our 1964 Stewardship pledges.

b, Attempts were made to explore and establish 'priority stan- 
dards! in establishing new or expanding old work in the district 
of Idaho. On occasion, this involved consultative field trips 
on the part of department members and a corresponding response 
on the part of groups or persons wishing aid from the District. 
In this area, we have served as a consultative body to the 
Bishop as he dispensed budgetry or Development Fund itemss and 


Ce We continued interest in the extra-district mission of the 
Church. This was expressed in two ways: 


(1) The bringing of outside speakers to the District for 
‘education and interpretation of the broader work of the Church, 
Two bishops =-- the Rt. Rev. Donald Arden, bishop of Nyassaland 
together with his wife, Janes; and the Rt. Rev. Philip Parmar 
of Sagalapur, India == honored us this yeare 


(2) We evaluated our function as an educational and action 
department in light of the Mutual Responsibility Report of the 
Anglican Congress and are making plans to deepén our educati- 
onal efforts in light of that document's challenges,

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CHRISTIAN EDUCATION 


"Seeing to it that a growing number of leaders within the 
District untertake such extensive training in additional skills 
so that they can be available to local congregations for job 
training is the major focus of this Department at the present 
time." 


The above quotation from the 1962 Annual. Report of the Depart- 
ment of Chrigtian Education adequately describes the present 
major focus of this Department. Providing persons with skills 
in leadership resulted in several training institutes within the 
District during 1963, A one day Vestry=Bishop's Committee 
training Institute was held in the early part of the year in the 
Pocatello Deanery, and also a4 Teacher Training Institute approx- 
imately the same time was held in the Western Deanery; the 
leadership for these institutes having been provided by clergy 
and lay people who attended Leadership Skills Institutes in 
California.’ 


Persons with these skills are still in short supply however, 
and to further the supply, two oShe» clergy, the Rev. Kale King, 
and the Rev. James Davis have attendsd Phase I and Phase II of 
the Leadership Skills progran with intent of being part of 
an Idaho team which will bring the Leadership Skills Conference 
itself to the Intermountain West ducing June 196, ‘Three 
clergymen, and six lay persons hats completed the trainings in 
addition two other lay women haves completed the first phase. 

-It is hoped that this conferense which is scheduled for June 
21-27 at Salt Lake City will be an instrument in providing the 
District with more persons with leadership skills. 


The Children's Division, as last year, has had as its major 
function, job training for Church School Teachers, as well as 
continuing the weekly mailings to isolated families. 


The Youth Division simply serves as a liaison between the 
National Department and the District, as wellas ina similar 
capacity between the District Department of Christian Education 
‘and the Rural Dean, who have charge of youth work in their 
arease — ; 


The Camp Division designed, programmed, and implemented the 
summer camp program.at the Episcopal Conference Center, During 
the summer a total of 335 children and youth used the facilities 
with the help of 50 staff persons... This figure also includes 
20 Nampa State School children whose presence at camp was made 
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possible by scholarships thoughtfully donated by various people 
and groups, both within and without the Episcopal Church. There 
were aS campers at she Conference Center a total of 102 adults, 
which includes 16 people who were at the Special Camp sponsored 
by the Cerebral Palsay Association. During the summer, there 
were a total of 8) staff persons, 2) of whom assisted with the 
Special Camp.

The Rev. Morgan Sheldon attended a nationally sponsored 
institute on Alcoholism, He provided a great deal of printed 
material presented at this institute to the clergy attending 
summer clergy camp in McCall. 


The Rev. David Blackaller and the Rev. Hugh Wintersteen

FINANCE 
The 1963 Convocation instructed the Department of Finance to 
submit a°-recommendation to the 196) Convocation on the future of 


the District Development Program. The District Development 
Program was planned to fulfill specific needs in a specific 
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period and when the pledges of the contributors are completed 
these goals will be accomplished. -While the District Develop- 
ment Program will shortly be a thing*of the past, it did 
initiate the Revolving Loan Fund which necessarily must continue 
to grow to meet the future needs of the Church in Southern Idaho. 
It is therefore recommended that this Convocation approve a 
program which would authorize the trustees of the Revolving Loan 
Fund, under the supervision of the Bishop and Council, to (a) 
give an opportunity to those who contributed to the District 
Development Program to continue their contributions but that 
they be payable to the Revolving Loan Fund rather than the 
District Development Programs and (ob) formulate and carry out an 
annual appeal to all communicants for contribution to the Reve 
olving Loan Fund; and (c) encourags communicants to inelude in 
their wills a bequest to the evel wind Loan Fund. The Depart- 
ment of Finance commends the goot work already accomplished with 
the Revolving Loan Fund in aiding cextain Missions and Parishes 
in making much needed capital : improvements. If the Church is to 
grow, so must the Revolving Loan Pur 


The Church Fire Insurance Company, which insures most of the 
District's property, now has availabie a blanket comprehensive 
policy, including fire, liability, medical payments and other 
protective features, which could be obtained for the District 
property for smali additional costs. i is extremely important 
that all the church property be protected not only by fire ins- 
urance but also by liability insurance. It is recommended that 
this Convocation approve the purchase of this blanket policy 
for the District's property and the Missions be billed, as they 
are now on the present policies, for the premiums under the 
new policy, A summary of the present coverage available under 
the new policy along with the change in annual premium is 
available for yoy to study. 


Finally, the 196) budget is submitted for your approval. In 
this second year of operation under the Christian Stewardship 
principle the amount pledged to the District increased by about 
$4,000 or nearly 7%, however, this increase is not sufficient 
to pay for the programs already approved and initiated by Con- 
‘vocation. You will notice that the proposed budget contains 
total expenditures of about $137,000 and income of only about 
$135,000, or a deficit of about $1,)00. The expenditures in 
all departments will decrease from the previous budget expect 
in the Departments of Christian Social Relations, Missions and 
Christian Education where expenditures will increase as a result 
of the programs adopted by Convocation. A new item is included 
in the budget to amortize indebtedness accumulated in past years, 
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to reduce any of the proposed expenditures is to retreat from 
the forward progress we are making in the work of the church in 
Southern Idaho and it is, therefore, recommended that the budget 
be approved and that the Convocation delegates assume the resp-= 
onsibility of helping their parish or mission to increase their 
payments to the District each month this coming year over and 


above the newly made pledge.

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DEPARTMENT OF PROMOTION 


The Department of Promotion for the Missionary District of 
Idane sponsored a clinic for the Promotion chairmen, clergy, 
and Messenger reporters on November 16, 1963 at the Bishop 
Tuttle House in Boise. 


It was our intent &o instill in those who attended the 
necéssity for public relations and publicity for the Missionary 
District as a whole and for the individual parish, We hoped to 
acquaint them with what is news worthy, the basic remnants of 
. how to prepare a news release, what type of information should 
be sent to the Messenger, how to develop public relations with 
all news media, some of the problems of the Church and District 
as a whole, and the parish where pubiic relations could be of 
assistance. Appearing on our panel were Archdeacon Johnson 3 
Rev. Skinner; John Corlétt, political analyst for the Statesman 
Newspapers; Rick Raphael, Asst. news director of KBOI and... — 
televisions Mary Jenkins, women's reporter of the Statesman 
Newspaper; and myself as coordinator. ; 


We feel, after evaluation of this clinic, that although it was 
poorly attended, particularly by clergy, it was successful to 
the extent that it could be continued with in. other deaneryse 
We also feel that a means of implementing better publicity by 
the department of the local parishes, would be to give am award 
to the two outstanding scrapbooks kept by the local parish chair= 
man and presented for this purpose. Our committees would like to 
-soOlicit the support of the Bishop and the convocation to get the 
awards for this contest. The Department of Promotion also 
plans to release a press handbook to ail the local parish chair- 
men to help them in their publicity. 


The department is commencing monthly meetings to work more 
closely with the District office in the promotion of the 
Missionary District of Idaho, They are also going to work with 
the problems of the district and the local parish and help carry 
the message.as the Bishop stated in his letter to the Department 
clinic. "The Episcopalian Church is the church for all people 

-regardiess of income and social position and that we aren't 
Roman Catholics who have failed our Latin."

COLLEGE COMMISSION | 


In an effort to familiarize college students with the ministry 
on the campus the Rev. Dean Holt, chaplain, Washington State 
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College, Pullman, Washington, and the Rev. Lee Davis, chaplain, 
University of Idaho, Moscow, conducted a fall program through- 
out the District. 


Feeling that this program provided a valuable potential of 
communication between students and the chaplaincy on the 
campuses, the Commission with the approval of the Rishop, is 
exploring the possibilities of instituting an annual program 
within the district, possibly on a deanery level, that will 
establish a closer relationship between the student and the 
church while he is participating in the life of the academic 
community. 


The proposed program will be undes the direction of the 
chaplains of the district in cooperation with the clergy of the 
various deaneries, At this time the final program is not 
complete but it is the intention of the Commission to complete 
it at the earliest possible date for immediate use.

We are concerned with representing and expressing the concern 
of the Church for what it is that College students and faculty 
are involved, namely, the search for truth as well as its trans- 
mission and pd sapyation!

In these terms the follow- 
ing work is being done. 


Twice a month there are informal meetings held in the chap- 
lain's home for interested students, Those attending are prima- 
rily Episcopalians. We hope to reach a broader cross-section of 
the campus population. These meetings feature food and talk 
about whatever interests those present. Various faculty persons 
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are invited to come, thus allowing students and faculty to come 
to know each other outside of the class room, These meetings 
have been sufficiently meaningful to cause the same people al 
appear more than once and to attract new FEE 


An opportunity for formal worship is neonieied through the 
celebration of the Eucharist at 12:15 pm. on Thursdays in the 
Chapel of the First Christian Church acorss from the campus. 


An attempt is made to 'free float’ around the campus, meeting 
faculty as well as students in an informal way. This has been 
most meaningful as well as fun. Several college students have 
expressed interest in Confirmation and are enrolled in sueh 
classes, 


There has been an opportunity to relate to a group on campus 
calling itself "The Discussion Group.” This is a sizeable group 
of students who are concerned with questions taking them beyond 
the classroom situation, With the participation of several 
professors, topics from art to biology to religion are aired. 

We hold membership in this group to be one of the most important 
aspects of the work at BJC. 


Looking to the future, much needs to be done, particularly in 
terms of the faculty. Pie eae faculty person can be more of 
a witness for the fact of the Christ than any two chaplains, 
Finally, some thought is being given to involving more laity in 
college work, so that the concern of the Church willte express- 
ed by those who are the Church, not just Her representatives.

Representing 3. 14 of the student body. 129 students expressed 
Episcopal preference this past Fall Semester, a 20% increase 
over 1962, Of these, 67 came from: 27 cities throughout the 
Missionary District of Idaho, 15 came from 11 different states, 
arid 7 Lived locally in Pocatello, sustaining our 36% local -- 
64% out of town ministry. Of great concern is the upsurge in 
married students in these statistics; barely 25% of the 102 in 
1962 were married3 but 9 of our 128 students for 1963 (or 37%) 
are now married, and thus pose a real problem in terms of how 
our ministry canbe extended to them through our parishinners 
at St, Andrew's. 


Highlight of the year for us was ow’ First Annual Meeting and 
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Convocation’s reception of St. Andrew's as an independent 
Mission of the Missionary District. Other interesting high- 
lights of 1963 included the 1.S.U. Choir offering the "20th 
Century Folk Mass" with the Liturgy of the Church of South 
India for two evenings in Lents; our Lenten luncheon and noor 
Study program; the capping ceremonies of our nurses and dental 
technicians in the chapels the receptions and speeches of the 
Bishop of Taiwan and Bishop Grant of the Methodist Church; 

the hosting of some 50 Deanery youth for dinner, dancing and 
Theatre, 1.5.U's production of "J.B."3 also offering an E.C.W. 
Deanery workshop on Church music, beginning a $20. fund for a 
new organ at Paradise Point, 


Besides these, students and parishioners work side by side in 
any normal college events such as Religious Emphasis night, 
Home=coming Weekend, Religious Council. activities, Mother's 
Weekend, Highschool Senicr’s banqust, anc # Spring social honor- 
Emeceraseabing Seniers and departing faculty, 

ising classroom standard ersity status, cultur- 
al pressures on the student ry 1 specialization, and 
inereased numbers in enrollment making for keen grade-point 
competition have added new Lr pedeape 0 the student's life. 
An average of 15 counseling hours per week has ied the Chaplain 
to new experiments in group counsel ing, and much closer 
cooperation with the campus, dowhor, deans, and Testing Center, 
As a Professional Affiliate the University Faculty, the 
Chaplain also wntinues to offer kh lecture hours per week in 
Religious Education covering surveys of Old Testament, New 
Testament, Eariy and Medieval Church History. Any student may 
take up to 8 credit hours in this department towards his 
graduation requirements.

The ministry to the students at the Coliege of Idaho, Caldwell 
is provided by the Rev. H. Dale Vandegrift, rector of Saint 
David's, Caldwell. 


Mr. Vandegrift is available on campus approximately four hours 
each week for consultation and at other times by appointment. 
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A schedule of midweek services is maintained with an evening 
Eucharist each Wedresday evening. Services are followed by an 
informal coffee period in the Student Union ere on campus 
for’ those who wish to participate. 


On alternate Sunday evenings the group meets in the rectory 
for dinner followed either by an informal discussion or directed 
discussion on pertinent or selected subjects. 


Transportation is made available for students wishing to 
participate in the services of the local parish. Several, when 
their time permits, offer. their talents in the parish choir. 


There are fifty three students at the college this year 
expressing Episcopal preference. The average participation in 
provided activities and services is about fifteen.

Since many students from the District of Idaho attend the 
University of Idaho, the Missionary District of Idaho, annually 
gives toward the support of the church's work on the University 
Campus e 


I toured Idaho and Washington for three weeks this summer. 
along with the Rev. Dean Holt, chaplain at Washington State 
University, conducting conferences in key cities, inviting 
students to participate, as their preparation for college. Two 
students of high calibre who accanpanied us on the tour contri- 
buted a major amount to its successe 


Our facilities at'the University of Idaho are advantageous. 

The "Canterbury House" for students use, study, recreation and 
worship is located right on campus, and the chaplain's home is 
right next door. There is a parish church in the cammunity 
with its own rector, The relationship between the campus and 
the parish is cordial, with students worshipping at the parish 
on Sundays, and at Canterbury House during the week. The chap- 
lain preaches once or twice a month at the parish, and students 
are invited to assist with the services. 


The chaplain offers courses which students may take for 
academic credit at.the University. He also conducts regular 
inquirer's classes as possible preparation for confirmation. 
Counseling of all kinds occupies such time, pre-marital counsel- 
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There is constant opportunity to enter into ecumenical relat- 
ions with other Christian Churches on the campus, Together we 
sponsor the Religion in Life Conference annually, cooperate with 
the Campus Christian Center, and planning a joint school of 
religion, and Ecumenical conversation on a faculty/clergy level. 


This academic year we have about 380 Episcopalians on campus. 
About 75 can be considered as active in any way around Canterbury 
House, and about 30% attend Sunday services at the local parish. 


There are some cruical areas of need for our ministry, and 
many of them require additional financial assistance. We hope 
to expand along the area of acumenical conversations, ministry 
to married students, and together with other campus clergy, to 
set up a single academic curriculum, avoiding duplication. Our 
own Canterbury House needs many improvements and some equipment 
and secretarial help is needed. 


W. Lee Davis, chaplain 
EDUCATION ASSOCIATE 


During 1963 the Education Associate's work in the District has 
been a continuation of the emphasis and program begun in the 
previous year at the direction of the Department of Christian 
Education, In particular, Leadership Skills training is now 
definitely scheduled in the Intermountain Region, making it 
practical for the first time for adults in the district to 
attend in more than token numbers. (This program is described 
in more detail in the Department's report.) This delegated work 
also included as before the Camp Division's Summer Conference 
program at McCall, and the Children's Divisiur's isolated 
program. 


In addition, I continued to serve as consultant, on call to 
the parishes and missions, to meet individually and in small 
groups with parish leaders -- particularly those with training 
or teaching responsibilities. 


My own particular responsibility in the production of church 
school material for small church schools by the national 
Department of Christian Education also continued ( at an accele- 
rated rate) but will be brought to a conclusion in the early 
months of 196).

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HOSPITAL CHAPLAIN 


General: During the past year I have served as part time 
chaplain at St. Luke’s Hospital and the Veterans’ Hospital. 
I have also assisted at the Cathedral with Sunday and weekday 
services. 


Visitation has been largely confined to Protestant and no 
preference patients, Out of town Episcopalians at Ste Luke's 
and St. Alphonsus Hospitals have been called on. 


A weekly communion service is held in the chapel at St. Luke's 
at hel5 pm. on Friday. The sacrament istaken regularly to all 
patients who request a bedside comimunion. A protestant service 
is conducted each Sunday at 10:00 am. at the Veterans!’ Hospital, 


Conferences: The Chaplain be chery ae cigge in the toe of 
Episcopal Chaplains in Cincinnati. 


Weekly seminars were held in the spring at St. Luke's for 
Protestant ministers who desired to know more of the operation 
procedures of the Mental Health Center. An average of eight 
ministers met with all members of Méntal Health Center and very 
valuable dialogues ensued, 7 


In May, the chaplain was on the staff of the first Idaho 
conference for clergy held at Blackfoot State Hospital. Here 
fifty clergymen from-many denominations ( including the Roman 
Communion) were given an orientation to the hospital and a 
vision of their role in the community and their responsibility 
for aiding in mental health. 


_ The chaplain supervises group meetings of the Theological 
Interns and is responsible for their orientation to institutions, 


' Nursing — Homes Two Boise nursing homes requested services from 
the protestant churches. Working in conjunction with the Minis- 
teral Association, two sehedules have been set up. The Chaplain 
advises the various churches regarding suitable times and the 
‘format of the service, 


Staff: It is felt. that there is a great ministry to staff as 
well as patients, Lectures were given to the Boise Junior 
College nursing students and the practical nurses classes, The 
Chaplain was asked to sit in on staff meetings at both hospitals 
and.many consultations were made with doctors and all depart- 
ments of the hospitals. The Chaplain gave counsel to many 
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employees and it is hoped that sometime in the future, both 
institutions will see fit to employ a full time Chaplain. 


Meanwhile we carry on and are grateful to the Cathedral, the 
District, St. Luke's and the Veterans’ Hospitals, which make 
this ministry possible,

AD HOC COMMITTEE ON AGING 


Complying with the resolution of the 1963 Convocation resolu- 
tion, a twelve-person committee to study the needs of the aging 
person and the responsibility of the Church has been organized, 
representing many areas of professional concern and interest. 

The district commission has three sub-committees dealing with 
1. Financial issues: 2. Medical problems and 3, Emotional and 
social issues. The committee has met on a monthly basis since 
last September and each sub-committee has had their own sessions, 


Notification of the establishment of the committee has gone to 
each clergyman and senior warden in the district, with the 
Suggestion that each parish or mission explore the needs in the 
three above areas in its own geographic location, as well as 
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consider establishing a local committee to feed information into 
the district committee. Minutes of the committee's meetings 
have gone to the same mailing list, as well as pertinent mater = 
ial on the problems of the aging person, 


During our sessions, we have invited 'resource persons! to 
meet with us, to explain such programs as Social security, the 
work béing done in the filed by the Department of Health, 
Education and Welfare, etc. The Chairman has made a visit to 
the Senior Citizen's Recreation Center, recently opened in Salt 
Lake, and discussed their program with the personnel there. 


Currently, working in conjunction with St. Luke's Hospital and 
the Boise Council on Aging, plans are moving forward to establi- 
shing the Frank A. Rhea Day Center, which would provide an 
information and recreation center in the area of our concern, in 
the Bishop's old residerice in Boise, and which could serve as a 
fine community memorial to our late Bishop. 


The committee would like to have its existance continued since 
the members believe we are just getting started in evaluating 
what is a most complex and challenging problem.

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ST. LUKE'S HOSPITAL 


The twelve months ending September 30, 1963 were extremely 
busy and productive with the result that 1963 replaced 1962 as 
the busiest year in the history of the hospital. We experienced 
an increase in activity in almost every area of service, The 
yearly statistics are as follows:

Nearly $1,850,000 were expended during the year in carrying 
out these activities of which almos* 1,050,000, or more than 
56% went for salaries, The cost per patient per day in 1963 
was $15.87, an increase of almost $2.50 in patient day cost over 
the previous year. The average length of stay was 5.1 days. 


Certainly the construction project completed a year ago was a 
major factor in our increased volume of services, The new and 
remodeled areas in the hospital are pleasing to patients and 
personnel alike. In addition, from an operating standpoint, 
the construction is extremely functional. 


We are equally certain that other prime factors in the in- 
creased activity in the past year were the fine attitude and 
_ moral of our employees, the excellent relationships that have 
been established between the medical staff, administration and 
hospital personnel, and the continuing improvement in the 
quality of care given our patients. 


Dr. Harold E, Dedman served with distinction as president of 
‘the medical staff during 1963. In the coming year Dr. Frank We 
Crowe will assume the responsibility. The medical staff made 
great strides during the year in improving the standards of 
medical practice in the hospital and we fully anticipate even 
more improvement will be shown in the next twelve months, 


We are extremely pleased that, as-a result of the action taken 
at the last Convocation, the Rev. David Blackaller has been able 
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to devote more time to his chaplainsy at St. Luke's. Both 
patients and personnel have benefited from his presence in the 
hospital and he has been very helpful in many difficult situa- 
tions. We are also pleased that the three seminary interns at 
St. Michael's have each been assigned to work with Chaplain 
Blackaller at St. Luke's for a period of time. Their presence 
has also been stimulating and helpful. 


During the past year, Mrs. Nathan Gellert, a St. Michael's 
parishioner, was employed as Coordinator of Volunteer Services 
on a full time basis. In this capacity, she coordinates the 
activities of the various auxiliary and volunteer services, 
conducts orientation sessions for both old and new volunteers, 
and serves as a liaison between the auxiliary and the adminis- 
tration of the hospital, Under her guidance, the senior and 
junior auxiliaries and volunteer groups have functioned even 
more successfully in the past year shan before. Many thousands 
of hours of volunteer service were given to the hospital during 
1963 and the increasing contribution of the volunteers and the 
auxiliary members adds much to the prestige and reputation of 
the hospital. New services have been added and others expanded, 
The coffee shop, for example, is now open on Sundays and on week 
day evenings as well as during the day. 


During the year, we had an opportunity to talk to one of the 
women's groups at St. James! Episcopal Church in Payette. We 
gave them a picture tour of St. Luke's and briefly discussed 
the hospital ’s history and organization. We hope the women 
found this to be ‘an interesting experience and would be happy to 
do something similar for other parishes in the district. Again, 
we hope you will accept our. sincere invitation to visit and tour 
St, Luke's at some point in the coming year.

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ae ae “THE BISHOP! S CHARGE 


TO THE DELEGATES OF THE FIFTY SIXTH ANNUAL CONVOCATION OF THE 
MISSIONARY DISTRICT OF IDAHO AND TO THE MEMBERS OF THE EPISCOPAL 
CHURCH IN IDAHO. 


The Bishop's annual address has traditionally been known as 
a "charge", which in this connection according to the Dictionary 
is an address of instruction or admonition. There are many 
other meanings to this word which sometimes might be better 
applied such as "an impetuous attack" or"the amount of electri- 
cal energy present in a battery", or "the action which results 
in an indebtedness". I leave you to decide which of these 
meanings would be most useful. 


Bach year, too, we begin with an inventory so that the 
important changes in the development in the life in the Episco- 
pal Church in Idaho for the past year may be noted. First, 
there were several changes among our personnel. The Rev. Morgan 
S. Sheldon, after eight years of faithful service in the Church 
of the Redeemer, Salmon, accepted a call to the Diocese of 
Spokane. The Rev. Paul J. Tracy moved from American Falis and 
Fort Hall to take up the work in Salmon. The Rev. Hollinshead 
T. Knight accepted a call as an assistant in a parish in San 
Francisoo, leaving the Gooding-Wendell-Glenns Ferry field. The 
Rev. Charles 8. Wilson accepted the appointment as the Pilot 
Diocese Coordinator and part-time General Missionary in Eastern 
' Idaho and will make his home in Idaho Falls. 


In our physical property during the year the following changes 
have taken place. With the aid of a grant of 43,000 from the 
Home Department, a District Development Fund loan, and the 
efforts and resources of the local people, an attractive new 
- parish hall addition has been added to the church in McCall. 
Various improvenents were made in the undercroft of the church 
in Ketchum and a bell tower erected. We meet tonight in this 
fine new church in Id-ho Falls, this and the attractive new 
additions to the parish hall accomplished after several years of 
planning and effort has now made St. John's in Idaho Falls one 
of the most complete Church plants in Idaho. In Rupert, a new 
vicarage is reaching completin and in Arco we are proceeding 
with the completion of the building of which the basenent was 
built several years ago and has served until now as church and 
parish hall. Some minor improvements were made in our summer 
conference center at Payette Lakes. Through gifts made in 
memory of Bishop Rhea, we made a beginning on improveients at 
the waterfront area. While it is not a new building, removal 
of all the indebtedness from the property in.Caldwell and the 
consecration of the church in the pee year is a notable 
achievement.

Present plans. for 1965 include the construction of a new 
church for All Gaints', Boise and for St. Stephen's in Boise, 
We hope also to. solve the problem of the pressing«need for.more 
space for church school classes and Canterbury activities at 
St. Andrew's in Pocatello. We have a commitment from.the Home 
Department for a grant of 5,000 toward the construction of a 
new vicarage in Shoshone and hope to accomplish this in 1965.° 


Although, the more urgent needs at Paradise Point have now been 
completed,-much remains to be done. JI have mentioned already 
the need to continue improvement of the waterfront area, the 
recreation hall still remains incomplete, and the Department of 
lealth reminds us in their annual inspection that we have. 
inadequate facilities for the proper storage: of groceries, ‘While 
we have been able to obtain a provisional acceptance of. our 
facilities and program by the American Camping Association, its 
inspection report indicates the need for some kind of: infirmary 
facilities before full acceptance will be given. We have no - 
budget item for the maintenance and improvement of this property. 
The only way:in which these needs can be filled:is through the 
gifts .of time and. money by individuals or SuCune within the 
District. 


As was done last year, the Department of Finance again is 
presenting to-you a deficit budget. In 196), we were able to 
come quite close to balancing incomg and expense, partly because 
of the excellent record of pavments, with only four places 
being unable to meet their ‘full commitments. Also, for the 
first time, a substantial number of our parishes and missions 
were able to give more than they pledged and this prevented 
our deficit from increasing. Since we have no large reserve 
funds or bank balances. the regular monthly payments of pledges 
is essential for our solvency. Twice during 196 it was 
necessary to borrow money to meet our monthly expenses with the 
result that several hundred dollars were paid out in interest. 
The pledges for-1965 have increased from the 465,000 pledged in 
196) to approximately 67,000 and yet without adding to our 
personnel, costs have increased to meet the minimum standards 
of salaries now required and our share of the increased budget 
of the Executive Council of the church. I an-concerned by 
the fact that several of our smaller self supporting parishes 
are now paying salaries below the minimums required for mission 
clergy. In the interest. of equity, I hope that the Bishop and 
Council - through consultation with these places - may explore 
ways and means of correcting the situation. 


The Bishop's Charge - cont'd ee het 


Through the effort of many years, in the past month the Idaho 
Council of Churches was organized and has held its first 
meeting. Its membership presently includes eight church groups 
in Idsho and it is hoped that this can be expanded. ‘The meeting 
was attended, also, by observers from the Roman Catholic church. 
We all are asked to share in the cost of the operation of this - 
group’ through the budget item proposed to this Convocation. ~ 


As we look toward the future of the work of the church in 
Idaho there are several specific matters that 1 would bring to 
your attention. I hawe been increasingly disturbed over the 
years with the chaotic state of church school materials used in 
our,.parishes and missions, In some places the material used is 
the choice of the teacher, so the materiai changes when the 
teacher changes. Also, in most instances, when a new clergyman ~ 
arrives. the broom automatically sweeps out all course material 
used by the previous clergyman. The material seems to be 
selected for a variety of reasons with a heavy emphasis on 
‘finding something that doesn't require much work on the part of 
teachers or the training of teachers, It is my private opinion 
that no curriculm exists that is an adequate substitute for a 
well trained teacher committed to the Christian faith. This 
proliferation of variety scems to me not.only to te confusing 
to children but makes the task of training teachers on the 
District level very difficult when more than one church is 
- involved in a training sessi n, It would be my suggestion 
that this Convocation instruct the Department of Christian 
Education to prepare. a standard curriculm for the church schools 
in the District including some alternative choices. 


After consultation with clergy and church school teachers 


this curriculm would then become the standard required of 
every church school in Idaho, subject, of course, to annual 
review and revision. This may seen to some to be an arbitrary 
and authoritarion precedure but I wodder how many of you would 
send your children to a public school where the curriculm was 
completely changed whenever the school’ system hired a new 
teacher or a new superintendent, and where the courses taught 
bore little or no relationship to courses taught in the grade 
schools two miles away. - 


I would also like to ask that this Convocation suggest to the 
Cathedral Chapter their’ appointment of a small comm'ttee to 
mect with me in the next. year to consider the function and place 
of the Cathedral in-the life of this District and to review and - 
possibly offer feielive in the present Canon XI of St. Michael's 
Cathedral.

“It is apparent to even the quite casual observer that there 
is considerable unrest and ferment in the life of the Christian 
churches today. The structure, beliefs and practices which had 
seemed to some to be indestructible are being examined and 
questioned by those both without and within the churches them- 
selves, JI confess to a certain amount of sympathy with a number 
of our members who fecl disturbed by these efforts and wno wonder 

if the church in which they have found their spiritual home is 
going to be recognizable in the future. Partly, of course, 
their feeling is a feeling shared by all of us - of resistance 
to any kind of change. Partly, also, it is a legitimate concern 
for the preservation of a history and tradition that has molded 
and strengthened many lives in Mhrist's service. Any changes 
that we make’ must be made with the greatest charity, with the ~ 
deepest concern to avoid misunderstandings. We shall continue 
to believe in one Holy, Catholic and Apostolic Church, in 
its historic ministry, in the Sacraments, and above all, in the 
Gospel mission of the Church. But we may also discover that 
some of the containers of these truths are outmoded and | 
inadequate in the world in which we live. This process may 
bring pain and confusion to some and a vision of a renewed and 
more dynamic form of the Christian faith to others, 


The Episcopal Church in Idaho has been actively involved in 
this effort for same time. One concrete illustration is the 
report of the Committee on Structure into which a good deal of 
thought and effort has gone in the past vear. An effort to 
devise a useful structure for local congregations and clergy is 
worthy. of your most serious consideration. The Canonical changes 
proposed would eliminate the distinction between missions and 
parishes and, hopefully, would give more flexibility in the use 
of personnel. In any case, we cannot tell how useful these 
changes. might be until they are put into practice. and, it is 
always in the power of the: Convocation, from year to year, to 
adapt its structure to the experience gained in the previous | 
year. You may adopt any portion of the report or all of it, or 
decide that sone parts-need further study, as you see fit. 


As most of you know, in the past year Idaho has become one of 
the seven Pilot Diocese Projects. The steering committee of 
this effort already has held three iseetings. This project is a 
part of our whole national effort to relate the church more 
meaningful by a mobile, expanding urban culture. In Idaho we 
are faced with situations typical of many parts of the Inter- 
mountain West in which the small community must deal not only 
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with the impact of urban values on the culture of a tradition- 
ally rural society, but, also, with the adjustments required by 
increased automation in agriculture and agricultural processing, 
and the movement of people - particularly younger people with 
leadership abilities - to urban centers in other parts of the 
country. The facing of these and related problems will not be 
easy but, hopefully, a more effective approach can be discovered. 


Not only are we participating in local efforts and in the 
national program but in the last year we have. become involved 
with the program of the whole Anglican Communion of mutual 
responsibility through our acceptance of a three year project ‘in 
the Diocese of Matabeleland in Central Africa. Bisnop Skelton 
and his companions from that area are with us for tnis Convoc- 
ation and I hope we may learn much from them and that our small 
contribution Of money and prayer may be a symbol of our desire 
at least to’strengthen the bonds of fellowship of the Anglican ~~ 
Communion throughout the world. As this whole process of self-= 
examination and change continues, there are some principles” to 
keep in mind. First we are not trying to become’ relevant to 
the world today in order to win a popularity contest. We ‘do not 
seek the world's approval but only the way of presenting the 
Christian Gospel that it may be accepted - or rejected for what it 
FeaLLy iets 


Second, we must strengthen the bonds of fellowship within the - 
church so that they are strong enough to handle the inevitable 
differences of opinion and emotional tension-.wnich arises between 
individuals in any effort of this kind. To preserve the fellow- 
ship by ignoring in. its gatherings controversial matters is to 
act out of fear.and to admit to begin with that our unity in = 
- Christ is very fragmentary, indeed. i am amazed on the other . 
hand at the firm loyalty and devotion of, some of our people, no 
matter what the provocations may be, and also aware that an. 
unimportant matter can cause some-to wash their hands of us 
forever. In the first instance we give thanks for such people. 
Without them we would have disappeared long ago. For the 
others, I suspect we need to look again at our own life and 
teaching and see where we have failed them. Clearly itis a 
time when both honest speaking and great love are needed from: 
usialis 


Third, the process‘of self examination will only be valuable 
as we Of the church look out to the world rather than leok in. 
upon ourselves. It is easy for us who are fortunate enough to 
live in Idaho to be unmoved by the great social problems of our 
day. We have no large metropolitan area, no vast slum districts, 
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no large racial minority groups so the pressure of change upon 

us is slight compared to many other parts of this world. ¥eta 
more than casual examination of our culture reveals many unmet 

needs, much misery and loneliness and emptiness in the lives of 
people. Our self exanination then must be chiefly those things 
we have left undone, as individual and as church, in fellowship 
to understand and relieve the needs of people in our society. 


And lastly, we must increasingly recognize God calls us to 
this task in company with many others. The work of reform and 
renewal is apparent in many of the other church groups in our 
society and the Holy Spirit is not unknown, though often 
unrecognized by many who neither profess nor call themselves 
Christians. We shall not lose what is precious and good of the 
Lord either through involvement with other Christian groups in 
the facing of.,common problems or in the discussion of Christian 
unity. It will not be destroyed by involvement in community 
planning and action groups. Where God is already in the world, 
we cannot say or do anything apart from his presence. “May he 
sharpen us to be an instrument of his will in his world that is 
both effective and meaningful to people for this life and for 
the world to come,

IDAHO PILOT DIOCESE PROGRAM 


The Pilot Diocese Program of the National Church has ‘been . 
instituted to provide the locale and the resources to launch 
bold, dramatic experimentation in forms of ministry, structures 
of church organization, methods of intensive training, ecumeni- 
cigm, and so on, in a deliberate and calculated effort to break 
through the-barriers of convention, untested presuppositions, 
and institutioralized religions and to rediscover the relevancy 
of the Gospel and a renewed power to exercise the ministry of 
Christ in a world characterized, more than ‘any other Way 5 Dyes a 
fantastic rate of change in all eee aa of human life, 
Gearon ss and experience, 


The Wocale" is seven "Pilot Jurisdicticns" chosen as repres- 
entative of certain types of "urban" situations. Idano has been 
selected as one of these, and as being representative of the 
great-plains Rocky Mountain region, areas not dramatically pre- 
occupied with phenomenal growth, including within them numerous 
declining or static communities, and so, manifesting the inpact 
of changing cultural patterns in these particular settings. 


The challenge of- the hacaone: Church to Idaho in this program, 
is to launch "demonstration projects" which show promise of 
developing creative techniques and programs of mission and 
ministry in our kind.of setting, and of measuring, evaluating 
and reporting our progress with them to the church at large, so 
that the whole church may learn from our successes, failures and 
stumblings. Key people involved in Idaho programing will be in 
continual dialogue with personnel of other pilot jurisdictions; 
and the on going work of all of them will be regularly studied 
and reported to the whole church. 


To begin the initial phase of this challenge, a Steering 
Committee has been appointed, and it is its task to size up the 
total picture, identify possible demonstration projects and 
launch them. ‘he committee has met twice, and as evidenced by 
directions taken so far, it has certainly indicated a real 
Vision and awareness of the awesome responsibility assumed by 
the Bishop and Council in accepting this offer, and the tremend- 
ous possibilities of having a hand in determining the nature of 
the church of tomorrow, 


At this point, only preliminary studies have been made, but as 
the committee gets squared away, it is to be expected that many

Idaho Episcopalians will be called upon to help in detailed 
studies, evaluation, and in iianagement and participation in 
projects initiated.

The Department. of. Finance, with the approval of the Bishop 
and Council, submits for your approval the 1965 Budget in a 
total. enbant slightly in excess of $150,000. This budget is.. 
about $13,000 higher than the budget. adopted last year. The 
increases result from the action of the National Church at 
General Convention in adopting higher clergy minimum salary 
rates.and granting a much deserved insrease for our Bishop. 


The. budget provides for the expenses of the "Pilot Diocese 
Program" which are estimated to. be $13,750. however, since this 
is an ecXperimental program conducted in cooperation with the 
National Church, the District will contribute only 20% of the 
cost -or 2750. ‘ 


The Missionary District of Togo if peginning its second year 
of operation under the Christian Stewardship principle and, 
while the need for additional funds is ever present, the 
parishes and missions have, in the main, admirably demonstrated 
the acceptance of their responsibility. The pledges for 1965 
are-about $2000 more than 196k which likewise was about 000 
more than the 1963 quota. ‘he actual payments are made substan- 
tially as pledged although sometimes a little slow. Nine 
parishes and missions paid more than their 196) pledges while 
only four parishes and missions are not expected to pay the 
amount of their pledges. 


The need for additional ple ae is clearly evident in the 
budget since, in order for the income and expenses to balance, 
the Bishop must plan on a clergy vacancy in one missionary: area 
for a full year and in another area for nearly six months, 


- The Department of Finance submits for your approval a resol-— 
ution approving major medical insurance for our clergy and its 
payment to be handled in the same manner as the clergy pension. 
This insurance is now carried on our clergy, however, approval 
of the resolution is askcd-as a part of the National Church 

—referendum, “If two thirds of the Dioceses and Missionary 
Pistricts adopt a similar resolution this protection will 
become a policy of the National Church in the same degree as ;

The work at Foise Junior College continues, with its emphasis 
on attempting to serve the total institution as well as the 
130 students declaring themselves Episcopalians. 


Effort is being made to meet the students where they are by 
personal contact on and off campus and through informal 
get-togethers held every two weeks at the chaplain's home. 
Threugh such meetings, it is possible to become aware of same of 
the ‘needs’ which exist and then attempt to meet them. In this 
context, considerable time has been used in discussion aimed at © 
helping students to deal with problems they find themselves 
facing. There also have been several baptisms and confirmations. 
There is an effort to relate to various organizations and 
activities at the college to express the concern and interest of 
the Church and her God in and for what is going on. 


There still is much room for improved relitionships with the 
faculty, even though some headway has been made this past year. . 
The ingredients this area of work most needs are time and 
patience. The one is available, the other is short ‘supply. 


We have had the benefit of very fine help and support from 
three committed lay-persons, without which the work would have 
suffered badly. The presence of these persons and their concern 
says much to tne students about meaningful commitment. 


There is an awareness of the need to work ecumenically and 
from time to time this need is met in small ways. However, at 
present, there is no significant involvement across denominat- 
ional lines. This is frustrating and a real judgment upon us 
all that we Christians cannot draw together in our efforts to 
serve the academic conmunity. Perhaps the future will diminish 
the disappointments of the present.

Idaho School of Religion: I feel this is one of the two more

merged with the Roman Catholic and the Campus Christian Center, 

coming up with one School of Religion, one faculty, one .curricu- 
lum, one: image. Conversations were held on this all during 
last academic year, andiwe become operative-in the fall of 196).: 
This has done much to improve our relationship with the Univer- 
sity, .for we feel we have managed to present ourselves to this 
academic community responsibly and with real dignity. 


This raises a pertenant question, namely, to what extent ought 
the University itself assume the obligation of teaching religion 
within its own curriculm? To purposely exclude such course 
from the University is saying that such areas do not come under 
the catagory of knowledge. This is something we feel the 
University and the Idaho School of Religion will be dealing with 
in tine to come.

University of Idaho - cont'd 


Many things happen on this campus of an ecumenical nature, but 
I shall-mention one milestone, which I feel to be the second 
of the two significant steps of growth here. This is in 
the idea of a. joint ministry approach. We have six full time 
clergy from major demominations at the University, and there is 
so much duplication of effort in so many areas, which is a poor 
stewardship of time. We are in the process of looking into a 
possible joint ministry approach, where each minister might be 
responsible for doing a good and competent job in the areas where 
he -is qualified and interested. This would involve joint 
programs, a united witness in some form of warship, and so on. 
It would permit higher calibre thrusts in important areas. I 
would recommend that in future chaplaincy appointments, that 
the Missionary District of Idaho be fully consulted before an 
appointment is made. The local people, who are aware of the 
existing situation on the campus, ought to be consulted as well.

"The fields white unto the harvest" can best describe the 
urgency of the University mission in 196) as pressures upon the 
finances of the Administration mount, bursting numbers deper- 
sonalize the faculty's classroom sessions, and conformity, com- — 
petition for the “imperative. degree" and ‘confusion of vale 
frustrate the student. 


The unique wisdom of the Missionary D:strict's 1953 Convo- 
cation to accept shares in the Canterbury Lot Fund has ilore 
than justified itself. In 1960, our 2,000 enrolimant and 50 
"Episcopal preference" students was projected ta double in 1970, 
Our 1963 change from College to University and our favorable 
inter-mountain location has already realized this in the Fall 
196l: Semester! 


Listed this year were 18 students from a ),000 enrollment, 
now only. 26% from Pocatello, 10% from out of state, and the ~ 
major 6)% coming from 24 towns in Idmo,. Increasingly, .there- 
fore, we find our corporate life dependent on how each family 
and parish educates its youth. With a minor number of rebellious 
individuals excepted, students from faithful families who have 
been supported witha good church school education, remain firm 
and continue their religious development in higher education. 
Under. the pressures of campus life, those from nominal family 
church backgrounds and/or poor Christian education experiences 
generally fall away. 


Our present challenge is the iimediate future, where experience 
has convinced us that the best University work is done in the 
context of normal parish life. Including some 250 student and 

‘local communicants now, the University projects a minimum enrol- 
Iment of 8,000 five years from now. Even ignoring any missionary 
"outreach", Episcopal student enroliment and nominal local | 
-growth will make St. Andrew's responsible for 600 communicants 

by 1970. At present, the Chaplain's ministry to the University 
Lg full ik in the next two or three years, to continue also 
with a vicar's pastoral and administrative concerns will be

Two major and interesting trends have highlighted 196h: 
1. Because 1 out of every 6 students on the American campus 


today, need some major counseling or psychiatric help during 
his l} years residence, the 15 counseling hours a week in 1963

brought a new approach of Group work in 196) so more students 
could be aided and our ministry expanded. This further led to 

a major concern throughout the whole campus, and monthly meet- 
ings have been instigated with the student Deans, the Testing & 
Counseling staff, Facultv Advisor heads, the campus physician 
and our four chaplains. By correlation of our resources, it is: 
hoped that not only non-functioning students can be restored, 
but also that new methods can be shared for supportive roles to 
potential campus leaders. : 


2. This sharing of student potential with the University has 
brought the Roman Catholic, Methodist, L.D.S. and Episcopal 
Chaplains much closer together in ovr first real involvement in 
the Ecumenical movement. Fron this, student observers have 
often shared other Sunday evening religious group meetings, 
exchanged speakers, and a feeling prevades the campus that we 
are now searching for mutual and charitable likenesses rather 
than defensive differences. 


Routine work has also continued involving the ) lecture hours 
a week for University credit in the Department of Religion, the 
two mid-week Eucharists, Daily Evening Prayer, the 12 week 
Instruction Classes each semester, the 6 week Lenten Luncheon 
lectures, and serving as Faculty Advisor for the 1.5.U. Religious 
Council. Student panels have also happily visited Church and 
Guild meetings to inform others of our work, and continue to be 
.vailable for any parish program requesting such. The install- 
ation of new pews and the repair and return of the ones borrowed 
from Mackay with a student presentation of the "Twentieth Cent- 
ury Folk Mass", and a picnic following was also a year's high- 
light. 


Not yet self-supporting, most all of St. Andrew's receipts must 
go toward operational funds. Gifts from the District's Episcopal 
Church Women, and Guilds at Church of the Ascension, Twin Falls, 
St. Michael's, Boise, and Trinity, Pocatello, nave been much 
appreciated. These and other gifts are continuously and urgently 
needed for temporary student loans, book gifts for an endless 
stream of inquirers, emergency phone calls to parents, and many 
other small but important good works when the Church is asked to 
show its concern.

As part of this preparation 1 made a study of district youth

‘The chaplain gave instruction in the Boise Junior College and 
Licensed Practical Nurses training programmes, and sought to be 
available as counsellor not only for patients but for the pers- 
onnel of two hospitals.

Communion ( bedside) numbered ae 


A bi-weekly visitation program has been instituted at the 
Penitentiary and confirmation classes have been started in 
that institution. 


The chaplain seeks to serve any who may call on him at the 
hospital ( patient or staff) and tries to relate the gospel to 
their moments of crisis and tragedy. In no sense is ne compet- 
ing with the local clergy. The chaplain does call on all out of 
town church people and other calls are limited to those who 
designate themselves Protestant or No Preference. 


Many.times the chaplain is used as a liaison between patients 
and local clergy. 


The chaplain has coordinated services at two nursing homes on 
behalf of the Roise Ministrial Ass'n.

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ST LUKE'S HOSPITAL 


During the fiscal year ending September 30, 196), the volume 
of services provided by St. Luke's Hospital once again increased 
in almost every area over that of the previous year. However, 
the increases were more moderate than we anticipated at the 
beginning of the year. Some of the more pertinent annual 
statistics are as follows: 


- 7,805 admissions excluding newborns 

- 39,779 adult patient days of service 

- 1,000 births 

- 3,839 newborn patient days of service 
- ,4hS5 major and minor operations 

- 90,809 clinical laboratory examinations 
- 16,399 diagnostic x-ray examinations 
5,818 cobalt and x-ray treatments 

- 5,391 emergency room visits 

- 168,100 reals served 


We expended nearly ‘2,000,000 during the year of which 
$1,128,000 was paid out in the form of salaries and wages. The 
cost per patient per day in 196) was »lj8.61, an increase of 
almost $3 in patient day cost over the previous vear. The aver- 
age length of stay remained at 5.1 days. : 


St. Luke's was surveyed during the year by the Joint Commis» 
sion Accreditation of Hospitals. Following this survey, we 
were extremely pleased to be notified that the hospital had 
been accredited for three years, the highest form of accredit- 
ation obtainable from this organization. This was almost 
entirely due to the continuing efforts of the medical staff of 
the hospital to improve the quality of medical practice and 
patient care. It.is also due in great measure to the personal 
efforts of Dr. *rank Crowe who did a magnificent job as presi- 
dent of the medical staff in 196h. 


New physicians continue to establish their practices in 
Boise resulting in a continuing enlargement of the hospital 
medical staff. Every major medical specialty is now represent- 
ed by at least one wll qualified physician. 


The senior and junior auxiliaries had their finest year and 
provided the hospital with thousands of hours of volunteer 
_ Service. Many new members were added to the auxiliary roster, 
new services were added and existing services expanded during 
the year. Particular tribute for the activities of the two 
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St, _ Luke ts Hospital = cont'd 


auxiliary groups must be paid to Mrs, Bill Gnith, the current 
president of the senior auxiliary, and Mrs. Bart Brassey, the 
immediate past president, as well as Mrs.. Nathan Gellert, the 
coordinator of volunteers. 


Two years.ago we reported the formation of the Hospital Plan- 
ning Council of Southwestern Idaho and Hastern Oregon. The 
organization's purpose is to make definitive studies of popula- 
tion trends and the fubure need for hospital services and 
facilities in the hope that the future growth of the hospitals . 
in the area may proceed in an orderly manner, avoiding the 
unnecessary and expensive duplication of facilities and services. 
The organization is still relatively unknown and inoperative - 
due to a lack of funds. Nevertheless, much effort has bsen put 
forth in. the past two years in attenpting to get approval from 
the federal government for a financial grant. We were recently. 
notified that our. application has been approved on condition 
that matching funds can be obtained from local sources,..,We are 
now striving toward that end and hope that the planning pbc 
will be an operating ita in the c_ming year. 


St. Luke's has joined ahee hospitals in the state of Idaho 
in proposing legislation which is désigned to provide additional 
support for the care of the medically indigent from county funds. - 
If enacted, this legislation will do much to relieve paying 
patients of the burden they must now ‘necessarily assume for:

dinner meeting just prior to this meeting provided Council men- 
bers with the opportunity of expressing their thanks to the 
Sheldons for their good work in the District over the past years, 
the Sheldons having given notice of their planned move to the 
District of Spokane. 


At the regular business mecting of the Council, time has been 
spent (in addition to organizing the above) .on studies of such 
issues as Church Structures (out of the Bishop's Charge); our 
Latabeleland commitment; M.R.I., as applied to world as well as 
local scenes; the Bishop's Pastoral letter; and our new Pilot 
Diocese Concerns. Most interest centered on two of these; our 
work on Church Structures, including a personal report from the 
Rev. George Quarterman on the work of the Bishop's Commission;

COMMITTER ON THi STRUCTURE OF TH# CHURCH 6 D5 Qe 


The study committee on the structure of the Church was author- 
ized by the following resolution of the 1964 Convocation: "Be it 
resolved that the 55th Annual Convocation establish a study 
committee on the structure of tne Church in the lhissionary 
District of Idaho to explore tne contemporary validity of the 
distinction between parishes and missions, the rights and respon- 
sibilities of the Bishop in relation to these local units, the 
implications of the terminology of our structure, and report-to 
the 56th Annual Convocation its findings and recommendations for 
such changes as may be deemed necessary and expedicnt." 


The following members of the committee were appointed by the 
Bishop, The Reverend Fathers George Quarterman, Jdr., 'arren 
Howell, John Tulk, Messers. Elwood Werry ( Shoshone), William 
Nungester (Buhl), and Douglas Kramer (Twin Falls). Mesdames Stacy 
Gebhards ( Jerome) and T. ik. Robertson ( Twin Falls) were appoint- 
ed by the Episcopal Churchwomen District Board. Father Quarter- 
man chaired the committee and mrs, Gary Post of Burley was asked 
to serve as sccretary. Committee members were appointed from one 
deanery ( Central Deanery) to expedite travel. 


The committee met ten times from April h, 196) to January 8, 
1965. Various proposals for changes in the structure of the 
Constitution and Canons of the Missionary District of Idaho and 
other resolutions were discussed at length and were submitted 
to the Bishop and the Chancellor, and their comments taken into 
consideration. The committee also cansulted with representatives 
of the Deanery Council of the Eastern Deanery. 


The committee on structure is presenting resolutions and propo- 
sals which will be listed below to change the Constitution and 
Canons of the Missionary District of Idaho to achieve certain 
practical effects which will first be outlined in this report. 
The following definitions of terms are stated to aid in under- 
standing these proposals. 


Parish - At present this term is used in District Constitution 
and Ganons only in reference to self-supporting congregations 
admitted to union with Convocation with this specific status. 
The committee proposes to restore the word to its more seneral 
and geographic use, as seen in the Canons of the Protestant 
Episcopal Church in the U.S... and inglican usage elsewhere 
today and in most of the history of this Communion. We propose 
to use this term to refer to all organized congregations, in 
particular those now termed “organized missions", and to refer 
to what are now "unorganized missions" as "unorganized congre- 
gations", 


- 6 - Structure report, con't.- 


Rector - The term used as the title of priests permanently in 
~ charge of parishes, referring to their administrative role, . 
used .only by the Episcopal Church and not generally understood 
by members of other Comnmunions. For this term we propose to 
substitute the term "pastor", which is more adequately descr- 
iptive of the whole role of a clergyman tn the pastoral minis= 
try and more- widely understood, ‘ 


Wigsions - A term now used in a restrictive sense in reference 
to congregations which are not self-supporting, while it should 
be descriptive of any Christian congregation. The committee 

- proposes to climinate this use of the term and the second-class 
status it implies over against "parishes". The national Canons 
do not use the word "mission" in this sense. 


Mission - (is in Department of World Mission and Department of 
Mission Strategy). The ‘purpose for which the church exists and 
is sent into this world. ‘This is the same sense of the word: 
in which a military unit is sent on a "mission". 


‘The purpose of the committee, as suggested by the Bishop's 
Charge in 196 and the resolution of Convocation requesting the 
committee is basically two-fold; (1) to.climinate the di stinct- 
ion between parishes and missions, rectors and vicars, and 
vestries and bishop's committees, wnich has implications- of first 
.and second class churches, and (2) to give the Bishop a more 
positive role in the appointment on a strategic and planned basis 
of clergymen to-be in charge of churches. 


The changes. in vocabulary will climinate implications of status 
which would interfere with the strategic assignment of clergy. 
_ The present terminology does ‘not take into account past help 
received by parishes and may encourage congregations to seek 
"pnarish"status before they are able to be as effective without 
assistance as they might be with it. The more positive role for 
the Bishop in the assignment of clergy will also assure that 
rectors of present parishes will be men loyal re him and 1 men who 
will work well with him. 


We have been directed by Convocation and very concerned to do 
all this without lessening the freedom of clergymen in their 
vocation and’ the freedom of congregations to choose their pastors. 
We have added to the freedom of congregations now in "mission" 
status by proposing to give- them the right to elect their pastors 
from clergymen nominated by the Bishop, and to stop transfer of 
their pastors by a majority vote of their vestrics. This also 
adds to the security of their clergymen, as does the fact that 
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provision is made onlv for transfer, not dismissal, of pastors 
by the Bishop except under national Canon )6..° We have proposed 
nothing that would interfere with a priest's freedom to accept 
any call he reccives. 


We are prososing that the two functions of the present Depart- 
ment of Mission and Church “xtension (to be replaced) be assigned 
respectively to two new departiecnts of Bishop and Council: 


i Department of Mission Strategy to be coneerned with the 
Mission of the Church in Idaho and 


A Department of World Mission to be concerned with the relation 
of this Missionary District to the mission of the church beyond 
Idaho. 


Departments of World Mission have been recently established in 
other dioceses and reflect the renewed concern with the mission 
Smmenewemirch in the world. 


We propose to provide ways and means by whicn the deaneries 
may be more useful instruments of the church's mission in Idaho, 
by providing a specific canonical basis for deanery councils, 
one of which already cxists, and by providing an annual survey 
to aid in strategic planning. 


We sove that this 1965 Convocation of the Missionary District 
of Idaho adopt the following resolutions: 


Whereas the 196), General Convention of the Protustant Episcopal 
Church in the U.S.A. and the 196) Convocati n of the lissionary 
District of idaho ( in the Bishop's charge and discussion groups) 
have expressed concern with mutuol responsibility and inter- 
dependence in the Body of Christ 


And whereas this concern suggests closer relationships among 
various units of the Kpiscopal Church 


And whereas congregations in the Missionary District of Idaho 
differing vastly in size and degree of geographic isolation 
would have much to gain from closer associations with other 
Episcopal congregations 


And whereas one venture in such closer association is already 
contemplated in the Pocatello Deanery 
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And whereas this venture ought to be encouraged and others ° 
considered and encouraged 


And whereas the Pilot Digenas program may offer opportunity for 
experimental ventures of this nature 


Be it resolved that this Convocation encourage herewith, direct 
Bishop and Council to encourage, and suggest that the Steering 
Committee of the Pilot Diocese Pep ocan encourage the congrega- 
tions in this missionary district to form fraternal or working 
relationships with other congregations within the district for 
the purpose of mutual support, encouragement and exchange, con-.

One of the joys of serving as-president of the women of the 
Episcopal Church in Idaho, is the opportunity to meet and work 
with so many wonderful persons whose willing and loving cooper= 
ation makes one grateful. for the privilege of this experience.. 
The past year began with a good example of cooperation when 
plans were set’ in motion for the hosting of the Synod of the 
Province of the Pacific; in Boise April 28-30. Many persons 
throughout the District: were involved in the meeting of the 
Synod and the concurrent meeting of the Episcopal apie of 
the. Province. 


Because members of the District Board felt that it might be 
helpful if more Churchwomen were aware of the work of their 
representatives, Board meetings have been hosted by different 
parishes and missions, with invitations to attend as observers 
sent to the women in -surrounding towns. The April meeting was 
held at Trinity Church, Gooding; the September meeting at the 
Church of the Redeemer in Salmon. Training sessions for the 
Board members and observers were held the evening preceding the 
Board meeting. 


The annual Program Planning Session, primarily for presi- 
dents and program chairmen but including all Churchwomen in the 
“invitation, was held in May at St. Thomas' Episcopal Church in 
Ketchum. Approximately sixty wanen were present. Bishop Foote, 
Wendell Peabody and vour president discussed some areas of 
the Triennial weeting. in October. Those attending voted to 
‘continue the practice of a District-wide Conference, instead of 
eke to a dealery. or regional basis. 


_ At a three-day- Camp - at Paradise Point in July, fourteen 
wanien enjoyed study, worship < and fellowship together. The 
Quiet Day led by Bisnop Foote was-inspirat onal and renewing. 


Marian Gnith, Virginia Vandegrift, Zoe Numbers, Lucile 
Goranson and your president represented the Episcopal Church-= 
women of Idaho at the Triennial Meeting in St. Louis, October 
11-20. We all felt grateful and responsible to the women of 
our diocese. Delegates have reported to many groups, and some 
have joined the Bishop, clergy and lay delegates in making 
Deanery reports. In an attempt to make more personal contacts 
among our Churchwmen, Board members have also visited a number 
of guilds, to give programs or just to become acquainted. We 
hope to visit all our groups in time. 
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Episcopal Churchwomen have contributed to the project for 
Matabeleland, to camp scholarships, Canterbury Clubs, the 
Messenger, the Bishop's and clergymen's discretionary funds, to 
the General Division of Women's Work for bringing overseas dele- 
gates to Triennial, St. Margaret's House, the Church Periodical 
Club, Supply work of the Church, and to other projects of which 
I am not aware. ° - 


Women are organized to do particular jobs in the Church, 
but they are also an integral part of. the whole Church. In 
Idaho, women serve on vestries and bishops' committees, as dele- 
gates to Gonvocation and as members of District Departments. 
This past year there have been representatives of Episcopal 
Churchwomen on the Committee on Structure of the Church, sub- 
committee to explore Mutual Responsibility and. dialogue between 
Matabeleland and Idaho, sub-committee on Pilot Diocese Program 
and as delegates to the First General Assembly of the Idaho 
Council of Churches. 


This has been a year when the women of the Church are 
taking a critical look at our role - both in Church and in the 
world - and considering the demands that God is placing upon us. 
Quoting from the latest report of the General Division of Women's 
Work, entitled "New Wine": "The mission of the Church is for all 
people - clergy and lay, men and women. Organized women's groups 
Carry a great share of the task, but there are many people - men 
and women - who are not involved in organized Church work, and 
whose ministry is neither recognized nor sought. With .a new view 
of the role of the laity, the growing ecumenical movement, an 
understanding of the cultural and sociological changes in our 
Society, the increase in the employment of women, and the exciting 
prospect of implementing the task set forth in MUTUAL RESPONSIBILI- 
TY AND INTERDEPENDENCE IN THE :ODY OF CHRIST, it is time to look 
at the organizational structure of women's work in the parish, 
diocese and Executive Council. How can we best use our re- 
sources for Christ's ministry?" In Idaho, we will be learning of 
the Pilot Diocese Program, and I hope, eager to share in the 
experimental nature of this work. The year ahead should be 
exciting and meaningful as we seek together to carry out the 
mission of the Church.

The question arises as to how the Episcopal Churchwomen of the 
Missionary District of Idaho can be effective in assisting in 
this new area of Church work. It scems the best service will be 
in the dissemination of information concerning these vocational 
fields to the voung people of our parishes. Though it is at 
college level that actual recruitment in this field is most 
effectively done, it is our responsibility to see that the 
Biblical concept of Christian Vocation is regularly presented to 
the young people and adults of our parishes. When you receive 
material regarding Christian Ministrics 1 hope you will make 
every effort to sec that it is brought to the attention of the 
young people of ‘our Parish. isany are not aware of the many 
services needed by their church and how rewarding these vocations 
can be. : 


Last spring a brochure was scnt to all Guild Presidents con- 
cerning the Girls' Friendly Project for summer volunteer ecnploy- 
ment for high school girls. marion Smith reports that last 
summer her daughter, Sandy, served as a counselor at Camp 
Beaver-Cross in the Companion Diocese of Albany. Her salary 
and travel expense ware paid by the Diocese as a gesture of 
friendship with the District of Idaho. How fine it wuld be 
if we could reciprocate and do the same for a girl fran jlbany. 


Our able Chaplains at the University of Idaho, Idaho Stato, 
College of idaho and Boise Junior College minister to our young 
people there. The Episcopal Churchwomen of Id-ho gave to the 
Canterbury houses at these campuses the following amounts: 
College of Idaho -"75.00, BJC - 50.00, University of Idaho - 
“50.00, and ISU - .75.C0. it is hoped you will encourage cach 
of your own parish groups to support these Canterbury Houses 
with a generous contribution this coming year. It can truly be 
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said that these men do "so much with so: little".

STRUCTURE OF THE CHURCH IN IDAHO - -17* 
This committee gave its attention in 1965 to developing propo-= 
sals that would accomplish worthwhile steps toward the objectives 
given the committee by the 196 Convocation, and which might be 
agreeable to a large majority at this Convocation. For this 
reason the committee communicated as much as possible with 

Bishop's Committees, Vestries and Deaneries, 


The first purpose of these proposals is to make all organized 
churches parishes, thus giving them the full responsibility and 
control of their own programs and activities, bringing them under 
Canon XII ( Of Parish Vestries) of the Episcopal Church in the 
U.S.A. The second purpose is to give the B ishop a more positive 
role in the appointment on a strategic and planned basis of 
clergymen to be in charge of churches,which besides being desir- 
able in itself would be necessary if many parishes are to 
continue to be dependent on financial assistance from the District 
budget. This later factor also makes undesirable the present 
compulsory incorporation of a parish, 


* "Canon II" below is altered only to eliminate the distriction 
between parishes and missions, and the maximum number of elected 
delegates is increased by two in order to allow more proportion- 
ate representation of large parishes. 


Canon II .... Of Lay Delegates Entitled to a Seat and to 
vote in Convocation.

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MISSION STRATEGY

PILOT DIOCESE PROGRAM 

The pilot Steering Committee held 5 meetings during 1965. In 
addition, the "co-pilot steering committee" made up of represent- 
atives of the women's Board, held lh meetings. 


The major directions taken thus far include: 


1. The development and encouragement of regional forms of church 
acministration and prograziiing, 


2. attempts to improve District level Church administration, 
Efforts have included training for administration skills, 
suggestions for structural changes, and unification of 
planning and programming, including the itegration of 
"women's work", 


3. Provision for a radical new approach to adult education, 
involving a method of drawing on the academic resources of 
our seminaries. 


"General Reports" of Pilot Programming in Idaho are approximately 
quarterly. The magazine "Church in Metropolis" reports on the 
program nationally. Either or both of these are available to you 
at no cost. If interested, notify the District Office. 
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The pilot Program nationally, includes at present. seven "pilot 
jurisdictions". During recent months, the Bishops and Coordinat- 
ors of the Pilot Dioceses and the Executive Council Staff Members 
have been attempting to set down in writing, the relationship 
and agreement which has. developed between the pilot jurisdictions 
and the Executive Council. This has now been spelled out in some 
detail and a copy of the agreeient.is here-to appended for your 
information. The great seriousness of Idaho's call to serve the 
Church through the demonstration of a deliberate and concerted 
‘renewal process! is reflected in this document.

The Joint Urban Program - Pilot Diocese Agreement 


The following agreement defines the relationship now establish- 
ed between the Joint Urban Program of Executive Council and the 
Diocese of Idaho for the purpose of disciplined experimentation 
and demonstration in the common task of renewal of the Church. 
This agreement will automatically expire on 12/31/67; but may be 
renewed by negotiation and mutual consent if there is demonstrat- 
ed need to enter into a phasing-out period during which no new 
project grants would be made. 


I. Scope and Nature of Relationship 


The center of attention in this relationship is the process 
whereby the diocese ( with such help as the national relation- 
ship can provide) develops systems for diocesan-wide planning, 
establishment and review of strategy and priorities, implement- 
ation of strategy, and evaluation of structure, program and 
personnel. The Pilot Diocese Program proceeds on the assumption 
that the Church's performance of mission is in urgent need of 
improvement, and that the most important and effective element of 
such change is the development of these processes for definition 
of objectives, establishment of planning, priorities, and evalu- 
ation, plus appropriate action, The Pilot Diocese Program is 
not a method for underwriting an urban program with national 
funds. The Program is not centered on inner city work or on 
projects, It is concerned with the Church's capacity to change. 
and radically to sharpen its effectiveness in total mission 
within a highly urbanized and rapidly changing society. Parti- 
cular projects are considered which are experimental in charagter, 
and which bear promise of demonstrating useful information to 
other dioceses regarding the process of re-alignment and renewal 
(hence the importance phrase, "demonstration projects"). Further- 
more, within the diocese, all areas of its program and structure 
are presumably concerned with mission and ministry, so all will 
be involved in or affected by this development of processes, 
structures, programs and systems, that is, with the "Pilot Process", 


Point of Agreement: The Pilot designation involves the 
whole of the structure and program and planning of a diocese, 
Thus there is nothing in a Pilot Diocese which is. not potent- 
jally a part: of the Pilot Process. 


II. Mutual Dicision Making Regarding Termination 


The pilot Program is a mutual one between the Pilot Diocese and 
Executive Council's Joint Urban Program and thus the major decis- 
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ions in regard to termination of the Pilot Diocese. relationship 
and/or the instigation or termination of demonstration projects 
are most desirable when made bilate malty.

Point of Agreement: . The Bishop of the Pilot Diocese and 
the Coordinator of the Joint Urban Program will consult 


prior to the instigation or termination of a demonstra- 


tion proje*t.or grant. -The final authority in matters 
involving J»xint Urban Program funds resides in the Joint 
Urban Progiun Grant Screening Committee. Each demonstra- 
tion grant application and approval shall include a 
termination date. 


Point of Apreement: The pilot relationship between the 
diocese and the #xecutive Council automatically expires 
on the date hereinbefore stated. Prior to the termin- 
ation date specified, the question of whether the relat- 
ionship is to continue shall be subject to annual review 
in December and, while every effort is pledged toward a 
bilateral decision, either party to this agreement shall 


have the right of termination after the annual review. 


Til. Administration And Evaluation . 


The Joint Urban Program of Executive Council and the Pilot 
Diocese share a responsibility to evaluate projects undertaken ~ 
in a pilot Diocese and the planning process by which such pro- 
jects are selected and implemented. This is in, order to samy 
out learnings which can be communicated to and utilized by the 
other dioceses of the Church,

Point of Agreement: Since ‘re sponsbile administration 

of the evaluation and catalytic process of the Pilot 
Diocese Program requires considerable man-hours, both the 
Joint Urban Program and the Pilot Diocese will make every 
effort to see that there is a Pilot Coordinator in bhe 
Pilot Diocese with sufficient or full time available for 
the Pilot Program, 


Point of Agreement: The Pilot Diocese will develop. its 


own disciplined evaluati n and record keeping process 

both for the process represented by the Pilot Program and 
for projects of significant nature in the diocesan program 
whether funded by the Joint Urban Program or not, 
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Ce. 


Point of Agreement; ach Pilot Diocese will openly - 


share with the Joint Urban Program its epperiences with 


the evaluation process and the learnings produced by that 
process and will do so through the, regularized reporting 
system carried out by all Pilot Dioceses quarterly. 


Point of Agreement: A diocesan activity w ich is mutually 
decided by the Bishop of the Pilot Diocese and the Coordi- 
nator of the Joint Urban Program to be a demonstration 
project shall be subject to the evaluation processes 
whether it requires national funding or not. 


Point of Agreement: Since an atmosphere of mutual trust 


and openness is essential, the Joint Urban Program and 
each Pilot Diocese will give to each other's designated 
personnel access to pertinent meetings and records for 
evaluation purposes. it is understood that the Bishop of 
the Pilot Diocese shall be consulted on any material to 
be published explicitly referring to his Diocese prior to

Point of Agreement: The relationship of kxecutive Council's

IV. Obligation To Inter Pilot Diocesan Relationships 


From time to time conferences are held assembling Joint Urban 
Program Staff and Pilot Diocesan Bishops and Coordinators for 
mutual education, cross-fertilization of ideas, discussion of 
problems and other purposes. These meetings average twice a 
year for B ishops and six times a year for Coordinators, 


., Point of’ Agréement: . Joint.Urban Propram Staff and Pilot 
Bishops and Coordinators will pive these meetings top 
priority and make every reasonable effort to be present for 
all of their meetings. Joint Urban Program Staff have the 
obligation to schedule these :reetings with sufficient 
advance notice ( at least three months) and consultation 
so as to make this point of agreement possible of realtza- 
tion in practice. 


V. Demonstrat* on Grant Diminution 


The financial participation of Executive Council Budgetary 
funds in Pilot Demonstration Projects is necessarily of a tempo- 
rary nature and is intended to assist the Pilot Diocese in

which are deemed to have the potential of becoming a normative ~ 
part of the diocesan pattern and being fully supported SPM 
Diocesan financial resourses. 


Point of Agreement: Demonstration Project..Grant Applications 
shall include project budget details for a minimum three . 
vear period and a schedule of diminution of Executive Council 
budget funds requested on a rate which will ultimately result 
in full diocesan support of the project on a schedule approved 
by the Grant Screening Committee. The dimunition schedule 
will. be considered by the Joint Urban Program Grant Screening 
Committee along with considering the possibility of granting 
funds to the project. National funds can not exceed 75% of © 

a project budget in the first project year and lesser amounts 
(per the diminution schedule) in the remaining years.

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WESTERN PARISH TRAINING PROGRAM 


The Parish Training Program is sponsored by the Division of 
Christian Ministries of the Home Department of the Executive 
Council, It provides training for men and women who will be in 
positions of professional leadership in parish life, through 
summer placement in real parish situations ( usually between the 
énd and 3rd year of seminary), It emphasizes exposure and 
experience in varied aspects of parish life -- disciplined © 
reflection on that experience -~ under trained supervision. 


The Progran is administered through six regional locations, 
the "Western"progrem including the 8th Province. In each regional 
program students are received from all seminaries and placed with 
superviscrs within the region, Last summer's endeavor placed © 
8s students from 15 seminaries and training schools. Fourteen 
students from 10 seminaries were placed through the Western Pro- 
gram: 3 of these in Idaho: in Emmett, Idaho Falls and Gooding, 
under supervisors the Rev. Messrs: Kale King, Jack Viggers and | 
Wm, C, Johnson. The students! Preliminary Session ( a ten-day 
orientation to the program) was Held in Idaho Falls and the 
Evaluation Session, at the Episcopal Conference Center at McCall. 


Idaho personnel have had a long historv of supporting this 
valuable training endeavor, including Bishop Foote's previous 
directorship of the progrem nationally ( out of Roanridge, Miss- 
ouri), Dean Spofford's leadership of the Western Program ( out of 
Weiser), Tr. Ed Ho: cLett's staff contributions over many years, and 
the considerable efforts of many who have supervised students, 
assisted with propraming, and hosted meetings. 


The Church in Idaho is making a significant contribution to the 
important work cf training Church leaders of the immediate future 
over and above ordinary seminary support, yet those who have been 
involved with the program also recognizes the reciprocal benefits 
of the presence of a stimulating and energetic group of people 
temporarily in our midst.

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WORLD MISSION 


During the year, the department has met regularly in conjunc- 
tion with the Bishop and Council, A central focus has been how 
to make significant our relationship with Matabeleland, while 
our three-year project in part-ership ( training of lay catechists) 
is in force. During this second year of the relationship, 
support for the project seems to have been adequate on a grand 
total basis but less than adequate in the area of involving all 
members of the Church, and each local congregation, in the reali- 
ty and significance of M.R.I. We still have one year ( until. 
April, 1967 ) to run on our project with Matabeleland, which is 
of the utmost importance since, due to unsettled political and 
interracial conditions in Rhodesia, there is some possibility 
that the income of that jurisdiction will be drastically curtail- 
ed. Bishop Kenneth Skelton, since the rebellion of Ian Smith's 
government, has been the main voice for the Anglican church's 
position in that area, which means that our resources to him, and 
‘his jurisdiction, will’be fundamental. Only as such workers as 
lay-catechists aré trained will, perhaps, the great division in 
that country be healed with peace and justice for all, 


During the year ahead, the Dept. will attempt to send out regu- 
lar bulletins giving information on the Church's position(s) in 
that area, so that we all may be a bit better informed. 


The financial statement of our committments to Matabeleland are 
appended to this report. 


During 1965, the Dept. sent out: 


(a) Four bulletins with information about M.R.I. and our 
project.in partnership; 

(b) Four large wooden cart ns of drugs to Matabeleland, 
through - the courtesy of the Ada and Canyon County Medical 
societies; 

(c) Twelve Noes ‘of drugs to the mission to the Navajo 
Indians in Bluff, ,Utohs 

(d) A joint Idaho- Matabe eaves Albany prayer list, to be used 
by congregations in the three jurisdictions reeves 
This was prepared. by the Rev, Harold Myers and a group 
of Crace Church, Nampa. - 


Also,during the year, the Dept. sponsored two services at the 
Cathedral, First, the B iship's Players presented Cry the Belov- 
ed Country, with the offering going to Matabeleland and, secondly, 
the Folk Mass was presented by the Episcopal Young Churchmen, with 
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the offering going to the. Diocese of Albany for Camelot, the 
St. Francis' Boys Home unit being started at Lake Placid in our 
domestic ‘companion diocese', 


- In October, the chairman of the department attended a meeting 
of the Dept. of World Mission and M.R.I. of the 8th Province in 
Fresno, California. Leaders of the conference were the Rev. 
Canon Francis Foote, the Rev. William Heffner of the Overseas 
Dept. .of the National Church.and the Rt. Rev. Stephen Neill. At 
the conference, it was pointed out that our ties with Matabele- 
land were of a 'project', rather than of a true 'companisnship! 
nature. This means. that. there was a three-year limit on our 
formal relationship. 


In light of this, the Dept. has recommended that we honor our 
committments to Matabeleland and begin looking around for an 
on-going companionship relationship with a Canadian jurisdiction, 
This plan, which has been approved by the Bishop and Council at 
its Dec. 1965 meeting, will mean that we would have a non-nation- 
al relationship but with a jurisdiction close enough so that we 
may be able to truly work out personal ties (. such as visits, 
exchange of clergy, work camps, etc.) and, thus, live more close- 
ly to the spirit of the M.R.I. report. 


Again, we would urge each congregation to have special activi- 
ties during the coming year for the benefit of our project with 
Matabeleland. We have also recommended that the offerings of the 
1966 Convocation go towards our Matabeleland committments and 
that, on this Sunday, each congregation in its ae canned have 
a special offering for this purpose.

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FINANCE 


The Department of Finance, with the approval of the Bishop and 
Council, submits for vour approval the 1966 budget in the total 
amount of spproximately $201,000. The substantial increase over 
the 1965 budget results from the new programs planned as a part 
of the research activities of the National Church and the District. 


The National Church will contribute about %120,000 toward the 
total budget. The parishes and missions of the District have 
accepted the responsibility for $72,299 and other miscellaneous 
income is expected to approximate 46700. The income, therefore, 
is equal to the budgeted expense. : 


The parishes and missions of the District have increased their 
1966 responsibility of the District's expenses over their 1965 
responsibility by about $6000, This will enable the District to 
increase the-funds for retirement of present indebtedness by 
$3000, to meet the normal increases in clergy salary and to 
support the District's part of the research program. 


_ The Department of Finance reviewed the clergy salary scale as 
directed by the 1965 Convocation. The present salary scale meets 
the minimum standard of the National Church and is consistant with 
the salary scales in adjoining Districts. The Department of 
Finance, therefore, recommends that the salary scale continue at 
its existing level for the present,

CANON XIX 
Of District Administration 


Section 1. A District Council shall be made up of the Bishop 
plus twelve adult communicant members of the Church.

Section 2. The Council shall review the work of the Church, 
being concerned to coofdinate and unify the Church's efforts 
and to advise and interpret on matters reflecting the basic 
policy or program intentions of the Church as expressed by 
Convocation.

DIRECTOR OF CHRISTIAN EDUCATION 


This year the main focus of my work has been with those church- 
es using the Church's Teaching for Small Church Schools. This 
curriculum was produced to meet the particular administrative, 
training, and teaching needs of the school with sixty or less 
pupils in attendance. Twelve of the nineteen schools of the 
District in this size range are in the program, In addition, one 
larger school is experimenting with the materials in two classes. 


Getting together on curriculum has made possible the following © 
services to the local congregation: 1) Central purchasing of 
aurriculum resulting in discounts to local congregations, simpli- 
fied ordering and billing, and immediate delivery. 2) Central 
purchasing of supplies resulting in wholesale prices to the 
congregation, and specific suppl-es for each unit of study deli- 
vered directly to the teacher -- often unavailable outside 
larger cities. 3) Library service on all resources mentioned 
in teaching manuals; reference books for teachers; children's 
books, records, filmstrips, and motion pictures. 1) Production 
or purchase of supplementary teaching aids to meet particular 
class or district needs. 5) Regular consultation and or individ- 
ual training for teachers. 


Basically the program 1) frees the clergymanfrom time-consum- 
ing detail so he can concentrate on being a pastoral and theo- 
logical consultant to teacher, 2) Gives the teacher material 
resources and personal support. 3) Permits, because of simpli-

C, The response from lay people throughout the District

3. A list or Bibliography of resource material available 
within the District. 


D. The committee strongly urges the acceptance of these 
recommendations for standardization of curricula and 
general guide lines for Church Schools throughout the 
District.

CHURCH 1 PENSION FUND 
No one who reads the Church Press can fail to have observed 
that thereis a good deal of unrest in the church in regard to 
the policies of the Church Pensi-n Fund. There are those who 
believe that the Fund should allow earlier retirement with 
larger pensions, and those who believe that the mandatory age 
of retirement should be raised or abolished, as well as other 
' view points. The trustees of the Fund believe that none of 
these changes in policy is possible without the raising of the 
' 15% assessment on the parishes and missions. Pensions paid 
under the rules of our Fund are already larger and the admin- 
istrative expense is smaller than under any other system of the 
larger churches, "™ Also The Church Pension Fund is currently 
receiving dividends from the three subsidiary companies total- 
ing $15,000. a year, This is a return on the Fund's invest- 
ment in the companies of 6%.plus, In additi n thereis savings 
to the churches in their costs in outlay. For instance, the 
Fire company probably saves ¢2000,000 or $300,000. a year to the 
churches because of reduced premiums and the Hymnal company over 
100,000. a year by our low prices... 


The Clergy, for obvious reason, keep abreast of the inform- 
ation regarding their pensions, but for the benefit of the 
laymen gg I would like to read to you some exes rEne from 
the last year's ma Daay of the Fund, 
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Church Pension Fund, cont'd) 


"Historically the Church has always felt a deep sense of 
responsibility to provide for its clergy retired by age and 
disability and for the widows and minor orphans of clergymen, 
The first 'relief' society of the Church in this country was 
formed in 1762 (. South Carolina), and by the early part of the 
twentieth century some fifty such be apa diocesan and 
Church-wide, were in existance. 


In 1910 General Convention set up a commission to formulate 
a new system into: which the flow of funds from the Church would 
be unremitting and reawnnably adequate for the purpose, and 
from which the pensions would come to all clergy as a matter of 
right and not as charitable relief -- above all a system that 
would work. 


The proposals of this commission, following a remarkably 
acute study of existing pension plans throughout the world, were 
accepted in principal by the 1913 General Convention, The Fund 
was then in 1916 adopted by. General Convention and the many 
dioceses as the official clergy pension system and, after a 
successful fourteen months campaign to raise a $5,000,000 © 
initial reserve for prior service credit, started active oper- 
ation on March 1, 1917. 


The Church ttself, that isthe parishes and other units, pays 
the pension costs just as it pays the stipends during the active 
yearsof the clergy. The active clergy are not called upon, to 
contribute. This is a most important principle for it means 
generally higher pensions than by: any attempted self-savings 
approach, 


The great rise in living costs in the 19)0's led. the General 
Convention of 199 to authorize an increase in minimum pensions 
in normal cases from $600 to $1,500. a year for the clergy and 
from $300 to ‘750. a year for the widows, both of these already 
receiving pensions and for those to receive pensions in the 
future. The orphan's allowance was also increased, These all 
called for an increase in parish contributions ( assessments) 
to 15 per cent of stipends from the*previous 10 per cent. The 
result was an increase in 1950 of one million dollars in both 
assessment income and in the current pension payments. 


A further expansion in 1958 lifted all pensions, both those 
in force and future, by 20 per cent "across the board", Among 
other results of this move, the minimum clergy benefit was

brought to: $1,800 and the minimum widow's benefit to S900 a 
year. 


Another step, at the beginning of 1962, was to bring the 
minimum widow's pension in normal cases to 41,200. And at the © 
beginning of 1965 tre minimum etirement and disability pensions 
were increased to 42,100. and widow's pension to #1,)00, with 
orphan's allowances ee proportionately. : 


The minimum figures are now at.a level four times as high as 
the original level prior to 1950. 


The Retirement Benefit is available for the clergyman at age 
65 if then retired or upon subsequent retirement. ( Canon 5 of 
General Convention requires the’ clergyman to resign at age 72 
from the position he may then be holding.) 


The Disability. Benefit is available to the clergyman whose 
disability is’ both total and permanent. It is payable to the 
clergyman prior to age 68, if »e is not eligible for the early 
Retirement Benefit by reason of already having retired and 
having reached -age 65, 


The benefit for the widow becomes available immediately at 
the death of the clergyman. It continues during her lifetime 
as his widow; it terminates if she remarries. 


The minor child of a deceased clergyman is entitled toa 
grant during dependance to age 21. A child adopted by a married 
clergyman, prior to his reaching age 8, is eligible. 


An immediate lump-sum pen hiene of 1,000 is made to the widow 
of a clergyman, if the assessment schedule is complete, pro- 
vided that he held a cure or office in the Church within six 
months prior to death or: to his eligibility to receive benefit. 


If the immediate Grant is called for within a-diocese in 
which there is’a parish that has failed to pay at least six mo- 
nths assessments for the previous year, the Grant is held up 
until thé delinquency has been corrected. 


The pension benefits described in the foregoing, including 
the minimum figures, assume continuous and full payment of 
assessments, When the Fund does not receive: continuous and 
full payment, adjustment in the eventual pension figure is 
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Church Pension Fund, cont'd. 


necessary. The adjusted pension is less than what the pension 
would be had the assessments been received in full." 


January 5, of this year the Fund announced that, beginning 
immediately, adjustments upward in all pensions and allowances . 
would be made as the assets of Fund allow. The amount of this 
adjustment has not yet been determined. Annual Benefits being 
currently paid to three retired clergy in this District amount 
to $4,812.00. Annual payments to wodiws total’ $5,619.00. — 


As of December 31, 1968 all assessments on th) churches of the

Following the resignation of Rev. Jack Viggers as C.S.R. chair- 
man, our Bishop felt perhaps a lay person c uld fill this 
position and accordingly appointed Zoe Numbers in September to 
carry on in this capacity. She felt honored to be so chosen, 
Mrs. D. Blackaller ‘has not been able to continue on as World 
Relief Chairman; Major Heathcote mos been transferred, so the 
committee has dwindled. 


oe Furno was OE to this committee and Canon Blackaller 
has helped’ greatly as has Archdeacon Johnson. 


There was no meeting in September. In December at Twin Falls 
our discussion centered on ethnic groups in reference to housing, - 
employmant and education practices and the need of a survey in 
these areas was recognized. 


This is to say, not just our own church became involved but, 
other denominations as well. It should be the concern of us aria 
While we don't have a Was situation, such a case can develop 
anywhere. 


It was suggested that the C.S,R. action be the focus of the 
Deanery rather than the individual parish. Also suggested was- 
the need for improved communications aimed at informing the 
Department what is going on in this: area of concern. 


A letter was ent in December to all parishes offering 
program foreground studies. Mentioned also was a book entitled 
"Living Room Dialogues", Authored by Roman, Orthodox, and Pro- 
testant scholars, it provides guidance for meetings of small 
groups of laymen and laywomen of all these faiths to gather 
together in homes and explore and learn of each others tradi- 
tions and beliefs, this is a great step toward Christian unity. 


Karly in the year a letter was written concerning Medicare. 
Medicare has since been written into law. National C.S.R. suggests 
all chergy and C.S.R. chairman, C.S.R. chairman to E.C.W. make 
the following facts known to all who are eligible for these 
benefits. All over 65 years of age who want these must 
register before March 31, 1966. Insurance companies are gearing 
themselves to this program also, Go to your local Social Security 
office and investigate"Health Insurance for the Aged". There will 
not be another enrollment period until October of 1967.

It's a pleasure, once again, to report on the activities of 
St. Luke's Hospital in the past year to the annual convocation 
of the Missionary District of Idaho, 


During the twelve months ending September 30, 1965, the 
volume of services increased in nearly every area over those of 
the previous year. Some of the more pertinent statistics appear 
below: : 


- 7,780 adult and pediatric admissions 

- 39,931 adult and pediatric patient days of service 
= 990 births 

- 3,937 newborn patient days of service 

- h,460 major and minor operatioris 

- 99.951 clinical laboratory examinations 

- 18,132 diagnostic x-ray examinations 

- ‘7,048 cobalt and x-ray treatments 

- 5,730 emergency room visits 

~ 16,923 meals served - 


We expended nearly $2,100,000 during the year including more 
than $1,194,000 for salaries and wases. Cost per patient day 
in 1965 was 49.1 and the average length of patient stay was 
5.1 days. : ape 


The medical staff continued to function well under the 
leadership of Dr, William Forney, president, and Dr. Ralph 
Jones, president-elect. The senior and junior auxiliaries were 
headed by Mrs. Richard B. Smith and Miss Cindy Crowe respective- 
ly and once again provided: thousands of hours of service to 
' patients and personnel alike. 


The coming year certainly promises to be one of challenge and 
extitement. The hospital portion of "medicare" becomes effect- 
ive Julv 1, 1966 and will pose certain difficulties from an 
accounting standpoint as well as creating some problems with 
hospital based, physician- specialists such as pathologists and 
radiologists. 


In addition, an extraordinary amount of time will continue to 
be spent by the board of directors and administration on the 
future of St. Luke's. A study of the role and program of the 
hospital in the coming years has been completed by a national- 
ly recognized consulting firm which, at present, is also 
developing a master plan for physical expansion and land acqui- 
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sition. Discussions are underway with the board and admin- 
istration of the #lk's Rehabilitation Center in regard toa 
possible affiliation of some sort between the Center and 

St. Luke's. 


We are also involved in studies that are being done on the 
feasibility of establishing certain facilities and services in 
Boise such as an artificial kidney unit and a cardiac evalua- 
tion center. And finally, a foundation has been organized 
which eventually will lead to the development of a medical eche 
ool.in our aréa. As St. Luke's will undoubtedly become a 
basic teaching unit of such a school, we expect to be increas- 
ingly involved in the plans of this foundation. 


In closing, may we again remind you of the standing invitat- 
ion to visit "your" hospital. We'd be privileged to tour you 
throughout St. Luke's and to explain our various services and 
facilities.

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ARCHDEACON,. EASTERN IDAHO 


The Regional Ministry of the Church in Eastern Idaho has come ~ 
a long way in the year it has been in existance. It seems 
impossible that only one year ago a group of laymen and clergy 
from Blackfoot, Idaho Falls, and Salyon came’ together to discuss 
the common problems of congregations isolated from one another, 
their communities, and the Church at larbe. And, out of that 
meeting the concept of a regional ministry emerged. 


In the beginning, the great push was simply to get to know each ~ 
other better, to provide services during a period of vacancy in 
three congregations, and to investigate the. possibilities for 
future cooperative effort. By June of 1965 the regional concept © 
had attracted the attention of the National Pilot Diocese Program 
and had been accepted as a valid’experiment to test the idea for 
application to other areas of the Church. A Regional Archdeacon 
was appointed to coordinate the program, and the necessary 
changes in the relationship of congregations in the region which 
would make the program viable were established, The changes in- 
volved the resignation of the rector of St. John's, Idaho Falls, 
and the election of the Bishop by St. John's Vestry, to be the 
rector, This move placed the parish in Idaho Falls in much the 
same position with respect to the Bishop as the missions of the 
region, The Bishop as rector of St, John's as well as the 
missions, and the appointment of a regional archdeacon to repre- 
sent the Bishop, the-possibility for unified action by the con- 
gregations of the region was established. 


.- Then, in October of 1965 the Regional Ministry, in cooperation 
with other denominations, organized and conducted a Metabagdad 
Conference in Idaho Falls. The conference was designed to look 
in depth at the various issues which confront the Church in 
Eastern Idaho, and to suggest some possible solutions. One of 
the conclusions the conference reached was that a greater level 
of inter-church cooperation was essential. As a result of this 
confrontation with the real necessity for cooperative effort, 
steps were taken to broaden the concept of the Regional Ministry. 
Ways were sought which would enable the establishment of a full 
working partnership with members of other denominational groups. 
Now, we are in the process of expanding and re-developing the 
Regional Council to include all groups interested in participat- 
ing on an equal status. This.means the ®egional Ministry will 
now include Methodist, Lutheran Church in America, Presbyterian, 
Disciples of Christ, as well as Episcopalian.congregations, 


This new arrangement does not mean that full inter-communion

has. been established between the various Cenaninationa! groups. 
It does. not mean that individual congreg?tions will not maintain’ 
their previous control over the internal life of their congre- 
gation, or that some “super Church organization" will be direct- 
ing the activities of the congregation in the future. It does 
mean that we intend to go out of competition with one. another , © 
to seek the ways mutually support the work each is doing, and 
together proclaim the Gospel of our Lord Jesus Christ in areas 
we have not been able to reach individually. In the smaller 
communities it means that the Regional Ministry will do all 

that it can to promote the Christian work presently underway in 
that area by pooling the resources of the region. It means 

that persons previously isolated from their demoninational 
preference will not continue to be isolated, but will find 

their denomination active in whatever community effort is taking 
place. It means for all Christians in Eastern Idaho expanded 
opportunities to deepen their faith through education, and to 
express their faith in Church and community life. 


Hach congregation in the Regional Ministry is being asked to 
select two persons who are actively interested in the regional 
effort to serve as members of the Regional Council. This Region- 
al Council will'‘have the responsibility for developing the 
policies and approving the programs which the Regional Ministry 
will undertake. It will have responsibility for providing the 
planning and evaluation proceedures which will enable it to 
make the necessary decisions. The selection of these persons is 
now being made, and we expect the Regional Council will hold its 
first meeting early in February. At that time we can begin to 
explore some of the future directions which the Regional Minis- 
try might take. 


A very great deal of interest in the things we are doing has 
been generated in the Church at large. Not only in Episcopal 
circles are these things being taken seriously, but with other 
denominational authorities, they have made a strong impression. 
In the next few months we will see a representative of THE 
EPISCOPALIAN here in the region to do a story for publication in 
that journal. We have had requests from Bishops and others for 
information, and some will be coming to "look" and "see", We may 
be in the forefront. of something which will be of profound and 
lasting effect on the whole Church. Wwe may be completely "off 
base", but we will never know until we have given the idea a 
fair trial. Not many of us are satisfied with the manner in 
which we have attempted to interpret the most important truth in 
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the history of man to men of our time. We know we have failed‘tin 
the methods we have used, and that the Church is a shrinking 
minority in modern society. It is time to be bold, to proclaim 
with courage the things we have "seen and heard", "a scandal to 
the Jews, and foolishness to the Greeks, but to them which are 
called, both Jews and Greeks, Christ the power of God, and the 
wisdom of God." And, we can not do it alone. We need the 
strength of the whole Church. There is "one hope of our calling", 
and that one hope is in the mutual commitment of "ourselves, our 
souls and bodies" to one another and to God in our common faith, 
God grant us the strength, the wisdom, the courage, and the 
determination to be faithful stewards of the things we have 
received at His hands.

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BACKGROUND, RESOLITION RE: MISSIONARY DISTRICT OR’ DIOCESE? 


The Bishop and Council at their September 2h, 1965 meeting 
considered the prospects of the District of Idaho petitioning 
the General Convention to be made a Diocese, It was noted at 
that time that while the national canons make no such demands, 
there is a tradition that a Missionary District petition for 
Diocesan status only after it becomes "self-supporting", It was 
further noted that this tradition represents: (1) an un-Shristian 
attitude, and (2) a false assessment of the facts of modern 
national Church administration, 


At that time the Council sugge ted that the Bishop correspond 
with other Missionary Bishops and see if there was a possibility 
of presenting a common "Missionary District" ccncern on this 
issue. 


The Bishop's pursuit of this request led eventually to a 
meeting of the Missionary Bishops in Western Kansas in January 
of this year, While there was general consensus with regard to 
the issue, there was also a feeling that if the Missionary Dist- 
ricts could act upon the invitation of some group that this 
would te a preferable way of raising the issue at General Conven- 
tion. 


Thus, in February the Home Department of the Executive Council 
passed a resolution stating that the concept of a Missionary 
District is now obsolete, that it was not appropriate to deal 
with similar problems in different jurisdictions in qa non-uniform 
manner simply because of this artificial distinction, and that 
therefore the Executive Council should encourage the Domestic 
Missionary Districts to make application to become dioceses, 


This matter will be brought before the Executive Council at 
their June meeting this year, and there appears to be every 
reason to assume that the Council will act favorably with regard 
to this resolution of the Home Department, 


Thus, the issue originally considered by the Bishop and 
Council in September of last year (1) has been found to be of 
general concern in the Domestic iMissionary Jurisdictions, (2) 


there appears to be a need and willingness cn the part of the 
Church nationally to eliminate the distinction and, (3) there 
is high probability that an invitation will be made to Mission~ 
ary Jurisdictions to petition for Diocesan status. 
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If the Missionary District of Idaho is to be in a position 
to respond to such a likely invitation, it is desirable that 
the matter be thoroughly explored and the Church in Idaho be 
adequately informed on the meaning of such a significant move, 


THE BISHOP'S CHARGE hoebieemi 


TO THE DELEGATES OF THE FIFTY-SEVENTH ANNUAL CONVOCATION OF THE 
MISSIONARY DISTRICT OF IDAHO, AND THE MEMBERS OF THE EPISCOPAL 
CHURCH IN IDAHO. ' 


It is my duty to begin with to present you with a summary of 
the life and activities of the Episcopal Church in Idaho in the 
year 1965. And, then, to try and suggest the direction - in which 
our efforts should gO in. the immediate future. 


The following personnel changes took place in the past year 
within the District, The Rev. Daniel S. Smolen moved from 
St. Michael's Cathedral to become vicar of St. Paul's, Blackfoot, 
The Rev. Jack T, Viggers became Archdeacon of Northeastern Idaho , 
The Rev. David L. Stone.moved from St. Luke's, Weiser to St. 
John's,:Idaho Falls. The Rev. Ceorge R. Schoedinger came to us 
from Bastern Oregon to be Senior Canon of St. Michael's Cathedral. 
The Rev. George E. Ross has moved recently from Southern Ohio to 
Idaho as a new Director of Training and as Professor of Continus 
ing Education at the Church Divinity School of the Pacific. 


During the past year there was a great deal of building activ- 
ity. This included a new church and additional office space for 
All Saints' in Boise, new vicarages for Shoshone and Rupert, 
completion of the church in Arco, purchase of two residences for 
clergy, one in Idaho Falls. and one in Pocatello, the moving and 
remodeling of the old All Saints! Church to St. Stephen's Church 
in Boise, and, presently, the construction of a new Canterbury 
House in Pocatello. The total cost of these projects comes to 
almost $400,000. This was financed with $25,000 in grants from 
the Executive Council, $32,200 from the District Development 
Program, $154,000 in euien cid loans, and approximately 
$189,000 was raised in the local congregations... 


With a heer ee the various parishes and missions of 
the District have completed their basic,needs for property and 
buildings. it is my hope, as time goes on and indebtedness is 
decreased, that a greater share of the income of these places 
can be given to the mission of the Churdh. 

We have continued to make some small improvements at the 
Conference. Center at Payette Lakes, but we still are without the 
funds to do several basic things that are called for to bring 
this fine property to its best use. Needed are a two-bed 
infirmary with heat, light, and bathroom facilities, adequate 
storage place for groceries, and the completion of the recrea- 
tion hall, We further need a continuing program of repair and 
maintenance of existing buildings. So far we have not been:able 
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to ‘provide any capital needs through the regular budget of the 
District, but I would recommend in future years that we should 
have an item available of several thousand dollars: for this 
purpose through the regular budget of the church beginning, if 
possible in 1967. 


You will see from reports that the District Development Fund 
continues its usefulness to the church and, ‘in this connection, 
I would like to ask this Convocation to grant permission to the 
trustees of the fund, if they deem it advisable, to make loans. 
to clergymen wishing to purchase their own homes in amounts of. 
not more than $1,500 to be amortized over a five-year period. 
Six Clergy in the District now receive housing allowances and 
either own their own homes or rent property. ©The advantage of. 
this procedure is that with the variati.n in the sizes of clergy 
families, housing can be adapted to their individual needs. And, 
further, they become’ a more responsible part, of the community 
in which they live since in one form or another they are paying. 
property taxes, paying their share of the cost of educating 
their children:and the cost of local government. In some of 
our communities, it is not possible to proceed in this way and 
we still shall need to have rectories and vicarages. But, where ~ 
this is possible and where the clergy would like to own their 
own homes, the chief stumbling block has been that most of 
the clergy do not have the down payment available. I, there- 
fore, ask your consideration of this: matter, 


We, now, have come to the ‘end of the first year as one of 
seven Pilot Dioceses in the United States and there are reports 
before you of the nature of this agreement and the process © 4 
| involved. One of our efforts for instance, is in the field of 
Regional Ministries, bringing congregations into meaningful 
relationship to each other and discovering ways in which the 
resources in personnel and Weadership, in particular, of these ~ 
congregations may be shared. During the year, this process has ~ 
shown itself to have great ecumenical possibilities to help the 
churches to work together as servants to their communities and 
to provide the means of eliminating the wasteful duplication of | 
effort by different denominations in our small communities with- 
out, at the same time, obliterating the significance of the gifts . 
which each denomination has to offer to the whole church. This 
effort will call for much patience and love and perserverence 
but it is an effort that must be made in his Name. 


Also, we areabout to be gin a training program for adults, in- ne 
cluding the training of a self-supporting Priesthood and the 
continuing education of our present clergy. This program 
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wherever it can be, will be ecumenical in nature and will 
require much of our energy and the time and effort of many people, 


As you may have come to understand, the Pilot process is not 
related just to these two projects but involves an examination 
of everything we do in the Church in Idaho, our structure, the 
life of every congregation and our relationship to the communi- 
ties in which we work, The work of the Structure Committee over 
the last two years has revealed that this is a process that 
requires a good deal of hard work, and reveals many differences 
of opinions. Changes in Canonical structure, in themselves, do 
not accomplish anything. But, hopefully, they clear the way for 
the development of a more flexible, efficient, and useful church 
Obedient to its.mission in the ‘world. Changes in structure, and 
other changes, should be made orily when the existing structure 
witnesses against the Gospel we preach or when they prevent us 
from having the flexibility to deal with a society which has 
become characterized by urban values and by a high degree of 
mobility. For example, it seems to me, and I have said this be- 
fore, that the distinction between parishes and missions is 
nothing more or less than the distinction between those who are 
able to support themselves and those who are not, Often the 
inability to support one's self is a geographical accident in the 
location of a church, -and the distinction becomes un-Christian,. 
Mission congregations certainly are not any more immature, irres- 
ponsible, nor less generous than the selfsupporting congregations, 
And the distinction between the two should be removed, © 


Also, in our structure, we are bound to a Canon which requires 
the existence of departments whether there is a function for them 
or not. This means that we have had departments in existance 
in name only or, worse than this, that exist and meet regularly 
without significant tasks, resulting in the frustration of some 
of the best of our lay leadership. We need the freedom to have 
functional departments and committees which, when their job is 
done, can be released for other duties. . 


Further, we need the freedom to develop a meaningful planning 
system for every church, congregation, and the District as a 
whole, This shouhd be a means for studying the communities and 
society in which we live. What will the needs of these communi- 
ties be in 1970 or 1975? And, in what ways can the church help 
meet these needs? What resources will we need in terms of 
property, money, personnel, skills? In other words, what are 
our goals for the church in Idaho, Now and the future? 


Naturally enough, there has been, and continues to be, resist- 
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ance to change. This, in itself is not, necessarily, bad and © 
mav-help the change to less wasteful ef values that have come to 
us from the past. There are times when I, myself, feel that it 
certainly would have been easier to be a Bishop of the Church of 
God twenty five years ago than in 1966. But, this is 1966, with © 
its vast: opportunities of new ways of Christian service in the 
world. There must be. changesmade in order t5 make use oF thes 
opportunities. 


In all of this concern for a renegfal of the church: and develop- 
ment of its growing unity there is much discussion of the place 
of the local parish, I am not one.of those who would go so far 
as to say that parochial life and parochial structures have no 
future. There is both a good and.a bad kind of parochialism. 
There is nothing wrong with the desire of people to worship 
together Sunday after Sunday in the same place and to make that 
place as expressive of the relationship between God and man as 
they can, There is nothing wrong with the affection and 
loyalty that develops toward. the place and among the people . 
where our children were made children of God, and before the 
altar where we became man and wife, or in the fellowship which 
strengthened us inthe personal crises of life. But, no congre- 
gation in the Church of God exists. for any other purpose than 
the mission of the church to the world in which we live. It 
exists to conserve the faith not embalm it, It exists to re- 
lease people: from fear and to.help them to discover that in the 
givenness of their lives is their salvation and peace, It can- = = — 
not illustrate this to anyone if, as a parish, it continually 
protects itself from the oppor tiand tes to share its resources 
in the total mission of the church, The clergy are. not the - 

| private possession of any one church, even if that church pays. ~ 
one hundred percent of the clergyman"s salary. The financial 
resources of any parish are not their private possessions but 
theirs to use in stewardship in the. face of the needs of the 
whole church. The reverse, of course, is, also, true and the 
needs of the local congregation should be known and understood, 
and shared by the-whole church whether a congregation is self- 
supporting or not rescaede d Wea ia 


Men understand themselves and their world in aaeebaeue ways 
in different periods of history. in the middle of this Twenti-~ 
eth Century the Lord Christ meets our needs as they are felt and 
we understand them. If we praéach and witness to a Fourth Cent- 
ury or a Sixteenth Century, or even a Nineteenth Century Christ, ~~. 
then when people are asking for bread we are giving them a stone, % 
The Good News is not being proclaimed to them. But, some will 
say, “Is not Jesus Christ the same yesterday, today and always?" i 
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and that is true if by that you mean he is always humbling him- 
self to be a servant, always administering to us and in terms 
of our own culture with its special questions and its great 
needs, For we have a High Priest who, in all points, is ‘touch- 
ed by. ‘our potirmiciss and tested as we. are tested. 


i cannot oa believe that we who are the servants of the’ 
Servant of God will, in this age, find ourselves forced ever 
more deeply into opposite but completely interdependent direct- 
ions at the same time. First we will be found ever more frequ- | 
ently in the world seeking to help without paternalism and, . 
increasingly, without denominational. label to bring to mankind 
food and shelter, health, education, dignity, and freedom, Yet, 
on the: other hand, we shall be driven increasingly higher up’ the 
Mount of Transfiguration, in more fervent prayer, in greater 
need of corporate worship, with our hands outstretched more 
frequently to receive the. Bread of Life.

CANON XIX, Of District Administration

The District Director of €.P.0. is haroy to report a signifi- 
cant increase in gifts from Episcopal “1ild2 and other groups of 
Episcopal Church Women in Idaho, for the national Books Fund of 
C.P.C, The total amount reccived in 1965 is $18.65, which 
includes $15.18 for the purchase of books for graduating Seminar- 
ians from Idaho, ; 


The books requested were: Masterpieces of Christian Literature 
in Summary for Daniel McAughey and Queen Victoria Born to Succeed, 
for Wharton Sinkler. Both men expressed enthusiastic thanks for 
the gifts, as effective working tools for new clergy. 


Three general letters were released by the Director, two of 
them duplicated in study of the Rector of Church of the Ascension, 
The first letter was mailed in April to 5) groups of Episcopal 
Women in Idaho District and to state officers. The second letter 
mailed August 22, carried an urgent plea for CPC gifts, since 
very little had been contributed at that date, The third letter 
mailed November 1), included the report forms received from New 
York headquarters, #ont'.to 30-groups, however only 23 copies of 
the report were available, hence’ a few guilds did not receive 
the report forms. This letter also carried a plea for much 
needed help. ‘Two thirds of all gifts were received in November 
and December. ; 


One Magazine subscription requested was sent by Mrs. Olive 
Bess, Caldwell. One subscription for the Episcopalian was sent 
locally by Ascension Guild, Twin Falls. One individual gift to 
the Books Fund came from the President of Episcopal Church Women 
in Idaho, Mrs. Emery, 


Canterbury Guild, Pocatello and Christ's Church Guild, Shoshone 
reported successful "Book Teas", enriching our gift fund greatly. 
Ascension Guild designated a special collection for C.P.C. at 
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its December meeting. 


In February, the Convocation in Idaho Falls, brought much 
practical information and inspiration. -to the Director, beside 
extending valuable friendships, aA highljght.for the year was 
the privilege of attending the Synod in San Francisco in early 
May. © Proceding the Synod,your Director was able to devote an 
entire day to discussion of C.P.C. with representatives of 
Episcopal Church Women from the entire Provincial area, 


The wanen of Ali Saints Church, Boise, invited the Director 
to speak at an open meeting September 15, which proved to be a 
gratifying experience and also gave opportunity for.a conference - 
With the District President of E.C.W.: and: with the C.P.C. 
secretary of St. Michael's Cathedral. 


Meetings of Episcopal Church Women were attended in April at 
Boise; in May the District:Workshop in Twin Falls and in October 
the District’ Conference in Twin Falls, at which time provision . 
was made for a presentation of C.P.C., its work and its needs, 
In September,- at Ponderosa Inn we attended a meeting of the 
Bishop and Council and a Board meeting of E.C.W. We also attend- 
ed a Communion Service presented by our Bishop Foote, aA - C.P.C. 
exhibit was on display in the Conference room. 


The Director has represented Ascension Parish on the Council 
of Churches in Twin Falls, and also served as chairman of the 
Nominating Committee of that body. 


Twelve report forms were returned and nearly all of them 
indicated increased activity and interest in C.P.C. Seven.re- 
ported sending used magazines to Hospitals, Prisons, Nursing 
Homes, State insittutions and a Library; three guilds reported 
giving subscriptions to magazines. (Two through the District 
Director); t-ro reported using .C.P.C. material secured from the 
District Director; two guilds sustain C.P.C. displays in the 
parish Churches; one reported sending a special book to a 
Seminary graduate; one guild reported having small prayer books 
to give wherever they are needed. 


The Director is exceedingly cncouraged by the increased

COLLEGE WORK & CHRISTIAN MINISTRIES 


In the field of Christian Ministrics an effort was made in the 
past year to bring to young peoples! attention throughout the 
district, to the many service programs available wherein young 
Christians can become really involved in the Church's mission 
not only in the United States but all over the world, These 
were summer service programs designed to reach underprivileged 
children in city slums and poverty stricken areas. Last spring 
a catalogue of the Voluntary Service Programs was mailed to 
every parish and mission in the District. While I am not aware 
of any specific.response in the form of volunteers, at least some 
ground work has been started in the District in this area, 


Last May copies of "College is far Christians", a short essay

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PRESIDENT 


In the light of Mutual Repponsi bility and Interdependence, and 
the resolutions coming out of the Triennial Meeting in St. Louis, 
the District Board of the Episcopal Churchwomen of Idaho met for 
an evaluation session on the evening proceding the regular meeting 
in April, ‘At the business meeting the next day, two ad hoc 
committees were appointed; one to determine the best time for the 
Annual Meeting of the women, and one to work with the Pilot Coord- 
inator, the Rev, Charles R. Wilson, to study the structure of the 
District organization of Episcopal Churchwomen. Answers to _ 
questionnaires sent out by the first committee showed that the 
majority of the women in the District preferred to have the 
Annual Meeting within Convocation, and a motion was proposed and 
passed by the District Board to this effect. However, the 
"co-pilot" committee met several times during the year, and re- ~ 
commended to the District Board, with unanimous approval, that 
the 1966 Annual Meeting be held just prior to Convocation and a 
resolution be presented to disband the organization known as the 
Episcopal Churchwomen of Idaho, with a second resolution to be 
voted on to request that the Convocation of the District of 
Idaho determine through nomination and election who will repre- 
sent Idaho as delegates and alternates to Triennial in 1967, and 
the annual Provincial Meeting of the women of the Church, 


The -thitieeae behind the proposed dissolution of the formal 
organization of the E.C.W. at the District level is that there 
is sonsiderable duplication of organization and parallel efforts 
with that of the total Church, and it is our conviction that as 
the mission of the whole Church.is the concern of the woiien, so 
the work of the women is also the concern of the whole Church. 
Members of the District Board have attempted to share their 
thinking with the women in thé parishes and missions. While 
the proposed change in organization at the District level does 
not impose any change on the local sroups, we have found that 
in many instances the women have tbeen evaluating their own 
organization, and in several of the parishes and missions there 
has been reorganization to better serve our Lord and His Church, 


Representatives of the E. C. W,. District Board have served on 
diocesan departments, and the two regular meetings in April and 
September were held just preceding the meetings of Bishop and 
Council. Spring Conference in.May and the Fall Conference in 
October, both held at the Church of the Ascension in Twin Falls, 
were well attended by the wmen of the Church throughout the 
District, and were directed to focus our thinking on the mission 
of the Church. A three-day conference was held at Paradise 
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Point in July, wth a Quiet Day led by Dean Spofford of St. 
Michael's Cathedral. Delegates represented the women of Idaho — 
at the Provincial E.C.W. meeting in San Francisco in May; your 
president attended the meeting of the Provineial Bogard in 
September, and is currently serving on an ad hoc coimittee to 
study the synodical structure of the Eighth Province,

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CHRISTIAN SOCIAL RELATIONS 


Another exciting year has come and gone all too quickly. 
Exciting because of so many new ideas and concepts of Christian 
living and concern have presented themselves, and there doesn't 
seem time to embrace and assimulate them all. 


Two letters have been written to parish chairmen, one concern= 
ing medicare in some detail. The other concerning our social 
action in the various phases and aspects of our parish and 
community problems, Attention was called to a new book entitled 
"Living Room Dialogues", Authored by Roman, Orthodox and Protes- 
tant scholars, it provides: guidance for meetings of small groups 
of laymen and laywomen of all these faiths, to gather in homes 
and explore and learn of each other's traditions and beliefs. 
This is a dramatic achievement in understanding, and a giant 
step toward Christian unity. 


Your chairman has been appointed as chairman of the District 
Christian Social Relations Department. She feels at once honor:: 
ed and most humble, for it bears a distinct responsitility. 


M.R.I. has been of major concern everywhere. Ethnic groups 
are receiving benefits, particularly the migrants. The problems 
of the aged and also the youth, are being recognized. We pray 
each day that we not be escalated into a nuclear war. As we 
walk around doing our various duties and jobs, we surely meet 
others who are doing the same thing, and we should not lower 
our eyes and pass by in silence, but face them, andtry and 
wonder and see and speculate what goes on in the other's mind 
and heart. Most of us would find a kindred spirit. This is 
Christian Social Relations-and as God would have us live.

The fifty-seventh annual meeting of the Episcopal Churchwomen 
of Idaho opened at 3:00 pm, February 18, 1966, at All Saints! 
Church in Boise, Mrs. J. F. Emery, presiding. 


Opening devotions were given by Mrs. Donald Davis of St.Luka's 
Weiser, . . 


Mrs. Sam Smith, president of the women of All Saints' gave a 
welcome to delegates and Gesteerr and announced the schedule for 
Convocation, 


It was moved that the reading of the minutes of the 1965 annual 
meeting be dispensed with. Motion carried. 


A roll call was taken for delegates and visitors, Members of © 
the board were introduced by the president. 


Lorene Thurston, treasurer, explained changes in the budget in 
the event the propeaed resolutions are passed, 


Dorothy Johnson made suggestions See the Supply Depart- 
ment, 


Mrs. Hayes reported on the C.P.C. program. — 


Mary Smith, Credentials Chairman, reported that there was in 
attendance 57 Delegates, 18 Visitors. 20 Parishes and Missions 
were represented. 


The président gave a summary on events which lead to tthe pre- 
sentation of these Resolutions, Passage of the Resolutions will 
not impose any changes on the local level. Mrs. Kallenberger 
presented the following Resolution, and moved adoption, 


Whereas, in the Episcopal Churchwomen of Idaho and Bishop 
and Cotincil there is considerable amount of duplication of 
efforts raising barriers of comunication, and 


Whereas, this duplication results in segregation by sex and 
gragmentation of the Church's mission in our time 


Therefore, be it resolved, that the women of the Church in 
Idaho disband the District organization known as "Episcopal 
Churchwomen of Idaho " and invest themselves, their resour- 
ces and their talents through the Episcopal Church in Idaho, 
Feb. 18, 1966. 
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Mrs. Edith Robertson seconded the motion, a standing vote - 
showed 20 ayes. 


Mrs. Kallenberger presented a second Resolution and moved its 
adoption. 


Whereas, it is our conviction that as the mission of the 
w..01e Church is the concern of. the women of. the Church, so 
the work of the women of the Church is also the concern of 


the whole Church, 


Therefore, be it ee that the women of the Episcopal . 
Church in Idaho request the Convocation of the District of 

Idaho assembled to determine through nomination and elect- 

ion who will represent Idaho as ddlegates and alternates 

to Triennial and to the Provincial Meeting of the women of 

the Church, and 


Be it further resolved, that Convocation be requested to 
arrange for said elections as a regular agenda item at Con- 
vocation through appropriate adjustments of Article IX 
(Section 1 and 2) and Article X of the Constitution and 
Canons of the District of Idaho. Feb. 18, 1966. 


Motion sec nded and a standing vote showed twenty ayes. 


It was announced thet a Spring Conference will be held at 
Weiser, District wide, May 13th. An inquiry was made and it 
was stated that some provision would be made for a Co-ordin- 
ator on the District level. The Bishop spoke regarding changes 
to be worked out. He expressed his hope that projects such as 
‘ Supply, C.P.C.- U.T.O. and various departments will be parti- 
Cipated in by the whole church. Women will serve as people - 
not as representatives of women's groups. 


The president asked that various guilds report on their acti- 
vities and several responded. ? 


Joanne Meiers of St, Michael's reported that they spent the 
whole year evaluating the activities of their guilds. 


It was accounced that 1966 camp dates will be July 15 - 18. 
Greater participation was encouraged by several who had attended 
in the past. Synod and Provincial mee ing dates are May 3 -5 in 
Portland. Closing prayer was read by Mrs. Marian Smith. The 
meeting closed at h:30 pm.
